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A  Square  Deal  for  Growing  Chicks 


BY  F.  RAYMOND  BENSON 


3  A  number  of  people  seem  to  think  that  after  the  chicks  are 
*  hatched  that  the  biggest  part  of  the  job  is  through.  Perhaps 
S  it  might  be  a  great  help  if  this  was  the  case  but  the  fact  of 
j;  the  matter  is  that  you  have  just  started  the  task.  Tou  have 
just  caused  the  new  chicks  to  start  on  their  way  through 
life,  and  what  they  will  be  will  depend  in  no  small  measure 
upon  how  you  rear  them.  Tou  will  be  responsible  for  their 
future.  They  may  develop  into  great  prize  winners  or  pro- 
ducers. They  may  bring  you  fame.  On  the  other  hand,  if 
you  are  careless  and 
neglect  them,  either 
t  h  r  ough  ignorance 
or  intent,  the  birds 
may,  in  all  likeli- 
hood will,  grow  up 
to  be  just  ordinary 
culls.  It  is  possible 
to  ruin  even  the 
best  bird  by  im- 
proper raising.  One 
rule  should  be  firm- 
ly impressed  in  the 
mind  of  every  poul- 
tryman,  and  that  is 
that  no  bird  is  any 
better  than  its  rear- 
ing. Time  and  again 
we  have  seen  birds 
of  the  finest  breed- 
ing which  develop 
into  inferior  speci- 
mens. Usually  upon 
investigation  it  was 
found  that  in  some 
measure  the  rearing 
was  at  fault.  "We 
are  not  willing  to 
say  that  all  culls 
are  the  result  of 
bad  raising,  but  it  is 
our  opinion  that 
most  culls  are  such 
because  the  owner 
did  not  raise  them 
the  best  way. 

In  the  growing  of 
chicks  the  first 
consideration  should 
be  health  and  vigor. 
No  building  can  be 

any  better  than  its  foundation.  No  fowl  can  be  a  heavy 
producer  or  a  fine  show  specimen  unless  it  has  an  abundance 
of  vigor.  We  consider  that  vigor  is  the  foundation  upon 
which  the  very  existence  and  future  of  the  bird  depends. 
Naturally  the  chick  inherits  a  tendency  towards  vigor,  but 
every  effort  we  make  towards  development  after  the  chick 
is  hatched  should  start  with  vigor.  In  the  past  we  have 
overlooked  the  urgent  need  of  health,  and  without  a  doubt 
much  of  the  sickness  among  the  flocks  today  has  its  start

right  in  this  neglect.  The  most  important  thing  which  we 
have  to  consider  today  is  not  changes  in  the  Standard  of 
Perfection,  it  is  not  the  high  records  hung  up  by  some  hens, 
it  is  not  even  in  the  problem  of  producing  prize  winners,  but 
it  is  the  absolute  need  of  more  vigor  being  grown  into  our 
flocks.  The  needs  seem  to  be  almost  universal,  and  the  quick- 
er we  are  aroused  to  the  need  the  better  it  will  be.  If  we  do 
not  give  the  matter  prompt  consideration  we  may  pay  dearly 
for  our  neglect.    Health  is  the  most  important  matter  before 

the  American  poul- 
tryman  today. 

One  of  the  first 
means  towards 
building  vigor  into 
the  growing  chicks 
is  to  use  the  right 
kind  of  feeds.  Na- 
ture was  all  wise 
and  provided  such 
elements  of  food  as 
was  essential  to 
growth  and  devel- 
opment and  we 
must  try  and  give 
the  little  fellows  as 
nearly  what  Nature 
would  give  as  we 
can.  The  first  thing 
is  to  get  growth. 
Steady  growth  is 
the  rule  of  Nature. 
It  appears  that  the 
best  means  we  have 
of  securing  growth 
is  to  use  a  growing 
mash.  This  is  com- 
posed of  such 
ground  grains  and 
food  elements  as 
will  promote  growth 
and  development. 

Someone  may  rise 
and  say  that  Nature 
never  provided  a 
mash  and  therefore 
we  are  contradict- 
ing ourselves.  Na- 
ture never  provided 
a  mash  in  the  sense 
in  which  we  under- 
stand it,  but  the  food  elements  are  the  same  and  the  form 
of  the  food  is  merely  to  help  the  chicks  to  digest  more  food 
and  thereby  secure  more  rapid  growth.  If  the  chick  is  given 
ground  feed  it  is  able  to  save  the  energy  that  it  takes  to  grind 
the  food,  and  naturally  this  energy  can  go  into  the  develop- 
ment of  the  frame  and  body.  The  prime  requirement  is 
something  to  grow  frame  and  bone.  The  mash  should 
contain  these  elements,  and  the  good  commercial 
growing  mash   is   composed   of   these   essential  foods.  As 
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to  what  such  a  mash  should  be  com- 
posed, it  might  be  well  to  say  that  this 
will  vary  in  different  sections  of  the 
country.  On  the  face  of  the  matter  it 
would  appear  that  what  would  promote 
growth  would  work  equally  well  in  any 
section  of  the  country,  but  stop  a  mo- 
ment and  think  of  the  various  climatic 
conditions  under  which  poultry  is 
raised.  A  growing  ration  to  be  used  in 
Canada  and  southern  Florida  would 
vary  to  a  considerable  degree.  We  be- 
lieve in  the  commercial  growing  mash. 
We  have  used  it  with  excellent  results 
and  have  found  by  observation  that  it 
gives  the  best  growth.  Under  such  cir- 
cumstances we  think  it  should  be  used. 
If  one  does  not  feel  that  he  wishes  to 
use  it,  our  next  suggestion  is  to  get  in 
touch  with  the  State  Experiment  Sta- 
tion near  you  and  follow  their  recom- 
mendations. We  believe  that  they  can 
better  solve  your  problem  because  they 
are  working  under  conditions  closely 
like  those  under  which  you  are  rearing 
your  chicks. 

Many  poultrymen  feel  that  the  dry 
mash  is  the  best  method  of  raising 
chicks.  Frankly,  we  have  usually  fol- 
lowed this  plan,  but  in  many  cases  the 
moist  mash  is  satisfactory.  If  a  moist 
mash  is  used  we  like  to  give  it  at  the 
noon  feeding,  keeping  dry  mash  before 
the  birds  all  the  time.  Be  careful  that 
the  moist  mash  is  not  too  wet.  It  wants 
to  be  just  crumbly.  In  some  cases  milk 
is  used  to  moisten  the  mash,  and  usual- 
ly sour  milk  gives  better  results  than 
sweet  milk.  We  have  never  had  very 
good  results  with  sweet  milk  in  the 
feeding  of  growing  chicks.  The  best 
plan  is  to  buy  a  growing  mash  to  which 
milk  has  already  been  added.    If  this 


cannot  be  obtained  it  is  possible  to  pur- 
chase dried  or  semi-solid  buttermilk  and 
add  to  the  mash.  Such  an  arrangement 
is  highly  satisfactory.  Milk  has  proven 
of  such  benefit  that  no  chicks  should  be 
raised  without  it.  Much  sickness  can 
be  prevented  by  feeding  milk  and  we 
have  satisfied  ourselves  that  better 
growth  is  possible  when  milk  is  includ- 
ed in  the  ration.  If  you  have  any  back- 
ward birds,  some  that  do  not  seem  to 
be  making  much  growth,  try  giving 
them  a  moist  mash  to  which  plenty  of 
milk  is  added.  They  will  probably  pick 
up  and  grow  very  rapidly.  Sometimes 
it  is  necessary  to  change  the  ration  a 
little  to  keep  the  birds  eating  well. 
Above  all  things  they  must  be  kept  eat- 
ing, for  their  growth  depends  upon  this 
matter  of  food.  If  you  feed  a  moist 
mash  or  use  sour  milk,  make  sure  that 
the  dishes  are  kept  clean.  Every  year 
we  hear  of  a  great  deal  of  sickness  in 
flocks  due  to  no  other  cause  than  that 
the  dishes  in  which  milk  is  given  are 
left  unclean.  Mold  follows  and  the  first 
thing  one  knows  he  has  a  lot  of  sick 
chicks  on  his  hands. 

Feed  is  what  makes  growth.  Know- 
ing this,  we  can  easily  see  that  to  stint 
the  ration  means  to  stunt  the  growth 
of  the  growing  chicks.  The  fellow  who 
cuts  down  on  the  amount  of  feed  in  or- 
der to  save  a  few  pennies  will  save  them 
alright,  but  he  will  stop  growth  to  the 
extent  that  he  will  find  it  a  mighty  poor 
means  of  making  money.  We  have  al- 
ways had  the  best  results  with  heavy 
feeding.  Of  course  this  does  not  mean 
to  overfeed,  but  it  certainly  does  not 
mean  to  underfeed.  If  the  ration  is 
properly  balanced  there  will  be  no  dan- 
ger of  getting  the  chicks  too  fat.  In 


fact,  the  ration  should  be  so  made  that 
it  will  not  fatten  the  little  fellows  too 
much  even  if  they  do  eat  heartily.  That 
is  one  of  the  tests  of  a  ration.  It  should 
promote  growth  and  not  go  to  forming 
fat. 

If  you  think  you  can  buy  a  good 
commercial  growing  ration  and  stop  at 
that,  you  have  made  a  mistake.  Grow- 
ing chicks  need  green  food,  bugs  and 
range.  The  green  food  is  provided  by 
the  Creator  of  the  Universe  at  just  the 
right  time  of  the  year  to  meet  the  needs 
of  the  growing  chicks  and  it  would  ap- 
pear that  the  Divine  Plan  made  the 
green  food  necessary  for  the  little  fel- 
lows. Bugs  furnish  animal  protein  and 
exercise.  If  you  have  ever  watched  a 
young  cockerel  chasing  a  bug  you  know 
just  what  we  mean.  Master  Cockerel 
will  probably  see  Mr.  Bug  when  at  some 
distance  and  make  a  jump  for  him,  and 
about  this  time  Mr.  Bug  remembers  that 
his  life  insurance  is  not  paid  up,  and 
he  thinks  in  view  of  that  condition  that 
he  better  be  moving  along.  Then  the 
race  begins.  Many  times  the  cockerel 
wins  the  race,  but  sometimes  he  is  not 
quick  enough.  This  makes  the  game 
more  or  less  exciting,  and  the  young 
cockerel  enters  into  the  sport  with  all 
of  his  energy  and  enthusiasm.  Stop  and 
think  of  the  energy  such  a  growing  bird 
uses,  and  remember  that  at  every  step 
he  draws  fresh  air  into  his  lungs.  It  is 
no  wonder  that  these  lungs  develop,  and 
we  find  the  young  bird  storing  up  new 
vigor  and  energy  for  the  coming  days. 
Such  a  reserve  of  vitality  is  of  wonder- 
ful value  to  him  in  later  life. 

If  a  range  can  be  provided  for  grow- 
ing chicks,  the  birds  will  grow  better.

Brooders  in  the  World  /  state  
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Bowel  Trouble  In  Baby  Chicks 


BT  C.  T.  PATTERSON,  SPRINGFIELD,  MISSOURI 
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At  the  time  the  chick  hatches  and 
comes  out  of  the  shell,  its  food  and 
digestive  system  changes,  and  then  it 
changes  again  when  it  is  about  three 
days  old. 

At  first  the  embryo  receives  its  nour- 
ishment through  vitelline  veins  and 
then,  just  before  the  time  the  chick 
hatches,  it  takes  the  yolk,  or  egg  food, 
into  its  body  and  then  it  passes 
through  small  duct  or  ducts  into  the 
intestine,  where  it  is  used  as  nourish- 
ment for  the  rest  of  the  chick's  life. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  yolk  food  sup- 
plies nourishment  for  only  about  three 
days,  yet  it  is  very  important.  It  is  in 
this  part  of  the  chick's  life  that  the  re- 
sults of  previous  evaporation  are 
shown.    This  is  how  it  is  done: 

When  the  egg  is  laid  it  is  full  of  egg 
material  which  includes  a  large  per  cent 
of  water.  Part  of  this  water  should 
evaporate,  which  helps  to  make  an  air 
cell  in  the  large  end  of  the  egg,  which  is 
of  great  value  to  the  chick  in  getting 
out  of  the  egg. 

Either  too  much  or  not  enough  evap- 
oration may  cause  the  chick  to  fail  to 
get  out,  but  there  is  another  danger 
which  follows  the  chick  which  is  able 
to  get  out.  At  about  the  time  the 
chick  is  ready  to  hatch  it  takes  the 
yolk  food  into  its  body  as  a  whole,  to 
be  used  as  food  for  the  first  few  days 
after  it  hatches.  This  yolk  food  passes 
through  little  fine  duct  or  ducts  into 
the  intestine,  where  it  is  used  as  food. 

The  condition  of  this  egg  food  when 
it  is  taken  into  the  chick's  body  depends 
on  the  evaporation  of  the  egg  while  in 
incubation.  If  there  has  been  too  much 
evaporation,  then  the  yolk,  or  egg  food, 
is  thickened  so  it  cannot  pass  through 
the  fine  ducts  into  the  intestine  but  if 
there  has  not  been  enough  evaporation, 
this  egg  food  is  too  thin  and  watery. 

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Mois- 
ture Guide  prevents  Bowel  Trouble  in 
baby  chicks  by  maintaing  the  proper 
balance  in  the  egg  food  the  chick  takes 
into  its  body.  The  Moisture  Guide 
might,  then,  be  called  a  "Baby  Chick 
Feed  Mixer,"  for  it  keeps  the  baby 
chick's  food  properly  mixed  so  far  as 
elements  are  concerned.  It  might,  also, 
be  called  an  embryo  chick  drinking 
fountain,  for  it  helps  to  retain  the  cor- 
rect supply  of  water  in  the  egg;  or  it 
might  be  called  the  "Embryo  Chicken 
Doctor,"  for  it  prevents  conditions 
which  would  otherwise  be  fatal  to  the 
chick. 

Altogether,  the  Evaporation  or  Mois- 
ture problem  is  one  of  great  import- 
ance. It  begins  at  the  time  the  egg  is 
laid  and  its  results  may  continue  till  the 
chick  is  ten  days  old. 

The  first  noticeable  results  from 
evaporation,  so  far  as  affecting  the  em- 
bryo chick  is  concerned,  is  when  the 
chicks  die  in  the  shell  instead  of  hatch- 
ing, and  the  last  results  are  seen  with 
chicks  which  are  several  days  old,  hav- 
ing bowel  trouble,  because  of  the  yolk 
having  improper  moisture. 

The  first  three  days  of  a  chick's  life 
after  it  hatches  is  very  important,  due 


THREE  CHICKS  ON  THE  NINETEENTH  DAT 
Yolks,  or  Egg  Feed,  ready  to  enter  the  chick's  body. 

1.  Not  enough  evaporation,  yolk  too  large  and  watery,  causing  bowel  trouble  after  the 
chick  hatches.

3.  Too  much  evaporation,  yolk  too  small,  dry  and  pasty.  Cannot  pass  through  ducts 
into  intestine.  As  droppings  are,  then,  from  kidneys,  and  are  white,  it  is  called 
White  Diarrhea. 

1  and  3  cause  bowel  trouble  in  chicks  at  from  two  to  ten  days  after  hatching. 


to  the  fact  that  it  was  not  completely 
developed  when  it  hatched,  for  its  diges- 
tive system  is  not  ready  to  digest  food 
other  than  the  yolk  which  it  takes  into 
its  body. 

Where  the  yolk  feed  cannot  pass  into 
the  intestine  to  be  used  the  chick  is  not 
nourished,  so  it  stands  around  and 
sleeps,  and  all  its  droppings  come  from 
the  kidneys;  so  they  are  white  for  the 
kidney's  discharge  is  white  in  color. 

There  are  other  causes  for  White 
Diarrhea,  but  this  is  one  cause  which 
should  not  be  overlooked. 

Incorrect  evaporation  the  first  week 
may  cause  chicks  to  die  in  the  shell 
when  ready  to  hatch,  and  others  may 
hatch  yet  die  later  of  what  we  call 
White  Diarrhea;  or,  as  some  say,  sleep 
themselves  to  death,  and  others  say  it 
is  "Hardened  or  Unabsorbed  Yolk." 

The  accompanying  illustration  shows 
three  chicks  on  the  nineteenth  day  of 
incubation,  which  shows  the  egg  food, 
or  yolk,  just  before  it  enters  the  chick's 
body.  Note  the  difference  in  size  of  the 
yolk  caused  by  a  difference  in  evapor- 
ation. One  shows  too  much  yolk, 
caused  by  a  lack  of  evaporation;  an- 
other shows  the  yolk  about  the  right 
size  and  right  consistency,  and  the  oth- 
er is  too  small  and  the  contents  too 
thick,  caused  by  too  much  evapora- 
tion. 

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  regulating 
evaporation  is  just  as  important  in 
preventing  bowel  trouble  with  baby 
chicks  as  regulating  temperature.  Be 
sure  the  thermometer  and  Moisture 
Guide  are  properly  located  and  func- 
tioning correctly.

BEAUTY  AND  HEAVY 
LAYING 


we  have  yet  to  see  a  high  producing 
flock  of  culls.  Mongrels  do  not  break 
any  records.  We  would  not  say  that  all 
Standard  bred  hens  are  heavy  layers, 
but  we  do  say  that  beauty  of  form  and 
feather  and  the  ability  to  lay  heavily 
can  be  bred  into  the  same  hen. 

Frankly,  we  believe  in  breeding  for 
high  production,  but  can  anyone  give  us 
a  good  reason  for  the  sacrifice  of  beau- 
ty. Life  is  ugly  enough  without  our 
help.  It  is  time  for  us  to  stop  and 
think  about  the  matter  and  see  if  we 
cannot  improve  the  beauty  of  our  flock 
as  we  are  incerasing  the  laying  habit. 
Under  no  circumstances  should  we  al- 
low utlity  to  overshadow  beauty.  To 
allow  production  and  Standard  require- 
ments to  go  different  ways  is  unthink- 
able. We  must  not  do  it.  So  when  you 
buy  a  high  producing  cockerel  be  sure 
that  he  is  at  least  Standard  bred. 


The  other  day  a  friend  who  is  an  ex- 
pert at  culling  poultry  for  high  egg  pro- 
duction made  this  statement  in  sub- 
stance. "A  couple  of  weeks  ago  I  ran 
across  a  cockerel  which  had  cost  the 
owner  twenty  dollars,  and  the  bird  was 
so  narrow  across  the  back  that  I  would 
not  use  him  under  any  circumstances. 
This  bird  came  from   ,  and  I  be- 
lieve that  such  experiences  as  this  are 
proving  a  great  harm  to  the  poultry 
business.  It  seems  that  they  can  get 
away  with  almost  anything." 

Perhaps  the  speaker  was  a  trifle  pro- 
voked, and  we  can  hstrdly  blame  him. 
It  might  be  possible  to  excuse  such  an 
experience  as  a  mistake,  but  personally 
we  have  seen  too  many  of  them  to  be- 
lieve that  they  are  all  mistakes.  Is  it 
not  a  fact  that  we  are  so  enthusiastic 
about  high  production  that  we  are  over- 
looking some  other  valuable  factors.  If 
the  above  mentioned  cockerel  came  from 
heavy  producers  he  should  have  a 
broad  back.  If  he  failed  to  show  these 
simple  outward  characteristics  which 
indicate  high  production,  he  should  have 
found  his  way  to  the  butcher.  However 
the  public  is  so  anxious  to  buy  produc- 
ers that  they  sometimes  are  imposed 
upon.  High  producing  stock  should  be 
Standard  bred  stock.  We  have  visited 
hundreds  upon  hundreds  of  flocks  and

we  are  asked  to  use  as  many  eggs  as 
we  consistently  can,  and  urge  our 
friends  and  neighbors  to  do  the  same. 
It  is  hoped  that  poultrymen  generally 
will  become  egg  missionaries.  Tell 
your  friends  of  the  real  food  value  of 
eggs  and  urge  them  to  use  eggs  more 
freely. 

Eggs  are  one  of  our  items  of  food 
which  cannot  be  tampered  with.  They 
come  in  original  packages  just  as  pro- 
duced by  nature,  and  we  know  they  are 
pure  and  clean.  The  only  precaution 
that  is  necessary  is  to  see  that  they  are 
fairly  fresh.  This  matter  is  easily  cov- 
ered by  trading  with  a  reliable  merchant 
or  buying  direct  from  the  producer. 

Eggs  can  be  served  in  so  many  ways 
that  one  does  not  tire  of  them.  Few 
foods  can  be  served  in  more  variety. 
Did  you  ever  stop  and  make  a  list  of 
the  different  ways  you  can  cook  eggs? 
Try  it  some  day  and  you  will  be  sur- 
prised. Even  raw  eggs  are  excellent 
and  when  beaten  up  and  mixed  with 
milk,  with  a  dash  of  flavoring,  you  have 
a  drink  fit  for  anyone.

THE  FERMENTED  MASH 


In  our  efforts  to  obtain  high  produc- 
tion, we  constantly  strive  to  develop 
new  ideas  or  perhaps  so  modify  old  ones 
that  they  may  be  more  effective.  For 
years  almost  without  number  poultry- 
men  used  a  wet  mash.  Eventually 
there  came  a  drift  to  the  dry  mash, 
because  the  wet  mash  was  said  to  cause 
digestive  troubles.  Then  we  travelled 
the  way  of  the  moist  mash,  and  now  the 
fermented  mash  is  becoming  very  pop- 
ular. 

In  the  June,  1926,  issue  we  had  an 
article  which  gave  a  description  of  this 
fermented  mash  and  it  aroused  quite  a 
wide  spread  interest  in  the  subject.  It 
seems,  from  the  reports  which  have 
come  to  hand,  that  the  results  are  very 
favorable.  When  properly  prepared  and 
used,  the  fermented  mash  has  made 
good. 

Several  feed  concerns  have  come  to 
realize  the  growing  demand  for  a  mash 
of  this  kind,  and  have  put  a  dry  mash 
on  the  market  to  which  yeast  has  been 
added,  so  the  fermented  mash  may  be 
easily  prepared  by  the  average  poultry 
keeper.  The  element  which  causes  the 
mash  to  ferment  is  yeast  and  this  may 
be  added  to  the  mash  you  are  using  at 
present,  if  you  so  desire.  In  many  cases 
poultrymen  will  want  to  buy  the  pre- 
pared mash. 

We  believe  that  the  fermented  mash 
should  be  fed  in  conjunction  with  the 
ordinary  dry  mash.  It  does  not  take  the 
place  of  the  dry  mash,  but  is  used  to 
supplement  the  dry  mash.  Personally 
we  like  to  give  the  fermented  mash  at 
noon.  One  should  be  extremely  careful 
to  thoroughly  clean  the  fermented  mash 
dishes.  Never  give  so  much  of  it  that 
any  will  be  left  over.  Give  the  birds 
what  they  will  eat  up  clean. 

Prom  personal  experiments  and  ob- 
servation we  believe  that  we  are  going 
to  hear  more  of  the  fermented  mash  in 
the  future. 


WISDOM  NEEDED  AT  THIS 
TIME 


One  of  the  most  perplexing  problems 
which  we  poultrymen  nave  to  face  is  to 
increase  the  consumption  of  eggs  and 
poultry.  We  have  given  much  atten- 
tion to  the  increase  of  production,  but 
we  have  not  given  a  corresponding 
amount  of  energy  to  the  education  of 
the  public  upon  the  proper  place  of  eggs 
and  poultry  in  the  human  diet.

Wha1  tii<>  poultry  business  needs  at 
(his  (inio  is  greater  consumption  of  egg's 
and  poultry.  Anything  which  promotes 
(his  end  is  desirable.  Tor  i(  is  building 
up  our  business.  That  which  tends  to 
reduce  the  eggs,  hits  at  the  very  heart 
Of  your  business,  for  without  a  large 
sale  of  eggs  the  very  future  of  poultry 
is  in  jeopardy.  Of  late  a.  groat  deal  of 
interest  is  being  given  to  tho  matter  of 
tuberculosis  In  poultry.  Perhaps  there 
is  need  for  means  of  control  of  the  dis- 
ease. It.  would  seem  that  the  exten- 
sive campaign  in  progress  bids  fair  to 
create  a  psychology  among  buyers 
which  will  materially  reduce  consump- 
tion of  poultry  and  eggs.  If  there  Is 
any  reason  for  snob  drastic  methods, 
we  are  not  aware  of  it.  We  think  it 
could  be  conducted  in  a  much  less  spec- 
tacular  manner  and  thereby  prevent 
future  restrictions  in  consumption. 

What  is  needed  is  more  boosting  and 
less  knocking,  more  talk  about  healthy 
poultry  and  less  about  disease.  Mis- 
guided enthusiasm  may  seriously  crip- 
ple the  future  of  the  poultry  business. 


IT  IS  A  GOOD  TIME  TO  BUY 
A  FARM 


The  writer  spends  a  considerable  part 
of  his  time  in  the  summer  months,  mo- 
toring about  from  place  to'  place.  We 
do  this  because  we  like  to  play  gypsy 
and  camp  out  under  the  stars  and 
breathe  the  clean,  pure  air,  and  besides 
we  stop  and  meet  hundreds  of  farmers 
and  pouUrymen.  This  close  contact  en- 
ables us  to  appreciate  your  problems, 
first  hand.  We  get  many  ideas  for  arti- 
cles and  editorials  while  on  these  trips. 
Quite  naturally  we  come  to  realize  the 
existing  farm  conditions  and  we  believe 
that  we  are  within  the  facts  when  we 
say  that  we  believe  that  farming  is  on 
the  upgrade.  We  believe  that  farmers 
are  going  to  be  worth  more  money  in 
the  future. 

In  view  of  the  prospective  advance 
we  believe  it  a  very  good  time  to  buy  a 
farm.  Many  of  our  readers  arc  consid- 
ering the  purchase  of  a  farm  and  have 
been  waiting  to  see  if  the  price  of  land 
was  going  lower.  We  can  see  no  rea- 
son for  further  delay. 

Naturally  in  some  localities  slight 
slumps  may  occur.  This  is  to  be  ex- 
pected. In  some  sections  a  "boom"  con- 
dition has  existed,  and  such  a  condition 
is  never  healthy,  and  sooner  or  later 
dollation  follows  inflation. 

We  think  that  poultrymen  can  well 
invest  in  farm  land  now.  You  can  buy 
the  much  needed  farm  and  increase  ca- 
pacity to  meet  your  growing  demands. 
Tho  large  cities  should  eat  more  eggs 
and  poultry  every  year.  If  you  locate 
within  a  reasonable  distance  of  a  good 
market  it  should  be  possible  to  develop 
a  good  poultry  business.  Of  course,  one 
should  not  let  enthusiasm  run  away 
with  his  good  judgment.  It  is  an  easy 
mailer  to  lose  a  lot  of  money  unless  one 
has  a  good  head  and  uses  it.  Some  land 
is  not  worth  the  taxes.  General  condi- 
tions indicate  that  good  land  is  a  good 
buy. 


GIVE  THE  BOYS  SOME 
POULTRY 


lOvery  live,  wide-awake  boy  has  a  lot 
of  energy  which  it  seems  necessary  for 
him  to  use  up  in  one  way  or  another. 
It  they  are  given  an  opportunity,  they 


will  go  In  for  games  and  sports  with  a 
great  deal  of  enthusiasm.  When  prop- 
erly directed  this  energy  can  be  made 
to  build  and  develop  healthy  minds  and 
strong  bodies.  Almost  every  boy  likes 
pels,  and  poultry  moots  this  urge  in  the 
growing  youngster.  When  he  is  given 
(ho  ownership  of  some  Bantams  or  even 
larger  fowls,  he  begins  to  feel  the  re- 
sponsibility of  ownership.  The  parent 
should  see  to  it  that  ho  is  trained  in 
this  matter.  Poultry  has  helped  many 
a  boy  to  grow  into  a  better  man. 

Tho  boy  is  what  the  parent  wills  him 
to  be.  If  the  father  does  not  assume 
the  proper  attitude  the  boy  may  not 
(urn  out  as  well  as  he  wishes.  A  friend 
lias  a  boy  who  is  just  bubbling  over  with 
energy.  When  (he  father  mentioned  to 
the  writer  that  he  was  afraid  that  the 
boy  was  getting  a  little  wild,  we  sug- 
gested a  pen  of  chickens.  The  father 
informed  us  that  be  could  not  have  poul- 
try on  bis  lot  because  it  might  spoil  the 
lawn  and  flowers.  We  said  nothing,  but 
we  thought  that  the  boy  was  worth 
more  than  a  few  flowers,  and  we  like 
(lowers  as  well  as  anyone.

GRIT  A  FACTOR  IN  EGG 
PRODUCTION 


If  poultrymen  will  remember  that 
grit  is  the  teeth  of  the  hen,  he  will 
realize  its  importance  and  take  care  to 
see  that  it  is  always  provided  for  the 
birds.  Some  folk  think  that  gravel, 
broken  dishes  or  even  plaster  will  serve 
the  purpose  of  grit,  but  the  poultryman 
who  gives  a  good  commercial  grit  usu- 
ally is  able  to  keep  his  hens  in  the  best 
of  health.  We  believe  that  it  pays  to 
buy  a  good  grade  grit. 

Grit,  in  order  to  serve  the  purpose, 
must  be  hard  and  rough.  Smooth  grit 
is  not  satisfactory  and  soft  grit  will  not 
grind  up  the  food.  The  gizzard  is  a 
muscular  organ  and  grit  must  be  very 
hard  to  stand  the  strain  of  the  heavy 
grinding  done  by  this  organ.  It  takes 
some  power  to  grind  the  grains,  seeds 
and  bugs  and  prepare  them  so  that  the 
digestive  system  can  handle  them.  The 
gizzard  is  well  prepared  to  do  its  work 
but  it  requires  good,  hard  grit. 

Grit  also  contains  certain  minerals 
which  are  needed  by  the  birds  to  pro- 
mote health  and  vigor.  Knowing  this, 
the  poultry  keeper  should  aim  to  supply 
his  birds  with  the  best  grit,  because  it 
not  only  helps  in  the  preparation  of  the 
food,  but  it  supplies  certain  food  min- 
erals. 

To  mix  the  grit  in  with  the  grain  is 
to  waste  much  of  it,  but  modern  grit 
hoppers  prevent  waste,  and  yet  allow 
the  birds  to  have  all  they  want.  A  good 
grit  hopper  will  outlast  the  owner. 

The  cost  of  grit  is  not  large.  Perhaps 
the  hens  may  consume  a  large  quantity 
when  it  is  first  given  to  them,  if  they 
have  not  had  it  in  the  past,  but  as  soon 
as  they  get  a  sufficient  amount  they  will 
stop  eating  so  much,  and  you  find  the 
cost  almost  too  small  to  mention.  Just 
why  folk  will  try  to  save  on  the  grit  has 
always  been  a  problem  which  we  could 
not  solve.  Good  grit  is  a  means  to  aid 
digestion,  and  good  digestion  means 
more  eggs,  and  more  eggs  means  more 
money.  If  this  does  not  indicate  that 
good  grit  is  a  profitable  investment, 
then  we  are  unable  to  figure.  Grit  is 
always  necessary  as  a  means  to  better 
profits. 


FARM  ADVANTAGES  AND  ASH  FOR 
GROWING  CHICKS. 


To  keep  fowls  in  a  natural  and  profit- 
able condition,  self-imposed  exercise  is 
required,  and  this  is  only  obtained  by 
giving  them  more  or  less  range  where 
there  is  grass,  trees  or  shrubbery  to  en- 
gage their  attention  and  favor  their  in- 
stincts. Here  is  where  the  farm  comes 
in  as  an  ideal  place  for  poultry,  where 
they  can  have  almost  unlimited  range, 
a  good  chance  at  the  insects,  bugs  and 
worms.  And  better  yet,  where  prac- 
tically all  of  the  grain  fed  may  be 
raised,  and  with  the  prevailing  prices 
for  eggs  so  far  this  year,  unless  the 
poultry  raiser  can  grow  a  large  part  of 
the  poultry  feeds,  or  buy  them  direct 
from  the  producer  at  wholesale  price, 
he  is  not  going  to  get  very  rich  from 
poultry  meat  or  egg  profits. 

In  feeding  and  digestive  experiments 
with  animals  it  has  been  found  that  is 
usually  less  completely  digested  than 
any  other  nutrients.  It  has  also  been 
found  that  in  feeding  poultry  the  or- 
dinary grains  they  do  not  get  the  re- 
quired amount  of  ash.  Thus,  we  must 
force  the  fowls  to  eat  large  quantities 
of  food  in  order  to  get  the  amount  of 
ash  needed,  or  some  richer  source  of 
mineraP  elements  than  grain  must  be 
provided.  If  the  bone  making  material 
is  not  abundant,  one  of  two  things  will 
happen,  the  bones  will  be  large,  soft 
and  weak,  often  resulting  in  lameness 
or  deformity,  or  the  development  of  the 
bird  will  be  governed  by  the  mineral 
elements,  and  will  thus  be  retarded, 
making  slow  and  unsatisfactory  growth. 
Such  a  check  in  growth  can  rarely  be 
overcome,  just  as  it  is  almost  impossible 
to  restore  the  full  flow  of  milk  in  a  cow 
that  has  been  starved  to  a  marked 
shrinkage  of  production.  In  tests  at 
the  station  it  was  proved  that  the 
chicks  did  as  well  when  bone  ash 
only  was  added  to  the  purely  grain  ra- 
tion, which  were  made  palatable  by 
being  in  great  variety  and  by  regular 
changes,  as  upon  rations  a  part  of 
which  was  animal  food.  In  other  words, 
the  ash  element  is  the  important  factor 
in  the  good  growth  of  the  chickens.

Wings  Grow  Too  Fast. 

I  have  the  White  Leghorns  and  the  wing's 
grow  so  fast  that  they  drag  on  the  ground. 
I  have  heard  this  was  due  to  the  feeding,  but 
I  am  using  a  commercial  feed  and  doing  my 
best.     What  would  you  suggest  as  a  remedy?

About  the  best  thing  you  can  do  now 
is  to  clip  the  wings  a  little.  Just  cut 
off  the  ends  of  the  wing  feathers  so  that 
they  will  not  be  so  long  and  heavy  and 
drag  on  the  ground.  This  is  the  best 
plan  to  follow  now.  Some  claim  that 
the  ration  is  the  cause,  but  we  have 
seen  two  flocks  raised  on  the  same  feed, 
and  yet  one  would  have  long  wing 
feathers  and  the  other  was  much  short- 
er. We  believe  your  ration  is  very 
good.

Eggs  Are  Cheap  Now. 

Eggs  are  cheap  with  us  now.  Do  you  sup- 
pose that  it  would  pay  to  hatch  more  chicks 
and  raise  them  as  broilers.  We  are  close  to 
the  New  Orleans  market.

This  matter  would  depend  entirely 
upon  the  market  for  broilers.  It  is  the 
early  broiler  which  usually  pays  the 
best,  but  some  places  are  steady  mar- 
kets for  good  broilers,  and  if  you  could 
make  sure  that  you  have  a  reasonably 
good  demand  for  broilers  it  would  be  al- 
right to  go  ahead  and  raise  them.  Eggs 
are  cheap  alright,  and  we  rather  look  to 
see  them  take  a  real  low  dip  this  year. 
If  you  have  some  good  stock,  why  not 
raise  some  extra  birds  and  raise  them 
to  maturity.  Then  next  fall  run  an  ad 
in  POULTRY  KEEPER  and  sell  them 
as  breeders.

It  would  seem  that  your  big  problem 
was  that  the  ceiling  was  so  high  that 
you  had  too  much  air  to  heat  when  the 
weather  was  cold.  This  condition  can 
be  corrected  by  putting  in  a  false  ceil- 
ing. Plaster  board  can  be  used  if  lum- 
ber is  not  at  hand.  We  believe  that  you 
will  find  such  a  ceiling  will  so  reduce 
the  amount  of  space  to  heat  that  the 
brooder  will  work  perfectly.  We  have 
a  very  good  brooder  and  it  usually  gives 
excellent  satisfaction.

Now  what  I  would  like  to  know  is  what  you 
mean  by  the  intensive  idea.

Without  a  doubt,  the  original  idea  of 
the  Creator  was  to  have  poultry  out  in 
the  forests,  where  the  bugs  and  worms 
were  easily  found.  But  we  have  chang- 
ed things,  by  cutting  down  the  trees  and 
confining  our  birds  to  small  quarters. 
To  those  who  live  in  very  limited  quar- 
ters, the  so-called  intensive  plan  is  us- 
ually the  best.  This  in  brief  is  confining 
the  chickens  in  a  very  small  house  and 
trying  to  induce  sufficient  exercise  by 
giving  all  grain  in  deep  litter.  The  house 
being  small,  the  poultryman  does  not,  in 
fact  cannot  enter  the  house  at  all,  and 
as  a  result  the  house  must  be  small  so 
that  he  can  reach  all  parts  of  it  without 
undue  bother.  We  have  used  such  a 
house  many  years.  Our  present  house 
is  3x6  feet  in  size,  but  other  sizes  have 
been  used  with  good  results.  We  like 
the  small  sizes  the  best  because  the 
houses  can  be  more  easily  moved  about 
the  back  lot.  With  lumber  very  high 
such  a  style  house  is  sure  to  be  popular. 

Lakenvelders  Coming  Along. 

I  have  bred  Lakenvelders  for  years  and  like 
them  fine,  and  I  want  to  know  why  you  don't 
boost  them  some.  Tou  raise  them  and  know 
what  they  are.  Why  don't  you  write  some 
articles  on  the  less  common  breeds  and  help 
the  small  breeds?

I  read  a  recent  article  of  yours  in  which 
you  say  that  the  male  influences  the  external 
characteristics,  namely  the  breed  type,  plum- 
age and  actions.  What  I  want  to  know  is 
whether  the  male  influences  the  comb?

The  male  will  influence  the  comb,  but 
as  Rose  Comb  is  dominant  over  Single 
Comb  that  will  have  more  influence.  If 
a  male  with  a  Rose  Comb  is  mated  to  a 
female  with  a  Single  Comb  the  Rose 
Comb  will  be  dominant  and  this  charac- 
teristic will  prevail.  If  on  the  other 
hand  the  male  had  the  Single  Comb  and 
the  female  the  Rose  Comb,  the  female 
would  influence  the  offspring,  so  far  as 
comb  was  concerned.  For  this  reason 
the  breeds  having  Single  Combs  must 
not  be  mated  to  any  Rose  Comb  stopk, 

if  it  be  known.

One  good  plan  is  to  blow  the  eggs  and 
fill  with  vinegar,  turpentine  or  red  pep- 
per and  lard.  Then  seal  the  egg  and 
leave  where  the  dogs  can  get  it.  Usual- 
ly, if  you  can  find  something  which  the 
dog  dislikes  and  fill  a  few  eggs  with  it, 
they  will  soon  give  it  up  as  a  bad  job. 
We  recall  one  time  that  a  torpedo  was 
placed  in  the  egg  so  that  it  exploded 
when  the  dog  tried  to  break  the  egg. 
The  result  was  satisfactory.  It  is  a  case 
of  outwitting  the  dog.

ILLINOIS  EGG  LAYING  CONTEST 


Five  hens,  competing  for  honors  in 
the  Illinois  state  egg-laying  contests, 
made  perfect  records  during  the  month 
of  February,  according  to  the  reports 
forwarded  to  the  department  of  agricul- 
ture from  the  three  contests  it  conducts 
— at  Quincy,  Murphysboro  and  Kanka- 
kee. 

At  the  Kankakee  project,  three  barred 
rocks,  representing  the  flocks  of  Mrs. 
Daniel  Thielman,  Higginsville,  Mo.,  Guy 
S.  Kuykendall,  West  Frankfort,  and  El- 
mer S.  Gibbs,  Wever,  Iowa,  and  a 
Rhode  Island  red,  owned  by  Albert 
Pogeomiller,  Morning  Sun,  Iowa,  layed 
28  eggs  in  as  many  days.  At  Quincy,  a 
barred  rock,  entered  by  Guy  B.  Cow- 
herd, Purdy,  Mo.,  made  the  same  envi- 
able mark. 

Cup  honors  for  the  highest  pens  dur- 
ing the  month  of-February  were  award- 
ed to  entrants  at  Kankakee  contest,  in 
both  the  light  and  heavy  classes.  In 
the  Mediterranean  class,  five  white  leg- 
horns owned  by  M.  Earl  Auld,  Morning 
Sun,  Iowa,  laying  118  eggs,  won  the 
honors.  The  cup  for  the  best  pen  in 
the  American,  Asiatic  and  English  class- 
es was  awarded  to  Albert  Pogemiller, 
also  of  Morning  Sun,  Iowa,  whose  five 
Rhode  Island  reds  produced  a  total  of 
116  eggs  in  the  28  days. 

By  way  of  computing  the  average 
production  of  the  hens  on  test,  in  the 
American,  Asiatic  and  English  classes, 
37  birds  finished  in  the  five  high  posi- 
tions. They  laid,  in  all,  875  eggs  during 
the  month.  The  average  for  the  month, 
per  hen,  of  the  ranking  hens  in  the 
heavy  classes  is  23  2-3  eggs  in  28  days. 
Fifty-four  birds  registered  in  the  five 
high  positions  in  the  Mediterranean 
class  and  produced  1,215  eggs,  averag- 
ing, per  hen,  22%  eggs  in  28  days. 

Hens  and  pens  from  twelve  states  are 
listed  among  the  entries  that  finished  in 
the  five  high  places:  Michigan,  Wiscon- 
sin, Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illi- 
nois, Iowa,  Wyoming,  Missouri,  Arkan- 
sas, Oklahoma  and  Texas.

If  this  range  is  seeded  to  grass,  clover 
or  alfalfa  and  a  corn  field  is  nearby,  you 
hare  just  about  the  ideal  arrangement. 
The  little  fellows  will  get  plenty  of  bugs 
and  worms  in  the  corn  field,  and  the 
shade  provided  by  the  corn  will  be  great- 
ly appreciated  by  them  during  the  hot 
days.  An  orchard  makes  a  fine  range, 
but  one  must  be  careful  at  spraying 
time.  Last  year  we  heard  of  several 
instances  where  the  trees  were  sprayed 
and  then  a  rain  came  on  and  formed 
some  puddles  of  water  about  the  coops. 
Whether  some  of  the  spray  solution  got 
into  the  puddles  we  cannot  say,  but  the 
chicks  drank  the  water,  became  sick 
and  some  died.  Under  these  circum- 
stances it  is  well  to  be  careful  of  or- 
chards, especially  during  the  time  of 
spraying.  A  corn  field  seems  to  be  just 
about  as  good  as  an  orchard,  and  as  the 
field  is  plowed  every  year  it  leaves  the 
ground  clean  and  sweet.  This  is  a 
means  to  control  disease  which  should 
not  be  overlooked. 

There  is  one  item  in  favor  of  raising 
chicks  on  range  which  is  not  often  tak- 
en into  consideration,  and  that  is  that 
it  reduces  the  cost  of  raising  the  chicks. 
If  the  growing  youngsters  are  allowed 
to  run  on  range  they  pick  up  a  large 
part  of  their  living,  and  of  course  just 
that  much  feed  is  saved.  We  have  never 
seen  an  estimate  as  to  the  saving,  but 
we  believe  that  it  would  be  a  rather  im- 
portant item. 


The  problem  of  housing  the  growing 
youngsters  is  one  which  is  seldom  given 
due  consideration.  If  one  is  raising 
broilers  the  long  house  may  be  used, 
but  if  one  is  going  to  put  the  chicks  out 
on  range  the  portable  colony  houses  are 
best.  These  houses  should  be  so  con- 
structed that  they  can  be  moved  to  new 


ground  each  year.  By  following  this 
plan  much  disease  is  prevented.  The 
great  danger  with  the  colony  house  is 
that  one  is  tempted  to  place  too  many 
birds  in  each  house.  We  should  always 
remember  that  the  youngsters  are  grow- 
ing and  they  require  more  room  every 
week.    Perhaps  they  may  not  be  crowi-

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ed  when  you  put  them  in  the  house,  but 
they  grow  rapidly,  and  in  a  very  short 
time  there  are  too  many  birds  in  the 
house.  Of  course,  the  chicks  will  be 
out  of  the  house  much  of  the  time,  es- 
pecially when  on  range,  but  at  night 
or  in  rainy  weather  they  will  be  inside 
and  they  must  have  room.  Sunshine 
and  air  are  important.  Ventilation  is 
very  essential.  "We  like  the  open  front 
houses  if  it  is  possible  to  use  them. 
Wire  can  be  placed  over  the  openings 
to  keep  out  wild  animals  that  might 
kill  the  youngsters.  When  it  can  be 
done  we  like  to  see  the  chicks  grow  as 
close  to  Nature  as  possible.  Frankly, 
we  believe  that  everyone  is  likely  to 
pamper  chicks  too  much.  Put  them  out 
on  range  and  let  them  rough  it.  In  the 
fall  they  will  come  in  with  a  large  re- 
serve of  vitality  which  will  enable  them 
to  go  into  the  shows  and  bring  home 
the  ribbons,  or  if  we  put  them  to  the 
test  of  heavy  laying  they  will  be  able 
to  stand  up  under  the  heavy  strain. 

As  soon  as  the  sex  can  be  distinguish- 
ed we  believe  the  males  should  be  taken 
away  from  the  young  pullets.  Probably 
a  number  of  the  cockerels  can  be 
penned  and  fattened  and  sent  to  mar- 
ket. The  cockerels  which  are  to  be  kept 
for  breeders  should  be  taken  away  from 
the  pullets  and  given  all  the  range  pos- 
sible. To  allow  the  pullets  range  and 
require  cockerels  to  live  in  close  quar- 
ters is  wrong.  The  growing  cockerels 
need  as  much  range  and  attention  as 
the  pullets.  They  need  to  be  well  fed 
and  kept  growing. 

Some  people  object  to  the  youngsters 
roosting  at  an  early  age,  but  we  always 
like  to  get  them  up  on  the  roosts. 
There  are  several  reasons  for  this.  One 
reason  is  that  if  they  are  up  off  the  floor 
the  air  will  be  better.  We  all  know  that 
heavy,  impure  air  settles  to  the  floor. 
If  the  chicks  are  up  from  the  floor  they 
will  breathe  purer  air.  Chicks  on  roosts 
cannot  crowd  and  pile  up,  and  thereby 
cause  death  to  some  of  the  flock.  The 
only  objection  we  have  ever  heard 
against  early  roosting  was  that  it  made 
the  breast  bones  crooked.    If  this  is  so,

then  it  is  easily  overcome  by  providing 
extra  wide  roosts.  Suppose  we  place 
a  few  wide  shelves  around  the  house. 
Make  them  plenty  wide  and  place  them 
low.  At  night  place  some  of  the  pullets 
on  these  shelves.  In  a  short  time  they 
will  assert  their  instinct  to  get  on  the 
roosts  and  will  return  to  the  shelves 
of  their  own  accord.  The  first  you  know 
they  will  all  be  catching  on  to  the  idea. 
Then  the  shelves  can  be  placed  higher 
and  roosts  arranged  in  front  of  them. 
Gradually  the  chicks  will  venture  out 
from  the  shelves  and  the  roosts  will 
come  into  use.  We  do  not  believe  that 
a  wide  roost  will  cause  a  crooked  breast 
bone.  We  do  hold  the  opinion  that  im- 
proper rations  may  cause  the  trouble. 

Some  authorities  recommend  that  the 
process  of  culling  be  postponed  until 
the  chicks  are  well  matured.  We  can- 
not agree  with  this  plan.  We  advocate 
a  constant  culling  process.  If  you  see 
a  bird  which  is  evidently  a  cull,  why 
wait  before  you  take  it  to  the  fattening 
pen?  It  would  seem  reasonable  to  fat- 
ten and  dispose  of  the  bird  without  de- 
lay. Such  a  system  will  save  money. 
Without  a  doubt  many  good  birds  will 
be  sent  to  the  butcher  by  this  plan  un- 
less the  poultryman  uses  good  judg- 
ment, but  we  assume  our  readers  are 
intelligent,  and  we  do  not  believe  that 
they  will  want  to  keep  a  bird  any  long- 
er than  necessary.  Keep  your  eye  open 
and  when  you  see  a  few  birds  which  are 
not  showing  up  the  way  they  should, 
examine  them,  and  if  they  can  be 
brought  up  to  the  requirements,  well 
and  good,  but  if  it  is  evident  that  they 
are  not  going  to  make  good  birds,  we 
say  fatten  them  and  sell  them.  Cash  in 
on  them  as  quickly  as  you  can. 

As  the  hot  weather  comes  on,  we  must 
give  a  little  more  attention  to  the 
youngsters  to  see  that  they  are  kept 
comfortable  and  growing.  Perhaps  one 
of  the  greatest  faults  is  that  we  do  not 
recognize  how  fast  they  have  been 
growing,  and  as  a  result  have  too  many 
birds  in  the  house.  Better  check  over 
the  flock  before  it  gets  hot  and  see  that 
they  have  plenty  of  room.  The  matter 
of  ventilation  requires  more  attention 
as  the  summer  goes  on.  If  you  have 
an  open  front  house  you  are  very  for- 
tunate. If  not,  we  would  suggest  that 
the  windows  be  opened  to  admit  plenty 
of  fresh  air.  Growing  birds  drink  a  lot 
of  water  in  hot  weather.  Ever  see  a 
bird  come  running  to  the  water  foun- 
tain, drink  hastily  and  then  hustle  "off 
again,  only  to  come  back  in  a  hurry 
after  a  little  for  another  drink?  Water 
is  an  important  factor  in  health  and  if 
the  Water  can  be  put  in  fountains  and 
kept  cool  the  birds  will  greatly  appre- 
ciate it.  Sometimes  a  wet  sack  can  be 
thrown  over  the  fountain  and  this  will 
help  keep  the  water  cool  during  the 
hottest  day,  and  there  is  no  excuse  to 
require  growing  chicks  to  drink  hot 
water.  Place  the  fountain  in  the  shade 
of  a  tree  and  be  sure  that  it  is  kept 
well  filled.  Water  does  not  cost  much 
except  effort  and  we  should  be  willing 
to  provide  it  in  sufficient  quantities. 
Perhaps  one  of  the  reasons  we  so  often 
neglect  it  is  because  it  is  so  easy  to 
get.  If  we  had  to  buy  it  in  bottles  we 
might  consider  it  a  more  important  item. 
Of  course  lice  and  mites  need  to  be 
fought  all  the  time.  If  the  chicks  do 
not  come  in  contact  with  old  hens  and 
are  kept  out  on  range,  the  danger  from 
lice  is  rather  small,  but  it  is  a  good 
plan  to  see  that  the  house  is  kept  clean 
and  an  oil  is  applied  to  the  roosts  occa- 
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sionally.  If  trees  are  anywhere  to  be 
found,  the  young  cockerels  will  prob- 
ably be  attempting  to  get  up  on  a  lower 
limb  and  tease  the  pullets  up  there  to 
roost.  The  matter  of  roosting  in  trees 
is  a  rather  serious  one  and  must  be 
prevented.  For  our  part  we  can  see  no 
excuse  for  this  except  shiftlessness  on 
the  part  of  the  poultryman.  During  the 
summer  most  sections  have  frequent 
storms  which  may  cause  much  harm  to 
growing  stock,  and  when  a  bad  storm 
is  seen  approaching  it  is  well  to  watch 
the  birds  and  see  that  no  harm  comes  to 
them.  We  have  never  been  able  to  fig- 
ure out  why  a  bird  will  stay  out  in  the 
rain  and  be  drowned,  but  they  will  do 
it.  Even  fair  sizes  birds  must  be 
watched. 

A  square  deal  for  growing  chicks  con- 
sists in  keeping  right  on  the  job.  To 
think  that  one's  responsibility  ends  with 
hatching  is  a  mistake.  Chicks  are  but 
possibilities.  What  they  will  be  depends 
upon  our  energy,  ability  and  resource- 
fulness. We  consider  it  almost  a  crime 
to  hatch  out  chicks  unless  we  are  will- 
ing to  follow  it  up  and  give  them  the 
proper  attention  needed  to  rear  them 
well.  There  never  was  a  time  when  the 
need  for  high  grade  poultry  was  so  evi- 
dent as  at  the  present  time.  It  seems 
that  the  opportunities  are  greater  than 
ever  before.  The  prices  obtained  for 
good  stock  are  the  highest  ever  known, 
and  extra  fine  specimens  bring  prices 
which  almost  stagger  one.  Under  the 
urge  of  such  excellent  financial  returns 
it  seems  that  we  have  another  reason 
to  try  our  very  best  to  raise  every  chick 
and  to  raise  them  as  well  as  we  know 
how.  We  can  make  it  highly  profitable 
if  we  will.  Let's  give  our  growing 
chicks  a  square  deal  this  year.  Let's 
raise  them  the  best  we  know  how.  If 
we  do  the  best  we  can,  we  have  done  all 
that  can  be  expected  of  anyone.  Let's 
raise  some  extra  good  birds  this  year 
and  have  a  few  to  sell  at  long  prices 
the  coming  fall.

Growing  Prevalence  and  Importance 
of  Worms  In  Poultry 


By  Dr.  H.  H.  LEHMAN 
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Intestinal  worms  are  exceedingly  pre- 
valent in  poultry  in  practically  all  sec- 
tions of  the  United  States  and  Canada. 
In  many  sections  of  the  country,  poul- 
trymen  are  faced  with  the  necessity  of 
either  controlling  this  situation  or  go- 
ing out  of  business. 

It  is  an  established  fact  that  many 
of  the  diseases  of  birds  between  three 
and  ten  months  of  age  are  caused  by 
worm  infestation,  and  since  this  is  true, 
a  special  effort  should  be  made  during 
this  coming  small  chick  season  to  pre- 
vent them  from  becoming  infested  and 
to  control  flock  infestation.  Adult  fowls 
harbor  many  species  of  worms  and  re- 
infestation  occurs  because  it  is  practic- 
ally impossible  to  keep  them  from  be- 
coming reinfested  constantly  on  account 
of  infested  premises.  Successful  poultry 
husbandry  depends,  therefore,  to  a 
great  .extent  upon  the  control  of  the 
various  species  of  worms  which  infest 
all  ages  and  kinds  of  domesticated 
fowls. 

To  show  more  convincingly  that 
worms  are  exceedingly  prevalent,  rec- 
ords show  that  in  the  examination  of  a 
large  number  of  fowls  that  90%  of  them 
were  infested  with  some  kind  of  intes- 
tinal parasite.  These  records  include 
a  large  number  of  flocks  widely  distrib- 
uted over  different  sections  of  the  coun- 
try. 

The  following  are  the  most  impor- 
tant species  of  parasites  found  in 
fowls: 

Large  Round  Worms. 

Large  round  worms  known  as  Hetera- 
kis  Perspicillum  are  very  common  in 
most  species  of  fowls.  It  is  round  in 
shape,  whitish-yellow  or  white  in  color, 
varying  from  one  to  two  inches  in 
length.  These  worms  reproduce  by  lay- 
ing eggs,  microsocopic  in  size,  which 
pass  out  to  the  ground  with  the  feces. 
Other  birds  become  infested  by  drinking 
fluids  or  eating  food  contaminated  with 
the  excrements  of  infested  birds.  In 
this  way,  the  entire  flock  becomes  in- 
fested. 

Small  Round  Worms. 

The  small  round  worm  is  known  as 
Heterakis  Papillosa.  This  worm  is 
found  in  the  ceca  or  blind  gut,  it  is  only 
about  one-fourth  to  one-half  inch  long, 
and  is  white  in  color.  Fowls  become  in- 
fested in  much  the  same  manner  as  in 
the  case  of  the  large  round  worm. 
Gizzard  Worms. 

The  gizzard  worms  are  known  as 
Dispharagus  Nasutus,  the  most  preva- 
lent, and  the  Spiroptera  Hamulosa, 
found  less  frequently;  these  worms  are 
located  principally  in  the  gizzard  and 
in  the  esophagus,  and  are  about  one- 
half  inch  in  length. 

Tape  Worms. 

There  are  more  than  thirty  different 
species  of  tapeworms  which  have  been 
found  in  the  different  species  of  fowls. 
Tapeworms  differ  from  round  worms  in 
that  they  require  an  intermediate  host 
for  their  development.  They  consist  of 
a  head,  neck  and  body.  The  head  is  very 
small,  being  scarcely  as  large  as  the 
head  of  a  pin.  The  head  is  provided  with 
hooks  and  suckers  which  enable  it  to 


attach  itself  to  the  mucous  membrane 
of  the  intestine.  Extending  down  from 
the  head  is  a  neck  which  is  narrower 
than  the  head  and  may  be  real  short  or 
rather  long.  From  the  free  end  of  this 
neck  there  are  developed  segments,  one 
at  a  time.  As  these  segments  become 
older,  there  is  developed  in  each  seg- 
ment both  male  and  female  generative 
organs.  After  each  segment  impregnates 
itself,  its  uterus  fills  with  eggs,  and  the 
segment  detaches  itself  from  the  other 
segments  and  the  eggs  become  scat- 
tered. Each  segment  may  contain  as 
high  as  thirty  thousand  eggs. 

These  eggs  are  passed  out  with  the 
feces  and  are  taken  up  by  the  interme- 
diate host,  such  as  flies,  slugs,  snails 
and  earthworms.  After  being  eaten  by 
one  of  these  insects  the  eggs  undergo 
changes  and  develop  into  the  larval 
form.  If  a  chicken  or  other  fowl  eats 
this  insect  there  will  develop,  in  the  in- 
testinal tract,  an  adult  tape  worm.  This 
worm  becomes  full  size  in  about  sixty 
days. 

From  this  we  see  that  insects  and 
worms  are  necessary  to  perpetuate  the 
life  of  the  tapeworm.  One  of  the  big 
problems,  therefore,  in  the  control  of 
this  worm,  is  to  keep  the  fowl  away 
from  these  intermediate  hosts. 

It  is  deemed  of  no  practical  impor- 
tance to  enumerate  the  long  list  of  tape- 
worms found  in  fowls.  It  is  sufficient 
to  say  that  the  method  of  control  of 
these  different  species  of  tape  worms  is 
identical. 

Other  species  of  worms  are  found,  but

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I  do  not  believe  it  advisable  to  describe 
them  at  this  time.  Most  of  them  are 
generally  believed  to  be  of  minor  im- 
portance compared  to  those  described. 
Symptoms. 
The  early  indications  that  fowls  are 
infested  with  worms  are  the  symptoms 
of  diarrhea,  weakness,  loss  of  appetite, 
becoming  light  in  weight  and  droopy  ap- 
pearance. As  further  infestation  oc- 
curs, the  fowls  will  sit  around  droopy, 
plumage  rough,  eyes  closed,  twisted 
necks,  and  show  evidence  of  general 
paralysis.  In  the  case  of  young  chicks, 
many  of  them  die  from  general  intoxi- 
cation and  exhaustion.  The  adult  hens 
becomes  weak  and  egg  production  is  re- 
duced or  ceases  entirely.  The  effect  of 
the  worms  on  fowls  might  briefly  be 
summed  up  under  two  general  cap- 
tions. 

A.  The  presence  of  the  parasites  in 
the  digestive  tract  brings  about  serious 
injury  to  the  mucous  membrane,  often 
resulting  in  inflammation  of  the  bowels. 
They  also,  by  this  action,  interfere  with 
the  normal  function  of  the  membranes, 
consequently  food  is  not  properly  di- 
gested, and  assimilation  is  either  re- 
tarded or  stopped  entirely.  This  action 
of  the  worms  quickly  reduces  the  fowls' 
vitality  and  makes  them  easy  prey  to 
other  diseases,  as  well  as  causing  the 
death  of  many  of  the  younger  chicks 
and  weaker  individuals. 

B.  It  is  well  known  that  worms  ex- 
crete a  poisonous  (waste)  matter  which 
produces  serious  effects  on  the  fowl  in 
general  and  accounts  for  the  paralysis 
and  other  constitutional  symptoms. 

Taking  both  of  these  effects  into  con- 
sideration, it  can  easily  be  understood 
why  such  serious  losses  occur  in  flocks 
when  infested  with  worms. 

Control  of  Worms. 

It  is  very  important  to  think  of  this 
matter  very  seriously  in  order  to  pro- 
tect the  growth  and  vitality  of  the 
young  chicks  and  to  keep  the  adult 
fowl  in  a  high  state  of  vigor  and  pro- 
ductiveness. Cleanliness  and  strict 
sanitary  conditions  must  be  rigidly  en- 
forced around  the  poultry  houses  and 
&ards.  .■  v  ,.  \  ~,, 

Remove  the  worms  by  the  use  of  a  re- 
liable and  dependable  vermifuge.  •  This 
should  be  repeated  at  frequent  intervals 
in  order  to  prevent  reinfestation.  If  this 
is  carried  out  diligently  it  will  pay  in 
increased  growth  of  the  young  chicks, 
preventing  the  direct  losses,  and  make 
the  entire  flock  more  productive  in 
every  way.  Furthermore,  it  will  raise 
their  vitality  and  general  Vigor  so  that 
losses  from  other  diseases  and  condi- 
tions will  be  materially  reduced.

National  Egg  Week 

The  Exceptional  Success  which  Attended  the  Celebration  of  "NATIONAL  EGO  DAY"  on 
May  first,  last  year,  has  Encouraged  the  Poultry  Producers  and  the  Allied  Industries  in 
Uniting  in  a  Great  National  Program  to  Pay  Homage  to  the  American  Hen;  to  Pay 
Tribute  to  onr  Billion  and  a  Quarter  Dollar  Poultry  Industry  and  to  Commend  the 
Product  of  the  Hen  to  our  Great  American  Consuming  Public. 


Fully  realizing  and  appreciating  the 
immense  magnitude  to  which  America's 
poultry  industry  has  developed  during 
the  last  decade;  appreciating  the  great 
scientific  advances  which  have  been  re- 
sponsible for  placing  the  industry  on  a 
high  business  plane;  knowing  full  well 
the  great  economic  importance  of  the 
poultry  industry  in  our  National  scheme 
of  human  food  production  and  appre- 
ciating the  almost  universal  interest 
which  our  people  have  either  in  the  pro- 
duction or  consumption  of  eggs,  the 
National  Poultry  Council,  which  is-  a 
delegate  organization  representing  the 
production  and  allied  interests  of  the 
poultry  industry,  has,  by  proclamation, 
set  aside  the  first  seven  days  of  May 
(May  1st  to  7th  inclusive,  1927)  as  "Na- 
tional Egg  Week." 

The  National  Poultry  Council  is  or- 
ganizing state  and  national  committees 
to  develop  and  promote  appropriate  ob- 
servances of  "National  Egg  Week." 
This  week  will  be  celebrated  in  the  var- 
ious states  in  many  unique,  interesting 
and  effective  ways,  the  details  being  de- 
veloped by  the  state  committees  as  they 
see  fit. 

"National  Egg  Week"  will  be  a  per- 
iod in  which  to  pay  our  respects  to  an 
industry  which  stands  fifth  among  our 
agricultural  pursuits  as  measured  by 
the  value  of  products  produced.  It  will 
be  a  period  set  aside  to  spread  the  mes- 
sage of  the  peculiar  and  valuable  pro- 
tective properties  possessed  by  eggs  in 
our  human  diet.  It  will  be  a  period  in 
which  special  emphasis  can  be  laid  upon 
more  effective  methods  of  producing  and 
marketing  the  egg.  It  will,  in  fact,  be 
a  time  when  every  branch  of  the  poul- 
try industry  can  "preach  the  gospel"  of 
the  importance  of  poultry  husbandry 
and  poultry  products  in  the  every  day 
practice  of  feeding  the  millions  of  peo- 
ple in  this  great  nation  of  ours. 

The  following  is  the  proclamation  is- 
sued by  the  "National  Poultry  Council": 

It  is  decreed  by  the  National  Poultry 
Council  on  this  first  day  of  February, 
1927,  as  follows:

Standardization  of  Chick  Boxes 


By  George  E.  Bomberger 





The  Children  of  Israel  wandered  in 
the  desert  for  forty  years,  but  until 
Moses  laid  down  the  law  to  them  they 
did  not  get  anywhere.  It  just  goes  to 
show  that  definitely  planned  rules  and 
regulations,  standard  of  practice,  stand- 
ardization, call  it  what  you  may,  is  nec- 
essary to  accomplish  things. 

Twenty-five  years  ago  an  infant  prod- 
igy toddled  into  the  then  great  family 
of  the  poultry  industry.  The  signs  and 
omens  of  the  times  must  have  been  fav- 
orable, for  the  infant  toddled  for  only 
a  short  while.  Early  in  life  he  acquired 
the  ten  league  boots  with  which  he 
strode  forward  to  the  huge  estate  he 
now  holds.  *

Approximately  twenty-five  years  ago 
the  first  shipments  of  chicks  were  made. 
Just  close  your  eyes  for  a  second  and 
forget  those  stacks  of  well  made  baby 
chick  "pullmans"  dressed  up  to  sell, 
built  for  safety  and  comfort.  Picture 
instead  a  box,  oh,  any  kind,  wood — 
maybe  solid,  maybe  a  crate — maybe  a 
basket,  a  market  basket,  were  used  to 
send  chicks  out  to  the  buyer  who 
wanted  them.  Any  size  box  or  basket 
was  used  and  the  natural  results  were 
high  losses  in  transit. 

Poultrymen  were  keen  then  as  hatch- 
erymen  are  today.  It  didn't  take  them 
long  to  find  a  commonsense  idea,  i.e., 
the  light  weight  of  corrugated  fibre 
boxes  of  sufficient  strength  in  place  of 
the  old  wooden  boxes.  The  first  boxes 
used  of  this  type  were  usually  about  five 
inches  or  so  in  height  and  slightly  long- 
er and  narrower  than  the  present  day 
box.  There  were  few  poultrymen  whose 
demands  were  sufficient  to  justify  the 
manufacture  of  special  boxes,  so  of 
course  it  was  natural  for  box  manufac- 
turers to  adopt  sizes  of  their  own.  These 
sizes  were  based,  to  a  large  extent,  upon 
the  ideas  of  the  manufacturer.  There 
were  as  many  different  sizes  as  they 
were  manufacturers. 

In  the  early  days  of  the  I.  B.  C.  A., 
Herbert  Knapp  of  Shelby,  Ohio,  one  of 
the  men  responsible  for  the  Association, 
also  fostered  the  move  for  standard  siz- 
es of  chick  boxes.  During  the  1917 
Convention  of  the  I.  B.  C.  A.  at  Mil- 
waukee, Mr.  Knapp  appointed  a  com- 
mittee of  which  W.  H.  Guiss  was  chair- 
man, to  recommend  standard  sizes  of 
chick  boxes.  Their  aim  was  a  box  sat- 
isfactory to,  first  the  shipper  of  chicks: 
second,  the  buyer  of  chicks;  third,  the 
postal  or  express  authorities;  fourth, 
the  manufacturers.  The  recommenda- 
tions of  the  committee  were  accepted  by 
the  Association,  the  express  company, 
and  the  post  office  authorities. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  problem  at  first 
was  to  interest  the  postal  authorities, 
and  to  convince  them  that  shipments  of 
chicks  would  bring  in  revenue  in  vol- 
ume big  enough  to  have  major  consid- 
eration. 

The  hot  weather  box  was  adopted 
shortly  after  the  Washington  Conven- 
tion in  1923.  The  result  on  the  indus- 
try was  seen  and  the  "infant  industry" 
went  on  again  with  bigger  strides. 

In  addition  to  the  resulting  benefits 
of  increased  revenue  and  better  ease  of 
handling  to  the  Postal  Department  and 
the  hatcherymen,  there  grew  up  a 
closer  understanding  of  each  other's 
needs,  which  has  done  much  to  aid  in 
the  success  of  the  baby  chick  industry. 
For  example,  in  the  early  years  of  ship- 
ping chicks,  due  to  the  lack  of  instruc- 
tion and  ignorance  on  the  part  of  mail 
clerks,  many  shipments  of  chicks  were 
a  complete  loss  due  to  feeding  while 
enroute.  The  contact  between  the 
hatcherymen  and  the  Post  Office  De- 
partment enabled  the  hatcherymen  to 
pass  on  knowledge  regarding  handling 
requirements  to  the  postal  employees. 
Today  relatively  few  shipments  come  to 
grief  from  improper  handling  by  postal 
employees.    Furthermore  .arrangements 
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were  made  for  properly  notifying  con- 
signee in  the  event  that  delivery  could 
not  be  made  promptly  upon  arrival  at 
the  receiving  office.  The  Post  Office  De- 
partment, recognizing  the  growth  and 
development  of  the  baby  chick  indus- 
try, expanded  their  operations  in  the  re- 
ceiving, handling,  care  and  delivery  of 
baby  chicks,  also  worked  out  train 
schedules  that  have  resulted  in  ideal  co- 
operation of  great  benefit  to  buyers  and 
sellers  alike. 

The  most  important  question  in  re- 
gard to  standardization  today  is  that  of 
quality  of  the  chick  boxes.  This  is  still 
to  be  attained.  The  twenty-five,  fifty 
and  one  hundred  size  box  is  universally 
used,  based  on  the  unit  of  twenty-five 
chicks  to  a  compartment.  In  addition 
to  the  regular  or  cold  weather  size,  a 
hot  weather  size  was  introduced  at  the 
Washington  meeting  of  the  I.  B.  C.  A., 
but  so  far  there  is  no  regulation  as  to 
the  quality  of  the  materials  put  into  a 
chick  box. 

When  you  consider  that  the  average 
value  of  one  hundred  chicks  at  the  hat- 
chery is  approximately  $15.00  it  is  sure- 
ly not  good  business  to  take  any  risk 
whatever  on  the  loss  of  chicks  while 
enroute,  by  the  use  of  an  inferior  box. 
Safe  delivery  is  the  basis  upon  which 
customer  if  satisfaction  rests.  It  is 
absolutely  impossible  to  satisfy  a  cus- 
tomer if  a  number  of  chicks  are  lost 
through  the  use  of  an  inferior  box.  Ma- 
terials and  workmanship  should  be  re- 
quired to  come  up  to  a  standard  just  as 
much  as  size. 

Perhaps  the  only  definite  standard 
we  could  mention  that  could  be  applied 
in  the  same  manner  are  President  Lin- 
coln's remarks  as  to  the  requirement  of 
legs.  When  asked  how  long  legs  should 
be,  he  replied  they  should  be  long 
enough  to  reach  the  ground.  In  the 
same  manner,  a  baby  chick  box  should 
be  good  enough  to  absolutely  insure 
baby  chicks  arriving  at  their  destina- 
tion in  perfect  condition. 

The  standardization  of  the  baby 
chick  box  as  to  quality  is  just  as  impor- 
tant in  its  relationship  to  the  baby  chick 
industry  as  culling,  mating,  breeding 
and  flock  control.  Both  of  the  leading 
baby  chick  associations,  the  Internation- 
al Baby  Chick  Association  and  the  Am- 
erican Baby  Chick  Producers  Associa- 
tion, demand  certain  standards  be  lived 
up  to  in  the  chicks  that  are  sent  out. 
These  standards  go  for  naught  if  the 
container  that  the  chicks  are  shipped 
in  is  of  inferior  quality  so  that  the  lives 
of  the  chicks  it  contains  are  risked. 

Co-operation  is  just  as  much  needed 
in  regard  to  quality  today  as  the  co-op- 
eration for  the  standardization  of  size 
were  needed  a  few  years  ago.

50  and  25  sizes,  resulting  in  quicker 
handling  both  by  the  hatcherymen  and 
the  forwarding  Post  Office  or  Express 
Office.  For  instance  it  would  then 
only  be  necessary  to  know  the  zone  or 
destination  and  the  standard  shipping 
weight  would  define  the  shipping  cost. 

The  chick  box  is  a  silent  salesman. 

Its  attractiveness  adds  to  the  value 
of  the  chicks.  It  creates  the  first  im- 
pression which  is  usually  the  lasting 
one. 

Moses  laid  down  the  law  to  the  chil- 
dren of  Israel  and  they  got  somewhere. 
Standardization  of  shipping  containers 
as  to  size  brought  baby  chick  transpor- 
tation out  of  a  confusion  of  different  siz- 
es and  made  it  orderly  and  efficient.  The 
growth  of  the  baby  chick  industry  is 
largely  due  to  the  ease  of  transportation 
of  the  chicks  themselves.  Further 
standardization  is  needed,  further  stand- 
ardization will  bring  far  reaching  good.

Three  Essentials  In  Chick  Raising 

By  Reese  V.  Hicks,  Managing  Director,  International  Baby  Chick  Association 
Kansas  City,  Missouri. 


Baby  chick  raising  is  really  a  simple 
matter  if  only  a  few  essentially  funda- 
mental facts  are  borne  in  mind.  The 
proof  that  this  is  true  is  that  millions 
of  chicks  are  being  raised  by  five  or  six 
million  people  each  year,  often  with 
poor  or  no  method  in  caring  for  the 
chicks.  There  are  heavy  losses  in  chick 
raising  owing  to  this  want  of  method  or 
improper  method.  These  losses  occur 
largely  in  the  first  two  weeks. 

Let's  take  it  for  granted  that  your 
chicks  are  well  hatched,  strong  and 
sturdy  and  you  have  the  proper  house, 
brooder  and  other  equipment. 

Then  the  three  very  fundamental 
things  necessary  for  you  to  furnish 
your  chicks  to  make  your  chick  raising 
highly  successful  are  proper  feeding, 
necessary  warmth,  and  healthful  sanita- 
tion. 

Proper  feeding  includes  the  proper 
kind  of  feed,  as  well  as  the  way  of  giv- 
ing the  feed.  Here  it  must  be  borne 
in  mind  that  the  chick  for  two  weeks 
requires  very  nourishing  food  and  one 
easily  digested.  Mashes  are  gaining 
ground  in  chick  raising.  Many  chick 
raisers  feed  a  finely  ground  mash  as  the 
first  and  only  feed  in  the  chicks'  early 
life.  The  mash  is  placed  before  the 
chicks  in  shallow  pans  at  first,  and  in 
feed  hoppers  later  on.  They  are  encour- 
aged to  eat  mash  all  the  time.  They 
will  not  over  eat  on  a  dry  mash.  Finely 
cracked  grains  may  be  fed  occasionally 
but  are  not  essential.  A  good  mash  and 
to  eat  lots  of  it  is  essential.  There  are 
many  good  chick  mashes  for  sale.  Also 
you  will  find  good  formulas  for  chick 
mashes  in  this  paper.  Buttermilk  in 
some  form  is  needed  by  the  chicks  and 
is  furnished  in  most  of  the  ready  pre- 
pared mashes.  You  cannot  feed  too 
much  buttermilk.  Some  good  chick 
raisers  give  buttermilk  as  the  one  and 
only  drink  for  chicks. 

A  damp  mash  can  be  fed  in  limited 
amounts  ence  a  day.  The  chicks  should 
clean  it  all  up  in  twenty  minutes.  Barely 
dampen  the  mash  with  some  form  of 
milk.  Do  not  feed  sloppy,  sour,  or  too 
much  damp  mash,  as  it  will  cause  bowel 
trouble. 

All  the  warmth  a  chick  needs,  when 
it  needs  it,  is  the  second  essential.  With 
it  goes  good,  pure  fresh  air.  It  is  easy 
enough  to  supply  the  chick  with  plenty 
of  warmth,  if  doors  and  windows  are 
closed  tight  and  the  brooder  stove  set 
running.  But  this  way  you  will  have  a 
heavy  gaseous  air  that  is  harmful.  See 
that  there  is  ventilation  in  the  house, 
and  plenty  of  heat  in  the  brooder  stove 
also.  The  stove  must  be  a  uniform 
heat  night  and  day.  To  allow  the  fire 
to  go  out  will  chill  the  chicks  and  bowel 
trouble  is  sure  to  follow.  Give  chicks 
access  to  heat  and  they  will  choose  from 
95  to  100  degrees.  So  manage  to  keep 
your  stove  hot  enough  to  furnish  this 
amount  of  heat  over  wide  enough  floor 
space  to  care  for  all  the  chicks.  Don't 
crowd  too  many  chicks  in  a  house  or  un- 
der one  brooder  stove. 

Last,  and  just  as  important  as  any,  is 
healthful  sanitation.  This  includes 
washing  and  disinfecting  the  drinking 


fountains  daily.  Droppings  and  filth 
must  be  removed  often  and  clean  litter 
replaced  on  the  floor.  Mites  and  lice 
must  never  be  allowed  to  enter.  To  pre- 
vent these  vermin  spray  weekly  on  the 
walls,  floors,  and  roosting  boards  with 
a  good  disinfectant.  Yards  and  runs 
must  be  fresh  and  sweet  with  growing 
vegetation  on  them,  and  not  filthy  or 
bare. 

Then  comes  the  greatest  sanitary 
agent  in  the  universe,  the  sun.  The  sun 
should  shine  directly  on  chicks  without 
going  thru  glass.  Plenty  of  windows 
should  be  provided  in  the  building  so 
the  sunshine  will  reach  back  in  the 
house.  Chicks  should  be  outdoors  in  the 
sun  on  days  the  weather  permits. 

Fresh  air  is  an  important  agent  in 
sanitation,  but  where  you  get  plenty  of 
sunlight  and  open  the  windows,  fresh 
air  will  take  care  of  itself.

Increasing  Egg  Consumption 


The  week  of  May  1st  to  7th  has  been 
set  aside  by  the  National  Poultry  Council 
as  National  Egg  Week  primarily  to  bring 
the  attention  of  the  public  to  the  value  of 
eggs  as  food.  This  appears  to  be  fitting 
and  proper.  The  public  should  be  intelligent  as  to  proper 
place  of  eggs  in  the  human  diet.  Without  a  doubt  the  aver- 
age buyer  of  eggs  does  not  realize  how  important  a  part 
eggs  play  in  promoting  and  maintaining  health  and  vigor. 
This  is  largely  due  to  the  fact  that  poultrymen  have  been 
mainly  interested  in  the  production  of  eggs  and  have  given 
very  little  thought  to  the  fact  that  there  might  come  a  time 
when  increased  consumption  would  be  vital  to  the  welfare 
of  his  business.  The  fact  of  the  matter  is  that  a  very  large 
per  cent  of  the  poultrymen  do  not  use  as  many  eggs  in  their 
homes  as  they  should.  This  is  not  due  to  intent  but  is 
caused  by  ignorance.  We  believe  it  is  safe  to  say  that  the 
ordinary  poultryman  does  not  realize  that  eggs  should  make 
up  a  part  of  every  meal.  If  he  was 
aware  of  this  he  would  consume  more 
eggs.  It  would  seem  that  the  time  has 
arrived  when  the  public  and  poultry- 
men  should  be  more  intelligent  upon 
the  subject  of  eggs  in  the  diet. 

If  one  will  look  through  the  past  is- 
sues of  the  poultry  journals  or  take 
down  the  average  poultry  book  from 
the  shelf  of  his  library,  he  will  be  much 
surprised  to  note  the  number  of  pages 
devoted  to  the  subject  of  production  of 
eggs.  Just  about  every  phase  of  the 
matter  has  been  covered  and  one  can 
become  very  efficient  by  a  close  study 
of  the  existing  literature.  If,  however, 
one  wishes  to  know  something  of  the 
proposition  of  egg  consumption  or  to 
become  enlightened  upon  the  subject 
of  eggs  in  the  human  diet,  he  will  find 
but  a  comparatively  few  pages  to  read. 
Perhaps  this  is  alright,  but  it  would 
seem  that  the  efficient  poultryman 
should  become  a  trifle  better  prepared 
to  converse  upon  the  subject  of  eggs 
as  food.  As  the  matter  stands  we  have 
made  plans  for  production  which  will 
reach  down  through  the  years  to  come. 
It  seems  that  we  should  give  the  mat- 
ter of  consumption  of  eggs  more  con- 
sideration in  the  future  or  production 

will  outrun  the  demands.  One  leading  man  has  recenty  said 
that  a  sudden  increase  of  ten  per  cent  in  production  would 
place  our  country  as  bidding  for  export  trade.  It  might 
seem  that  this  was  a  safe  margin,  but  we  believe  that  un- 
less our  poultrymen  wish  to  become  exporters  and  throw 
their  product  on  the  world  markets,  that  it  will  be  necessary 
to  increase  home  consumption  immediately.  We  realize  that 
some  will  not  agree  with  this  statement,  but  a  careful  study 
of  the  situation  will  show  how  serious  the  conditions  really 
are.

other.  They  rank  with  bread,  milk  and 
potatoes  as  an  indispensable  food.  They 
are  easily  prepared,  easily  digested  and 
are  highly  nutritious.  They  are  an  excel- 
lent substitute  for  meat  and  add  variety 
to  the  diet.  Perhaps  one  thing  for  which  they  are  best 
known  is  that  in  many  kinds  of  cooking  they  are  a  neces- 
sity. Eggs  are  such  an  important  item  that  they  are  of 
vital  concern  to  every  housewife.  Any  increase  in  their 
price  or  scarcity  is  felt  at  once.  Consumption  depends  in  a 
large  measure  upon  the  price.  As  the  price  goes  up  in  the 
fall  of  the  year  due  to  lower  production,  a  great  many  peo- 
ple feel  that  they  cannot  use  them,  and  as  the  price  falls 
in  the  spring  the  consumption  is  increased.  For  years  one 
of  the  problems  of  poultrymen  has  been  to  try  and  produce 
plenty  of  winter  eggs.  Perhaps  they  were  primarily  inter- 
ested in  the  high  prices  to  be  obtained  for  their  product,  but 
in  a  way  they  were  helping  to  stabilize  the  price,  for  with- 
out heavy  winter  production  the  price 
of  eggs  would  go  so  high  as  to  practi- 
cally stop  consumption.  This  would 
have  a  bad  effect  on  the  business.  The 
more  nearly  even  the  demand  the  bet- 
ter for  the  industry.  It  is  easily  seen 
that  the  buying  power  of  consumers  is 
governed  by  the  cost  and  hence  if  the 
price  can  be  kept  nearly  on  a  level,  the 
demand  will  be  normal  at  all  seasons. 
We  do  not  advocate  a  fixed  supply,  de- 
mand and  price  for  all  seasons  of  the 
year  and  yet  the  consumption  should 
be  kept  steady  as  possible.  This  de- 
mands a  good  winter  production. 

Roughly  speaking,  about  two  billion 
dozen  eggs  are  produced  in  the  United 
States  each  year,  the  major  part  of 
them  in  the  spring  and  summer.  This 
is  a  rather  large  number  of  eggs  for 
the  dealers  to  handle,  but  with  the  aid 
of  the  storage  houses,  the*  uneven  flow 
is  smoothed  out  and  the  surplus  of  one 
season  fills  the  shortage  of  the  next 
and  the  price  is  kept  within  due  bounds. 
We  have  heard  poultrymen  denounce 
the  storage  houses,  but  it  should  be  re- 
membered that  they  serve  far  more  ef- 
ficiently than  most  of  us  realize.  They 
do  a  real  work  and  one  which  is  not 
appreciated.  Nearly  one-tenth  of  all 
the  eggs  produced  in  the  country  find  their  way  to  New  York 
City.  Some  of  these  are  exported,  a  few  are  reshipped  to 
other  cities,  but  the  largest  part  are  consumed  right  in  the 
city.  It  is  seen  at  a  glance  that  the  demand  of  such  a  city 
is  enormous.  Naturally  we  might  assume  that  most  of  these 
eggs  are  produced  close  to  the  market,  but  this  is  not  the 
case.  It  is  said  that  if  all  the  eggs  produced  in  the  state  of 
New  York  were  sent  to  New  York  city,  and  they  are  not,  it 
would  only  meet  ten  per  cent  of  the  needs  of  that  great  city. 
The  Far  West  sends  in  eggs  from  California  and  the  Great 
Northwest,  up  where  Harry  Collier  holds  the  fort,  ships 
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many  eggs  to  New  York,  but  the  big 
bulk  of  the  eggs  come  from  the  Mid- 
West.  The  state  of  Illinois  heads  the 
list  and  in  1924  shipped  1,223,000  cases 
New  York.  Iowa  sent  942,000  cases  and 
Indiana  526,000  cases.  We  should  re- 
member that  New  York  is  but  one  mar- 
ket. Every  city  and  town  is  a  possible 
market.  What  is  needed  is  to  educate 
the  people  to  the  proper  value  of  eggs 
and  then  supply  a  good  article  at  a  rea- 
sonable price.  We  simply  give  some 
figures  about  New  York  to  show  the 
possibilities. 

The  seasonal  variation  effects  the 
price,  but  of  late  a  new  requirement 
has  come  in  for  due  consideration  and 
that  is  the  quality  of  the  egg.  Every- 
one wants  a  good  egg  and  should  have 
it.  Bad  eggs  have  a  depressing  effect 
upon  the  demand  which  is  hard  to  over- 
come. The  old  practice  of  selling  eggs 
without  grading  is  passing  and  the  day 
is  close  at  hand  when  every  egg  will  be 
graded  and  the  consumer  will  know  just 
what  he  is  getting.  Doubtless  this  will 
stimulate  business  as  it  will  increase 
consumption.  The  consumer  will  in- 
crease the  number  of  eggs  he  will  use 
if  he  finds  the  quality  warrants  it  and 
the  price  is  reasonable.  Thus  it  is  seen 
that  while  we  must  keep  the  supply 
ample  to  meet  all  demands,  to  overlook 
the  quality  is  a  very  great  mistake.  We 
have  given  a  great  deal  of  study  to  the 
production  of  quantity  and  have  been 
very  successful.  Now  let  us  give  the 
matter  of  quality  as  much  considera 
tion.  In  years  gone  by  we  have  said 
that  almost  any  kind  of  feed  was  good 
for  hens  just  so  long  as  it  increased  the 
egg  flow.  We  should  remember  if  we 
are  going  to  keep  our  market  that  we 
have  got  to  meet  the  quality  test  of  the 
future.  The  flavor  and  color  of  the 
eggs  are  important  times  which  we 
must  consider.  It  is  possible  to  feed 
garbage  to  hens  and  produce  eggs,  but 
is  it  not  reasonable  to  suppose  that  hens 
fed  on  clean,  sweet,  hard  grains  will 
produce  eggs  of  better  flavor,  brighter 
color  and  more  attractiveness  in  every 
respect?  The  writer  experimented 
along  this  line  some  years  ago  and  sat- 
isfied himself  that  the  quality  of  the 
eggs  could  be  determined  to  a  large  ex- 
tent by  the  kind  of  food  given  the  hens. 
The  better  the  food,  the  better  the  eggs.

Of  course  the  age  of  an  egg  determines 
the  quality  to  some  extent  and  one 
should  be  careful  to  market  all  eggs  as 
promptly  as  possible.  If  you  keep  the 
eggs  around  for  a  week  or  so  and  then 
take  them  to  town,  they  are  not  fresh. 
You  should  not  attempt  to  sell  them  as 
fresh  eggs.  The  farmer  has  been  at 
fault  many  times  in  such  cases,  but 
slowly  they  are  coming  to  realize  that 
fresh  eggs  are  the  best  eggs  and  the 
best  eggs  commands  the  highest  price. 
While  it  is  best  to  market  the  eggs  as 
soon  after  being  laid  as  possible,  yet  in 
some  cases  it  is  necessary  to  keep  them 
for  short  periods.  The  method  of  hand- 
ling may  determine  the  quality  to  some 
extent.  Fertile  eggs  spoil  easily  be- 
cause heat  causes  the  germ  to  start  to 
develope  and  then  it  dies.  For  this 
reason  the  eggs  should  be  kept  in  a  cool 
room  during  the  summer.  The  best 
plan  is  to  produce  infertile  eggs,  es- 
pecially during  the  heat  of  summer. 
Eggs  should  be  stored  in  a  cool  place, 
but  a  damp  cellar  is  not  good.  Eggs 
easily  absorb  odors  and  to  store  them 
near  onions  or  in  any  place  where 
there  are  bad   odors  means  that  the

flavor  of  the  eggs  will  be  affected.  If 
the  quality  of  the  eggs  is  to  be  such 
that  the  consumer  will  smack  his  lips 
and  call  for  more,  the  producer  has  got 
to  be  extremely  careful  to  see  that  noth- 
ing injures  the  quality.  This  matter  of 
quality  rests  upon  the  producer. 

The  size,  shape  and  color  of  eggs 
from  different  breeds  vary  somewhat. 
The  shell  of  the  hen's  egg  constitute 
about  11  per  cent,  the  yolk  32  per  cent 
and  the  white  57  per  cent  of  the  total 
weight  of  the  egg.  The  proportion  of

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GIVE  THE  CHICKS  A  GOOD 
START. 


A  chick  which  is  given  a  good  start 
in  life  is  about  half  grown.  The  first 
few  days  of  its  life  are  of  vital  import- 
ance and  we  know  that  many  thous- 
ands of  chicks  are  ruined  during  the 
first  days  of  their  lives.  A  good  start 
is  a  great  help  to  bring'  the  chick 
through  its  days  of  chickhood  and 
cause  it  to  develope  into  a  useful  and 
be'&utiful  bird. 

Overkindness  kills  many  chicks. 
During  the  first  few  days  of  its  life 
the  main  requirement  of  the  chick  is 
warmth  and  sleep.  Contrary  to  the 
opinion  of  many,  the  chick  does  not 
need  food.  The  most  urgent  need  is 
that  it  be  warm  and  comfortable.  Chil- 
ling is  often  fatal.  In  moving  the 
chicks  from  the  incubator  to  the  brood- 
er it  is  an  easy  matter  to  chill  the 
chicks.  Great  care  should  therefore 
be  exercised  to  see  that  the  chicks  are 
kept  warm.  Too  much  heat  is  almost 
as  bad  as  too  little.  They  should  be  kept 
comfortably  warm. 

To  feed  little  chicks  within  twenty 
four  hours  of  hatching  is  a  mistake. 
Just  before  hatching  the  chick  has  ab- 
sorbed the  yolk  into  its  body  and  this 
furnishes  sufficient  nourishment  for 
some  little  time.  Feeding  too  quick 
may  bring  on  digestive  troubles  and 
eventually  bowel  trouble.  We  venture 
the  guess  that  a  very  large  share  of 
the  bowel  trouble  is  caused  by  improp- 
er feeding. 

To  rear  chicks  properly  requires 
some  skill  and  experience.  Of  course 
we  all  have  to  learn  how  to  do  it,  but 
the  best  plan  is  to  adopt  the  feeding 
scheme  of  some  successful  poultryman 
and  follow  it  to  the  letter.  If  we  ex- 
periment around  we  will  probably  kill 
off  a  good  number  of  our  chicks  be- 
cause it  will  take  sometime  to  find  the 
best  plan  of  feeding.

AN  UNSPOKEN  LAW. 


Not  all  the  good  laws  have  been  made 
by  the  various  law  making  bodies  and 
not  all  the  good  laws  which  have  been 
passed  are  or  can  be  enforced.  Law 
in  the  final  analysis  is  public  opinion. 
If  a  law  is  made  which  is  contrary  to 
the  will  of  the  people,  that  law  is  for 
all  intents  and  purposes,  null  and  void. 
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You  cannot  enforce  a  law  against  pub- 
lic opinion.  We  see  this  illustrated  in 
fraternal  orders,  churches,,  schools,  clubs 
and  in  almost  every  walk  of  life.  The 
best  way  to  promote  a  law  is  to  make 
it  popular  with  those  who  will  be  af- 
fected by  it,  before  its  passage. 

In  all  organizations  there  are  certain 
little  customs  which,  because  of  long 
usage,  have  become  as  binding  as  law. 
The  members  live  up  to  these  bits  of 
unspoken  law,  in  some  cases  with  more 
regard  than  for  the  written  laws.  In 
one  particular  case  we  know  of  one  of 
these  unwritten  and  unspoken  laws 
which  is  strictly  lived  up  to.  You 
would  never  expect  such  a  rule  or  cus- 
tom would  be  made  popular  enough  to 
demand  the  respect  of  the  entire  mem- 
bership. When  we  tell  you  what  this 
unwritten  law  is  you  will  be  even  more 
surprised.  It  consists  in  never  saying 
an  unkind  word  about  another  member. 
Needless  to  say  no  gossip  of  an  unkind 
nature  is  allowed.  No  one  is  ever  ask- 
ed to  refrain  from  repeating  words 
which  cut  into  the  heart,  but  you  soon 
learn  that  such  gossip  is  altogether  out 
of  place  and  you  either  refrain  or  stay 
away. 

This  organization  prospers  and  is  do- 
ing a  great  deal  of  good.  Perhaps  other 
clubs  will  want  to  adopt  this  unspoken 
law  and  we  feel  certain  that  it  will  be 
found  of  real  benefit.  We  all  make 
mistakes  and  we  like  to  associate  with 
those  who  see,  forgive  and  forget  and 
try  to  help  us.

GLASS  SUBSTITUTE  EXCEL- 
LENT FOR  SUMMER. 


Some  of  our  readers  have  gained  the 
impression  that  glass  substitute  is  best 
suited  for  winter  use.  We  would  like 
to  correct  this  and  assure  our  readers 
that  it  is  needed  the  year  around. 

We  have  emphasized  the  good  points 
in  favor  of  glass  substitute  and  it 
would  seem  that  every  assertion  has 
been  proven,  Up  to  the  present  time 
we  have  not  had  a  single  complaint  re- 
garding its  use  and  many  have  expres- 
sed their  thanks  for  urging  its  use. 

We  believe  that  the  flock  can  be  kept 
in  better  health  by  the  use  of  glass 
substitute.  Glass  is  said  to  filter  out 
certain  rays  of  the  sun  and  in  our  opin- 
ion this  very  fact  has  a  great  deal  to 
do  with  the  sickness  among  our  birds. 
It  seems  to  us  that  these  ultra  violet 
rays  are  needed.  When  we  eliminate 
these  rays  we  are  flirting  with  trouble. 
Of  course  we  have  not  long  known  that 
glass  was  causing  this  trouble,  but  we 
believe  that  time  will  prove  that  glass 
is  a  bad  thing,  not  alone  for  the  poultry 
house  but  for  all  farm  buildings. 

If  the  ultra  violet  rays  are  needed 
in  the  winter  and  most  everyone  admits 
that  fact,  it  would  only  seem  good  rea- 
soning to  suppose  that  they  were 
needed  in  the  summer.  Naturally  the 
birds  are  out  of  doors  more  in  the  sum- 
mer and  they  eat  more  naturally  grown 
green  food,  but  the  poultry  house  needs 
these  rays  because  the  birds  spend  a 
considerable  part  of  the  time  in  them. 

Speaking  of  green  food  grown  out  in 
the  sun  we  wish  some  of  our  Experi- 
ment Stations  would  test  sprouted  oats 
grown  under  glass  and  under  glass  sub- 
stitute. We  believe  that  those  oats 
sprouted  under  the  glass  substitute 
would  be  more  nearly  natural. 

In  some  sections  of  the  country  there 
is  some  loss  of  glass  each  summer  from 


hail  storms.  Glass  substitute  will  solve 
this  problem.  It  is  almost  unbreakable 
and  will  give  years  of  service. 

We  have  seen  glass  substitute  in  use 
on  many  poultry  houses  and  it  has 
given  excellent  service.  This  year  the 
writer  plans  to  visit  many  other  poul- 
try farms  and  we  will  watch  the  matter 
of  glass  substitute  with  a  great  deal  of 
interest.  Personally  we  feel  that  it  has 
proven  its  worth  and  if  we  were  to 
build  a  new  poultry  house  tomorrow, 
we  would  use  it.

HAVE  A  SUMMER  SALE. 


As  summer  approaches  and  you  think 
of  breaking  up  the  breeding  pens  it 
may  be  somewhat  of  a  surprise  to  find 
the  number  of  surplus  birds  that  you 
will  have  on  the  place.  Of  course  there 
will  be  a  number  of  cock  birds  which 
must  go.  A  number  of  old  hens  will 
be  disposed  of  and  probably  you  will 
find  quite  a  few  yearling  hens  and 
young  males  which  must  be  sold  in  or- 
der to  make  room  for  growing  stock, 
rapidly  coming  on.  So  taken  altogether 
we  have  quite  a  number  of  birds  which 
must  go. 

Have  you  ever  considered  the  pro- 
position of  having  a  summer  sale  and 
cleaning  up  all  the  surplus  birds?  You 
may  put  the  matter  off  from  day  to  day 
and  soon  the  fowls  go  into  a  molt  and 
then  you  have  got  to  keep  them  well 
into  the  fall.  We  consider  it  good  busi- 
ness to  have  a  summer  sale  and  dis- 
pose of  the  surplus  birds  before  they 
molt.  It  is  true  that  you  may  keep 
them  until  fall  and  perhaps  a  higher 
price  can  be  secured.  It  should  be  re- 
membered that  the  birds  will  continue 
to  eat  during  the  summer.  You  will 
also  remember  that  if  you  wait  until 
fall,  that  you  will  not  have  the  use  of 
the  money  during  several  months.  Per- 
haps you  can  sell  them  better  now  than 
in  the  fall.  Possibly  there  will  not  be 
much  demand  for  them  in  the  fall  and 
you  may  not  sell  them  at  all,  if  you 
wait. 

We  believe  that  a  summer  sale  pays 
because  many  of  our  leading  breeders 
follow  the  plan.  Do  you  think  they 
would  have  such  a  sale  if  it  did  not 
prove  profitable?  No  matter  how  many 
birds  you  may  have,  you  can  have  a 
profitable  sale.  If  you  have  just  a  few 
birds  you  can  use  a  classified  ad  in 
POULTRY  KEEPER,  but  if  you  have  a 
large  number  of  fowls,  it  would  prob- 
ably pay  you  to  use  some  display  space.

Unless  you  have  kept  a  flock  of  hens 
you  cannot  appreciate  what  a  lot  of 
fun  goes  with  the  job  of  caring  for 
them.

It  is  a  poor  poultry- 
man  who  cannot  make  his  hens  return 
a  profit  of  at  least  a  dollar  per  head  and 
even  five  dollars  is  often  cleared  on 
hens  which  have  a  real  poultryman 
back  of  them.  So  you  see  that  poultry 
keeping  can  be  made  profitable.  Right 
on  the  face  of  it  there  must  be  money 
in  poultry  when  so  many  are  going  into 
the  business. 

The  family  flock  can  be  made  to 
give  you  a  lot  of  fun  and  profit.  If  you 
fail  to  obtain  dividends  in  the  form  of 
fun  and  money — then  you  better  take 
a  personal  inventory.  You  are  the  fel- 
low to  blame. 


DATE  AND  BRAND  THE 
EGGS. 


A  large  number  of  our  readers  sell 
their  eggs  direct  to  a  private  trade. 
There  is  no  doubt  but  that  this  is  the 
most  satisfactory  method  of  marketing 
the  eggs.  One  can  obtain  a  reasonable 
price  and  develope  a  permanent  trade 
in  this  manner.  It  eliminates  the  mid- 
dleman and  puts  all  the  profit  in  your 
pocket. 

Such  a  system  nas  its  drawbacks  and 
one  has  been  that  you  have  to  educate 
the  buyer  to  the  real  quality  of  high 
grade  eggs.  People  have  been  fooled 
so  many  times  that  they  begin  to  ex- 
pect a  bad  deal  every  time.  You  have 
got  to  impress  upon  the  mind  of  the 
customer  that  the  eggs  are  absoluetly 
first  class  in  every  way  and  you  have 
got  to  be  willing  to  back  this  guaran- 
tee to  the  limit.  The  future  of  your 
trade  depends  upon  how  well  you  back 
up  your  eggs. 

One  way  in  which  you  can  back  up 
the  guarantee  is  to  put  the  date  and 
your  brand  on  every  egg.  When  you 
are  willing  to  put  your  name  on  an 
egg  it  proves  to  the  buyer  that  you 
think  a  great  deal  of  it,  enough  to 
guarantee  it  unconditionally.  A  dater 
and  a  pad  will  cost  only  a  few  cents 
and  can  be  made  to  save  any  dispute 
as  to  the  age  of  the  eggs.  A  farm  name 
can  be  used  as  a  trade  name  and  event- 
ually become  very  valuable. 

Neat  cartons  complete  a  satisfactory 
means  of  placing  the  product  before 
the  customer.  We  believe  that  the 
farm  name  should  appear  on  the  out- 
side of  the  carton.  It  would  be  well  to 
wrap  each  egg  in  wax  paper  before 
placing  in  the  carton.    It  might  cost  a

There  might  have  been  a 
time  when  it  was  possible  to  go  out  in 
the  yard,  pick  up  a  few  birds,  ship  them 
to  the  show  and  win.  We  have  never 
seen  such  a  time  if  it  ever  existed. 
Blue  ribbons  don't  come  by  accident. 
You  get  them  'because  you  plan  for 
them  and  pit  your  skill,  knowledge  and 
energy  for  them.  If  you  don't  believe 
this,  just  try  and  win  in  any  other  way 
and  you  will  probably  come  home  minus 
the  ribbons  and  a  wiser  man. 

The  man  who  can  boast  of  winners, 
starts  early  and  keeps  everlastingly  at 
it.  The  breeding  of  high  grade  stock 
demands  a  lot  of  grit.  It  is  an  up-hill 
job.  To  the  fellow  who  sticks,  comes 
the  ribbons. 

It  is  not  too  early  now  to  plan  for 
the  youngsters.  Of  course  the  mating 
is  the  foundation,  but  proper  hatching 
is  about  as  vital  and  good  rearing  is 
absolutely  essential.  We  rather  have 
a  poor  bird  well  raised  than  a  good  bird 
improperly  reared.  Read  that  sentence 
again  and  let  it  stick.  It  shows  ho,w 
much  importance  we  place  upon  the 
rearing  of  poultry. 

It  is  possible  to  raise  winners  in  lim- 
ited quarters.  We  have  seen  it  done 
many  times,  but  it  takes  more  skill  to 
raise  a  high  grade  bird  on  a  back  lot 


than  it  does  out  on  range,  because 
there  are  so  many  problems  to  solve. 
The  ideal  arrangement  is  to  have  the 
youngsters  on  range  near  an  orchard 
or  corn  field.  Here  they  can  grow  nat- 
urally and  develope  and  build  plenty  of 
vigor  into  their  bodies.  Health  is  the 
foundation  of  winners. 

Constant  attention  to  your  growing 
stock  will  result  in  better  birds  and  a 
greater  chance  of  bringing  home  the 
ribbons.  We  do  not  recommend  that 
you  pamper  the  birds,  but  it  will  be 
necessary  to  keep  your  eye  on  the 
growing  birds.  Here's  hoping  that  you 
will  be  able  to  win  every  blue  ribbon 
next  winter.

USEFUL  THINGS  TO  DO  IN  THE 
POULTRY  YARD. 


Speaking  of  our  own  experience  and 
most  useful  things  done  and  needed  to 
be  done  among  the  poultry  is  a  mat- 
ter of  considerable  importance  with  the 
practical  poultryman.  Not  only  the 
past  year,  but  every  year,  the  prob- 
lem of  breeding  and  the  progress  we 
make  at  it  has  proven  more  useful  to 
me  than  anything  else.  A  very  useful 
thing  to  do  also  is  to  give  more  room 
to  the  growing  chicks  than  most  of  us 
are  making  a  practice  of  doing,  and 
especially  in  colony  houses.  Most  col- 
ony houses  are  too  small  for  the  num- 
ber of  chicks  generally  kept  in  them. 
Such  a  house  is  hard  to  ventilate 'prop- 
erly and  the  tendency  is  to  crowd  too 
many  chicks  into  one  flock.  About 
fifty  chicks  is  large  enough  number  to 
confine  in  a  single  colony  house,  and 
some  make  a  practice  of  putting  only 
twenty-five  in  one  flock,  and  I  think 
it  pays  to  do  so.  A  house  six  by  eight 
feet,  if  properly  ventilated  will  accom- 
modate forty  to  fifty  growing  chickens. 

Being  sociable  with  your  hens,  one 
man  says  is  the  most  useful  thing  -he 
has  done,  and  no  doubt  there  is  a  good 
deal  in  this;  that  the  more  interest 
and  personal  attention  you  put  into  the 
care  of  a  flock  of  hens,  the  more  dollars 
you  will  take  out.  Hens  are  not  the 
machines  that  many  people  think  they 
are.  They  have  their  "human"  side, 
and  if  you  want  them  to  respond  fully 
you  must  "jolly  them  ud." 

This  is  a  matter  that  may  sound 
foolish  to  some,  but  I  know,  and  right 
here  let  me  say  that  in  my  opinion,  that 
is  why  small  flocks  bring  better  returns 
than  large  ones;  they  naturally  get 
more  attention.  The  Leghorns,  for  in- 
stance, are  naturally  a  wild  and  ner- 
vous breed,  but  my  Leghorns  are  so 
tame  that  they  have  to  be  pushed  out 
of  the  way  when  going  through  the 
house,  and  they  have  responded  boun- 
tifully in  an  egg  yield  during  all  the 
past  winter. 

Watch  your  hens,  see  that  they  are 
happy  and  contented.  You  probably 
cannot  have  them  all  so  that  you  will 
know  them  by  name,  but  you  can  have 
them  so  that  they  will  know  you  and  be 
glad  when  you  are  around.

Fighting  Mites. 

I  have  been  fighting  mites  for  several  years 
and  never  seem  to  get  the  best  of  them.

There  is  a  commercial  preparation 
which  is  advertised  in  our  columns, 
which  when  applied  occasionally,  will 
keep  mites  in  check.  In  fact,  we  be- 
lieve that  it  will  prevent  the  trouble. 
Mites  stay  in  cracks  and  in  the  dark 
during  the  day,  going  on  the  hens  at 
night.  They  very  much  dislike  any  oil 
and  the  above  preparation  provides  the 
oil  and  they  will  not  stay  on  the  roosts. 
Mites  have  different  habits  from  liee. 
Lice  may  stay  on  the  hen  all  the  time, 
so  a  dust  bath  is  needed  to  make  sure 
that  lice  are  destroyed.

Size  of  Egg. 

I  have  been  selling  eggs  and  grading  them 
so  that  I  was  sure  they  would  run  about  24 
ounces  to  the  dozen  and  yet  I  have  customers 
who  say  the  eggs  are  too  small.  What  would 
you  do  in  such  a  case?  I  try  to  have  good 
eggs,  graded  and  strictly  fresh.

Eggs  which  run  24  ounces  to  the 
dozen  are  good  size  and  the  customer 
should  be  satisfied.  Tou  might  pick 
out  the  eggs  which  run  26  to  28  ounces 
to  the  dozen  and  put  a  special  price  on 
them.  Naturally  you  will  get  quite  a 
little  more  for  them.  It  would  seem 
that  if  you  set  a  standard  price  for  24 
ounce  eggs  that  you  should  get  more 
for  26  or  28  ounce  eggs.  Eggs  are  rea- 
sonably priced  now  and  the  supply  is 
good  and  customers  feel  that  they  are 
more  or  less  independent  and  you  have 
to  be  careful  how  you  treat  them  or 
they  will  leave  you.

4.  I  think  the  egg  business  is  soon  to  be 
overdone,  and  I  wonder  if  one  can  develop  a 
profitable  Standard  bred  business?  I  shall  ap- 
preciate your  opinion  on   this  matter.

1.  Tes.  We  believe  that  there  is 
more  in  the  care  than  in  the  breed. 
The  Brown  Leghorns  lay  well  when 
properly  managed. 

2.  Any  breed  to  be  popular  must 
have  considerable  advertising  and  it 
happens  that  the  White  Leghorns  had 
the  best  boosters.  We  believe  the 
Brown  Leghorns  fully  as  good,  but  they 
have  not  been  boomed. 

3.  If  they  are  hatched  too  early, 
the  chances  are  good  for  a  fall  molt. 
Our  own  personal  experience  has  been 
that  late  April  or  early  May  gave  the 
best  results.  We  have  hatched  them  in 
June  with  good  results.  Our  aim  has 
been  to  get  them  well  started  before 
the  extremely  hot  weather  comes  on. 
Naturally  this  will  mean  that  the 
hatches  will  vary  somewhat.  Leghorns 
mature  quickly  so  can  be"  hatched  late 
and  still  get  well  matured  before  cpld 
weather. 

4.  The  question  of  the  egg  business 
being  overdone  will  depend  in  no  small 
measure  upon  the  way  in  which  poultry 
keepers  meet  the  problem.  It  may  or 
may  not  come.  So  far  as  there  being 
a  possibility  to  develope  the  Standard 
bred  side  of  the  business  we  believe 
there  is  ample  opportunity.  It  takes 
time  and  a  great  deal  of  ability  to  get 
at  the  top,  but  it  can  be  done.  Per-

1.  Chicks  might  die  in  the  shell  due 
to  uneven  temperature,  improper 
amount  of  moisture,  lack  of  attention 
to  turning  and  airing  of  the  eggs,  weak 
parent  stock,  or  many  other  causes. 
We  could  hardly  offer  a  definite  answer 
but  we  believe  that  it  is  in  the  opera- 
tion of  your  incubator  as  the  next  ques- 
tion indicates. 

2.  Just  before  the  hatch  it  is  a 
usual  thing  for  the  temperature  in  the 
incubator  to  rise.  If  it  does  not  do  this 
the  wafer  may  be  at  fault  or  perhaps 
you  open  the  door  too  often.  Certain 
it  is  that  you  should  look  over  the  ma- 
chine and  locate  the  cause  for  this  con- 
dition. 

3.  Leghorn  chicks  should  not  die 
when  the  wings  start  to  grow.  This 
is  simply  another  sign  that  there  is 
somejhing  wrong  with  the  operation  of 
the  incubator.  Our  guess  would  be 
that  the  yolk  did  not  properly  absorb 
and  this  caused  the  chicks  to  die.

Every  poultry  farm  should  have  a 
special  coop  for  broody  hens.  This 
coop  is  set  up  off  the  ground  about 
three  feet  and  the  floor  is  nothing  but 
slats.  This  provides  for  free 
circulation  of  air.  A  hen  will 
not  sit  unless  she  can  keep 
something  warm.  When  she  finds  that 
the  slats  are  cold  and  hard  to  warm,' 
she  will  give  up  the  job.  Feed  and 
water  her  and  keep  her  in  good  health. 
The  broody  coop  will  prevent  lots  of 
trouble  with  broody  hens.

the  yolk  and  white  varies  in  different 
breeds.  It  has  been  said  that  the  yolk 
is  largest  in  Bantam  eggs.  There  is 
almost  no  differnce  in  white  and  brown 
shelled  eggs,  although  it  has  been  found 
that  in  some  cases  the  white  shells 
were  a  little  heavier.  The  following 
table  will  give  the  composition  of  hen's 
eggs  as  taken  from  a  U.  S.  Bulletin:

enough  to  give  to  sick  people,  it  must 
be  good  for  well  folk.  Eggs  must  be 
easily  digested  or  doctors  would  not 
give  them  to  the  sick.  Dr.  W.  A.  Evans, 
a  well  known  health  authority  of  Chi- 
cago, recently  had  this  to  say:  "There 
is  no  better  food  than  a  fresh  egg,  laid 
by  a  healthy  hen,  living  out  of  doors  in 
the  sunlight,  and  eating  grains  and 
vegetables  grown  in  the  sunlight  and 
open  air."  Dr.  J.  S.  B.  King,  special- 
ist in  dietetics  and  food  chemistry,  says: 
"The  peculiar  value  of  the  yolk  of  the 
egg  is  due  to  the  large  amount  of  phos- 
phorus and  iron  it  contains  in  organic 
combination,  and  hence  in  an  easily  ab- 
sorbable form.  The  white  is  a  builder 
and  restorer  of  tissues  after  muscular 
labor."  Dr.  King  places  eggs  next  to 
milk  as  "the  most  wonderful  food-stuff 
in  the  world."  Such  testimony  as  to 
the  place  of  eggs  in  our  diet  is  sufficient 
to  convince  anyone  that  they  have  a 
vital  position  in  promoting  health  as 
well  as  maintaining  it.  In  the  year 
1822,  Dr.  Beaumont,  a  U.  S.  Army  sur- 
geon, had  an  excellent  opportunity  for 
studying  digestibility  in  the  stomach 
and  his  observations  indicated  that  eggs 
digested  very  rapidly.  Later  German 
investigations  classed  raw  or  soft  boil- 
ed eggs  as  digestible  as  milk  and  like 
foods.  A  few  years  ago  one  of  the  Exper- 
imental Stations  practically  proved  Dr. 
Beaumont's  findings.  Late  investiga- 
tions indicate  that  eggs  digest  rapidly. 
From  all  the  evidence  we  have  been 
able  to  find  it  seems  that  the  average 
healthy  man  need  not  worry  so  much 
about  the  way  eggs  are  cooked.  "When 
properly  masticated  they  will  digest 
easily.  In  the  case  of  invalids  it 
might  be  important  to  make  sure  as  to 
how  the  stomach  reacts  to  eggs,  but 
.this  matter  should  be  determined  by 
the  attending  physician.  The  ordinary 
person  can  eat  eggs  with  the  full  as- 
surance that  they  will  digest  and  give 
him  no  digestive  troubles. 

A  doctor  who  would  not  take  his  own 
medicine  or  an  auto  manufacturer  who 
would  not  drive  a  machine  of  his  own 
make,  is  unthinkable.  Yet  there  are 
poultrymen  who  will  not  eat  eggs. 
Eggs  are  easy  to  digest,  furnish  cer- 
tain elements  which  we  need  to  keep 
healthy  and  should  be  used  more  fre- 
quently in  every  home.  The  poultry- 
man  who  has  any  kind  of  a  conception 
of  what  is  good  for  his  family  and  him- 
self will  see  to  it  that  eggs  are  served 
regularly  in  his  home.  As  a  nation  we 
have  been  eating  great  quantities  of 
meat.  In  many  cases  it  woud  appear 
that  too  much  meat  had  been  consum- 
ed. We  all  know  that  the  doctor  will 
refuse  meat  to  patients  suffering  from 
diseases.  This  would  indicate  that 
meat  can  be  used  to  excess.  On  the 
other  hand  the  sick  are  usually  given 
eggs  in  place  of  meat.

C.  T.  PATTERSON  AND  H.  W.  YOUNG 
SUCCESSFUL  IN  THEIR  FIGHT. 


A  court  decision  involving  more  than 
$100,000,  with  grant  and  issue  of  the 
patent  rights  of  an  incubator  moisture 
guide  to  C.  T.  Paterson  and  H.  W. 
Young,  of  Springfield,  Mo.,  has  been  an- 
nounced by  the  patent  office. 

Application  for  a  patent  on  the  mois- 
ture guide,  perfected  by  Mr.  Patterson 
and  Mr.  Young,  was  made  May  16,  1924. 

On  January  16,  1925,  R.  L.  Gilles,  of 
Fargo,  North  Dakota,  received  a  sample 
guide  in  his  request  to  sell  them  in  his 
territory.  According  to  Mr.  Patterson, 
no  orders  were  received  from  him,  but 
on  March  20,  1926,  he  applied  for  a  pat- 
ent on  an  evaporated  meter  for  incuba- 
tors. The  commissioner  of  patents,  on 
June  16,  1926,  declared  the  moisture 
guide  and  evaporator  meter  to  be  the 
same  and  in  interference.  The  case  then 
was  sent  to  the  court  of  interferences 
for  a  decision  on  priority  of  invention.

THE 
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Raising  Geese  Is  Profitable 


Year  after  year,  as  we  travel  about  the 
country,  we  are  surprised  to  see  how  few 
farmers  raise  geese.  In  view  of  the  fact 
that  they  are  profitable  to  raise  and  not 
especially  difficult  to  rear,  it  seems  as  if  a 
few  should  be  kept  on  every  farm.  Geese  can  be  raised  in 
almost  any  location.  In  fact,  if  one  has  some  ground  that 
is  unfit  for  cultivation  and  it  will  grow  some  kind  of  grass, 
he  can  turn  it  to  a  profit  by  putting  geese  on  the  field.  On 
many  farms  there  are  such  fields  that  would  make  an  ideal 
place  for  geese.  The  big  requirement  of  geese  is  that  they 
have  pasture.  Many  farmers  have  attempted  to  raise  geese 
md  let  them  have  the  run  of  the  cow  pasture,  and  after  a 
year  or  two  have  given  up  the  geese  because  if  too  many  are 
allowed  on  the  pasture,  the  cows  will  refuse  to  graze  after 
the  geese.  For  this  reason  we  think  the  best  plan  is  to  con- 
fine the  geese  to  a  pasture  of  their  own  or  at  least  not  to 
carry  so  many  to  the  acre.  Geese  require  more  room  than 
ducks,  and  this  may  be  another  reason 
why  they  are  not  more  generally  raised. 

If  you  have  a  pasture  with  a  small 
stream  flowing  through  it  you  have  a 
nearly  ideal  place  in  which  to  keep 
geese.  If  the  ground  is  low  and  the 
pasturage  is  abundant  you  can  run  •  a 
rather  large  flock  of  geese  on  it,  but  it 
should  be  remembered  that  they  must 
have  plenty  of  grass  at  all  times.  To 
allow  them  to  eat  the  grass  too  close  is 
to  invite  trouble.  We  have  heard  of 
abundant  fields  where  as  many  as  50 
geese  were  kept  to  the  acre,  but  as  a 
general  thing  we  believe  that  10  geese 
to  the  acre  would  be  a  fair  average.  Do 
not  crowd  them.  .  Allow  plenty  of  pas- 
ture, for  they  make  grass  their  main 
food  after  they  get  a  fair  start. 

Some  people  seem  to  think  that  geese 
require  rather  elaborate  housing  facili- 
ties. There  is  no  foundation  for  this 
belief,  in  fact,  just  the  opposite  is  true. 
Geese  require  simple  houses.  The  house 
may  not  need  to  be  much  more  than  a 
shed,  in  many  sections  of  the  country. 
The  house  must  be  able  to  furnish  pro- 
tection from  heavy  rains,  snow,  cold 
winds  and  dampness.  Low,  open  sheds 
are  used  with  good  success  in  many 
places,  but  of  course  in  the  more  north- 
ern climates  or  in  sections  where  the  weather  is  unfavorable 
the  house  should  be  built  according  to  the  needs.  Perhaps 
the  most  essential  feature  to  remember  in  building  a  house 
for  geese  is  to  have  it  dry.  Geese  like  water  to  swin  in,  and 
without  a  doubt  it  is  good  for  them,  but  when  it  comes  to 
going  home  for  the  night  they  must  have  a  dry  house.  Like 
most  of  us  who  have  been  out  in  the  damp  all  day,  they 
want  to  get  to  a  dry  spot  when  night  comes  along.  The  floor 
must  be  dry.  As  a  general  thing  dirt  floors  are  considered 
best  for  goose  hpuses,  but  it  is  well  to  fill  the  house  with 
some  cinders  or  gravel  and  then  put  dirt  over  it.    Pack  this 
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down  and  then  throw  a  little  sand  over  the 
dirt.  Now  if  you  put  a  straw  litter  over 
the  dirt  you  have  a  good  floor  arrange- 
ment, and  probably  the  only  attention  nec- 
essary will  be  to  renew  the  straw  as  occa- 
sion requires.  When  you  see  that  the  straw  is  damp,  throw 
it  out  of  the  house  and  let  the  sun  get  at  it.  It  may  dry  out 
so  that  by  forking  it  over  a  great  deal  of  it  may  be  placed 
back  in  the  house.  Dry,  clean  litter  is  quite  essential.  Nat- 
urally the  house  should  be  so  arranged  that  sunshine  and 
fresh  air  be  easily  admitted.  Perhaps  we  are  a  crank  on 
this  question  of  fresh  air,  but  we  think  it  vital  to  the  good 
health  of  all  fowls,  geese  included.  The  fellow  who  tries  to 
raise  geese  in  a  stuffy,  dark,  ill  ventilated,  damp  house  will 
probably  wind  up  in  failure  and  express  his  disgust  of  geese 
in  rather  vivid  language.  To  admit  failure  is  not  to  condemn 
the  goose,  but  rather  to  prove  one's  own  shortcomings.  This 
is  equally  true  in  any  poultry  venture. 

When  the  weather  is  good  the  drink- 
ing tubs  and  feed  troughs  may  be  placed 
out  of  doors,  but  during  much  of  the 
year  this  equipment  should  be  placed  in 
the  house,  and  needless  to  say  they 
should  be  kept  clean. 

Probably  the  mating  of  geese  is  as 
little  understood  as  any  part  of  the 
goose  business.  We  often  have  the 
most  extraordinary  questions  come  to 
our  desk,  and  we  will  try  and  answer 
many  of  them  here  in  the  hope  that 
much  of  the  general  misunderstanding 
may  be  avoided.  Geese  are  long  lived 
birds,  and  sometimes  reach  the  age  of 
30  or  40  years.  Females  should  be  at 
least  two  years  old  before  being  used  as 
breeders.  If  they  are  older  they  will 
probably  prove  better  breeders.  Ganders 
should  be  from  one  to  five  years  old,  and 
in  some  cases  we  have  seen  them  older, 
and  they  gave  excellent  results.  In  se- 
lecting breeders  it  is  well  to  pick  out 
well  proportioned  birds  of  medium  size. 
We  do  not  think  it  a  good  plan  to  use 
undersized  geese  or  runts.  This  would 
be  making  progress  in  the  wrong  direc- 
tion. On  the  other  hand  we  do  not  think 
that  abnormally  large  birds  are  desir- 
able. A  bird  of  medium  size  and  well 
rounded  out  is  far  better.  In  making 
the  mating  the  number  of  females  to  mate  with  the  gander 
will  depend  a  little  upon  what  you  wish  the  mating  for.  If 
you  are  rasing  exhibition  stock,  we  advocate  the  mating  of 
pairs.  In  the  making  of  such  a  mating  do  not  come  to  a. 
hasty  conclusion  that  they  have  mated.  Sometimes  they  are 
very  slow  about  mating  and  in  order  to  make  sure  that  the 
eggs  will  be  fertile  it  is  well  to  be  certain  that  they  have 
mated.  In  a  great  majority  of  cases  the  sole  aim  is  to  pro- 
duce market  geese,  and  such  a  mating  can  usually  be  about 
three  to  five  females  to  a  male.  We  believe  that  the  mating 
should  be  made  in  the  fall  of  the  year,  and  after  once  made 
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it  may  be  considered  permanent  as  long 
as  the  results  are  satisfactory.  Geese 
will  take  some  time  to  get  acquainted,  as 
we  have  indicated,  and  we  believe  that 
the  aim  should  be  to  keep  the  same 
matings  year  after  year  rather  than  to 
attempt  to  make  new  ones  every  year 
or  so.  Often  the  same  mating  can  be 
kept  for  many  years.  The  breeding 
season  starts  about  February  first  in 
our  section,  but  naturally  the  weather 
has  something  to  do  with  it. 

The  feeding  of  geese  is  not  nearly  so 
complicated  as  the  feeding  of  chickens. 
The  fact  that  the  main  food  of  a  goose 
is  grass  and  that  she  can  pick  this  just 
as  Nature  grows  it,  makes  the  problem 
much  more  simple.  Of  course  we  can- 
not think  of  a  system  of  raising  geese 
which  would  omit  green  food.  It  is  the 
vital  part  of  their  ration.  The  moist 
mash  has  been  used  with  much  success 
in  the  feeding  of  geese.  A  sloppy  mash 
is  not  desired.  It  should  be  moist  and 
no  more.  The  dry  mash  has  proven  al- 
most a  failure  because  the  geese  do  not 
seem  able  to  get  the  full  benefit  of  the 
ingredients.  Geese  require  a  great  deal 
of  water,  and  we  assume  that  the  dry 
mash  absorbs  the  moisture  in  the  diges- 
tive tract,  and  as  a  result  it  does  not 
function  properly.  At  least  the  dry 
mash  has  not  been  very  successful  and 
therefore  we  advocate  the  moist  mash 
as  the  most  satisfactory.  Just  what 
the  mash  should  consist  af  is  a  ques- 
tion which  will  have  to  be  determined 
by  the  poultryman.  Many  commercial 
feeds  are  used  and  they  run  uniform 
and  we  feel  will  give  better  results  than 
a  home-mixed  ration.  In  some  cases 
farmers  have  the  feed  and  wish  to  use 
it  rather  than  buy.  One  feed  which 
they  eat  with  a  great  deal  of  relish  is 
boiled  oats  to  which  bran  has  been  add- 
ed until  it  is  crumbly.  Breeding  geese 
do  better  when  fed  oats  rather  than 
corn.  Of  course  some  corn  is  alright, 
but  it  is  quite  fattening,  and  a  fat  goose 
does  not  make  a  first  class  breeder. 
Craekd  corn,  oats  and  barley  are  used 
but  whole  grains  are  not  as  good  as 
when  ground.  During  the  summer 
geese  can  be  fed  once  a  day  on  the  fol- 
lowing: Three  parts  each  of  corn  meal, 
bran  and  ground  oats.  During  the 
winter  the  same  ration  may  be  used, 
but  add  four  parts  of  steamed  clover. 
Grit  and  oyster  shell  should  be  provid- 
ed, because  geese  need  it  as  much  as 
any  other  kind  of  poultry. 

Goslings  must  have  a  little  extra  care 
during  the  first  two  weeks  of  life,  and 
after  that  they  are  just  about  able  to 
take  care  of  themselves.  They  grow 
fast,  and  when  two  weeks  old  will  be 
able  to  forage  a  great  deal.  Stale  bread 
soaked  in  milk  and  squeezed  fairly  dry 
to  which  has  been  added  chopped  boiled 
eggs  makes  a  good  feed  to  give 
goslings.  They  should  be  fed  several 
times  a  day.  Like  little  chicks  they 
need  food  often  during  the  first  few 
days  of  their  life.  After  they  are  two 
or  three  weeks  old  if  the  goslings  have 
a  good  grass  range  they  will  only  need 
one  light  feed  a  day  and  that  should  be 
a  mash  made  up  of  two  parts  of  shorts 
and  one  of  corn  meal  or  ground  oats. 
After  they  are  six  weeks  old  change  the 
mash  to  equal  parts  of  corn  meal  and 
ground  oats  to  which  five  per  cent  of 
meat  scraps  has  been  added. 

Goslings  are  not  difficult  to  rear.  Just 
ordinary  care  will  be  all  that  they  re- 
quire, and  sometimes  we  think  that  they 
will  grow  with  almost  any  kind  of  care. 
Of  course  they  will  require  more  or  less 


care  or  attention  the  first  two  or  three 
weeks,  and  it  might  be  well  to  keep  an 
eye  on  them  for  sometime  to  come,  but 
generally  they  are  considered  as  good 
as  raised  when  they  are  two  weeks  old. 

When  it  is  desired  to  fatten  geese,  the 
usual  plan  is  to  confine  them  in  rather 
close  quarters.  Do  not  let  them  have 
enough  room  to  range  around  and  run 
off  the  fat  which  you  are  trying  to  put 
on.  Keep  them  quiet.  Give  plenty  of 
water  to  drink.  If  you  start  in  with 
the  fattening  feeds  too  heavily,  diges- 
tive disturbances  may  develop,  and  for 
that  reason  it  is  well  to  get  them  ac- 
customed to  the  fattening  ration  grad- 
ually. In  the  morning  give  them  by 
measure  six  parts  of  corn  meal,  six 
parts  of  ground  oats,  six  parts  of  mid- 
dlings and  one  part  of  meat  scrap.  In- 
crease the  amount  gradually  and  they 
will  eat  it  up  clean.  During  the  last  ten 
days  of  the  fattening  period  the  amount 
of  meat  scrap  can  be  doubled.  At  noon 
the  same  ration  may  be  fed.  At  night 
give  equal  parts  of  cracked  corn,  boiled 
corn  meal  and  wheat  middlings.  This 
should  be  crumbly  and  they  should  have 
all  they  will  eat.  Some  roughage  or 
vegetables  should  be  provided.  It  -  has 
been  said  that  the  successful  poultry- 
man  feeds  with  his  head,  and  this  is 
especially  the  case  in  fattening  any  kind 
of  bird.  To  overfeed  may  mean  trouble, 
and  to  underfeed  means  a  loss.  The 
proper  amount  depends  upon  the  judg- 
ment of  the  feeder.  Knowing  this  we 
can  hardly  suggest  the  amount  to  give 
geese  which  are  being  confined  to  fat- 
ten. 

The  incubation  of  goose  eggs  has 
been  entrusted  to  artificial  means  with 
fair  success,  but  we  believe  that  gener- 
ally speaking  the  average  farmer  finds 
the  natural  method  the  most  satisfac- 
tory. Up  to  the  present  time  the  com- 
mercial hatcheries  have  not  seen  fit  to 
offer  baby  goslings  to  any  great  extent. 
Perhaps  in  years  to  come  it  will  be  pos- 
sible to  buy  the  little  fellows  all  hatched 
for  us  at  some  central  hatchery.  Until 
that  time  comes  a  great  many  are  com- 
pelled to  hatch  their  own  goslings.  Hens 
make  good  incubators  and  mothers.  The 
Brahmas  and  Cochins  are  liked  because 
they  can  usually  cover  about  seven  good 
eggs.  Hens  of  the  American  breeds  do 
not  usually  cover  over  four  or  five 
goose  eggs.  In  warm  weather  the  num- 
ber may  be  increased.  A  goose  will  usu- 
ally cover  about  nine  eggs  and  she 
makes  a  very  good  mother.  The  period 
of  incubation  runs  from  28  to  30  days, 
and  in  some  cases  it  may  go  slightly 
over  this.  If  the  nest  is  made  on  the 
ground  where  the  natural  moisture  is 
plentiful  the  hatch  will  probably  be 
very  good.  Otherwise  along  towards  the 
last  of  the  incubation  period  it  is  well 
to  sprinkle  the  eggs  with  water  of  about 


100  degrees  temperature. 

After  the  goslings  are  hatched  it  is  a 
good  plan  to  try  and  keep  them  in  the 
nest  for  about  one  day.  Then  they  may 
be  removed  and  confined  to  rather  close 
quarters  for  three  or  four  days.  It  is 
best  to  put  them  on  the  ground.  A 
board  floor  is  considered  bad  for  any 
goose,  young  or  old.  After  four  or  five 
days  the  little  fellows  are  given  their 
liberty  with  the  mother.  It  is  a  good 
plan  to  watch  the  weather,  and  should 
a  bad  storm  come  up  it  will  be  necessary 
to  see  that  they  are  under  cover  and  out 
of  the  storm.  Goslings  are  very  foolish 
and  often  many  losses  during  early  life 
results  from  neglect  during  storms.  If 
a  gosling  is  found  that  apparently  has 
been  overcome  by  a  storm,  wrap  it  up 
in  a  warm  cloth  and  take  it  to  the 
house.  Many  times  -they  may  be  brought 
to  in  this  way,  but  of  course  the  best 
plan  is  to  see  that  they  are  in  the  house 
when  a  bad  storm  breaks.  The  house 
must  be  dry.  Have  plenty  of  litter  on 
the  dirt  floor.  Weather  permitting  we 
believe  that  the  goslings  make  better 
growth  if  they  are  allowed  to  get  out 
of  doors. 

If  you  desire  to  make  a  start  with 
geese  we  hope  you  will  buy  good  stock 
for  the  foundation.  Price  is  not  the 
only  consideration,  for  the  quality  of 
the  breeders  will  determine  the  success 
you  will  have.  Get  in  touch  with  a  re- 
liable breeder  and  be  willing  to  pay  a 
fair  price.  Of  course,  if  you  wish  to 
go  in  for  exhibition  stock  you  will  have 
to  pay  a  higher  price,  but  remember 
this — a  person  gets  just  what  he  pays 
for.  In  this  day  and  age  you  do  not  get 
the  best  breeding  stock  for  a  song.  It 
is  worth  money.  The  breeder  can  get  it 
from  someone  else,  and  naturally  he  is 
not  going  to  let  you  have  it  for  a  lower 
price. 

We  recommend  that  you  buy  breeding 
stock  in  the  fall  of  the  year  and  make 
sure  that  the  birds  are  of  the  proper 
age.  Young,  immature  stock  may  be 
cheaper,  but  it  is  never  satisfactory. 
They  will  not  give  the  best  results.  Old, 
worn  out  birds  are  next  to  worthless. 
Buy  birds  that  are  in  their  prime  and 
proven  breeders.  Often  you  can  buy 
mated  breeders,  and  this  is  a  very  satis- 
factory way  of  getting  started. 

We  believe  that  there  is  money  to  be 
made  in  raising  geese  and  we  earnestly 
hope  that  our  farmer  readers  will  in- 
crease the  size  of  their  flock  or  if  they 
have  none  that  they  will  get  a  start 
the  coming  fall.  Taking  into  considera- 
tion the  amount  of  care  required  and 
the  rapid  growth  they  make  we  think 
that  they  are  very  profitable  and  we  an- 
ticipate seeing  more  and  more  geese  on 
our  farms.

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THE  COW,  SOW  AND  HEN. 


Up  in  the  Northwest  the  farmer  used 
to  devote  the  most  of  his  time  to  the 
production  of  grain,  particularly  to 
wheat.  For  several  years  past  the  grain 
growers  have  been  face  to  face  with 
bankruptcy.  Farming  in  this  great  sec- 
tion has  been  anything  but  bright.  But 
the  farmers  have  not  been  asleep.  They 
have  seen  that  things  were  not  going  to 
right  themselves,  that  they  were  not 
going  to  receive  any  outside  help,  so 
they  have  been  changing  things  a  little 
on  their  own  hook.  Where  a  few  years 
ago  grain  was  the  only  source  of  income, 
you  will  find  cows,  hogs  and  poultry 
are  coming  to  the  farms.  A  report  com- 
ing to  our  hands  indicates  that  close 
to  $30,000,000  worth  of  farm  products 
will  be  shipped  out  of  Huron,  S.  D., 
during  the  present  year.  Cream,  pork 
and  eggs  seem  to  be  produced  on  most 
farms,  and  were  it  not  for  this  fact  the 
conditions  might  be  far  worse. 

Northern  Illinois  farmers  are  in  al- 
most as  serious  a  predicament.  With 
the  great  city  of  Chicago  practically 
shutting  out  the  milk  produced  in  this 
section,  many  farmers  are  going  broke 
unless  they  figure  out  some  way  to  di- 
versify. We  have  consistently  recom- 
mended the  hen  as  the  solution,  and  any 
motorist  who  goes  through  this  section 
at  the  present  time  will  notice  that  lit- 
erally dozens  of  new  poultry  houses  are 
being  erected.  Hogs  prove  profitable. 
Keep  a  few  cows,  but  increase  the  num- 
ber of  hogs  and  hens.  If  one  has  plenty 
of  room,  geese  will  help  bring  in  some 
extra  money. 

The  cow,  sow  and  hen  is  a  trio  which 
is  hard  to  beat,  in  fact  it  looks  like  a 
real  winner.

IT  PAYS  TO  USE  DRIED 
BUTTERMILK. 


The  writer  has  consistently  advocated 
the  use  of  dried  buttermilk  in  the  poul- 
try ration,  because  we  believed  that  it 
paid.  In  order  to  convince  our  readers 
we  wish  to  present  a  few  figures  which 
developed  from  an  experiment  of  Purdue 
University  Experiment  Station  in  feed- 
ing laying  pullets. 

Among  other  observations  it  was 
found  that  pullets  in  the  dried  butter- 
milk fed  pen  laid  an  average  of  189.4 
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eggs,  while  those  in  the  no  milk  fed 
pen  produced  only  56.6  eggs.  It  cost  an 
average  of  sixteen  cents  for  feed  to  pro- 
duce one  dozen  eggs  in  the  dried  butter- 
milk fed  pen  and  thirty-three  cents  in 
the  no  milk  fed  pen.  It  costs  less  to 
feed  a  pullet  when  no  milk  was  given, 
but  it  costs  more  to  produce  a  dozen 
eggs.  It  required  3.22  pounds  of  feed 
in  the  dried  buttermilk  fed  pen  to  pro- 
duce a  dozen  eggs,  while  in  the  no  milk 
fed  pen  8.61  pounds  of  feed  was  demand- 
ed. The  profit  over  feed  from  the  dried 
buttermilk  fed  pen  was  $5.69  and  the 
no  milk  fed  pen  was  78  cents  per  bird. 

The  dried  buttermilk  pen  produced  the 
best  fertility,  while  mortality  in  the  no 
milk  pen  was  the  heaviest. 

This  appears  to  prove  our  contention 
that  milk,  especially  dried  buttermil' ',  is 
not  costly,  but  really  a  money  maker. 
Too  often  we  neglect  the  use  of  a  food 
simply  because  we  think  it  costs  a  lit- 
tle too  much.  A  far  better  plan  would 
be  to  judge  the  cost  by  the  results  which 
it  will  give.  Dried  buttermilk,  properly 
fed,  is  not  an  expense,  it  is  merely  an 
investment — and  a  mighty  good  one  at 
that.

OYSTER  SHELL  NECESSARY. 


Every  successful  poultry  keeper 
makes  it  a  rule  to  see  that  his  poultry 
has  plenty  of  oyster  shell.  While  oyster 
shell  is  mainly  lime,  it  is  also  a  means 
of  supplying  minerals  and  thus  promot- 
ing health.  We  believe  that  it  pays  to 
keep  a  good  grade  oyster  shell  before 
the  hens  all  the  time,  because  we  think 
they  will  lay  more  eggs  and  the  shells 
of  the  eggs  will  be  hard  and  less  likely 
to  break. 

In  buying  oyster  shell  you  want  to 
make  sure  it  is  put  out  by  a  reliable 
concern.  The  best  brands  of  oyster  shell 
are  the  most  economical  because  there 
is  no  waste.  It  should  be  of  the  proper 
size  and  contain  no  dust.  It  should  be 
easily  digested.  Any  foreign  matter  de- 
tracts from  its  value,  for  the  main  con- 
tent should  be  carbonate  of  lime. 

Grit,  plaster,  stones,  etc.,  will  not  take 
the  place  of  high  grade  oyster  shell.  If 
you  think  anything  of  the  health  and 
well  being  of  your  hens  you  will  keep 
an  oyster  shell  before  them.  We  be- 
lieve that  the  minerals  build  bone  and 
body  in  the  growing  stock  and  perhaps 
many  cases  of  leg  weakness  might  be 
prevented  by  the  use  of  oyster  shell.  We 
do  not  wish  to  be  understood  as  saying 
that  oyster  shell  is  a  cure  all,  but  many 
cases  of  sickness  come  about  because  of 
a,  deficiency  of  certain  minerals  which 
are  present  in  high  grade  oyster  shell. 
So  the  next  time  you  are  tempted  to 
overlook  the  matter  of  oyster  shell,  just 
remember  that  you  may  be  causing  a 
serious  loss. 

AN  INSECURE  SENSE  OF 
SAFETY. 


White  Diarrhea  in  chickens,  so  called, 
is  one  of  the  most  serious  infections  that 
has  puzzled  poultrymen  for  years.  This 
malady  strikes  right  at  the  very  founda- 
tion of  the  poultry  industry  because  it 
attacks  baby  chicks.  Its  serious  nature 
must  be  admitted  and  every  effort  put 
forth  to  check,  its  spread. 

Of  late  a  great  deal  of  interest  has 
been  centered  on  certain  tests  which  it 
is  said  enable  one  to  determine  whether 
the  disease  is  or  is  not  present  in  the 
breeding  stock.    The  assumption  is  that 


when  the  tests  show  freedom  from  the 
infection  that  eventually  the  flock  may 
be  considered  free  from  the  disease. 

Without  a  doubt,  those  who  are  pro- 
moting the  test  are  sincere  and  feel  that 
it  is  standardized  and  satisfactory.  How- 
ever, it  would  appear  that  the  prelimin- 
ary tests  do  not  warrant  such  a  con- 
clusion. Dr.  John  R.  Mohler,  chief  of 
Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  of  the  U.  S. 
Department  of  Agriculture,  recently  said 
in  reference  to  this  test:  "In  some  quar- 
ters there  has  been  a  tendency  towards 
the  premature  application  of  ideas  yet 
unproved."  Drs.  B.  A.  Beach  and  A.  C. 
Merrick  of  the  Wisconsin  Experiment 
Station,  say:  'When  the  reports  of  six 
laboratories  were  compiled,  it  was  sur- 
prisingly discovered  that  there  was  a 
wide  disagreement  in  final  results.  In 
only  five  cases  out  of  thirty-eight  were 
the  reports  identical.  These  results  are 
confusing,  to  say  the  least,  and  point, 
it  would  seem,  towards  the  conclusion, 
namely,  that  considerable  more  inten- 
sive research  work  must  be  done."  Dr. 
Charles  Keane,  associate  Chief  Division 
of  Animal  Industry,  California,  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  says,  "Under  such 
circumstances  it  would  appear  to  me, 
therefore,  that  until  this  test  becomes 
properly  standardized — then,  and  not 
until  then,  should  we  advocate  its  gen- 
eral use." 

Such  testimony  leads  us  to  believe 
that  we  may  have  a  sense  of  safety  and 
yet  be  quite  insecure.  Our  own  belief 
is  that  this  matter  must  be  given  more 
investigation  and  the  test  should  be 
proven  before  given  a  general  applica- 
tion. Until  such  time  as  this  test  shall 
have  been  perfected  and  standardized 
let  us  not  put  too  much  faith  in  it.

serve  the  lumber  of  which  they  are 
made.  Wood  has  the  faculty  of  absorb- 
ing moisture  which  causes  it  to  rot. 
Paint  forms  a  thin  coating  over  the 
wood  and  keeps  the  moisture  out.

Hamptonian  Princess  holds  the 
undisputed  distinction  of  having 
laid  329  eggs  in  365  days.  Her

This  astounding  egg  produc- 
tion record  of  Hamptonian  Prin- 
cess is  a  credit  to  her  breed,  an 
honor  to  her  owner  and  proof  for 
her  egg-making  feed.   She  is  en- 
titled to  all  the  laurels  and  worthy  of  the  place  she 
now  holds  in  the  poultry  hall  of  fame.    She  and 
her  production  record  are  deserving  of  world-wide 
recognition  and  unlimited  praise.  .  Three  hundred 
and  twenty-nine  eggs  in  365  days--a  tribute  indeed 
to  the  Barred  Rock  breed. 

The  Princess  is  owned  by  the  Hampton  Normal 
Institute  of  Hampton,  Va.  She  was  hatched  March 
15,  1925,  making  her  record  during  her  pullet 
year.  Several  of  her  sisters  reached  the  250 
mark,  bringing  distinction  to  the  whole  hatch. 

Considerable  credit  for  this  record  goes 
Professor  F.  S.  Gammack,  who  is  in  charge  of 
Poultry  Husbandry  at  the  Hampton 
Normal  Institute.  His  management,  his 
judgment  and  his  methods  were  mighty 
big  factors  in  bringing  the  Princess 
through  the  year  to  the  leadership  of 
her  breed.  Professor  Gammack  not 
only  handled  the  breeding  which 
brought  about  the  hatching  of  Hamp- 
tonian Princess,  but  spotted  her  out  as 
an  unusual  bird  when  a  mere  chick.

I  have  raised  White  Wyandottes  for  about 
two  years,  but  I  notice  this  year  that  my  old 
birds  show  a  tendency  to  have  a  yellow  or 
straw  color  in  the  feathers  of  the  back.  This 
is  especially  true  with  the  cock  birds.  How  can 
you  explain  such  a  circumstance?

Some  strains  of  White  Wyandottes  do 
not  breed  as  white  as  others.  It  would 
seem  that  the  best  plan  would  be  to  buy 
a  better  strain.  It  has  been  said  that 
yellow  corn  will  affect  the  plumage  and 
therefore  white  corn  is  often  used  in 
mixing  rations  for  birds  with  white 
plumage.  The  affect  of  an  excessive 
amount  of  green  food  is  also  to  be  ques- 
tioned. Some  claim  that  if  the  birds  are 
allowed  to  be  out  in  the  dew  of  the  eve- 
ning, as  is  the  case  when  they  are  al- 
lowed to  roost  in  the  trees,  that  the  back 
will  become  tinted.  Take  precaution  to 
try  and  prevent  coloration,  and  if  this 
does  not  overcome  the  trouble,  you  bet- 
ter start  with  a  different  strain.

Value  of  Soft  Water. 

Can  you  tell  me  if  there  is  any  value  in 
soft  water  for  pouutry.

We  are  very  sorry  to  say  that  we  have 
no  information  upon  this  subject.  We 
were  talking  with  an  officer  of  a  Arm 
that  makes  these  softeners  and  asked 
him  if  he  could  answer  the  question,  and 
he  said  that  he  could  not,  but  that  he 
believed  that  the  water  would  be  good 
for  poultry,  as  it  was  considered  very 
beneficial  for  human  beings.  He  has 
been  giving  the  soft  water  to  his  poul- 
try and  the  results  have  been  satisfac- 
tory. It  would  appear  to  us  that  pure, 
clean,  soft  water  would  be  entirely  sat- 
isfactory for  poultry.  If  any  of  our 
readers  have  information  relative  to 
this  matter  we  would  be  very  grateful 
to  hear. 


Dipping  for  Lice. 

A  few  weeks  ago  I  read  about  using  sodium 
fluorid  as  a  dip  to  get  rid  of  lice,  and  I  won- 
der if  you  can  tell  me  just  how  to  use  it.  I 
enjoy  your  paper  very  much.

In  making  a  solution  to  dip  the  birds 
it  is  usual  to  put  about  one  ounce  of 
sodium  fluorid  to  each  gallon  of  water. 
Do  not  dip  the  birds  on  a  cold  day,  but 
wait  until  it  is  warm.  Have  the  water 
warm,  and  be  careful  not  to  get  any  of 
the  solution  in  the  eyes  of  the  birds. 
Such  a  process  is  useless  unless  you  get 
the  solution  down  to  the  skin  in  all  parts 
of  the  body.  Ruffle  up  the  feathers  and 
dip  the  bird  several  times  if  necessary. 
The  great  objection  to  this  method  of 
getting  rid  of  lice  is  that  the  hens  may 
take  cold.  We  still  claim  that  the  old 
dust  bath  into  which  some  good  lice 
powder  has  been  placed  will  keep  lice 
in  check.  It  is  easy  and  there  is  no  dan- 
ger of  colds.

Vent  Gleet. 

I  have  a  valuable  cock  bird  that  has  vent 
gleet,  and  I  have  tried  to  cure  him  and  failed, 
and  as  usual  I  am  going  to  you  for  help.  What 
do  you  suggest?  — L.  M.,  Florida. 

Remove  cock  bird  from  flock  immedi- 
ately. Make  a  solution  of  10  grains  of 
sulpho-carbonate  of  zinc,  5  drops  of  oil 
of  wintergreen  and  one  gill  of  water. 
Wet  a  piece  of  cotton  in  this  solution 
and  gently  insert  in  vent.  Repeat  night 
and  morning.  This  is  a  rather  serious 
disease  and  one  which  should  have 
prompt  attention.

One  of  my  neigh- 
bors says  that  he  had  some  hens  that  laid 
soft  shelled  eggs,  and  he  wrote  to  you  and 
you  told  him  to  give  oyster  shells,  green  food 
and  get  the  birds  out  in  the  sunlight.  Now  I 
want  to  know  what  the  sunlight  has  to  do 
with  soft  shelled  eggs.  I  have  been  having 
some  soft  shelled  eggs,  and  if  there  is  any- 
thing to  this  sunlight  stuff  I  want  to  know  it.

Two  neighbors  had  the  same  strain  of 
Reds  and  fed  them  the  same.  One  flock 
laid  eggs  with  firm  shells.  The  second 
flock  laid  some  soft  shelled  eggs.  We 
called  to  investigate.  Flock  number  one 
was  out  in  the  sun,  and  flock  number 
two  was  not.  Otherwise  everything  was 
nearly  the  same.  We  suggested  that 
flock  number  two  be  given  a  run  in 
the  sun,  and  the  eggs  became  uniform 
in  texture,  and  only  two  or  three  soft 
shelled  eggs  appeared.  This  appears  to 
prove  that  sunshine  does  have  some- 
thing to  do  with  the  egg  shell.  Just 
what  the  process  is  we  do  not  know,  but 
if  it  works  why  worry  about  the  the- 
ory?   Results  are  what  is  wanted.

Dear  Sir:  I  have  been  thinking  some 
of  writing  you.  Thirty  years  ago  I  rais- 
ed chickens  at  Halehurst,  this  state,  and 
received  POULTRY  KEEPER  every 
month  from  Parkersburg,  West  Vir- 
ginia, and  if  I  remember  correctly,  my 
old  friend,  P.  H.  Jacobs,  lived  in  New 
Jersey.  Naturally  in  entering  this  in- 
dustry again,  I  tried  to  locate  the 
POULTRY  KEEPER  and  wrote  several 
letters  to  the  east,  not  knowing  it  had 
been  moved  west. 

The  egg  business  became  a  fad  here 
about  two  years  ago,  and  we  have  two 
hundred  White  Leghorns  on  a  city  lot, 
but  we  are  handling  them  successfully, 
my  wife  working  with  them  mostly. 
Our  children  are  grown  and  just  as  two 
like  we  started  out  thirty-six  years  ago 
the  chickens  are  quite  a  pleasure  and 
comfort,  also  profitable.  I  prefer  read- 
ing POULTRY  KEEPER  than  all  others 
— as  old  friends  are  best.  I  presume 
that  my  old  friend,  P.  H.  Jacobs,  has 
gone  to  his  reward. 

I  notice  in  the  last  issue  to  hand  an 
inquiry  about  Leghorn  wings  drooping. 
I  will  give  my  plan.  It  may  help  oth- 
ers. It  is  to  be  presumed  that  the  par- 
ent stock  is  sturdy.  If  cod  liver  oil,  one 
quart  to  100  pounds  of  mash,  also  semi- 
solid buttermilk  has  been  fed  to  the 
breeders,  the  eggs  will  be  more  fertile 
and  the  chicks  stronger.  My  little  brood- 
er room  has  concrete  floor.  The  south 
side  has  sunlight  cloth  in  the  upper  half. 
The  north  wall  has  two  small  windows 
for  ventilation.  I  use  a  Buckeye  brood- 
er and  keep  the  room  at  90  degrees.  I 
get  my  hatch  off  on  the  twenty-second 
day.  I  have  previously  let  them  down 
over  night  into  the  nursery  to  harden 
off.  I  put  the  chicks  in  on  a  clean  floor. 
I  give  them  buttermilk  to  drink  at  once. 
I  find  the  lactic  acid  helps  to  dissolve 
the  yolk  and  makes  it  pass  out  quicker. 
I  also  give  water.  Then  in  48  to  72 
hours  I  feed  Purina  Startena  with  one 
quart  of  cod  liver  oil  to  the  100  pounds 
and  buttermilk  before  them  all  the  time. 
They  grow  so  fast  their  wings  won't 
droop.  After  I  begin  feeding  mash  I 
give  grit.  In  ten  days  I  feed  sparingly 
on  chick  feed  and  sprouted  oats  and  get 
them  in  the  open,  even  if  for  just  a  lit- 
tle while.  Be  sure  to  see  that  the  house 
does  not  get  any  hotter  than  90  degrees 
nor  lower  than  80.  At  night,  if  they 
show  a  tendency  to  bunch,  I  smooth  out 
the  circle  around  the  brooder.  Do  this 
in  the  dark  and  they  will  stay.  With 
just  a  little  pains  you  will  raise  nearly 
every  chick.  Of  course,  some  will  die, 
but  this  may  be  the  fault  of  the  breeders 
of  moisture. 

We  put  lights  on  the  layers  in  October 
and  double  their  laying  when  eggs  are 
high.

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TESTING  EGGS  FOB  VITALITY  OF 
CHICKS. 

How  to  tell  the  vigorous  chicks  be- 
fore they  are  hatched  is  a  question  that 
can  not  be  tol  donly  by  testing  eggs  for 
chick  vitality,  a  method  that  is  not  gen- 
erally known  or  practiced.  It  is  a  well 
known  fact  that  weak  chicks  are  more 
susceptible  to  disease,  which  vigorous 
chicks  are  more  apt  to  contract  if  the 
disease  is  encouraged  by  the  presence 
of  weak  chickens  in  the  flock.  Then, 
too,  weak  chicks  will  do  better  if  separ- 
ated from  the  vigorous  ones.  It  is  also 
important  that  the  culling  be  done  as 
early  as  possible,  because  some  chicks 
will  very  soon  apparently  outgrow  a 
weakness  which  they  possess.  The 
way  of  finding  the  strongest  chicks  be- 
fore hatching  is  as  follows:  As  the 
chick  approaches  complete  development 
in  the  shell  it  becomes  more  and  more 
responsive  to  the  laws  of  growth.  It 
will  continue  to  right  itself  in  the  shell 
when  the  egg  is  turned.  Therefore,  if 
the  egg,  after  the  eighteenth  day,  is 
placed  in  a  basin  of  lukewarm  water, 
the  chick  is  placed  in  an  upright  posi- 
tion within  the  egg;  in  attempting  to 
right  its  position  its  movements  cause 
the  egg  to  move  up  and  down  with  a 
series  of  quick  jerks.  Chicks  of  strong 
vitality  cause  the  egg  to  rise  and  sink 
nearly  one-quarter  the  diameter  of  the 
egg.  The  operation  is  simple  and  no 
injury  is  done  to  the  egg.

FIGHTING  LICE  AND  MITES. 


By  V.  M.  Couch 

At  this  season  when  conditions  are  so 
favorable  to  the  growth  of  all  insect  life, 
it  is  very  necessary  to  make  spcial-  ef- 
fort to  prevent  lice  and  mites  from 
breeding.  It  is  impossible  for  either  a 
fowl  or  a  chick  to  thrive  when  these 
pests  get  on  them,  and  when  they  do 
not  thrive  they  are  not  profitable.  More 
than  any  other  stock  on  the  farm,  poul- 
try must  be  carefully  looked  to  and  all 
details  carried  out  complete  or  the  pro- 
fits will  be  very  small,  and  the  chances 
are  there  will  be  a  loss. 

Spraying  the  hen  house  with  a  mix- 
ture of  crude  carbolic  acid  and  kerosene 
in  hot  water  will  kill  the  mites  and 
some  lice.  Following  the  spraying  with 
whitewash,  this  to  be  applied  as  hot  as 
can  be  handled,  this  will  aid  greatly  in 
destroying  the  insects,  and  will  make 
the  house  much  more  sanitary.  In  either 
spraying  or  whitewashing  aim  to  reach 
all  openings  in  the  boards,  and  especial- 
ly on  the  under  sides,  as  here  is  where 
most  of  the  mites  live  and  breed.  Around 
the  perches  more  than  anywhere  else, 
mites  seem  to  breed  and  flourish,  and 
for  this  reason  it  is  a  good  plan  to  brush 
the  perches  over  frequently  with  crude 
carbolic  and  kerosene.  I  make  it  a  point 
to  go  over  mine  once  a  week  the  year 
around,  excepting  in  the  winter.  And 
keeping  the  droppings  board  clean  is  al- 
so important  in  having  a  hen  house 
free  from  these  pests.  They  breed  rap- 
idly in  dark  filthy  places,  and  especially 
where  there  is  considerable  dampness. 

A  good  dust  bath  will  help  a  good  deal 
in  keeping  the  place  free  of  lice.  Road 
dust  or  dry  sifted  soil  and  coal  ashes 
finely  sifted  makes  a  good  dust  bath. 
Wood  ashes  should  not  be  used.  The 
ground  spaded  up  loose  and  kept  free 
from  stones  makes  a  good  place  for 
them  to  dust  in  warm  weather. 

When  the  flock  is  badly  infested  with 
lice  it  is  well  to  dust  each  bird  with  a 
good  insect  powder.    Of  these  prepara-

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the  cockerels.    On  many  egg  farms  the 
cockerel   problem  is  a  rather  difficult 
one,  but  the  production  of  capons  will  ' 
solve  it  in  a  profitable  manner. 

If  capons  are  to  be  the  main  product 
of  your  farm,  then  we  would  suggest 
a  larger  breed,  perhaps  the  Light 
Brahma.  This  breed  is  well  known  in 
the  best  capon  markets,  and  an  eight 
to  ten  month  old  Light  Brahma  capon 
may  weight  from  twelve  to  fifteen 
pounds.  The  average  family  cannot 
afford  so  large  a  capon  and  for  that 
reason  we  believe  that  the  Plymouth 
Rock  capon  is  about  large  enough.  The 
Brahma  capons  are  more  like  a  turkey, 
which  they  supplant  in  many  cases. 
Some  breeders  advocate  the  crossim;  of 
a  Barred  Plymouth  Rock  and  Light 
Brahma  to  get  size,  plumpness  of 
breast,  quite  maturity,  yellow  shanks 
and  skin,  and  a  more  nearly  ideal 
capon.  While  in  a  few  ca.ses  this  may 
be  satisfactory,  yet  in  "he  long  run  we 
doubt  the  wisdom  of  crossing  breeds. 
If  you  are  going  to  raise  largo  capons 
select  the  Light  Brahma,  but  if  you 
want  the  capons  to  be  of  medium  size 
one  of  the  American  breeds  will  do  very 
well.  We  do  not  believe  hi  the  crossing 
of  breeds. 

Cockerels  can  be  caponized  at  almost 
any  age,  but  it  is  seldom  advisable  to 
attempt  the  operation  after  they  reach 
the  age  of  six  months.  By  that  time 
the  natural  functions  of  the  organs 
will  have  become  so  firmly  established 
that  removal  of  them  may  result  in 
disaster.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is  not 
a  good  rule  to  try  and  caponize  a  cock- 
erel until  the  organs  are  sufficiently 
developed  so  that  removal  may  be  fair- 
ly easy.  Size  and  development  rather 
than  age  should  determine  the  proper 
time.  From  one  to  one  and  one-half 
pounds  or  about  two  months  of  age 
is  the  best  time.  June,  July  and  Aug- 
ust are  the  best  months  in  which  to 
operate. 

To  attempt  the  operation  without  a 
good  set  of  instruments  is  folly.  The 
operation  may  be  performed  with  few 
instruments,  but  a  good  set  makes  it 
far  more  easy  and  safer.  Buy  a  good, 
reliable  set  of  instruments  and  become 
familiar  with  each  instrument  and  its 
use  before  attempting  the  operation. 
In  choosing  a  set,  make  sure  that  it  is 
well  made,  durable  and  efficient.  A 
cheap  set  in  a  flashy  box  may  attract 
the  eye,  but  you  should  remember  that 
good  steel  costs  money.  There  are 
many  good  caponizing  sets  offered,  and 
even  if  the  best  does  cost  a  trifle  more, 
it  will  soon  pay  for  itself.  In  addition 
to  the  instruments  you  will  need  a  good 
strong  table  on  which  to  work.  Per- 
sonally we  prefer  a  strong  barrel  in 
place  of  a  table. 

It  is  well  not  to  feed  the  cockerels 
anything  for  from  twenty-four  to  thir- 
ty-six hours  before  the  operation.  This 
will  empty  the  intestines  and  make  the 
operation  more  easy.  A  bright,  sunny 
day  is  necessary  to  insure  a  successful 
operation.  If  the  day  is  cloudy,  better 
postpone  the  work  until  another  day. 
The  amateur  operator  must  have  a 
bright  sun.  Study  the  directions  which 
come  with  the  set  and  be  sure  that  you 
understand  each  step.  To  overlook  the 
slightest  detail  may  result  in  failure. 
Caponizing  is  more  or  less  dangerous 
unless  the  directions  are  followed  to  the 
letter  because  the  organs  lie  close  to 
the  heart,  lungs  and  large  arteries,  and 
one  false  movement  means  death. 


Place  the  barrel  out  of  doors  in  the 
bright  sun.  Provide  a  pan  with  a  dis- 
infectant into  which  the  instruments 
can  be  placed.  Lay  the  bird  on  the 
barrel,  back  to  the  operator,  and  fasten 
wings  and  legs  as  per  directions.  Moist- 
en the  hands  in  the  disinfecting  solu- 
tion and  pluck  the  feathers  in  the  vi- 
cinity of  the  last  rib,  leaving  a  bare 
space  free  from  feathers,  bounded  by 
the  third  rib,  back  bone  and  thigh.  Take 
knife  in  right  hand.  With  left  hand 
press  the  two  ribs  about  one-half  inch 
from  the  breast  bone.  Make  incision 
about  one  inch  long.  Always  cut  away 
from  the  back  bone.  Cut  deep  enough 
to  penetrate  skin  and  body  walls,  but 
not  deep  enough  to  cut  intestines.  If 
the  bird  has  been  starved  the  intestines 
will  appear  empty  and  not  be  in  the 
way.  Little  or  no  blood  will  appear. 
A  sponge  dipped  in  the  disinfecting  so- 
lution will  absorb  any  blood,  should  it 
appear.  Next  insert  the  spreader,  to 
open  the  incision.  A  thin  tissue  skin 
is  now  easily  seen.  Rupture  this  by 
using  the  hook.  Now  the  testicles  can 
be  seen  attached  to  the  back.  The  size 
will  depend  upon  the  development  of 
the  bird.  They  look  like  two  little  yel- 
lowish rolls  of  fat.  Press  the  intestines 
back  and  use  removing  instruments  ac- 
cording to  directions.  Each  set  of  in- 
struments have  some  peculiar  feature 
of  use  and  it  is  best  to  follow  the  ad- 
vice of  the  maker.  Usually  the  lower 
testicle  should  be  removed  first  and  the 
upper  one  last. 

If  some  of  the  tissue  remains  a  new 
organ  will  start  to  develop  and  a  "slip" 
will  result.    A  "slip"  is  neither  a  cock- 


erel or  a  capon.  Such  a  bird  means  an 
incomplete  operation.  Naturally  it  will 
take  some  time  for  the  characteristics 
of  a  "slip"  to  develop.  Not  over  three 
to  five  per  cent  of  the  operations  should 
be  "slips"  and  we  have  known  opera- 
tors who  hardly  had  any  at  all.  Death 
during  or  as  a  result  of  the  operation 
comes  because  of  the  rupture  of  the 
large  artery  which  runs  along  the  back- 
bone. From  one  to  three  per  cent  of 
deaths  from  this  cause  is  considered 
high  enough  for  the  efficient  operator. 
In  case  it  is  seen  that  the  artery  has 
been  ruptured  it  is  the  best  plan  to 
kill  and  pluck  the  bird  at  once.  It  will 
be  alright  to  eaf.  "Slips"  come  because 
the  operator  does  not  get  the  instru- 
ment back  towards  the  back  bone  far 
enough  to  get  all  the  tissue.  Death 
comes  because  he  gets  back  so  far  as 
to  rupture  the  large  artery.  Herein  lies 
the  only  real  danger  of  the  operation. 
To  know  just  how  deep  to  go  is  the  se- 
cret of  success.  This  knowledge  comes 
only  with  experience.  It  is  a  good  plan 
to  operate  on  a  few  dead  fowls  before 
attempting  it  on  a  live  bird.  When  you 
kill  that  cockerel  for  the  Sunday  din- 
ner, operate  upon  him  and  learn  the 
position,  location  and  relation  of  the 
different  organs.  A  few  such  opera- 
tions will  enable  the  average  person  to 
perform  successful  operations  on  live 
fowls. 

After  the  operation,  place  the  bird  in 
a  clean,  well  bedded,  dry  coop.  Give 
fresh  water  to  drink  and  some  soft 
food.  Do  not  overfeed  and  yet  remem- 
ber that  if  the  operation  has  been  a

WHAT  IS  WRONG  WITH 
EXHIBITION  POULTRY? 


that  is  wrong  with  exhibition  poultry  is 
that  the  breeders  have  not  been  using 
the  best  methods  of  selling  their  pro- 
duct. There  is  nothing  wrong  with  the 
product. 


To  read  much  that  is  written  about 
the  lack  of  interest  in  exhibition  poul- 
try one  could  easily  conclude  that  the 
whole  fancy  poultry  business  was  head- 
ed for  the  bow-wows,  and  it  would  not 
be  long  before  the  poultry  show  would 
be  a  thing  of  the  past,  and  the  mon- 
grel fowl  supplant  the  Standard  bred 
bird.  Have  we  overdrawn  the  picture 
presented  by  many  writers?  We  do  not 
think  we  have. 

We  can  see  no  reason  to  get  excited 
and  say  that  exhibition  poultry  is 
doomed.  The  future  holds  just  as 
bright  prospects  as  ever.  The  sun  has 
not  set  on  exhibition  poultry.  If  the 
production  craze  appears  to  have  the 
best  seats  at  present,  it  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  they  have  proven  the  best 
salesmen.  The  public  has  been  told  a 
great  deal  about  egg  laying  contests 
and  high  egg  records.  If  show  records 
have  been  pushed  into  the  background, 
who  is  to  blame?  Breeders  of  exhi- 
bition poultry  appear  to  have  over- 
looked the  fact  that  in  order  to  sell  an 
idea  to  the  public,  one  must  use  plenty 
of  printer's  ink.  Naturally  one  must 
have  quality  to  back  up  the  claims,  but 
business  comes  to  the  fellow  who  goes 
out  after  it. 

We  believe  that  better  birds  are  bred 
today  than  ever  before.  We  believe 
that  the  opportunities  for  high  grade 
stock  is  as  good  as  ever,  but  the  breed- 
ers must  tell  the  public  what  they 
have.  No  one  realizes  any  better  than 
the  writer  that  it  costs  to  advertise,  but 
if  the  future  of  exhibition  poultry  is  to 
be  assured  it  must  come  because  you 
fellows  who  breed  the  birds  are  liberal 
in  your  use  of  advertising  space.  We 
are  positive  that  the  poultry  press  will 
respond  and  co-operate  with  breeders 
in  every  way  possible.    The  only  thing 


ROAD  SIDE  SELLING 
PROBLEMS. 


Owing  to  the  large  increase  in  traffic 
on  our  main  auto  highways  a  growing 
business  in  road  selling  is  found.  In 
some  cases  rather  elaborate  houses  are 
erected  to  take  care  of  the  business.  In 
other  places  only  the  most  simple 
stands  or  tables  are  used.  The  stand 
depends  upon  the  amount  of  business 
done  and  the  capital  of  the  owner. 

As  we  have  travelled  over  the  roads 
in  our  car  we  have  noticed  that  while 
a  few  years  ago  the  road  side  stands 
were  close  to  cities,  now  they  are  being 
established  anywhere  along  the  road. 
Their  location  is  no  longer  limited  to 
territory  adjacent  to  cities,  although 
they  are  more  numerous  in  closely  in- 
habited districts. 

A  well-painted  sign,  placed  down  the 
road  at  some  distance  from  the  stand 
will  prove  a  good  means  of  attracting 
the  attention  of  the  passer-by.  Make 
the  sign  large  enough  so  that  it  can 
be  easily  read.  When  possible  have  a 
place  for  the  price  of  the  item  adver- 
tised. Do  not  merely  say,  "Eggs  for 
Sale."  Make  it  read  something  like 
this,  "Fresh  Eggs  40  Cents,"  or  what- 
ever price  you  may  sell  them  at.  In  a 
great  many  cases  the  price  sells.  Above 
all  things,  do  not  have  too  much  word- 
ing on  the  sign.  It  must  be  easy  to 
read,  because  the  average  autoist  is  go- 
ing along  at  35  miles  per  hour. 

Between  Elgin,  Illinois,  and  Rock- 
ford,  which  is  about  52  miles,  there 
were  18  signs  yesterday.  Of  these  18 
signs,  14  were  for  poultry  and  eggs. 
This  shows  to  what  extent  roadside 
selling  is  being  developed  in  Northern 
Illinois.  It  also  reveals  that  poultry 
farmers  are  not  overlooking  their  op- 
portunities, and  personal  interviews 
have  proven  that  in  most  cases  the  re- 
turns from  such  i  oadside  stands  are 
highly  satisfactory. 

Those  who  live  along  the  improved 
highways  can  add  to  their  income  and 
build  up  a  good  business. 


THE  FERMENTED  MASH 
WINS  OUT. 


In  a  late  issue  we  had  an  editorial 
upon  the  subject  of  the  fermented 
mash  which  created  considerable  inter- 
est. Fermented  food  is  not  a  new  idea 
but  up  until  a  few  years  ago  little  at- 
tention was  given  to  fermented  poultry 
feed.  Even  at  the  present  time  many 
poultrymen  have  not  become  acquaint- 
ed with  the  possibilities  of  yeast  in  the 
ration.  It  seems  almost  needless  to  say 
that  yeast  is  the  element  which  is  used 
to  develop  the  fermented  state. 

At  some  future  time  the  writer  plans 


to  go  into  details  regarding  the  action 
of  yeast  upon  the  grains  and  digestion, 
but  in  the  present  limited  space  we 
want  to  give  you  the  results  of  an  ex- 
periment conducted  at  a  nearby  poul- 
try plant.  Three  pens  of  White  Leg- 
horns were  used.  They  were  not  es- 
pecially high-bred  birds,  but  just  or- 
dinary stock.  Here  is  the  result  of  the 
experiment: 

Pen  5.  Pen  7.  Pen  8 
Total  eggs  for  year„..5153  8009  6746 
Per  cent  production ..  28.2  43.8  37 
Average  egg  production 

per  bird    103       160  135 

You  will  note  that  Pen  5  did  not  do 
as  well  as  the  others,  and  this  pen  re- 
ceived no  yeast  at  all.  Pen  8  did  bet- 
ter and  received  dry  yeast  in  the  dry 
mash.  Pen  7  received  dry  yeast  and 
fermented  mash  as  well,  and  made  by 
far  the  best  record. 

These  egg  records  are  interesting,  but 
an  epidemic  visited  the  farm  last  De- 
cember, and  Pen  5  lost  20  birds,  while 
Pen  7  lost  but  7,  and  Pen  8  lost  12.  Pen 
5,  the  no  yeast  pen,  was  the  first  pen 
to  become  infected  and  the  birds  were 
the  slowest  to  recover.  This  seems  to 
indicate  that  yeast  tends  to  build  vigor 
and  resistance  to  disease. 

Doubtless  had  it  not  been  for  the 
sickness  the  records  would  have  been 
much  higher,  but  we  believe  that  the 
difference  between  the  yeast  and  no 
yeast  pen  proves  that  yeast  helps  in  the 
production  of  eggs. 

No  matter  what  your  opinion  has 
been  regarding  the  use  of  the  ferment- 
ed mash,  the  time  is  here  when  the  only 
way  to  actually  satisfy  yourself  is  to 
test  the  fermented  mash  feeding  in 
your  own  flock.  If  by  the  addition  of  a 
small  amount  of  yeast  we  can  get  bet- 
ter production  and  vigor,  then  it  is  up 
to  us  to  follow  our  best  judgment  in 
the  matter.

NO  TIME  TO  BE 
DISCOURAGED. 


It  is  an  easy  matter  to  keep  up  cour- 
age when  everything  is  going  fine,  but 
when  dull  times  come  we  may  not  be 
so  enthusiastic.  It  takes  a  real  man  to 
face  problems  and  not  whimper. 

During  the  past  spring  egg  prices 
slumped  to  rather  low  levels.  Several 
causes  contributed  to  this  condition,  and 
while  in  some  cases  it  became  rather 
serious,  yet  generally  we  do  not  believe 
that  it.  was  entirely  unexpected.  We 
predicted  low  prices,  and  many  of  our 
readers  being  warned  were  able  to  an- 
ticipate the  coming  change. 

We  do  not  believe  that  it  is  any  time 
to  be  discouraged.  We  think  that  the 
price  of  eggs  will  rise  to  a  seasonable 
normal  if  they  have  not  already  done 
so  by  the  time  you  read  this.  Without 
a  doubt  we  have  greatly  increased  pro- 
duction, and  one  of  the  urgent  needs 
of  today  is  for  greater  consumption.  The 
National  Egg  Week  had  for  its  pur- 
pose the  education  of  the  public  to  the 
value  of  eggs  in  the  human  diet.

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Perhaps  one  feature  which  has  been 
overlooked  is  the  prospect  of  imported 
eggs.  Conditions  in  China  are  not  con- 
ducive to  operating  the  packing  plants, 
in  fact  the  military  activity  threatens 
to  greatly  reduce  egg  importation  from 
that  country.  Our  prediction  based  upon 
the  present  outlook  is  that  China  will 
not  export  over  fifty  per  cent  of  last 
year's  output  of  eggs. 

It  does  not  seem  to  us  that  there  is 
any  reason  to  become  discouraged  and 
quit  the  poultry  business.  It  is  a  time 
to  tighten  up  our  belt  and  go  at  the 
problem  and  solve  it.  We  believe  that 
better  prices  are  just  ahead. 


WATCH  FOR  HIDDEN 
NESTS. 


As  the  hot  weather  comes  on,  we 
should  watch  very  carefully  to  prevent 
any  eggs  being  marketed  unless  they 
are  fresh.  This  is  only  fair  to  the 
consumer.  We  all  realize  that  only 
eggs  of  unquestioned  quality  should  be 
sold.  If  there  is  any  question  about 
the  quality  of  eggs  they  should  be  used 
at  home.  Probably  we  all  know  that  a 
fertile  egg  will  spoil  quicker  than  an 
infertile  one.  This  is  due  to  the  fact 
that  the  germ  starts  to  develop  when 
heat  is  applied  to  the  egg.  Even  the 
heat  from  the  sun  may  be  sufficient  to 
start  this  process  of  incubation.  Let 
the  egg  be  exposed  to  the  heat  of  a 
hot  summer  day  and  the  germ  will 
start  to  develop.  Then  suppose  the 
night  is  chilly.  The  germ  will  stop  de- 
velopment, in  fact  it  will  die.  A  dead 
germ  decomposes  rapidly,  hence  the 
egg  will  become  spoiled  and  unfit  to 
sell. 

Knowing  how  easily  eggs  are  affect- 
ed by  heat,  it  is  highly  important  that 
they  may  be  gathered  frequently  dur- 
ing the  hot  weather.  To  allow  eggs  to 
accumulate  in  the  hay  mow,  under  the 
corn  crib  or  under  the  porch  means  a 
lot  of  spoiled  eggs.  We  know  that  it 
takes  some  time  to  watch  for  these 
eggs  in  hidden  nests,  but  it  pays  in 
more  ways  than  one.  Let  the  kiddies 
hunt  the  eggs,  but  be  sure  to  candle 
every  egg  before  you  sell  them. 

On  the  average  farm  there  is  no  need 
for  keeping  cock  birds  after  the  breed- 
ing season  is  over.  Sell  these  males 
off  and  produce  only  infertile  eggs.  You 
will  save  feed. and  produce  eggs  of  bet- 
ter quality.  More  and  more  farmers 
are  buying  day  old  chicks  and  keeping 
no  males  on  the  farm.  By  such  an  ar- 
rangements the  eggs  will  be  of  far  bet- 
ter quality  and  you  will  have  no  both- 
er with  a  lot  of  roosters  fighting  and 
causing  trouble.

Owing  to  the  backward  season  this  year 
there  will  be  a  lot  of  late  hatched  chicks 
and  possibly  they  will  need  a  little  extra 
care  to  get  them  through  the  hot  sum- 
mer months,  if  we  ever  have  any.

The  Sun  Is  the  Cause. 

Some  time  ago  I  wrote  to  you  and  told  you 
that  I  was  having  trouble  with  my  chicks 
having  leg  weakness.  I  fed  them  a  good 
ration  and  with  the  addition  of  cod  liver  oil 
I  was  able '  to  overcome  the  trouble.  I  be- 
came interested  and  followed  your  idea  of 
feeding  vitamin  A  as  found  in  other  food,  but 
it  did  not  seem  to  work  very  well.  Finally 
I  decided  that  the  sum  might  have  something 
to  do  with  it,  and  when  they  were  allowed 
to  get  in  the  sun  they  were  alright.  Now  can 
you  explain  this  to  me?  I  sure  am  getting 
interested.  — P.  B.,  New  York. 

You  understand  that  this  subject  has 
not  been  absolutely  settled,  but  it  ap- 
pears that  the  sun  gives  off  certain  rays 
called  ultra  violet  rays,  which  are 
needed  to  promote  health.  When  the 
chicks  are  allowed  to  run  in  the  direct 
sunlight  they  get  these  rays,  and  con- 
sequently they  are  soon  restored  to 
health.  It  is  said  that  glass  substitute 
allows  these*  rays  to  come  through,  but 
ordinary  glass  filters  them  out.  In  that 
case  it  appears  that  the  usual  glass  win- 
dow is  a  bacfi  thing,  while  the  glass  sub- 
stitute helps  in  the  health  of  the  chicks 
or  older  birdp.  This  subject  is  being  in- 
vestigated by  some  of  our  best  authori- 
ties, and  we  •'hope  to  have  more  inform- 
ation to  give  our  reader®)  and  Mr.  B. 
Perhaps  herein  lies  one  ""of  the  great 
problems  of  poultry  keeping.  Who  can 
say?

Moldy  Oats. 

Could  you  please  tell  me  how  to  keep  grain 
from  molding  that  is  being  sprouted  in  a 
heated  sprouter?

Put  about  six  quarts  of  oats  in  a  ten 
quart  pail  and  add  water  which  has 
been  heated  to  100  degrees.  Add  ten 
drops  of  formalin  to  the  water  before 
being  used.  Let  them  soak  for  at  least 
24  hours.  We  believe  that  this  plan 
will  overcome  the  problem.

Feather  Eating. 

We  have  a  flock  of  Rhode  Island  Reds  and 
they  pick  at  each  other  and  eat  the  feathers 
all  the  time.

Feather  eating  may  be  due  to  im- 
proper ration  such  as  lack  of  animal 
protein  or  insufficient  green  food,  lack 
of  exercise,  or  crowding.  Increase  the 
amount  of  green  food  and  meat  scraps. 
You  might  use  milk  to  advantage.  Give 
all  grain  in  deep  litter  to  make  the 
birds  work  and  get  them  out  on  range 
if  possible.

Are  They  Golden  Barred  Rocks.

The  next  year  I  had  lots  of  chickens 
looking  like  Barred  Rocks,  except  in  color 
they  were  buff  and  white.  I  always  dispose 
of  them  as  broilers  and  have  disposed  of  all 
the  old  hens,  but  this  year  I  will  have  ciuite 
a  few  again.  — Reader.  Indiana.

Green  grass  will  keep  the  feet  clean, 
and  dirty  eggs  will  be  rare.

Dip  fowl's  shanks  in  this 
solution.  Be  careful  not  to  get  any 
above  the  hock  joint.

lccess  that  the  bird  will  feel  no  ill 
fects  and  is  hungry,  due  to  its  long 
Lst.  Two  or  three  days  after  the  oper- 
tion  it  is  well  to  look  for  wind  puffs, 
hese  may  develop  due  to  gasses  after 
ie  wound  has  been  healed.  Prick  the 
ind  puffs '  with  a  needle  which  has 
sen  dipped  in  an  antiseptic  solution, 
ossibly  it  may  be  necessary  to  repeat 
ie  pricking  of  the  wind  puffs  several 
mes,  and  in  extreme  cases  a  very 
nail  three  cornered  slit  may  be  made 
i  the  skin. 

The  capon  will  now  become  lazy.  The 
ody  will  increase  very  rapidly  in  size, 
he  comb,  wattles  and  spurs  will  cease 
)  grow.  The  bird  will  not  crow,  will 
ecome  tame,  and  develop  a  heavy 
lumage.  The  chances  are  that  it  will 
eep  away  from  the  rest  of  the  flock, 
:  allowed  to  run,  and  probably  will  run 
rith  the  small  chicks.  It  wil*  not  fight 
ut  will  eat  more  than  usual.  It  will 
ecome  just  a  big,  good  natured,  lazy 
ird,  with  no  aim  except  to  eat  and 
row. 

The  problem  of  surplus  cockerels  is 
irgely  solved  in  the  capon  and  besides 
robably  your  neighbors  have  cockerels 
rhich  they  would  be  glad  to  sell  to  you 
t  a  reasonable  price.  You  can  capon- 
se  them  and  have  a  large  number  to 
urn  off  next  winter.  Make  no  mistake, 
apons  are  good  profit  makers.  The 
peration  need  not  be  essentially  dif- 
cult,  and  almost  anyone  who  is  ambi- 
ious  and  alert  can  learn  to  be  success- 
ul.  Up  to  the  present  time  the  capon 
narket  has  not  been  overworked,  and 
he  demand  always  exceeds  the  supply, 
therefore  the  opportunities  are  such 
s  to  claim  the  attention  of  ev,ery  live, 
vide-awake  poultryman  who  wishes  to 
narket  his  cockerels  in  the  most  profit- 
able manner.  We  recommend  that  ev- 
eryone who  has  the  time  and  facilities 
or  caring  for  them,  to  produce  capons, 
^erhaps  you  will  become  sufficiently

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The  month  of  August  is  supposed  to  be  a 
rather  warm  month  in  our  section  of  the  coun- 
try, but  what  it  will  be  this  year  is  more*  or 
less  of  an  uncertain  proposition.  The  weather 
has  been  so  unusual  this  year  that  we  would 
not  be  surprised  if  August  did  not  live  up  to 
its  reputation  for  being  a  hot  month.  If  this 
be  the  case  it  may  indicate  a  rather  early  com- 
ing of  cold  weather,  and  this  may  mean  that 
the  poultryman  has  much  to  do  during 
August.  Generally  August  is  a  sort  of  in  be- 
tween season.  It  comes  after  the  busy  hatch- 
ing and  brooding  season  and  just  before  the 
commencement  of  laying  by  the  early  pullets. 
The  old  hens  will  probably  be  in  full  molt. 
However,  there  is  plenty  to  be  done  about  the 
poultry  farm. 

Assuming  that  the  weather  is  normal,  we 
find  that  one  great  need  is  to  see  that  the 
drinking  water  is  supplied  in  abundance.  Growing  stock 
needs  plenty  of  cool  water  and  molting  hens  require  lots  of 
water.  On  too  many  farms  the  matter  of  water  is  a  second- 
ary consideration,  but  it  really  pays  to  either  change  the 
water  frequently  during  the  heat  of  the  day,  or  if  labor  is 
an  item  on  your  plant,  as  it  is  .on  most  every  farm,  buy 
.some  of  the  fountains  which  will  keep  the  water  cool  in 
summer  and  warm  in  winter.  Of  course,  the  water  must 
be  clean  and  pure.    We  always  feel  that  the  poultry  is  en-

titled  to  water  that  is  fit  for  human  consump- 
tion.That  is  the  rule  we  go  by.  Of  course, 
that  means  that  the  watering  dishes  will  need 
to  be  cleaned  rather  carefully.  Scour  them 
out  at  least  once  each  day  and  scald  them. 
Fine  sand  is  very  useful  to  clean  the  dishes 
with.  You  may  feel  that  this  extra  attention 
is  unnecessary,  but  after  an  epidemic  of  dis- 
ease gets  started  in  your  flock  you  might  be 
willing  to  give  a  number  of  hours  time  in  or- 
der to  overcome  the  trouble.  But  it  will  be 
too  late  then.  The  time  to  prevent  disease 
is  before  it  occurs.  A  little  extra  attention 
given  to  the  cleaning  of  the  watering  dishes 
may  prevent  much  sickness  later. 

Shade  is  important  if  the  poultry  is  to  do 
well.  Sometimes  we  forget  or  overlook  the 
need  of  shade.  About  the  time  we  get  in  the 
harvest  field  and  the  sun  gets  mighty  hot — 
then  we  begin  to  realize  that  the  birds  out  in  the  sun  are 
suffering  just  the  same  as  we  are.  The  sun  is  a  very  use- 
ful thing,  but  too  much  of  it  causes  suffering  to  our  birds. 
It  is  natural  for  poultry  to  be  out  in  the  sun,  but  when  they 
get  too  hot  they  want  some  shade,  and  you  will  be  surprised 
to  see  how  often  they  will  hunt  for  shade  on  an  extremely 
hot  day.  An  orchard  provides  an  almost  ideal  means  of 
shade,  but  sunflowers  or  a  patch  of  corn  is  very  good.  We 
like  the  corn  first  class,  as  the  young  stock  can  scamper

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around  among  the  corn  and  pick  up 
many  a  bug  and  worm  which  has  tak- 
en to  the  shady  places  under  the  corn. 
We  know  poultrymen  who  plant  fields 
of  corn  to  the  poultry  houses  so  that 
the  birds  will  have  plenty  of  shade,  and 
what  is  good  for  the  young  growing 
stock  is  just  as  essential  for  the  older 
hens.  If  you  live  in  a  city  where  shade 
is  almost  an  unknown  quantity,  except 
in  the  parks,  you  can  arrange  for  arti- 
ficial shade.  We  have  made  frames  and 
put  old  feed  sacks  over  the  frames,  and 
it  did  very  well  all  summer.  One  year 
when  we  had  sold  all  of  the  sacks,  and 
as  we  had  nothing  better,  we  put  rhu- 
barb leaves  over  the  frame,  and  it  gave 
shade  for  several  days.  Then  we  re- 
newed the  leaves.  It  has  been  said 
that  where  tkere  is  a  will  there  is  a 
way,  and  you  can  sure  rig  up  some 
kind  of  shade  and  give  the  birds  com- 
fort and  protection  from  the  boiling 
hot  sun. 

If  there  is  -  one  thing  which  seems  to 
thrive  in  hot  weather  it  is  lice.  It 
seems  that  lice  always  do  the  best  dur- 
ing the  hot  summer  months,  and  for 
that  reason  August  is  one  month  when 
you  will  need  to  watch  for  the  little 
rascals  rather  closely.  If  you  clean  the 
dropping  boards  every  day  it  will  go  a 
long  way  towards  preventing  lice. 
Clean  litter  and  new  nesting  material 
are  also  very  useful.  An  old,  dirty 
nest  is  just  about  the  best  invitation 
to  lice.  The  moral  is  perfectly  clear. 
Disinfect  the  coop  thoroughly.  A  good 
spray  machine  is  not  expensive  and  if 
you  wish  you  can  buy  a  small  one 
which  you  can  carry  on  your  back — 
and  if  the  spray  is  really  effective  it 
will  enter  every  nook  and  corner  of  the 
coop.  While  the  spray  machine  should 
be  powerful  enough  to  drive  the  spray, 
yet  the  solution  itself  needs  to  be  re- 
liable. There  are  a  great  many  good 
disinfectants  on  the  market,  any  of 
which  will  assist  in  overcoming  the  lice 
problem.  In  years  gone  by  it  was  the 
usual  proceedure  to  whitewash  the  in- 
side of  the  poultry  house,  but  nowadays 
we  have  more  scientific  means  of  con- 
trol. We  now  have  preparations  which 
when  mixed  with  water  will  serve 
equally  well  as  whitewash,  and  at  the 
same  time  they  are  prepared  with  cer- 
tain disinfectants  which  are  very  ef- 
fective. In  other  words,  it  is  possible 
to  whitewash  and  disinfect  the  poultry 
house  at  one  operation.  We  be- 
lieve that  these  preparations  will  be 
used  more  and  more  when  their  effec- 
tiveness is  more  generally  understood. 
The  writer  uses  one  such  preparation  to 
go  over  the  walls  of  the  basement  of  his 
own  home  and  the  walls  dry  white  and 
everything  looks  clean  when  the  job  is 
done.  In  cases  of  disease  it  may  be  a 
good  plan  to  fumigate  the  poultry  house 
I>ut  if  this  is  done  we  suggest  that  ypu 
use  the  regular  fumigating  candle 
which  can  be  purchased  of  your  poultry 
supply  dealer  or  most  drug  stores.  In 
years  gone  by  sulphur  was  placed  in  a 
basin  and  this  placed  in  another  basin 
somewhat  larger,  which  contained  wet 
sand,  and  then  the  sulphur  was  set  on 
fire,  the  windows  and  doors  of  the  poul- 
try house  being  closed.  This  plan  is 
passing  into  the  discard  because  it  is 
not  always  effective  and  besides  mod- 
ern methods  give  so  much  better  re- 
sults. One  good  way  to  control  lice 
when  they  get  on  the  roosts  is  to  paint 
the  roosts  with  a  heavy  oil.  There  are 
several  commercial  preparations  for  this 
purpose.    One  concern  says  that  a  sin- 


gle yearly  application  of  their  product 
will  keep  lice  away  for  a  year. 

Some  years  ago  we  remember  a  be- 
ginner in  the  poultry  game  who  had  a 
lot  of  trouble  with  his  birds  at  about 
this  time  of  the  year.  After  he  had 
gone  into  considerable  details  about  the 
matter  we  investigated  his  method  of 
feeding  and  found  that  he  was  feeding 
exactly  the  same  in  August  as  he  did  in 
January.  Naturally,  if  the  feed  was 
right  for  zero  weather  it  was  hardly 
suitable  for  a  hot  summer.  The  birds 
will  be  on  range  in  many  cases  and  will 
not  need  as  much  feed.  Let  the  rations 
be  light.  Reduce  the  heat  forming 
foods  such  as  corn,  barley  and  buck- 
wheat. Provide  all  the  green  food  they 
will  eat.  This  may  be  chard,  beets, 
cabbage  or  lawn  clippings.  It  is  not  so 
essential  what  kind  of  green  food  ,  is 
provided  as  it  is  that  they  have  plenty 
of  it.  If  you  feed  lawn  clippings  be 
sure  that  they  are  not  piled  up  and  al- 
lowed to  heat. 

This  is  the  season  of  the  year  when 
the  old  birds  \vill  be  in  the  molt.  It  is 
considerable  of  a  strain  on  them  and 
they  really  need  some  help  to  conserve 
every  ounce  of  energy  so  that  they  may 
come  through  the  trying  ordeal  in  the 
best  of  condition.  The  birds  will  need 
to  be  fed  well,  but  they  must  not  be 
forced.  Sometimes  the  pullets  are  a 
little  slow  about  starting  to  lay  and  we 
feel  that  we  need  the  extra  eggs  to  keep 
our  customers  supplied  and  we  crowd 
the  old  hens  for.  the  needed  eggs.  Usual- 
ly this  is  a  bad  plan,  for  it  is  burning

the  candle  at  both  ends.  What  the  hens 
need  now  is  rest  and  quiet.  They  need 
a  vacation.  If  they  have  laid  well  all 
year,  they  deserve  the  rest  If  they  have 
not  laid  well  and  earned  the  rest,  then 
you  should  have  sent  them  to  the 
butcher  before  they  started  to  molt.  We 
feel  that  a  hen  which  has  given  a  good 
account  of  herself  at  the  nest  for  the 
best  part  of  a  year  is  entitled  to  some 
rest,  and  if  she  has  been  a  loafer,  she 
goes  to  market  before  the  molt.  Never 


carry  a  loafer  through  the  molt.  It 
does  not  pay.  Sunflower  seed  is  often 
used  rather  carefully  in  the  ration  dur- 
ing the  molt  and  is  said  to  supply  cer- 
tain needed  elements.  We  believe  that 
milk  is  especially  needed  at  this  time. 
If  you  are  feeding  a  mash  and  it  does 
not  contain  milk,  better  buy  some  dried 
buttermilk  and  add  say  five  par  cent 
and  see  if  the  birds  do  not  do  better. 
We  feel  sure  that  you  will  be  pleased 
with  results. 

Did  you  ever  go  into  a  poultry  house 
in  August  and  feel  like  you  had  stepped 
into  an  oven?  Well,  we  have,  and  we 
always  look  around  to  see  what  system 
of  ventilation  is  used,  and  ninety-nine 
times  out  of  a  hundred  we  find  no 
means  of  ventilation.  How  would  you 
like  to  work  in  a  factory  with  all  the 
windows  shut?  A  hen  has  feelings  just 
the  same  as  we  have,  and  they  feel  the 
heat.  To  force  them  to  live  in  a  hot, 
stuffy  house  is  cruel,  not  to  say  un- 
profitable. A  hen  has  got  to  be  com- 
fortable to  return  the  most  profit.  Avoid 
drafts,  but  provide  enough  ventilation 
to  make  the  house  as  cool  in  summer 
as  you  can,  and  by  all  means  get  the 
foul  odors  out.  Ventilation  in  the  sum- 
mer is  as  important  as  at  any  other 
time  of  the  year. 

The  average  poultry  plant  needs  quite 
a  number  of  repairs,  and  this  is  a  good 
time  of  the  year  to  see  that  they  are 
made.  Possibly  the  roof  will  need 
patching.  The  window  frames  may  be 
a  little  loose  or  perhaps  the  glass  needs 
replacing.  It  is  a  good  time  to  make 
new  nests,  and  occasionally  the  roosts 
and  dropping  boards  need  repairs.  Look 
over  the  hinges  and  oil  them.  They 
will  last  longer  if  oiled  occasionally. 
What  is  true  of  the  hinges  is  also  true 
of  the  locks.  A  little  oil  saves  them. 
Possibly  the  fences  need  repairs  or  re- 
placement. This  is  also  a  good  time  of 
the  year  to  paint  the  poultry  house.  A 
neatly  painted  house  makes  the  entire 
place  look  more  attractive  and  gives 
the  owner  pride  in  his  place.  It  is  not 
necessary  to  use  paint  foolishly,  but 
lumber  is  too  costly  to  neglect,  espec- 
ially when  the  cost  of  paint  is  so  small. 

August  is  a  good  month  to  look  over 
the  equipment  of  the  plant  and  see  what 
will  be  needed.  Fountains,  hoppers,  oat 
sprouters  or  any  of  a  dozen  and  one 
things  which  may  be  needed  should  be 
ordered.  Buy  them  now  and  get  ready 
for  the  coming  of  fall.  If  you  are  go- 
ing to  install  or  extend  artificial  lights 
better  get  at  it  in  August.  Even  brood- 
ers and  incubators  can  be  ordered  to 
advantage  at  this  time  of  the  year.  It 
seems  to  be  human  nature  to  wait  until 
a  thing  is  needed  before  buying  it,  and 
then  we  kick  when  disappointed.  Buy 
needed  equipment  now  and  then  you 
will  have  it. 

Here  is  a  job  for  you  some  of  these 
days  when  you  have  a  little  spare  time 
on  your  hands.  Almost  all  of  us  have 
a  piece  of  ground  which  we  would  like 
to  turn  over  and  plant  something. 
First,  we  would  like  to  sweeten  up  the 
ground  because  the  birds  have  run  on 
it  so  long,  and  then  if  we  could  produce 
some  feed  for  the  birds  it  would  help 
cut  the  cost  of  feeding  them. 

We  have  tried  turning  over  a  small 
piece*  of  ground  in  the  fall  and  planting 
it  to  rye  and  it  appears  to  be  one  of 
the  best  schemes  we  have  ever  discov- 
ered. The  rye  will  stay  green  late  in 
the  fall  and  as  soon  as  the  snow  melts

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BUILD  SO  AS  TO  KEEP  OUT 
THE  RATS. 


Rats  about  the  poultry  house  are  a 
great  source  of  annoyance  and  some 
times  cause  considerable  loss.  They 
are  apt  to  be  troublesome,  especially  in 
buildings  that  have  been  neglected  and 
where  the  droppings  are  not  removed 
as  often  as  they  should  be. 

The  best  way  to  protect  against  rats 
is  to  take  precaution  when  putting  up 
the  building;  use  concrete  and  wire  so 
as  to  make  it  rat  proof.  By  proper  use 
of  cement  in  building  floors,  walls  and 
foundations  there  will  be  little  trouble 
from  rats. getting  in. 

Having  the  poultry  house  quite  close 
or  adjoining  a  barn  or  hog  house  is  a 
bad  feature.  The  hen4  house  should  be 
located  as  far  from  the  stock  or  grain 
barn  as  possible  ,and  yet  have  it  con- 
venient. By  such  arrangement  the 
rats  will  have  to  travel  some  little  dis- 


tance before  entering,  and  therefore 
run  more  risk  of  being  picked  up  by 
dogs  and  cats.  In  case  rats  are  dis- 
covered about  the  premises  the  sooner 
warfare  is  started  against  them  the 
better,  as  they  gain  ground  and 
increase  in  numbers  very  rapidly. 
They  may  cause  scarcely  any  damage 
for  some  time,  but  if  they  are  allowed 
to  remain  and  breed,  trouble  and  loss 
will  follow  and  a  double  effort  will  then 
have  to  be  made  to  rid  the  premises  of 
them. 

The  use  of  rat  poison  about  the  build- 
ings frequently  causes  loss  of  dogs,  cats 
and  poultry,  and  the  rats  after  eating 
it  some  times  die  within  the  walls  and 
partitions,  and  this  is  unpleasant,  but 
if  traps  fail  it  will  be  found  necessary 
to  use  this  method  of  destroying  them. 
While  I  have  never  used  it,  corn  meal 
and  plaster  paris  is  recommended  for 
this  purpose,  and  is  a  preparation  that 
cats   and   dogs   will   seldom   touch.  A 


rat  is  quite  a  cunning  animal  and  once 
his  suspicion  is  aroused,  he  is  hard  to 
get.  In  instances  of  this  kind  better 
results  are  had  from  a  trap  if  it  is  first 
left  unset  in  the  place  which  the  rats 
frequent,  and  after  a  little  time  they 
become  used  to  its  being  there  and  then 
when  set  is  pretty  apt  to  get  the 
rodent.  Scraps  of  meat  and  clams 
make  good  bait.  Cats  and  dogs  that 
are  good  ratters  are  valuable  about  the 
farm  buildings,  but  most  cats  are  pam- 
pered so  much  and  overfed  that  they 
are  worthless  for  hunting.

In  a  great  many  cases  the  young 
stock  makes  rapid  growth  until  about 
the  time  the  sexes  can  be  distinguished, 
and  then  they  appear  to  stop  growing. 
The  wise  poultryman  picks  out  the 
cockerels  just  as  soon  as  possible,  and 
places  them  in  a  yard  by  themselves 
and  fattens  them  for  market.  Of  course 
there  will  be  some  which  will  be  kept 
for  breeders  and  these  should  not  be 
forced  but  given  plenty  of  range  and 
allowed  to  grow  and  develop  more  slow- 
ly but  the  rest  -should  be  marketed 
when  they  weigh  from  1%  to  2  pounds. 
If  you  pass  this  stage  they  will  have 
to  be  kept  another  six  weeks  to  be  prof- 
itable, and  it  is  usually  considered  best 
to  dispose  of  them  at  the  smaller  size. 

The  pullets  should  not  be  forced  too 
much  or  they  will  start  laying  at  too 
early  an  age.  Our  experience  has  been 
that  early  layers  were  not  the  best 
breeders.  When  a  pullet  starts  laying 
she  usually  stops  growing,  and  too  early 
laying  means  a  stunted  bird.  We  like 
fully  matured  pullets.  If  a  large  range 
can  be  provided  with  an  orchard  or  corn 
field  for  the  pullets  to  run  in,  so  much 
the  better.  Shade  and  green  food  are 
quite  necessary. 

No  matter  if  you  have  but  a  few  head 
of  young  stock,  remember  you  will  get 
better  results  if  you  separate  the  sexes 
just  as  soon  as  they  can  be  distinguish- 
ed. With  Leghorns  and  Anconas  this 
is  a  rather  early  age,  but  with  the  larg- 
er breeds  they  will  be  older. 

QUALIFICATIONS  OF  THE 
POULTRY  JUDGE. 


Each  year  produces  its  crop  of  would- 
be  poultry  judges.  There  is  something 
about  being  a  poultry  judge  which  ap- 
peals to  the  average  poultryman,  espec- 
ially the  beginner.  It  looks  like  a  rath- 
er easy  thing  to  go  along  before  the 
coops  and  hang  the  ribbons,  but  the  ex- 
perienced poultry  judge  will  tell  you 
that  it  is  a  real  job. 

A  judge  must  have  certain  qualifica- 
tions in  order  to  serve  the  exhibitors  ef- 
ficiently. In  the  first  place,  he  must 
know  the  Standard  of  Perfection.  He 
must  be  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the 
Standard   requirements  for  the  breeds 
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he  is  to  judge.  He  must  also  understand 
the '  application  of  the  Standard.  Upon 
these  qualifications  rest  the  success  of 
every  judge. 

A  poultry  judge  must  be  able  to  see 
both  sides  of  a  dispute,  be  keen,  alert, 
quick,  thorough  and  firm  once  his  de- 
cision is  made.  Snapshot  judgment  is 
not  wanted  in  a  judge.  He  should  with- 
hold his  decision  until  he  is  certain  that 
he  is  right,  and  then  he  should  be  kind 
but  firm.  In  all  matters  he  must  be 
fair  and  square.  Under  no  circum- 
stances should  his  honesty  ever  be  ques- 
tioned. Judges  make  mistakes,  but  it 
should  be  one  of  judgment  rather  than 
one  in  which  his  honor  is  at  stake.  The 
impartial  judge  can  always  do  his  best 
when  free  to  work  unhampered  by 
friends. 

The  poultry  judge  has  a  real  job,  and 
while  he  cannot  please  everyone,  yet 
upon  his  shoulders  rests  the  future  of 
Standard  Bred  Poultry,  in  a  large 
measure. 

BUY  WELL  ADVERTISED 
POULTRY  REMEDIES. 


When  your  poultry  becomes  sick,  and 
they  sometimes  do,  you  have  need-  for 
a  good  reliable  poultry  remedy.  In  the 
majority  of  cases,  if  a  good  remedy  is 
used  promptly,  the  disease  may  be 
checked.  If,  however,  an  untested  and 
unreliable  medicine  is  used,  the  results 
are  not  always  satisfactory.  It  would 
appear  that  everyone  could  see  the  wis- 
dom using  a  well  known  and  reliable 
remedy,  but  for  various  reasons  poul- 
trymen  continue  to  experiment,  many 
times  at  rather  great  expense. 

Perhaps  the  well  known  remedy  will 
cost  a  few  cents  more,  but  when  the 
health  of  your  flock  is  at  stake  a  few 
cents  can  hardly  be  considered.  The 
cost  of  remedies  is  next  to  nothing,  and 
the  best  is  so  much  more  efficient  that 
there  is  no  comparison. 

It  is  possible  to  mix  remedies  at  home 
but  their  effectiveness  is  always  more 
or  less  of  a  question  because  the 
strength  of  drugs  is  unknown.  The 
makers  of  well  known  poultry  remedies 
have  laboratories  in  which  they  test  and 
determine  the  strength  of  every  drug. 
Under  such  conditions  the  results  are 
certain  to  be  more  effective. 

Some  poultrymen  object  to  the  use  of 
poultry  remedies  by  saying  that  they 
do  not  favor  giving  dope  to  their  birds. 
We  agree  with  them  that  the  constant 
use  of  medicines  is  not  to  be  recom- 
mended. However,  when  the  birds  are 
sick,  they  need  help.  Are  you  going  to 
stand  by  and  let  them  die?  Not  at  all. 
So  far  as  the  writer  is  concerned,  he 
advocates  giving  medicine  only  when 
the  birds  need  it,  and  then  using  only 
well  advertised  remedies  of  known 
worth.  If  a  manufacture  does  not  think 
enough  of  his  product  to  advertise  it, 
we  do  not  think  enough  of  it  to  buy  it. 
 o  ■ 

BUY  THAT  COCKEREL  NOW. 


Many  poultry  farmers  make  it  a  rule 
to  purchase  one  or  more  cockerels  in 
the  fall  to  use  as  new  blood  the  coming 
spring.  Such  a  plan  has  much  in  its 
favor.  The  writer  feels  that  not  enough 
attention  has  been  given  to  this  matter 
of  new  blood.  If  the  vigor  of  our  flocks 
is  to  be  maintained  it  is  very  essential 
that  new  blood  be  introduced  occasion- 
ally. We  have  heard  it  said  that  by 
proper  line  breeding  no  new  blood  is 


ever  needed.  Be  that  as  it  may.  We 
have  not  sufficient  space  to  discuss  the 
matter  at  this  time.  It  is  a  fact  that 
most  breeders  do  buy  new  blood,  and 
we  do  not  see  any  reason  to  believe  that 
there  will  be  a  radical  change  in  this 
method. 

In  buying  cockerels  it  is  a  good  plan 
to  wait  until  they  have  sufficiently  ma- 
tured so  that  their  good  and  bad  points 
may  be  easily  recognized.  However,  it 
is  a  good  scheme  to  buy  them  as  early 
as  possible,  for  by  doing  so  you  will  get 
them  cheaper.  If  several  are  needed 
it  is  a  good  plan  to  purchase  one  or  two 
extra  in  case  some  are  injured  or  do  not 
come  up  to  expectations. 

In  buying  early  you  get  a  better  pick 
of  birds.  This  fact  alone  should  be  suf- 
ficient to  warrant  early  buying. 

If  you  have  not  already  done  so,  we 
suggest  that    you    get    in  touch  with 
breeders  and  locate  that  cockerel  now. 
 o  

LONG  PROFITS  FROM  A 
SHORT  MOLT. 


During  the  late  summer  every  laying 
hen  will  shed  her  feathers  and  grow  a 
new  coat.  This  is  called  the  molting 
period.  During  this  time  an  unusual 
strain  is  put  upon  the  system,  and  few 
hens  have  sufficient  vitality  to  produce 
eggs  and  grow  a  new  coat  at  the  same 
time.  The  result  is  that  the  hen  stops 
laying  because  Nature  insists  upon  a 
new  coat  of  feathers.  So  the  hen  does 
not  lay  during  the  time  the  new  feath- 
ers are  growing.  It  would  appear  that 
anything  which  would  shorten  the  molt- 
ing period  would  lengthen  the  laying 
time,  and  naturally  increase  the  profits. 
It  is  impossible  to  prevent  the  molt,  and 
the  next  best  plan  is  to  shorten  it. 

The  hen  which  starts  to  molt  in  June 
or  early  July  will  spend  more  time  at 
the  task  than  the  bird  which  begins  to 
molt  in  August.  It  appears  best  to  have 
the  hens  go  into  the  molt  in  the  late 
summer.  While  it  may  not  be  possible 
to  hold  off  the  molt  at  will,  yet  doubt- 
less a  great  deal  may  be  accomplished 
in  this  direction.  Probably  one  of  the 
most  satisfactory  plans  is  to  breed  from 
hens  which  are  known  late  molters. 
Such  a  plan,  if  followed  for  a  few 
years,  will  produce  a  strain  of  late  sum- 
mer molters  and  consequently  better 
profit  producers. 

We  do  not  believe  the  matter  should 
be  carried  to  the  extreme,  and  yet  it 
seems  that  it  is  desirable  to  shorten  the 
molt  and  lengthen  the  laying  period. 
Remember  that  the  late  molter  is  the 
short  molter  and  the  best  profit  maker.

PULLETS  FOR  THE  LAYING 
CONTESTS. 


As  the  young  stock  begins  to  round 
out  we  realize  that  the  time  is  not  far 
away  when  the  pullets  will  get  into  lay- 
ing form.  A  pullet  is  said  to  be  "ripe" 
when  she  starts  to  lay,  because  she  has 
reached  maturity.  Quite  naturally  a 
pullet  cannot  be  expected  to  start  lay- 
ing until  she  is  well  rounded  out  and 
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developed.  Heavy  layers  are  not  always 
early  layers.  The  hen  which  hangs  up 
high  records  is  the  one  which  has  plenty 
of  vigor  and  reserve  power.  This  de- 
mands that  she  be  not  stunted  by  forced 
early  laying.  She  needs  to  build  frame 
and  body  so  that  when  the  strain  of 
heavy  laying  comes  that  she  can  meet 
the  demands.' 

Personally  we  believe  it  very  foolish 
to  try  and  get  the  average  pullet  to  lay- 
ing before  she  is  six  months  of  age. 
Take  time  in  the  matter  of  getting 
growth.  We  have  had  pullets  which 
started  to  lay  as  early  as  four  months 
and  ten  days,  but  they  did  not  prove 
unusual  layers  when  the  year's  produc- 
tion was  looked  up. 

Those  of  our  readers  who  anticipate 
entering  some  of  their  pullets  in  the 
Laying  Contests  should  give  strict  at- 
tention to  the  pullets  at  this  time  of  the 
year.  While  extremely  early  layers  are 
not  desirable,  yet  it  is  quite  foolish  to 
send  immature  pullets  to  a  Contest. 
Last  fall  we  stood  in  one  of  the  Con- 
tests and  looked  over  pullets  so  far  from 
laying  that  it  was  a  downright  shame 
to  send  them.  Unless  the  bird  is  close 
to  laying,  there  is  no  use  to  send  her. 
The  rest  of  the  birds  will  get  ahead  of 
her.  Some  of  the  Contests  are  refusing 
birds  that  are  not  fairly  well  matured. 

Good  breeding,  careful  rearing  and 
judgment  in  the  selection  may  mean  a 
winning  bird.

2.  Runts  may  come  because  of  im- 
proper food  or  feeding,  but  often  they 
are  the  result  of  weak  breeding  stock, 
poor  incubation  or  brooding,  or  many 
other  causes.  Runts  do  not  just  hap-

Feeding  Milk. 

Is  feeding  dried  buttermilk  in  the  mash 
equivalent  to  feeding  sour  or  buttermilk  as  a 
drink,  and  if  so  what  would  you  advise  as  a 
drink   for  chickens?

We  believe  that  dried  buttermiilk  will 
give  the  best  result.  One  of  our  Exper- 
iment Stations  have  tested  birds  fed  on 
liquid  buttermilk  and  dried  buttermilk 
and  found  that  in  the  liquid  buttermilk 
pen  the  average  was  164.7  eggs,  while 
in  the  dried  buttermilk  pen  they  laid 
189.4  eggs.  We  do  not  wish  to  be  un- 
derstood as  saying  that  liquid  butter- 
milk is  not  a  good  food,  but  it  seems 
that  dried  buttermilk  is  better.  For  a 
drink  for  poultry  we  would  give  good, 
clean  water.

Not  the  Best  Food. 

I  have  some  pork  cracklings  that  have  got- 
ten fly  blown,  and  I  have  killed  the  worms 
with  gasoline  which  I  have  allowed  to  evapor- 
ate. I  want  to  know  if  it  will  be  alright  for 
poultry  feed.

We  should  doubt  the  wisdom  of  using 
this.  Perhaps  the  gasoline  you  get  is 
better  than  we  have  here,  but  our  gaso- 
line is  full  of  kerosene  which  will  not 
evaporate,  and  besides  it  is  doped  with 
all  sorts  of  things.  Meat  scraps  are  not 
very  expensive  so  you  can  use  milk,  es- 
pecially dried  buttermilk.  We  believe 
that  you  are  taking  a  chance  in  using 
it.

Wants  Dry  Cement  Floor. 

We  want  to  build  a  new  poultry  house  and 
put  in  a  cement  floor,  but  we  want  it  dry. 
Can  you  tell  us  how  to  make  it?

Always  build  poultry  house  on  soil 
which  is  dry  and  well  drained.  Pill  in 
with  cinders  or  gravel  and  put  cement 
floor  on  the  gravel  and  have  it  well 
above  the  surrounding  ground.  It  is 
a  good  plan  to  have  the  ground  slope 
away  from  the  house.  The  grout  mix- 
ture may  not  need  to  be  so  strong,  but 
the  top  coating  should  be  strong  and 
well  mixed.  Trowel  it  down  to  give 
good,  smooth  surface.

Can  'you  tell  me  if  there  is  any  water  in 
meat  scraps,   and  how  much.

Of  course,  you  realize  that  the  amount 
of  water  in  meat  scraps  will  vary  to  a 
large  degree,  but  the  table  which  we 
have  before  us  says  that  there  is  7.9 
per  cent  water  in  meat  scraps.

Canned  Sunlight. 

You  say  that  if  chicks  are  in  the  sunlight 
that  they  get  the  ultra  violet  ray  and  will  not 
need  cod  liver  oil.  How  about  feeding  hard- 
boiled  eggs  under  like  conditions? 

Mrs.  E.  R. ,  Alabama. 

According  to  theory,  if  the  chicks  are 
out  in  the  sun  they  will  not  need  cod 
liver  oil  or  eggs,  but  we  usually  feel  it 
is  a  little  safer  to  give  them  some  just 
to  play  safe.  Cod  liver  oil  is  sometimes 
called  canned  sunlight,  and  it  is  a  good 
name.  Boiled  eggs  will  help  wonder- 
fully, but  they  should  be  from  hens 
which  have  been  out  in  the  sun  and  fed 
on  grains  grown  in  the  sun.  We  are 
coming  to  realize  that  the  sunlight  is 
far  more  important  than  we  ever  real- 
ized.

Possibly  It  Will. 

I  have  been  feeding  meat  scraps  to  my 
chickens  and  my  customers  tell  me  the  flavor 
of  the  eggs  is  not  good.  Will  the  meat  scraps 
affect  the  flavor?  — Mrs.  W.  B.  W..  Iowa. 

If  the  meat  scraps  is  not  high  grade 
and  fresh  it  may  affect  the  flavor  of 
the  eggs.  For  this  reason  we  advocate 
using  more  milk  and  less  meat  scraps. 
It  seems  very  difficult  to  buy  high  grade 
meat  scraps  in  our  section.  The  num- 
ber of  similar  complaints  indicates  that 
the  trouble  is  more  or  less  general.

Attention  Needed. 

I  read  your  paper  because  I  like  it  so  well, 
but  I  do  not  keep  chickens.  Probably  will  if 
I  read  many  more  of  your  articles.  What  I 
was  going  to  write  you  about  is  that  I  motor 
out  of  the  city  and  often  buy  eggs.

Please  call  the  attention  of  your 
readers  to  the  need  of  truthful  merchandising 
and  you  will  be  doing  the  entire  poultry  busi- 
ness a  great  favor.

We  agree  with  Chicago  in  everything 
he  says.  If  any  of  our  readers  have 
been  shortsighted  enough  to  have  been 
selling  eggs  as  fresh  when  as  a  matter 
of  fact  they  were  not,  we  hope  they  will 
discontinue  the  practice.  No  business 
can  be  successful  unless  it  is  honest. 
One  great  need  today  is  for  a  higher 
grade  egg.  Why  not  go  about  the  job 
of  producing  it  and  see  if  there  is  any 
trouble  finding  a  market. 


Better  Late  Than  Never. 

Is  August  a  good  month  in  which  to  cull 
old  hens?  — M.  B.  C,  Maine. 

Old  hens  will  probably  be  in  the  molt 
during  August,  and  it  is  a  rather  diffi- 
cult proposition  to  cull  during  that 
time.  These  birds  should  have  been 
culled  before  they  went  into  the  molt.

"What  state  do  you  consider  the  best  state 
in  which  to  go  into  the  poultry  business?

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MISSISSIPPI  FLOOD  TEMPORARILY 
SUSPENDS   OYSTER  SHELL 
CRUSHING. 


If  it  had  not  been  for  the  foresight 
of  the  Oyster  Shell  Products  Corpora- 
tion, the  poultry  raisers  of  America 
might  have  been  forced  to  blame  the 
Mississippi  flood  for  still  one  more 
trouble.

off  in  the  spring  it  starts  in  again.-  A 
neighbor  of  the  writer  who  has  been  a 
farmer  for  years  gave  us  this  idea  and 
he  turns  the  rye  under  in  the  spring, 
and  it  makes  a  good  fertilizer  for  the 
soil.  He  has  grown  corn  on  the  same 
field  for  six  or  seven  years  and  never 
added  any  fertilizer  except  the  rye.  We 
can  vouch  for  the  size  and  quality  of 
the  corn  which  he  produces.  We  be- 
lieve that  poultrymen  can  adopt  this 
plan  to  good  advantage. 

August  can  be  turned  into  a  very 
profitable  month  by  doing  much  of  the 
necessary  work  at  this  time  of  the  year. 
Naturally  this  will  give  more  time  at 
other  seasons  of  the  year.  After  all 
the  successful  poultryman  is  the  one 
who  plans  his  work  in  such  a  manner 
that  he  always  has  time  to  do  the 
things  which  need  to  be  done.  He  nev- 
er lets  his  work  chase  him,  but  he  al- 
ways manages  to  do  the  necessary 
things  at  the  proper  time.  He  works 
with  his  head  as  well  as  with  his 
hands. 


CULLING  FOR  HEALTH. 


The  word  culling  as  it  is  generally 
used  in  the  poultry  press  refers  to  the 
act  of  selecting  those  birds  capable  of 
heavy  production.  The  plan  is  to  re- 
tain such  birds  and  dispose  of  the  re- 
mainder of  the  flock.  Without  a  doubt 
the  principle  of  picking  out  the  layers 
has  much  to  do  with  the  large  increase 
in  production  and  capacity  for  high 
records. 

It  would  seem  logical  to  carry  this 
culling  process  to  its  natural  conclu- 
sion and  cull  for  health  as  much  as  for 
laying.  Of  course  within  certain  limits 
any  process  means  the  rejection  of  un- 
healthy birds,  but  personally  we  do  not 
believe  that  sufficient  importance  is 
placed  upon  the  health  of  poultry.  The 
need  would  appear  very  evident.  With- 
out health,  all  the  other  points  of  ex- 
cellence are  of  slight  value.  Health  and 
vigor  are  the  foundation  of  the  future. 
Would  it  not  seem  then  that  we  should 
place  a  greater  value  upon  it?  Why 
push  it  to  the  rear  as  is  done  in  so 
many  of  our  farms? 

Tn  picking  out  the  strongest  fowls 
you  should  note  the  appearance  of  the 
head.  A  bright  red  comb  of  good  size, 
short  beak,  bright,  alert  eye  and  short 
head  denote  vigor.  A  full  breast,  long- 
keel  and  large  abdomen  and  wida  back 
indicates  good  digestive  organs,  so  es- 
sential to  health.  In  a  short  time  you 
can  become  quite  expert  in  picking  out 
healthy  hens.  It  is  not  nearly  as  dif- 
ficult a  task  as  it  sounds. 

When  you  come  to  realize  the  im- 
portance of  health  and  vigor  we  know 
you  will  become  ah  ardent  advocate  of 
culling  for  health,  and  there  is  no  bet- 
ter time  to  cull  your  flock  than  right 
now — just  before  the  molting  period. 
Go  over  the  flock  how  and  pick  out  the 
birds  that  do  not  meet  your  require- 
ments, and  send  them  to  the  butcher. 
If  you  keep  them  until  they  get  into 
the  molt  it  will  be  several  weeks  before 
you  can  market  them,  because  the  p"n 
feathers  will  prove  bothersome.  So  we 
always  feel  that  it  is  best  to  market 
culls  before  the  molt.

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The  Commercial  Broodery  Gains  Favor 


Interest    in    the    commercial   broodery    is  — BY — 

growing  very  rapidly  these  days  and  this  is 
not  to  be  wondered  at  when  it  is  understood 
that  it  solves  some  of  our  present  day  prob- 
lems and  increases  our  profits.  We  believe 
that  the  next  step  forward  in  the  poultry 
business  will  be  the  development  of  the  com- 
mercial broodery.  This  will  come  just  as 
naturally  as  night  follows  the  day  because 
poultrymen  are  beginning  to  realize  what  it 
will  mean  to  them.  Take  the  matter  of  sur- 
plus chicks  at  the  hatcheries,  which  has  been 
and  still  is,  a  vital  problem.  The  commercial 
broodery  seems  to  solve  this  problem  in  a 
large  measure.  It  is  next  to  impossible  to 
hatch  just  the  right  number  of  chicks  to  take 
care  of  the  orders,  and  when  a  little  slump 
comes  along  we  are  face  to  face  with  a  lot  of 
extra  chicks  which  must  be  disposed  of  in 
some  manner.  If  they  can  be  grown  in  the  commercial 
broodery  it  will  be  possible  to  market  them  profitably,  but 
if  they  must  be  dumped  on  the  market  all  hope  of  profits  go 
glimmering.  We  predict  that  the  commercial  broodery  will 
become  much  more  popular  within  the  next  few  years. 

During  the  past  few  months  the  writer  has  received  many 
letters  asking  just  what  is  meant  by  the  term  commercial 
broodery.  We  are  not  surprised  at  these  inquiries,  as  the 
idea  is  more  or  less  new.    The  commercial  broodery  is  a

brooding  arrangement  which    is    capable  of 
caring  for  large  numbers  of  chicks.    It  bears 
the  same  relation  to  the  brooding  of  chicks, 
as    the    commercial    hatchery    bears    to  the 
hatching  of  them.    For  a  number  of  years 
the  interest  and  thought  of  poultrymen  have 
been  centered  on  colony  brooding  and  with 
such  a  system  it  was  next  to  impossible  to 
care  for  a  large  number  of  chicks.  At  any  rate 
the  labor  involved  made  the  cost  far  higher 
than  it  should  be  in  order  to  get  the  most  pro- 
fit.   With  the  colony  system  one  man  can 
hardly  care  for  six  thousand  chicks,  but  with 
an  efficient  continuous  hot  water  pipe  brood- 
ing system  a  man  can  take  care  of  ten  thou- 
sand chicks  and  not  be  overly  rushed  either. 
The  saving  in  labor  is  easily  seen.    There  is 
only  one  fire  to  take  care  of  and  when  we 
realize    that   it   is   possible   to    breed  15,000 
chicks  with  one  fire,  we  can  see  that  one  man  can  do  far 
more  under  such  a  system  than  under  the  old  colony  system 
where  he  had  a  fire  for  about  every  500  chicks.    Quite  natur- 
ally a  long  house  is  used  and  with  everything  handy  it  is 
possible  to  brood  these  large  numbers  and  do  it  efficiently 
and  that  means  more  profits. 

There  are  many  advantages  in  this  new  field.  Those  of 
you  who  remember  the  development  of  the  commerciaf 
hatchery  will  recall  that  the  fellow  who  got  into  the  business

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and  stayed,  has  made  a  lot  of  money. 
We  know  a  man  whom  dame  rumor  says 
has  cleaned  up  over  $350,000.00  in  his 
hatching  business  and  doubtless  there 
are  others  who  have  done  very  well. 
We  believe  that  the  brooding  game  of- 
fers just  as  promising  returns.  Per- 
haps it  will  develop  into  even  greater 
proportions.  Stop  for  a  moment  and 
think  what  it  might  grow  into.  The  de- 
mand far  eight  week  pullets  and  ready 
to  lay  birds  is  growing  every  year.  If 
it  can  be  shown  beyond  question  that 
the  commercial  broodery  can  grow  a 
pullet  cheaper  than  it  can  be  grown  at 
home,  then  it  is  certain  that  home 
grown  birds  will  become  a  thing  of  the 
past.  We  realize  that  there  are  those 
who  will  say  that  this  will  never  come 
to  pass,  but  a  large  number  of  the  ob- 
jectors are  buying  chicks  hatched  in  a 
commercial  hatchery.  We  put  a  test 
of  efficiency  upon  everything  in  this 
country.  If  it  can  meet  the  require- 
ments it  will  survive.  If  it  fails,  we 
cast  it  aside.  This  is  exactly  the  case 
with  the  commercial  broodery.  Tou 
may  think  you  can  grow  500  or  1000 
chicks  at  home  just  about  as  cheaply 
as  possible  but  the  big  broodery  will 
come  along  some  of  these  days  and  sell 
you  ready  to  lay  pullets  for  less  than 
you  can  grow  them.  When  this  condi- 
tion arrives  you  will  buy  them  because 
you  are  wise  enough  to  realize  that 
with  growing  competition  it  is  essen- 
tial that  you  keep  the  costs  down  or 
you  will  be  forced  out  of  business. 

Another  matter  which  we  have  touch- 
ed upon  is  the  matter  of  surplus  chicks 
at  the  hatcheries.  Chicks  must  be  sold 
at  once  and  if  no  orders  are  in  hand 
the  matter  of  extra  chicks  often  be- 
comes a  rather  serious  problem.  With 
a  large  broodery  at  hand  the  chicks  can 
be  placed  in  it  and  carried  along  to 
such  time  as  they  could  be  shipped. 
Such  an  arrangement  would  remove 
the  urgent  need  for  sale  of  chicks  at  a 
sacrifice  in  order  to  dispose  of  them. 
The  commercial  broodery  and  hatch- 
ery should  work  hand  in  hand. 

One  field  which  is  rapidly  developing 
is  the  growing  of  broilers.  This  sys- 
tem of  brooding  which  we  are  advocat- 
ing is  ideally  adapted  to  the  growth  of 
broilers.  A  report  has  come  regard- 
ing an  Ohio  broodery  where  13,000 
chicks  were  brooded.  The  cockerels 
were  sold  as  broilers  and  the  pullets 
kept  for  layers.  This  plant  with  two 
broods  of  chicks  made  a  profit  of 
$1,370.00  for  the  year,  but  you  will  note 
that  it  was  used  but  for  a  short  time. 
We  can  see  no  logical  reason  why  broil- 
ers cannot  be  produced  continuously. 
We  are  of  the  opinion  that  this  field 
will  be  developed  and  in  the  not  far 
distant  future  we  will  see  a  twelve 
month  broiler  business. 

In  thinking  over  this  matter  we  won- 
dered why  the  commercial  broodery  had 
not  been  developed  before.  Years  ago 
the  long  brooder  house  was  in  use,  but 
it  did  not  give  a  very  good  account  of 
itself.  We  well  remember  seeing  such 
a  house  and  we  had  an  idea  that  some 
day  we  would  like  to  own  such  a  plant. 
We  could  picture  the  chicks  going  in  at 
one  end  of  the  house  and  by  a  gradual 
process  moving  along  and  coming  out 
at  the  other  end  the  finished  product. 
We  thought  of  it  as  a  factory  and  such 
it  might  have  been  had  our  dreams  ma- 
terialized. But  before  we  ventured 
upon  this  uncertain  sea  we  found  that 
chicks  did  not  grow  as  well  as  with  the 
colony  system  where  new  ground  could 


be  provided  and  then  we  began  to  won- 
der if  after  all  our  dreams  were  the 
ravings  of  a  disordered  mind.  But 
now  we  find  that  with  the  commercial 
broodery  it  is  not  so  much  the  contact 
with  the  ground  which  is  needed.  The 
ration  is  the  big  element.  Only  about 
five  years  ago  we  began  to  realize  that 
certain  vitamins  and  minerals  made  the 
difference  between  success  and  failure 
in  the  rearing  of  chicks  and  had  the 
failures  of  ten  or  twenty  years  ago  but 
known  what  we  know  today  regarding 
feeding,  they  could  have  made  success 
come  out  of  failure.  We  have  seen  lit- 
tle chicks  running  around  under  hov- 
ers, scratching  in  the  sand,  eating  the 
feed  given  them  by  the  attendant  and 
growing  like  weeds  in  the  garden  after 
a  warm  summer  rain.  No  contact  with 
the  ground  need  be  provided  if  the  ra- 
tion is  well  balanced.  We  know  that 
this  appears  to  violate  every  theory 
which  we  have  previously  held,  but 
facts  are  hard  to  dodge.  Unless  one  is 
willing  to  adopt  the  latest  ideas  in  the 
matter  of  feeding  it  would  be  folly  to 
attempt  to  operate  a  commercial  brood- 
ery. Feeding  is  one  of  the  corner 
stones  of  success.  We  notice  that  the 
majority  use  a  high  grade  commercial 
feed.  As  one  man  said  to  the  writer: 
"It  may  cost  a  little  more  to  start  with 
but  look  at  what  I  get  in  return.  My 
losses  are  next  to  nothing  since  I  adopt- 
ed the  commercial  feeding." 

The  location  of  a  commercial  brood- 
ery should  be  as  close  to  the  hatchery 
as  possible.  In  many  cases  we  expect 
to  see  the  hatchery  operate  the  brood- 
ery. In  other  cases  it  may  be  advan- 
tageous to  make  contracts  to  take  sur- 
plus chicks  from  the  hatchery:  In  any 
event  we  should  think  of  the  broodery 
as  a  factory  and  locate  as  close  to  the 
source  of  raw  material  as  we  can.  The 
shipping  facilities  should  be  ample.  If 


we  sell  pullets  for  laying  we  will  need 
facilities  to  get  them  to  the  purchaser 
without  delay.  We  believe  that  12 
week  old  pullets  can  be  shipped  almost 
any  reasonable  distance  without  dan- 
ger, but  if  you  are  located  on  a  main 
line  of  the  railroad,  so  much  the  bet- 
ter. Of  course  if  broilers  are  to  be  a 
large  part  of  your  output  you  must  be 
so  situated  that  you  can  get  them  to 
market  without  delay.  Broilers  can  be 
shipped  several  hundred  miles,  but  we 
believe  it  the  best  plan  to  attempt  to 
supply  near-by  markets. 

Many  reports  have  come  to  our  desk 
indicating  that  the  profits  from  this 
system  of  brooding  Is  indeed  very  sat- 
isfactory. One  gentleman  down  in 
Pennsylvania  put  1600  chicks  in  the 
brooder  in  January.  In  April  he  sold 
1400  broilers  at  a  profit  of  $1,237.37. 
Another  fellow  in  Texas  reports  that  in 
March  he  filled  the  brooder  and  in 
seven  weeks  he  had  some  dandy  broil- 
ers and  pullets.  He  says,  "I  might  add 
that  the  time  and  labor  spent  on  brood- 
ing them  was  less  than  I  spent  on  one 
500  size  oil  brooder. the  previous  year." 
Another  man  in  the  west  says  that  he 
is  brooding  2000  chicks  and  that  they 
are  doing  fine.  He  says  that  people 
come  for  25  miles  around  to  see  the 
plant  and  equipment.  This  is  only  nat- 
ural because  the  idea  of  a  large  brood- 
er, run  by  a  single  fire,  all  under  one 
roof  would  interest  almost  anyone  who 
is  interested  in  poultry  at  all.  A  prom- 
inent hatcheryman  says,  "One  can  eas- 
ily take  care  of  5,000  chicks  with  less 
work  than  was  formerly  required  for 
500.  We  have  had  no  trouble  and  lost 
very  few  chicks.  We  raised  5000  White 
Leghorns  to  12  weeks  of  age  on  a  total 
feed  consumption  of  $618.00.  The  cock- 
erels averaged  better  than  two  pounds. 
This  together  with  the  money  saved  on

We  have  met  poultrymen  who  turned 
a  deaf  ear  to  the  early  fall  shows.  In 
many  cases  these  early  shows  are  held 
with  fairs.  In  quite  a  number  of  cases 
we  have  seen  excellent  quality  at  these 
early  shows  and  we  feel  that  they  are 
good  enough  to  warrant  plenty  of  care 
and  preparation  of  the  birds  intended 
for  exhibition. 

We  remember  one  poultryman  who 
stood  well  as  an  exhibitor  but  who  was 
not  posted  regarding  the  fall  show  in  a 
nearby  country  and  consequntly  sent 
birds  which  were  badly  beaten.  The 
next  year  he  entered  his  best  birds  and 
won  his  share  of  the  prizes,  but  he  was 
much  surprised  to  see  what  quality  he 
was  up  against. 

The  fall  shows  should  be  supported 
because  they  are  the  preliminary  testing 
grounds  and  birds  which  cannot  win  at 
these  shows  are  sent  back  home.  If  a 
bird  is  capable  of  winning  at  one  or 
more  of  these  early  shows  he  should  be 
entered  in  some  of  the  winter  shows, 
but  we  wish  to  warn  you  that  quality 
is  needed  to  bring  home  the  blue  rib- 
bons. 

Take  a  day  off  and  visit  some  of 
these  early  fall  shows.  Take  the  fam- 
ily along  and  make  a  little  vacation 
trip.  You  will  have  a  lot  of  fun  out  of 
such  a  trip  and  without  a  doubt  will 
learn  a  great  deal  about  the  fine  points 
of  poultry.  You  will  probably  come 
home  with  a  lot  of  extra  enthusiasm 
and  be  ready  to  jump  into  your  work 
with  a  new  vigor.  Even  if  you  do  not 
enter  any  birds  we  believe  you  should 
visit  at  least  one  of  these  fall  shows. 
It  will  do  you  good,  you  will  meet  a  lot 
of  good  people  and  you  will  never  re- 
gret the  time  spent.  Plan  to  get  time 
to  visit  one  of  the  shows. 


STOP  KEEPING  CHICKENS- 
LET  THEM  KEEP  YOU. 


There  is  no  doubt  but  that  most  of 
our  readers  keep  chickens.  They  would 
not  be  reading  POULTRY  KEEPER  if 
they  were  not  chicken  cranks.  They 
buy  feed  for  the  birds,  give  them  a  lot 
of  care  but  in  some  cases  do  not  get 
enough  eggs  to  warrant  the  bother.  It 
is  always  an  expensive  proposition  to 
keep  chickens. 


The  old  idea  of  keeping  chickens  is 
good  as  far  as  it  goes,  but  today  we 
plan  to  try  and  make  the  chickens  keep 
us.  Why  keep  a  lot  of  star  boarders 
around  and  go  to  all  the  expense  of 
keeping  a  lot  of  chickens  when  it  is  pos- 
sible to  make  the  chickens  pay  for  the 
feed  and  return  a  good  profit  besides. 
It  is  possible  for  you  to  make  a  small 
flock  of  chickens  pay  you  a  good  liv- 
ing. POULTRY  KEEPER  has  given 
you  evidence  that  others  are  doing  it. 
What  others  have  done  can  be  done 
again. 

It  is  not  possible  to  make  poultry  re- 
turn a  profit  without  a  knowledge  of 
the  best  methods  of  poultry  keeping 
and  this  comes  by  study  and  practice. 
To  attempt  to  make  poultry  pay  with- 
out constant  study  is  about  like  trying 
to  take  an  auto  trip  without  maps. 
One  of  the  best  ways  to  keep  up  to  date 
is  to  read  a  live  poultry  journal.  An- 
other good  plan  is  to  read  reliable 
books  upon  the  subject.  The  subject 
of  profitable  poultry  is  so  large  that  no 
one  man  can  know  it  all  and  we  must 
constantly  keep  alert  in  order  to  get 
the  latest  and  best  ideas.  Something 
is  being  learned  every  day  and  we  must 
keep  posted  or  we  will  soon  find  that 
we  are  keeping  chickens  instead  of 
their  keeping  us. 


PLANT  SOME  FRUIT. 


With  the  coming  of  the  fall  of  the 
year  we  always  think  of  planting  some 
fruit.  It  is  possible  to  plant  fruit  in 
the  spring  but  we  have  always  had  the 
best  results  with  fall  planting.  Pos- 
sibly this  may  not  hold  true  in  all  sec- 
tions of  the  country,  but  for  us  fall 
planting  has  always  given  very  satis- 
factory results. 

To  think  of  a  poultry  farm  without 
fruit  is  about  like  a  circus  without 
lemonade.  If  you  have  a  little  extra 
ground,  plant  a  few  trees.  Possibly 
you  will  have  room  for  but  one  tree,  if 
that  is  the  case,  plant  it.  Of  course 
the  more  trees,  the  more  fruit.  One 
does  not  want  to  carry  the  matter  too 
far  and  have  so  much  fruit  that  it 
causes  him  to  neglect  his  poultry. 
There  is  always  a  lot  of  work  about 
the  poultry  houses  and  one  should  not 
carry  the  fruit  proposition  too  far.  . 

Plant  the  trees  in  such  a  way  that 
they  will  give  shade  to  the  birds.  Shade 
will  be  appreciated  by  the  birds  when 
the  sun  is  hot.  They  will  also  gather 
many  bugs  and  worms  under  the  trees 
and  thus  add  to  the  ration  and  help 
protect  the  trees. 

Fruit  and  poultry  can  be  made  to  go 
together  very  well  and  fresh  fruit  right 
from  one's  own  trees  adds  to  the  joy 
of  living.  Be  sure  to  plant  some  fruit 
this  fall. 


IMPORTANCE  OF  SANITA- 
TION. 


Without  a  doubt  most  poultrymen 
fail  to  realize  the  importance  of  sani- 
tation. We  believe  that  most  of  the 
sickness  in  our  flocks  can  be  overcome 
by  proper  attention  to  sanitation.  Just 
the  other  day  we  sat  in  a  national 
meeting  and  heard  a  prominent  speaker 
say  that  in  his  opinion  sanitation  was 
greatly  neglected  much  to  the  loss  of 
poultry. 

In  these  days  we  use  every  precau- 
tion to  feed  and  house  our  poultry 
properly,   but  we  have  not  given  suf- 


ficient attention  to  sanitation.  We  be- 
lieve that  poultrymen  must  soon  come 
to  the  point  where  a  realization  of  the 
need  will  bring  more  universal  care 
that  the  houses  are  kept  clean. 

Neglect  is  easy  but  generally  we  pay 
dearly.  Not  only  should  the  houses  be 
sprayed  at  frequent  intervals,  but  the 
drinking  dishes  should  be  scalded  and 
cleaned.  Many  diseases  are  spread 
through  the  drinking  water.  The  nests 
should  be  cleaned  regularly.  They 
may  not  appear  to  need  it  but  put  in 
new  nesting  material  after  spraying 
the  nests.  If  the  nests  are  made  of 
metal  and  can  be  taken  out  and  clean- 
ed, so  much  the  better.  The  roosts  and 
dropping  boards  need  a  spraying  with 
some  good  disinfectant  occasionally. 
We  like  to  keep  the  roosts  soaked  with 
an  oil  to  which  has  been  added  a  dis- 
infectant,to  act  as  a  mite  retardant. 
Even  the  muslin  curtain  may  need 
cleaning  or  replacing.  Sweep  down  all 
the  cob  webs  and  put  in  clean  fitter. 

Poultrymen  should  be  more  liberal 
with  the  use  of  sprays.  We  believe 
that  manufacturers  of  such  disinfect- 
ants should  use  more  advertising  space 
in  order  to  acquaint  the  poultry  public- 
with  their  product. 


THE  IMPORTANCE  OF 
SUNSHINE. 


With  the  approach  of  cold  weather 
when  the  birds  must  be  confined  to  the 
house,  it  is  well  worth  your  time  to 
give  the  matter  of  sunshine  some  at- 
tention. Did  you  ever  stop  and  realize 
that  sunshine  is  vital  to  life  of  man 
and  beast?  If  the  rays  of  the  sun 
were  to  cease,  life  would  exist  but  a 
short  time.  We  must  have  the  sun- 
shine. 

Of  late  years  we  are  coming  to 
realize  the  value  of  sunshine  in  the 
poultry  business.  Little  chicks  are 
given  a  sun  bath  as  quickly  as  possible, 
and  wThile  shade  is  provided,  yet  we 
know  that  the  sun  is  essential  to  pro- 
per growth. 

In  some  measure  we  still  have  to 
learn  the  value  of  sunshine  for  mature 
stock.  Of  course  the  sun  will  prove 
helpful  in  preventing  germ  diseases, 
but  some  poultry  diseases  may  be  pre- 
vented which  are  not  traceable  to 
germs.  Many  a  hen  has  broken  down 
under  our  modern  method  of  feeding 
and  housing,  when  as  a  matter  of  fact 
much  of  the  trouble  could  have  been 
overcome  had  the  hen  been  allowed 
range  in  the  direct  rays  of  the  sun. 
Years  ago  we  advocated  keeping  the 
hens  shut  up  in  cold  weather,  but  we 
have  gradually  come  to  realize  that  it 
is  a  good  plan  to  allow  the  hens  to  get 
out  of  doors  on  every  nice  day.  Fresh 
air  and  sunshine  promote  health  and 
vigor,  which  is  much  needed  in  the  av- 
erage flock. 


SUPPORT  YOUR  SHOW. 


The  poultry  show  has  long  been  rec- 
ognized as  a  means  of  education  and 
therefore  every  well  managed  poultry 
show  merits  the  support  of  poultrymen. 
The  matter  of  keeping  the  show  going 
is  of  far  too  great  importance  to  let 
personal  whims  stand  in  the  way.  You 
should  endeavor  to  boost  your  show  by 
attendance  and  by  entering  such  fowls 
as  you  feel  have  a  chance  of  winning. 
Perhaps  a  word  or  two  from  you  may 
be  the  means  of  inducing  a  friend  to 
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attend  and  often  such  chance  visitors 
become  so  interested  that  they  later  be- 
come real  fanciers. 

Much  of  the  development  in  poultry 
has  come  about  because  of  the  poultry 
shows  and  there  are  those  who  feel 
that  greater  progress  can  be  made  in 
the  future  if  the  poultry  show  is  de- 
veloped more  fully.  To  think  that  time 
spent  at  the  show  is  time  wasted  is  ab- 
solute folly.  The  Writer  always  finds 
it  possible  to  learn  something  at  the 
show,  be  it  large  or  small.  It  would  ap- 
pear that  if  we  approach  the  show  in 
the  proper  mental  attitude  that  we  may 
gain  something  in  the  way  of  ideas 
which  may  be  worth  a  considerable  to 
us. 

Support  your  show.  Do  not  think 
that  you  are  above  the  influence  of  the 
show.  Put  your  shoulder  to  the  wheel 
and  help  give  a  great  big  lift  to  put  it 
over  in  big  shape.    Support  your  show.

1.  It  is  always  difficult  to  compare 
two  breeds  as  to  their  laying  as  so 
much  depends  upon  the  strain  of  birds 
and  their  feeding  and  care.  We  have 
raised  both  breeds  and  frankly  we 
think  the  Minorca  always  gave  a  very 
good  account  of  itself.    We  like  them. 

2.  When  they  have  pin  feathers  it 
Is  a  rather  difficult  thing  to  find  a  mar- 
ket for  them.  We  used  to  market 
them  when  there  were  few  pin  feath- 
ers and  always  found  a  ready  sale  for 
our  surplus.  Any  black  bird  faces  a 
problem  with  pin  feathers. 

3.  The  Single  Comb  Black  Minorca 
weighs  as  follows:  Cock,  9  pounds:

5.  They  will  stand  a  great  deal  of 
cold  weather,  but  if  we  are  going  to 
raise  Minorcas  in  a  real  cold  climate 
we  would  take  the  Rose  Comb  variety. 
They  can  put  up  with  more  real  cold 
weather.  Of  course,  the  Single  Comb 
variety  has  a  rather  large  comb  and 
wattles  and  they  will  freeze  in  extreme 
weather.  It  should  be  understood  how- 
ever, that  a  dry,  well  ventilated  house 
will  enable  birds  to  stand  cold  weather 
better  than  a  damp,  stuffy  one.

Building  a  New  House. 

I  have  been  reading  your  Questions  and 
Answers  for  years.

I  have 
read  that  such  was  the  case,  but  I  want  to 
make  sure  I  am  right.  I  shall  have  a  muslin 
front  to  the  house. 

I  hope  that  you  are  spared  to  advise  poul- 
trymen  for  many  years.

Generally  the  house  should  be  from 
16  to  20  feet  deep,  especially  when  the 
front  is  to  be  open  of  muslin.  A  shal- 
low house  will  bring  the  roosts  so  close 
to  the  front  that  the  birds  are  likely  to 
be  in  a  draft  and  consequently  colds 
and  sickness  will  develop.  We  wish 
you  had  written  more  fully  regarding 
your  new  house.

2.  The  nests  can  be  10x12  inches  or 
a  little  larger  will  do  no  harm. 

3.  Allow  three  or  four  hens  to  a 
nest. 

4.  That  depends  upon  the  poultry- 
man.  Poultry  should  pay  in  town  and 
besides  there  is  the  satisfaction  of  go- 
ing out  and  gathering  eggs  right  from 
the  nests.  That  cannot  be  measured  in 
dollars  and  cents.

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THE  BUTTERCUP 


By  B.  R.  Frank 

"Buttercups  were  introduced  into 
America  by  the  whalers  many  years  be- 
fore the  all-famous  Leghorn  was  taken 
there  in  1885.  The  Leghorns  came  from 
Italy,  and  the  Sicilians  from  Sicily,  in 
1865,"  writes  Mrs.  Calbeck,  secretary  of 
the  Sicilian  Buttercup  Club  of  England 
in  the  Feathered  World  Tear  Book  for 
1922.  This  English  writer  admits  that 
the  Buttercups  were  first  to  land  in  the 
United  States,  but  still  some  writers  in 
this  country  dispute  the  fact.  The  above 
mentioned  writer  goes  on  to  say  that 
the  Buttercups  reached  the  British  Isles 
in  1912,  and  in  1913  the  Buttercup  Club 
was  formed. 

Perhaps  the  outstanding  characteris- 
tic of  the  Buttercup  is  the  cup-shaped 
comb.  The  comb  is  unusual  and  always 
attracts  the  attention  of  the  public.  The 
bird  in  shape  is  somewhat  like  the  Leg- 
horn. The  cock  weighs  6  pounds,  the 
hen  4  pounds,  the  cockerel  5  pounds  and 
the  pullet  3  pounds. 

The  male  and  female  are  not  alike 
in  plumage  color.  The  head  of  the  male 
is  a  brilliant  orange  red,  while  the  head 
of  the  female  is  golden  buff.  In  the 
male  the  neck,  back  and  saddle  are  a 
rich  orange  red.  The  breast  is  reddish 
bay  and  the  tail  is  greenish  black.  The 
cape  f-sathers  at  the  base  of  the  hackles 
are  dark  buff  with  black  spangles.  The 
primaries  are  black  with  lower  web 
edged  with  bay.  The  secondaries  have 
outer  web  of  bay  with  black  markings, 
the  inner  web  is  black,  with  bay  mark- 
ings.   The  fluff  is  bay. 

In  the  female  the  color  is  a  golden 
buff.  On  the  breast,  wing  and  back 
there  are  parallel  rows  of  elongated 
black  spangles. 

The  undercolor  of  both  sexes  is  a 
slaty  blue.  The  shanks  are  a  willow 
green,  the  ear  lobe  is  white. 

Try  to  make  a  mind  picture  of  these 
birds  if  you  have  never  seen  them.  They 
are  beautiful,  and  whenever  we  have 
seen  them  they  always  impressed  us  as 
being  very  wonderful  in  coloration. 
There  can  be  no  doubt  but  that  they 
offer  plenty  to  test  the  skill  of  the  best 
fancier,  and  yet  to  him  who  knows  how 
to  mold,  vary  and  build  at  will — to  him 
shall  the  highest  honor  be  given. 

The  Buttercup  is  of  the  general  egg 
type,  hence  by  careful  breeding  will 
give  an  excellent  account  of  themselves 
at  the  nest.  We  do  not  now  recall  that 
any  American  breeder  has  emphasized 
the  egg  producing  qualities  of  this  breed 
but  here  is  an  opportunity  that  is  being 
overlooked. 

Mrs:  Arthur  Sherston  says  that  But- 
tercups are  now  bred  in  England  in 
Gold,  Brown,  White,  Silver,  Duckwing 
and  other  varieties.  This  would  indicate 
that  the  English  breeder  is  taking  the 
task  unto  himself  of  introducing  many 
new  varieties.  So  far  as  we  are  aware 
the  Buttercup  is  bred  in  only  one  vari- 
ety in  the  United  States. 

Buttercups  offer  a  combination  which 
should  appeal  to  any  poultryman.  They 
are  good  layers,  make  a  good  table  fowl 
and  are  not  to  be  beat  as  a  test  of  the 
skill  of  the  fancier.  Here  is  an  oppor- 
tunity to  qualify  as  a  Master  Breeder.

What  Good  Are  Poultry  Clubs 


Let  me  ask  this  question  to  every 
breeder  or  Poultry  Journal.  The  writer 
receives  a  copy  of  nearly  every  Journal 
printed,  and  you  will  agree  with  me 
that  the  Journals  are  filled  with  such 
reading  as — how  to  improve  your  flock, 
color,  type,  egg  production,  feeding  and 
everything  that  pertains  to  poultry  rais- 
ing. (That's  fine).  But  how  many  give 
the  Clubs  credit  for  helping  to  keep  the 
Poultry  interest  alive.

Tell  what 
your  club  has  done,  and  perhaps  we  can 
all  profit  by  it. 

I  am  sure  you  will  agree  with  me; 
quite  often  breeders  get  the  blues,  feel 
discouraged,  ready  to  throw  up  the 
sponge,  because  some  bad  luck  had 
crossed  their  path,  and  planted  itself 
in  the  midst  of  a  flock  of  chicks,  breed- 
ers or  layers.  It  has  happened  to  me, 
and  I  am  sure  you,  Mr.  Breeder,  have 
felt  the  same  way.  Here  is  where  the 
Club  can  do  some  real  honest  to  good- 
ness mission  work. 

You,  no  doubt,  remember  years  ago 
it  was  a  family  by-word,  "Let's  have  an 
eye  opener."  Now,  boys,  don't  smack 
those  lips  so  loud.  Well  let  the  Clubs 
be  an  "eye  opener"  to  those  that  are 
groping  in  the  dark,  gloomy  atmosphere 
of  hard  luck.  Let  me  tell  you  of  the 
Sunflower  Poultry  Club's  activities,  and 
the  results  obtained. 

This  Club  was  organized  October, 
1924,  with  a  bang  that  jarred  $35  out 
of  the  pockets  of  that  many  members 
the  first  night.

When  a  member,  or  anyone  raising 
poultry  is  in  need  of  help,  they  call  the 
secretary,  and  he  in  turns  calls  on  some 
member  capable  of  giving  good  advice 
to  go  and  visit  the  breeder.  We  en- 
courage each  one  to  stand  back  of  what 
they  sell  and  try  to  please  the  purchas-

er.  Of  course,  this  is  sometimes  hard 
to  do.  But  we  try,  nevertheless.  Every 
so  often  we  have  a  party.  No  business 
is  transacted,  the  evening  is  given  over 
to  entertainment.  A  program  is  ar- 
ranged, mostly  by  members  of  the 
Club,  or  their  children.  Such  as  read- 
ings, toe  dancing,  vocal  solos  and  snap- 
py jokes.  It's  no  trouble  for  our  Club 
to  get  talent  from  some  of  our  leading 
clubs  in  the  city,  or  nearby  cities.

START  SLOWLY. 


To  note  the  wonderful  success  that 
some  poultry  keepers  have  in  handling 
a  large  number  of  hens,  then  to  see  the 
dismal  failure  that  others  make  in  the 
attempt,  seems  rather  strange.  Per- 
haps there  is  nothing  that  needs  more 
frequent  emphasis  than  the  advice  to 
prepare  thoroughly  for  the  poultry 
business  before  engaging  in  it  on  a 
large  scale.  No  one  would  feel  warrant- 
ed in  starting  a  large  mercantile  busi- 
ness without  some  technical  training 
and  experience  in  a  like  enterprise. 
The  poultry  business  has  many  ele- 
ments in  common  with  all  other  forms 
of  business  and  the  same  laws  govern 
it.  And  while  it  is  true  that  with  a 
little  care  and  study  almost  any  indi- 
vidual or  family  can  keep  a  few  hens 
successfully,  it  does  not  prove  that  the 
same  person  can  at  once  abandon  his 
ordinary  source  of  income  and  start  a 
large  poultry  business  and  carry  it  on 
successfully. 

In  keeping  one  or  two  dozen  hens  the 
feed  cost  is  reduced  to  a  minimum  by 
the  close  attention  and  good  care  by 


the  housewife  in  saving  all  the  refuse 
from  the  table  and  kitchen,  keeping  a 
kettle  ready  in  which  these  various 
things  can  be  cooked,  with  some  bran 
or  meal  added,  thus  making  enough 
good  appetizing  mash  for  one  good 
feeding  each  day,  and  where  there  is  a 
lawn  and  garden  all  the  necessary 
green  food  can  be  produced  for  both 
summer  and  winter  at  a  very  small 
cost.  In  fact  where  a  family  has  space 
to  keep  a  small  flock  and  time  to  care 
for  them  properly,  success  is  almost 
sure.  But  to  double  the  number  on  the 
same  grounds,  with  no  extra  time  to 
care  for  them,  is  likely  to  be  a  losing 
venture,  for  overcrowding  and  poor 
care  will  not  get  the  owner  anything 
with  poultry.  Better  to  keep  on  with 
the  small  number  and  have  them  do 
well  than  to  try  twice  as  many  and 
fail. 

It  frequently  happens  that  people  be- 
come discontented  with  their  job  and 
in  looking  for  something  that  appears 
easier  or  more  promising,  get  an  idea 
that  poultry  keeping  on  a  large  scale 
is  just  the  business  for  them.  They 
figure  that  if  they  and  some  other  per- 
sons can  make  two  dolars  or  more  per 
head  on  a  few  hens  in  the  back  yard, 
they  will  be  reasonable  sure  of  one 
thousand  dollars  per  year  by  keeping 
five  hundred  hens,  and  there  are  many 
people  who  are  doing  that  very  thing. 
But  they  did  not  quit  a  job  in  the  city 
where  they  or  their  families  had  kept 
a  few  hens  and  jump  at  once  into  the 
successful  management  of  a  large  poul- 
try plant.

CO-OPERATIVE  EGG  MARKETING 
IN  ILLINOIS 


Egg  and  poultry  sales  through  the 
Illinois  Co-operative  Equity  Union  Ex- 
change, Effingham,  111.,  amounted  to 
$88,040,  in  1926.  Of  the  total  more  than 
$83,000  came  from  the  sale  of  eggs  and 
more  than  $4,000  from  the  sale  of  poul- 
try. Members  and  patrons  of  the  asso- 
ciation delivered  281,726  dozens  of  eggs 
and  22,271  pounds  of  live  poultry  for 
marketing. 

The  association  was  formed  in  July, 
1924,  after  considerable  agitation  re- 
garding the  co-operative  marketing  of 
eggs,  and  operations  were  begun  on 
April  19,  1926.  At  the  close  of  1926  the 
organization  had  a  net  worth  of  $15,- 
610.  This  included  paid  up  capital  stock 
to  the  amount  of  $15,460  and  earnings 
to  the  amount  of  $150.  The  assets  in- 
cluded land,  buildings  and  equipment 
valued  at  $18,426. 

Operating  expenses  fo  rthe  period  end- 
ing with  December  31,  1926,  amounted 
to  $4,951.  This  was  a  cost  for  market- 
ing of  1.76  cents  per  dozen. 

Eggs  are  sold  on  grade.  An  advance 
is  made  to  producers  at  the  time  of  de- 
livery, then  on  the  20th  of  the  following 
month  a  final  payment  is  made,  based 
on  the  returns  for  the  different  lots.

September  In  The  Poultry  Yard 

By  Prof.  T.  E.  Quisenberry  and  the  Personal 
Service  Department 
Of  The  American  Poultry  School,  Kansas 
City,  Missouri. 


There  is  much  to  do  in  September  if 
we  would  house  the  proper  kind  of  flock 
that  will  render  the  proper  account  of 
themselves  during  the  coming  winter 
months.  Combs  are  reddening  on  our 
young  pullets,  warning  us  that  it  is  high 
time  they  were  placed  in  winter  quar- 
ters. Due  care  must  be  taken  to  see 
that  they  are  in  the  proper  physical 
condition  to  maintain  a  good  standard 
of  production  after  they  have  begun  to 
lay.  Lack  of  body  weight,  (a  young  pul- 
let needs  a  good  supply  of  body  fat 
when  she  starts  her  production  year)  or 
a  mineral  deficiency  are  generally  re- 
sponsible for  the  false  molt  that  young 
pullets  take  after  laying  for  several 
weeks,  and  could  be  prevented  in  most 
cases  by  careful  feeding,  watching 
weight  of  the  pullets  and  feeding  of  a 
balanced  mineral  mixture,  green  feed, 
etc. 

Quarters  for  the  summer  have  been 
cool,  roomy,  well  ventilated,  the  range 
has  been  shady  and  delightful.  Their 
winter  quarters  must  be  equally  com- 
fortable, if  they  are  not  to  become  rest- 
less or  dissatisfied,  take  a  molt  and  de- 
lay maturity  for  several  weeks.  It  is 
important  that  they  take  no  set-back 
when  moved,  and  every  precaution 
should  be  taken  to  prevent  this.  Roup, 
colds  and  chickenpox  will  be  unknown 
in  the  flock  that  is  in  the  proper  physi- 
cal condition,  is  fed  the  necessary  min- 
erals and  given  sufficient  house,  hopper 
and  perch  room,  and  kept  free  from  all 
parasites  which  lower  their  resistance 
and  render  them  liable  to  any  epidemic 
with  which  they  are  brought  in  con- 
tact. 

In  figuring  housing  for  the  winter  lay- 
ing flock,  it  is  safest  to  allow  four 
square  feet  of  floor  space  per  bird, 
eight  to  ten  inches  of  perch  room,  one 
foot  of  hopper  space  for  each  fifteen  or 
twenty  birds,  and  enough  sunlight  to 
make  the  litter  light,  all  over  the  house, 
on  cloudy  days  as  well  as  bright,  clear 
days.  In  Leghorn  flocks  kept  only  for 
egg  production  it  is  often  possible  to 
allow  only  two  and  a  half  to  three  feet 
per  bird,  if  proper  ventilation  is  given, 
and  yet  get  satisfactory  production  from 
the  flock.  For  flocks  which  will  be  used 
for  both  production  and  breeding  pur- 
poses it  is  safter  to  allow  the  usual  four 
square  feet  per  bird. 

Sufficient  ventilation  should  be  al- 
lowed to  carry  off  moisture  from  birds' 
breath  while  on  roosts  at  night,  which 
is  best  done  by  overhead  ventilation,  di- 
rectly under  the  eaves  of  the  house, 
front  and  rear.  Sealing  overhead  at  a 
point  directly  in  front  of  the  droppings 
board  and  continuing  to  within  two  feet 
of  the  floor  of  the  rear  wall,  indirect 
circulation  is  thus  provided  that  insures 
sufficient  circulation  without  drafts, 
which  is  essential  if  colds  and  roup  are 
to  be  avoided.  One  roof  ventilator  for 
each  twenty  by  twenty  foot  section 
should  be  provided,  to  insure  absolute 
dryness  at  all  times,  and  they  can  eith- 
er be  purchased  ready  made  or  made  by 
a  local  tin-smith  to  conform  to  the  pitch 
of  the  roof,  or  constructed  of  lumber 
when  the  house  is  built,  or  remodeled — 


as  the  cast  may  be.  One  foot  of  win- 
dow7 or  glass  substitute  should  be  pre- 
vided  for  each  ten  feet  of  floor  space, 
with  the  windows  hinged,  so  that  they 
can  be  raised  if  dampness  collects  with- 
in the  house  during  a  spell  of  rainy  or 
damp  weather.  A  roller  curtain  should 
be  made  to  fit  the  opening,  and  lowered 
into  place  when  the  window  is  opened, 
to  insure  an  abundance  of  fresh  air, 
fitered  into  the  house,  without  allowing 
rain,  snow  or  cold  wind  to  enter. 

The  floor,  if  of  concrete,  should  be 
laid  over  a  sub-base  of  cinders  or  finely 
crushed   rock,   packed  into  shape,  to

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prevent  moisture  from  seeping  into  the 
floor  from  the  ground.  After  the  main 
floor  is  laid,  a  top  dressing  of  sand  and 
cement  should  be  laid  with  a  trowel  to 
insure  a  smooth  even  finish  that  will 
be  easily  cleaned  and  not  too  rough  on 
the  feet  of  the  birds.  A  floor  laid  in  this 
way  is  dry  in  the  wettest,  coldest 
weather,  and  very  satisfactory.  If  of 
wood,  no  cracks  should  be  permitted  for 
drafts  are  the  sure  fore-runners  of  colds 
and  roup,  and  they  allow  grain  to  sift 
through  inviting  rats  to  harbor  under 
the  house,  and  they  also  make  it  hard 
to  keep  the  house  sanitary.  If  possible, 
lay  a  double  floor,  using  odds  and  ends 
for  the  first  floor,  and  a  smooth  tongue 
and  groove  for  the  top.  The  satisfac- 
tion of  cleaning  such  a  floor,  and  the 
added  comfort  of  the  fowls  soon  justify 
the  added  expense. 

Shutter  ventilators  should  be  in- 
stalled in  addition  to  the  windows  and 
muslin  curtains  previously  mentioned. 
Floor  ventilators,  too,  if  needed,  to 
keep  the  house  dry  and  comfortable. 
Dampness  in  the  house  means  one  of 
two  things:  Insufficient  ventilation  or 
overcrowding.  Never  shut  the  windows 
and  ventilators  in  an  attempt  to  make 
the  house  warmer  in  extremely  cold 
weather.  The  damper  the  house  gets 
the  colder  it  will  be,  and  frosted  combs 
are  always  an  indication  that  the  house 
is  damp  and  needs  added  ventilation. 
The  more  birds  housed  in  one  building 
the  more  ventilation  needed  to  carry 
off  the  moisture  and  foul  air,  and  to 
provide  the  proper  amount  of  oxygen. 
When  your  house  is  damp,  look  to  the 
ventilation — estimate  the  number  of 
birds  to  the  house — figure  floor  space 
and  see  if  they  are  overcrowded — then 
correct  by  the  necessary  measures. 

To  maintain  production  after  the  pul- 
lets reach  their  stride,  see  that  the 
lighting  is  good,  (windows  under  the 
droppings  board  in  the  north  wall  will 
be  a  wonderful  help  in  keeping  light 
even  on  the  floor  and  in  preventing  the 
litter  from  being  piled  up  against  the 
dark  wall)  and  evenly  spaced  for  the" 
size  of  the  house.  Have  the  hoppers 
the  right  distance  from  the  floor  to  keep 
litter  out  of  them,  yet  not  too  high  for 
the  pullets  to  reach  them.  Provide  one 
foot  of  hopper  space  for  each  fifteen  or 
twenty  hens  (and  more  if  needed)  as 
it  never  pays  to  sut  the  egg  production 
on  account  of  a  shortage  of  feeding 
space  at  the  hoppers.  See  that  ample 
drinking  space  is  provided  so  that  they 
can  drink  whenever  they  desire  without 
waiting  for  their  turn.  See  that  the 
nests  are  clean,  roomy  and  well  made — 
more  tempting  than  a  corner  under  the 
droppings  board — for,  unless  they  are, 
it  is  useless  to  expect  pullets  to  prefer 
nests  to  the  floor. 

Litter  should  be  kept  on  the  floor,  at 
least  eight  to  ten  inches  deep,  and  it 
should  be  clean,  free  from  dust  or  mold. 
This  is  important.  Straw,  hay  or 
shucks  will  prove  satisfactory,  provided 
they  are  clean.  Scratching  is  the  means 
by  which  we  keep  the  abdominal  mus- 
cles in  the  proper  condition  to  maintain 
production.  It  also  gives  the  necessary 
exercise  to  stimulate  the  appetite  so 
that  more  food  is  consumed  and  more 
eggs  produced  than  would  be  possible 
without  it.  Roosting  quarters  must  be 
free  from  mites,  the  hens  free  from  lice 
or  intestinal  worms,  if  digestion  and 
production  are  to  remain  on  a  normal 
plane. 

Sufficient  minerals  must  be  fed  to  in-

sure  body  maintenance  and  production 
material  as  well  as  storage  of  a  sur- 
plus for  the  hatching  season.  A  good 
grain  feed,  in  the  proper  proportion  to 
the  mash  consumed  must  be  fed,  and 
both  must  be  of  sound,  wholesome  qual- 
ity. If  weevil-eaten  grains  are  used, 
digestive  disorders,  lessened  production 
are  to  be  expected.  Weevils  consume 
the  heart  of  the  grain,  which  is  the  most 
nutritious,  so  that  the  hen  does  not  get 
the  proper  amount  of  food  value,  and 
also  is  given  a  sort  of  poison  from  the 
weevil  droppings  left  in  th  grain. 

Green  feed  must  be  fed  as  regularly 
and  generously  as  water  is  given  or 
grain  is  fed  or  mash  is  issued — if  we 
expect  to  keep  our  birds  on  a  high  pro- 
duction level,  maintain  reserve  energy 
and  health  that  will  insure  hatchable 
eggs  or  livable  chicks.  Why?  Because 
they  are  one  of  the  most  dependable 
sources  of  alkaline  minerals  which  will 
be  more  fully  discussed  in  the  latter 
part  of  this  article.  The  proper  atten- 
tion to  all  of  these  details  will  insure 
maximum  production,  health,  disease  re- 
sistance, which  in  turn  will  insure  fer- 
tile eggs,  hatchable  eggs,  and  livable 
chicks.

BEWARE  OF  TOO  EARLY  DEVELOP- 
MENT OF  PULLETS. 


Early  hatched  pullets  should  not  be 
forced  to  quick  maturity  by  heavy  feed- 
ing of  mash,  or  the  result  may  be  that 
they  will  begin  laying  prematurely  and 
go  into  winter  moult.  The  pullets  in- 
tended for  breeders  should  be  raised  up- 
on free  range  and  fed  largely  upon 
whole  grain,  that  they  may  be  properly 
and  slowly  developed  and  go  into  win- 
ter quarters  in  good  firm  flesh,  with  un- 
diminished vigor  for  the  coming  sea- 
son's production.  We  all  like  to  see  our 
stock  growing  good,  but  a  pullet  that 
develops  too  rapidly  will  not  prove  to 
be  as  profitable  as  she  would  have  been 
had  she  been  held  back  and  not  allowed 
to  come  into  laying  until  about  five  and 
a  half  to  six  months  of  age.  It  is  not 
an  uncommon  thing  to  see  pullets  at 
four  months  of  age  that  appear  to  be 
fully  grown,  but  if  they  are  forced  into 
production  at  that  age  they  will  lay 
small  eggs  much  longer  than  if  they 
were  started  at  laying  a  couple  of 
months  later.  Further  than  this  it  will 
weaken  their  system  so  that  they  will 
be  more  susceptible  to  disease  than  are 
the  birds  that  are  more  mature  when 
they  start  to  lay. 

Many  poultry  keepers  have  met  with 
quite  heavy  egg  losses  as  the  result  of 
pullets  going  into  late  moult  in  the 
at  the  time  when  eggs  command  the 
fall,  causing  them  to  stop  laying  just 
highest  price.  Any  change  in  feed  or 
severe  changes  in  the  weather  when  the 
proper  housing  facilities  are  lacking  will 
stop  production  enough  to  throw  the 
pullets  into  a  moult.  The  Leghorns  es- 
pecially are  easily  affected  in  this  way. 

In  case  the  pullets  are  developing  too 
rapidly,  reduce  the  amount  of  animal 
proteiln  being  fed.  If  a  liberal  amount 
of  milk  is  being  given,  cut  down  the 
supply  or  withdraw  it  entirely,  also  re- 
duce the  amount  of  mash,  if  it  is  being 
fed  in  addition  to  scratch  feed,  and  if 
you  mix  your  own  mash  lessen  the 
amount  of  beef  scraps,  powdered  milk 
or  whatever  protein  is  being  used.  The 
important  part  in  making  the  change 
is  to  go  about  it  gradually  so  as  not  to 
throw  the  birds  off  their  feed.  An  ex- 
perienced care-taker  can  tell  just  about 
what  amount  of  protein  to  give. 

Both  the  mature  and  growing  stock 
should  be  well  provided  with  shade, 
green  feed  and  fresh  water,  keeping  the 
water  fountains  and  the  mash  hopper 
in  the  same  well  shaded  place,  is  a  fine 
idea  during  the  hot  summer  months. 
With  matured  stock  it  is  often  an  ad- 
vantage to  cut  the  green  food  and  throw 
it  into  the  hens  rather  than  to  compel 
them  to  forage  for  it.  In  very  warm 
weather  a  hen  will  not  go  out  in  the 
hot  sun  Ion  genough  to  get  all  the 
green  food  she  should  have.

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LOSSES  FROM  FOWL  CHOLERA 


A  subscriber  who  has  been  losing 
fowls  from  cholera  writes:  "Please  give 
me  some  information  about  my  fowls. 
My  old  hens  are  dying  of  cholera.  At 
least  they  are  sick  but  a  short  time  and 
then  die.  They  are  droopy  and  their 
droppings  are  greenish.  I  would  ap- 
preciate any  information  that  might 
help  me  cure  the  trouble." 

Combating  cholera  is  a  difficult  prop- 
osition. Only  the  most  thorough  meth- 
ods of  sanitation  will  clean  up  the  place 
so  that  germs  of  the  disease  will  not 
be  present.  Fowl  cholera  is  extremely 
infectious  and  it  is  quite  common  to 
have  serious  outbreaks  in  the  farm 
flock.  It  is  caused  by  a  bacterium 
which  often  appears  to  work  in  two 
ways.  The  acute  type  works  very  rap- 
idly and  often  the  birds  are  found  dead 
under  the  roosts,  in  the  nests,  or  about 
the  place;  no  external  symptoms  are 
present  to  show  that  the  bird  was  sick. 

In  less  acute  forms  of  fowl  cholera 
the  affected  birds  show  loss  of  appetite, 
appear  droopy  or  drowsy  and  diarrhea 
is  present,  with  the  droppings  appearing 
greenish  or  greenish  yellow  in  color. 

On  post-mortem  examination  the  liver 
often  appears  to  have  necrotic  areas, 
and  frequently  red  areas  on  the  sur- 
face. It  is  often  enlarged.  Hemorrha- 
gic spots  are  frequently  found  on  the 
heart  and  peritoneum. 

Fowl  cholera  is  a  very  hard  disease 
to  control,  due  to  the  nature  of  the  dis- 
ease, outbreaks  often  occurring  when 
least  expected.  The  prompt  application 
of  strict  sanitary  measures  affords  the 
best  means  of  controlling  an  outbreak 
of  fowl  cholera.  Healthy  birds  should 
be  moved  entirely  away  from  the  place 
where  the  outbreak  occurred.  Kill  and 
burn  all  sick  birds.  House,  feeding,  and 
drinking  vessels  should  be  thoroughly 
cleaned  and  disinfected.  A  5  per  cent 
solution  of  any  reliable  coal-tar  product 
disinfectant  is  suitable  for  treating  the 
interior  of  the  house. 

When  not  possible  to  remove  healthy 
birds  from  the  house,  remove  all  sick 
birds  promptly  and  use  an  antiseptic  in 
the  drinking  water.  Place  one  7.3  grain 
tablet  of  bichloride  of  mercury  in  a  gal- 
lon of  water  in  a  nonmetal  container. 
Tablets  are  to  be  used  only  when  dis- 
ease is  present  and  never  more  than  10 
days  in  succession.

THE  FEED  REQUIRED  FOR 
CHICKENS. 


From  time  to  time  we  receive  inquir- 
ies asking  how  much  feed  is  required 
for  producing  chickens.  These  people 
appreciate  that  the  feed  cost  is  one  of 
the  important  considerations  in  raising 
poultry.  Too  often  people  believe  that 
it  is  the  whole  cost,  for  some  do  not 
make  allowance  for  other  costs,  such  as 
mortality,  depreciation  and  buildings, 
labor,  etc. 

The  Connecticut  Experiment  Station 
determined  the  amount  of  feed  which 
was  required  to  grow  White  Leghorn 
and  Rhode  Island  Red  chicks  till  they 
were  24  weeks  of  age.  At  that  age  Leg- 
horns had  consumed  22.13  pounds  per 
bird  and  the  Red  25.77  pounds.  The 
Leghorns  weighed  3.28  pounds  and  the 
Reds  4.3  pounds  per  bird. 

The  Indiana  station  reports  that  it 
took  approximately  3  pounds  of  feed  to 
raise  White  Plymouth  Rock  pullets  to 
28  weeks  of  age.  From  these  two  re- 
ports it  would  seem  that  the  average 
amounts  of  feed  needed  to  reach  matur- 
ity would  be  approximately  25  pounds 
for  Leghorns  and  from  30  to  35  pounds 
for  the  heavy  breeds. 

Some  figures  are  also  available  on  the 
amount  of  feed  that  will  be  consumed 
by  hens  in  a  year.  The  smaller  breeds 
require  less  than  the  larger  breeds  and 
hens  that  do  not  lay  heavily  will  con- 
sume less  than  those  that  are  heavy 
layers.  Heavy  laying  Leghorns  will 
consume  approximately  75  pounds  of 
feed  yearly  per  hen,  while  the  heavier 
breeds  will  need  about  85  pounds.

labor  seems  exceptionally  good,  for  at 
this  rate  we  can  realize  a  very  good 
profit  on  broilers  even  if  the  market  is 
down."  This  man's  figures  indicate 
that  it  cost  him-  about  six  cents  a 
pound  to  produce  the  broilers.  We  con- 
sider this  a  very  good  showing  and  he 
is  to  be  complimented  on  it.  Some  of 
our  readers  who  feel  that  the  chance 
for  profit  in  poultry  is  not  what  it  used 
to  be  had  better  read  that  man's  report 
again.  What  has  been  done  can  be 
done  again.  We  have  reports  from 
Oregon  to  Maine,  from  Canada  to 
Texas,  and  almost  without  exception 
they  give  highly  satisfactory  results  of 
the  commercial  broodery.  It  would 
therefore  appear  that  it  prospers  in  all 
kinds  of  climates,  or  perhaps  we  should 
say  in  spite  of  them. 

There  are  always  some  who  will  go 
into  a  thing  with  great  haste  and  re- 
pent within  a  few  weeks.  We  hope 
that  none  of  our  readers  will  jump  at 
conclusions  and  rush  into  the  commer- 
cial brooding  game.  There  are  many 
things  to  be  considered.  One  must 
have  good  equipment  and  some  capital. 
When  we  speak  of  good  equipment  we 
mean  that  it  must  be  efficient  and  re- 
liable. It  is  possible  to  buy  heating 
plants  which  are  made  to  sell  and 
which  will  give  rather  indifferent  re- 
sults, but  if  one  wants  to  get  into  the 
business  right  and  expects  to  stay,  we 
suggest  that  he  buy  the  best  heating 
plant  obtainable.  Buy  of  a  reliable 
firm.

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Correct  Feeding  Builds  Health 


Health  in  poultry  depends  upon  hereditary, 
hygienic  and  nutritional  factors.  We  know- 
that  the  inheritance  of  a  weak  organ  may  in- 
dicate a  future  diseased  condition  of  that 
particular  organ,  and  perhaps  throw  the  en- 
tire system  out  of  balance,  with  the  result 
that  death  occurs.  This  result  occurs  merely 
because  one  of  the  organs  being  weak  by  in- 
heritance, fails  to  perform  its  duty  as  Nature 
intended.  In  some  cases  bacterial  infection 
causes  an  organ  to  cease  its  labors  or  at  least 
greatly  reduces  its  work,  and  the  result  is 
just  as  serious.  The  relation  between  health 
and  nutrition  is  of  the  utmost  importance  to 
all  raisers  of  poultry,  because  a  very  large 
per  cent  of  our  poultry  is  undernourished. 
Poultry  requires  food  rich  in  certain  elements 
which  are  not  found  available  on  the  average 
farm.  The  formation  of  the  digestive  tract 
makes  it  necessary  that  the  ration  consist  very  largely  of 
seeds  and  small  grains  which  often  need  balancing  insofar 
as  the  vitamin  content  is  concerned.  While  we  have  known 
of  vitamins  for  a  number  of  years,  yet  we  are  not  able  at  the 
present  time  to  determine  just  what  they  are.  We  know 
what  effect  they  have  on  the  system  and  also  where  they 
are  fouxd  and  how  obtained.  We  know  that  if  the  ration  is 
low  in  certain  vitamins  that  the  results  are  marked.  If  the 
vitamins  be  reduced  for  lengths  of  time,  nutritional  or  de-

ficiency  diseases  develop.  Naturally  correct 
feeding  tends  to  overcome  these  diseases,  and 
it's  surprising  how  many  cases  of  sickness  in 
the  poultry  yard  are  due  to  the  ration. 

This  being  the  case,  it  is  well  for  us  to  in- 
vestigate the  matter  carefully.  Vitamins  are 
supposed  to  be  manufactured  by  plants  only. 
The  vitamins  found  in  the  animal  body  have 
been  stored  there;  not  produced  there.  The 
quality  of  vitamins  contained  in  the  animal 
tissues  depends  in  a  large  measure  upon  the 
ration  fed.  If  the  food  is  high  in  certain  vita- 
mins the  animal  may  store  considerable 
amounts.  Animals  have  the  capacity  for  stor- 
ing vitamin  A,  but  a  very  limited  capacity  for 
storing  vitamins  B  and  C.  This  fact  has  an 
important  bearing  on  the  problem  «f  feeding 
poultry,  as  we  shall  see  later.

A  deficiency  in  vitamin  A  in  the  poultry  ration  may  be 
expected  to  cause  several  diseases.  Perhaps  one  ©f  the  most 
common  disease  is  leg  weakness  among  young  chicks.  Not 
all  cases  of  leg  weakness  are  due  to  a  lack  of  vitamins,  but 
a  large  per  cent  is.  An  impaired  appetite,  anemic  condition 
of  the  comb  and  wattles,  ruffled  feathers,  drooping  wings,  un-

A  few 
of  these  bushes  would  make  a  most  desirable 
addition  to  your  garden.  Plants  will  bear 
the  first  season  and  get  stronger  and  larger 
each  year.

PLANTS  WILL  BE  SENT  AT  PROPER  TIME  TO  SET  OUT  THIS  FALL 
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steady  gait  and  general  unthrifty  con- 
dition are  often  signs  of  a  deficiency  of 
vitamin  A.  In  some  cases  eye  troubles 
may  develop  and  blindness  be  due  to 
no  other  factor  than  a  ration  low  in 
vitamin  A.  Nutritional  roup,  so  called, 
may.  have  all  of  the  outward  symptoms 
of  roup  and  yet  be  caused  by  a  feficien- 
cy  of  this  vitamin.  We  realize  that 
these  statements  will  be  read  by  some 
who  may  d'oubt  them.  To  prove  that 
the  matter  has  plenty  of  foundation  in 
fact  suppose  we  give  you  a  couple  of 
concrete  examples.  We  are  willing  to 
allow  you  to  be  the  judge  as  to  whether 
the  matter  is  vital.  Last  spring,  Mr. 
Blank  (that  is  not  his  name,  but  he  is 
a  well  known  poultryman)  wrote  to  us 
and  was  much  alarmed  about  his  young 
chicks  going  blind.  He  had  given  the 
rratter  considerable  study  and  seemed 
unable  to  solve  the  problem.  He  asked 
regarding  the  matter  of  a  deficiency  of 
vita-min  A  causing  eye  trouble,  and  said 
that  he  had  heard  of  it,  but  was  lacking 
reliable  information.  We  at  once  wrote 
to  him  and  suggested  that  he  supply  cod 
liver  oil,  clover  and  alfalfa  leaves,  let- 
tuce an<S  tomato  juice,  and  almost  every 
chiek  recovered.  The  entire  matter 
seemed  almost  like  magic,  and  Mr. 
Blank  was  so  impressed  that  fee  sug- 
gested that  our  readers  would  be  inter- 
ested is  an  article  dealing  with  the  mat- 
ter of  correct  feeding,  and  that  is  the 
excuse  for  the  present  article. 

Mrs.  White  (of  course  that  is  not  her 
nar.ve)  sent  us  a  special  delivery  letter 
in  which  she  told  of  her  poultry  trou- 
bles. It  seems  that  Mr.  White,  who  is 
a  farmer,  has!  been  feeding  some  pigs 
on  white  corn  and  tankage  and  his  wife 
thought  the  same  food  would  do  for 
her  chicks.  In  a  short  time  the  little 
fellows  developed  leg  weakness,  hence 
the  inquiry.  A  chick  requires  vitamin 
A  in  greater  quantities  than  is  found 
in  either  white  corn  meal  or  tankage, 
and  all  that  was  necessary  was  a  slight 
change  in  the  diet,  and  the  recovery  of 
the  chicks  was  marked. 

ritamin  A  is  found  in  cod  liver  oil, 
alfalfa  and  clover  leaves,  lettuce,  car- 
rot tops,  spinach,  egg  yolks,  milk,  liver 
and  tomatoes.  It  appears  in  other  foods 
and  it  should  be  remembered  that  the 
aim  should  be  to  provide  this  vitamin  in 
moderate  amounts.  Just  because  cod 
liver  oil  contains  a  large  amount  of  vit- 
min  is  no  reason  why  one  should  try 
and  force  too  much  of  it  into  the  ra- 
tion. It  is  also  well  to  remember  that 
exposure  to  air  or  heat  gradually  de- 
stroys vitamin  A.  In  the  manufacture 
of  tankage  it  is  subjected  to  high  tem- 
peratures and  it  is  believed  that  this  is 
the  reason  for  its  low  vitamin  content. 
Modern  methods  of  refining  cod  liver  oil 
exclude  the  air  and  prevent  the  loss  of 
the  vitamin,  and  for  that  reason  it  is 
a  very  valuable  source  of  the  vitamin. 

Vitamin  B  is  necessary  for  the  main- 
tenance of  life  and  vigor.  A  lack  of  it 
prevents  growth,  impairs  the  appetite, 
affects  the  organs  of  digestion  and  re- 
production, and  causes  many  disorders, 
particularly  of  the  nervous  system.  Vit- 
amin B  is  found  in  almost  all  green 
plants.  Grains  contain  it,  but  probably 
yeast  is  the  best  known  source.  When 
a  variety  of  foids  are  given  the  danger 
of  a  deficiency  is  not  so  marked.  In 
many  cases  where  Aegerminated  corn, 
polished  rice  and  other  like  products  are 
used  in  the  ration,  there  is  likely  to  be 
a  decided  deficiency.  The  addition  of 
yeast,  milk  and  eggs  helps  to  bring  the 


ration  back  to  its  required  balance.  Of 
course,  eggs  can  only  be  used  in  feeding 
small  chicks,  but  yeast  and  milk  are 
available  to  every  poultryman.  In  the 
late  summer  and  during  the  winter 
green  food  is  not  always  to  be  had,  and 
the  ration  is  likely  to  be  low  i?.  vitamin 
B,  and  more  attention  must  be  given  to 
the  matter  or  polyneuritis  may  develop. 
Vitamin  B  tends  to  prevent  this  dis- 
ease. 

Vitamin  C  is  of  slight  importance  in 
poultry  feeding,  as  its  chief  function 
appears  to  be  the  prevention  of  skin 
diseases,  such  as  scurvy.  So  far  as  has 
been  learned,  poultry  is  not  subject  to 
this  disease.  It  appears  that  poultry  is 
not  harmed  by  a  ration  that  is  lacking 
in  vitamin  C.  This  vitamin  appears  in 
fresh  vegetables  and  fruits,  oranges, 
lemons,  raspberries,  strawberries  and 
tomatoes.  Grains  contain  but  a  slight 
trace  of  vitamin  C  until  they  are  sprout- 
ed, when  it  is  said  they  become  good 
sources  of  it.  But  it  seems  that  poul- 
trymen  need  not  bother  their  heads 
much  about  this  vitamin  C. 

Vitman  D  is  closely  associated  with 
vitamin  A  and  is  especially  important 
in  the  poultry  ration.  Experiments  dur- 
ing the  past  few  years  have  shown  that 
rickets  is  caused  by  faulty  nutrition, 
and  in  poultry  this  condition  is  caused 
by  an  ill-balanced  ration  with  respect  to 
the  calcium  (lime)  and  phosphorus  and 
lacking  in  vitamin  D.  Such  rations  fail 
to  produce  bones  and  the  result  is  the 
disease  known  as  rickets.  This  disease 
is  peculiar  to  domesticated  poultry. 
Birds  living  under  natural  conditions 
do  not  have  the  disease.  It  is  closely 
associated  with  artificial  conditions.  A 
poultry  ration  rich  in  vitamin  D  pre- 
vents rickets  and  therefore  proves  very 
valuable  in  poultry  feeding.  Many  cases 
of  leg  weakness  in  chicks  is  nothing  but 
rickets.  It  appears  that  vitamin  A  and 
vitamin  D  will  correct  most  if  not  all 
cases  of  leg  weakness  in  chicks  when 
this  trouble  is  due  to  a  deficiency  dis- 
ease. 


Vitamin  D  is  different  from  vitamin  A 
in  that  sunlight  appears  to  be  a  good 
substitute  for  it.  This  vitamin  does  net 
take  ths  place  of  vitamin  A  in  the  least 
respect.  Growing  chicks  fed  a  ration  of 
white  corn,  skim  milk,  calcium  carbon- 
ate and  salt  developed  rickets  when  the 
young  chicks  were  kept  in  the  dark. 
When  exposed  to  the  direct  sunlight 
but  fed  the  same  ration  another  lot  of 
chicks  did  not  develop  rickets.  It  ap- 
pears that  the  ultra  violet  rays  of  the 
sun  are  largely  responsible  for  the  dif- 
ference. When  placed  under  glass  the 
disease  developed,  but  glass  substitute, 
which  almits  the  ultra  violet  rays,  again 
prevented  the  development  of  the  dis- 
ease. Therefore  it  appears  that  the 
ultra  violet  ray  is  a  very  good  substi- 
tute for  vitamin  D  and  prevent  rickets. 
If  the  chicks  can  be  kept  in  the  direct 
rays  of  the  sun  the  danger  of  rickets 
is  very  remote.  If  this  does  not  apper«' 
possible,  the  use  of  glass  substitute  is 
most  useful.  Of  course,  the  addition  of 
vitamin  D  to  the  ration  prevents  the 
disease. 

Cod  liver  oil,  egg  yolks  and  milk  ap- 
pear to  have  vitamin  D  in  sufficient 
quantities  to  make  them  useful  addi- 
tions to  the  ration.  The  distribution  of 
this  vitamin  in  the  >lant  world  is  yet 
to  be  investigated  but  we  hold  the  belief 
that  green  food  grown  in  the  direct  sun- 
light will  store  up  the  benefits  of  the 
ultra  violet  ray  and  eventually  pass 
them  on  to  the  fowl  which  consumes 
them. 

Vitamin  A  differs  from  vitamin  D  in 
that  it  is  destroyed  by  heat  or  contact 
with  the  air,  while  vitamin  D  is  not  af- 
fected in  the  least  by  either  heat  or  air. 

The  importance  of  vitamins  in  the 
maintenance  of  health  and  normal  de- 
velopment of  poultry  is  far  greater  than 
the  average  poultryman  realizes.  Many 
of  the  diseases  to  which  poultry  seems 
heir  are  in  fact  but  deficiency  diseases. 
Long  before  the  disease  makes  it  ap- 
pearance the  bird  may  show  signs  of

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Science  Solves  Another  Problem 


Science  has  solved  another  of  Na- 
ture's secrets,  and  the  discovery  prom- 
ises to  revolutionize  the  entire  poultry 
business. 

It  is  known  that  while  glass  admits 
light,  that  it  also  filters  out  that  por- 
tion of  the  sun's  rays  known  as  the 
ultra-violet  ray.  It  has  also  been  prov- 
en that  animal  and  vegetable  life  is 
greatly  affected  by  lowered  vitality 
when  confined  under  glass.  Quite  nat- 
urally men  with  a  scientific  mind  began 
to  look  for  a  solution  of  the  problem — 
to  try  and  provide  a  practical  and  econ- 
omical substitute  for  glass,  knowing 
that  glass  was  the  offender. 

The  problem  has  been  solved  in  the 
discovery  that  glass  substitute  met  +he 
required  needs  of  glass  and  yet  admitted 
the  ultra-violet  ray  to  pass  through  it.

Scientists  assert  that  a  lack  of 
vitamin  D  will  bring  about  this  condi- 
tion. This  vitamin,  is  found  in  cod 
liver  oil  and  yolk  of  eggs.  They  also 
have  proven  that  the  ultra-violet  rays 
of  the  sun  have  the  same  affect  on  the 
system  as  vitamin  D.  In  other  words 
it  is  a  substitute  for  this  vitamin.  It 
will  help  to  prevent  rickets.  It  appears 
that  the  ultra-violet  ray  is  a  very  im- 
portant factor  in  the  prevention  of  rick- 
ets or  leg  weakness  in  chicks.  Just  what 
action  the  ultra-violet  ray  has  upon  the 
system  is  best  described  by  Dr.  William 
Benham  Snow  of  New  York  City,  who, 
speaking  before  a  conference  for  the 
study  of  the  ultra-violet  ray,  said:  "The 
ultra-violet  ray  acts  upon  the  lime  in 
circulation  in  the  blood,  so  that  it  can 
be  used  in  bone  building,  and  in  this 
way  they  are  the  specific  cure  for  rick- 
ets." Therefore  the  ultra-violet  ray  ap- 
pears to  be  the  means  of  preventing 
leg  weakness  in  young  chicks,  when  it 
is  caused  from  rickets. 

At  the  Iowa  State  Agriculture  College 
a  group  of  three-week-old  chicks  were 
divided,  one  lot  remained  under  glass 
and  the  other  lot  was  placed  under  glass 
substitute.  Of  the  lot  remaining  under 
glass  25  per  cent  died  during  the  next 
four  weeks.  Not  one  under  the  glass 
substitute  died  or  showed  any  sign  of 
sickness.  This  would  indicate  that 
vitamin  D  as  it  appeared  in  the  ration 
needed  the  effect  of  the  ultra-violet  ray 
to  obtain  full  effect.  Further,  it  was 
found  that  the  chicks  under  the  glass 
made  a  gain  of  180  per  cent,  while  those 
under  the  glass  substitute  made  a  gain 
in  weight  of  250  per  cent. 

A  lack  of  vitamin  D  has  a  very  pro- 
nounced effect  upon  hens.  It  appears 
to  bring  on  a  sort  of  egg  paralysis,  a 
condition  where  the  egg  organs  fail  to 
function  or  at  least  their  action  is  great- 
ly retarded.  That  this  condition  exists 
seems  easy  of  proof  because  we  all  know 
that  it  is  difficult  to  make  a  hen  lay  in 
winter  when  she  is  confined  to  the 
house.     However,  in   the  spring  when

she  gets  out  in  the  sunshine  she  quick- 
ly returns  to  a  normal  laying  condi- 
tion. 

If  the  ultra-violet  ray  tends  to  pro- 
mote winter  laying,  it  seems  quite  evi- 
dent that  glass  substitute  has  a  place 
in  every  laying  house. 

The  ultra-violet  ray  is  said  to  stimu- 
late growth.  When  the  growing  chicks 
are  kept  in  the  sunshine  they  appear 
to  make  the  most  rapid  growth,  and  this 
is  because  they  absorb  these  life  giving 
rays  and  growth  is  normal  and  as  in- 
tended by  Nature.  The  experiment  of 
the  Iowa  State  Agriculture  College,  of 
which  we  have  already  spoken,  proves 
that  glass  filters  out  certain  elements 
of  the  sunshine  which  make  for  growth. 
When  the  lot  of  chicks  under  glass  sub- 
stitute make  70  per  cent  more  growth 
than  those  under  glass  the  conclusion 
is  perfectly  evident. 

The  use  of  glass  substitute  promotes 
health  and  prevents  disease.  If  glass 
substitute  admits  the  ultra-violet  ray, 
and  this  point  has  been  practically  set- 
tled, this  substitute  for  glass  should  be 
used  in  every  poultry  house.  The  ultra- 
violet ray  tends  to  build  healthy  bodies 
in  young  and  old  poultry  because  it  pro- 
vides them  with  a  life  giving  element. 
Poultry  would  perish  from  the  face  of 
the  earth  if  the  sun  failed  to  shine  with 
its  accustomed  regularity.  Life,  animal 
and  vegetable,  depend  upon  the  sun  for 
life.  Doubtless  the  ultra-violet  ray  has 
more  to  do  with  the  health  of  poultry 
than  almost  any  other  thing,  and  yet 
most  of  us  overlook  the  matter  entire- 
ly. Much  of  the  disease  and  lowered 
vitality  of  poultry  today  is  due  to  ne- 
glect, to  a  lack  of  full  realization  of  the 
importance  of  sunshine.  Why  a  man 
should  build  a  poultry  house,  put  in

windows  of  glass  which  stop  the  most 
needed  element  of  the  sun's  rays,  is 
more  than  we  can  understand.  One  of 
the  crying  needs  of  the  day  is  for  more 
vigor  in  our  flocks,  for  we  know  that 
sickness  and  disease  do  not  visit  vigor- 
ous birds.  It  picks  out  those  which  are 
physically  below  par.  One  way  to  pro- 
mote health  is  to  get  the  birds  out  in 
the  sun  and  provide  houses  which  ad- 
mit sunshine  into  them,  with  every  ray 
intact  as  Nature  makes  it. 

While  we  are,  or  should  be,  very 
grateful  to  our  scientific  men  for  their 
help  in  such  matters,  as  we  have  been 
thinking  about,  yet  the  majority  of  us 
have  to  think  of  more  material  things. 
We  must  take  the  findings  of  these  men 
of  science  because  they  are  trained  men, 
but  still  we  like  to  know  how  the  mat- 
ter is  going  to  help  us  make  more  mon- 
ey. We  always  have  to  face  the  money 
side  of  the  question.  We  are  the  fel- 
lows who  have  to  pay  the  feed  bills. 

We  believe  that  it  is  economical  to 
use  glass  substitute  for  several  reasons. 
In  the  first  place,  the  cost  is  much  less 
than  glass.  One  can  buy  a  roll  of  glass 
substitute  and  cut  to  any  desired  size, 
using  a  pair  of  shears.  In  the  majority 
of  cases  the  cost  of  a  window  sash  is 
saved  as  the  glass  substitute  is  either 
tacked  on  a  removable  frame  or  directly 
on  to  the  frame  of  the  window.  We 
favor  tacking  it  on  a  frame,  but  this  is 
a  matter  of  personal  choice.  When  glass 
is  used,  the  broken  window  lights  are 
always  a  source  of  expense  and  worry. 
It  is  next  to  impossible  to  keep  the 
glass  intact.  The  cost  of  replacing 
broken  glass  is  high,  and  it  requires 
much  valuable  time — time  which  could 
be  used  to  advantage  in  other  directions. 
When  glass  substitute  is  used  the  re- 
placement cost  is  next  to  nothing.  This 
item  alone  is  well  worth  considering  if 
a  new  poultry  house  is  contemplated. 
Many  are  replacing  broken  glass  with 
glass  substitute,  and  in  this  way  saving 
time  and  repairs  of  the  future. 

It 
can  be  cut  to  the  desired  size  with  a 
pair  of  old  shears,  and  tacked  into 
place.  Some  use  ordinary  tacks  for  this 
purpose,  but  we  like  the  double  pointed 
tacks  better.  If  a  neat  job  is  desired 
a  lath  may  be  nailed  over  the  edge,  and 
it  presents  a  finished  appearance.  There 
need  be  but  little  waste  of  the  mate- 
rial for  the  reason  that  it  is  cut  to  the 
exact  size  wanted. 

Glass  substitute  has  many  fine  fea- 
tures. Being  semi-transparent  it  admits 
plenty  of  light.  There  is  no  glare  as 
when  glass  is  used.  The  light  is  soft 
and  warm  and  it  penetrates  to  every 
nook  and  corner  of  the  house.  When 
you  step  into  a  poultry  house  in  which 
glass  substitute  is  used  you  notice  at 
once  how  pleasant  the  light  is  and  how 
easy  and  restful  it  is  on  the  eyes.

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DO  WE  FACE  A  FOOD 
SHORTAGE? 


Some  of  our  best  thinkers  believe  that 
America,  particularly  the  United  States, 
will  face  a  food  shortage  within  the  next 
forty  or  fifty  years.  Whether  the  pros- 
pect is  as  serious  as  pictured  is  a  dif- 
ficult problem  to  solve,  but  perhaps  it 
would  be  well  for  us  to  give  the  matter 
some  serious  consideration. 

The  industrial  centers  of  the  country 
are  growing  very  rapidly,  while  the  ag- 
riculture population  is  decreasing.  This 
condition  cannot  continue  without  de- 
veloping a  serious  situation,  unless  by 
the  aid  of  modern  equipment  it  is  pos- 
sible to  produce  more  with  less  labor.  It 
would  seem  that  there  is  a  limit  in  this 
matter  of  industrialization.  Just  how 
far  it  is  possible  to  carry  the  matter 
with  safety,  we  cannot  say.  Personally 
we  believe  that  the  United  States  should 
produce  all  its  food  and  clothing.  When 
we  find  it  necessary  to  import  food, 
then  it  is  time  to  arouse  ourselves. 
Quite  naturally  we  will  always  import 
a  few  minor  foods,  but  the  main  bulk  of 
our  foosl  should  be  produced  here  at 
feome. 

Perhaps  you,  as  a  producer  of  eggs 
and  poultry,  may  wonder  just  how  this 
matter  of  industrialization  will  affect 
your  business.  As  the  great  centers  of 
trade  are  developed,  it  will  require  more 
poultry  and  eggs  to  supply  the  demand. 
This  can  mean  only  one  thing,  and  that 
is  a  more  urgent  demand  for  eggs.  The 
writer  lives  forty  miles  from  a  great 
city,  and  while  five  years  ago  the  aver- 
age farmer  took  his  eggs  to  the  small 
town  grocery  and  traded  them  for  gro- 
ceries, today  large  trucks  come  to  his 
door  and  pick  up  the  eggs  and  carry 
them  to  the  city.  Needless  to  say  the 
farmer  gets  from  five  to  ten  cents  per 
dozen  more  for  his  eggs  than  under  the 
old  system  was  not  considered  possible. 
Therefore  it  seems  that  the  growth  of 
the  big  cities  will  affect  the  poultryman 
to  his  advantage. 

We  should  not  become  over  enthus- 
iastis  and  increase  production  to  such 
an  extent  as  to  glut  the  market  or  ma- 
terially reduce  prices.  Let  it  be  remem- 
bered that  price  is  governed  in  a  large 
r.i.easure  by  the  supply.  If  we  find  that 
there  is  moxey  in  eggs  arid  produce  too 


many,  we  will  find  the  prices  slip  to  a 
low  level,  and  we  may  find  that  the 
profits  will  be  on  the  wrong  side  of  the 
ledger.  During  the  past  summer  we 
have  seen  egg  prices  hang  around  the 
bottom  price  for  a  longer  period  t>  an 
was  profitable.  This  is  but  a  taste  of 
what  may  come  from  an  over  supply. 

COMFORTABLE  HENS  PAY 
BEST. 


Did  you  ever  stop  to  think  that  the 
comfortable  hen  pays  the  best?  Perhaps 
you  never  gave  it  a  thought,  but  just 
the  same  it  is  a  fact. 

If  the  house  is  light  and  has  plenty  of 
ventilation,  eool  in  summer  and  warm  in 
winter,  the  hen  will  be  comfortable  and 
lay  more  eggs.  The  heavy  layer  is  the 
hen  which  is  well  fed  and  housed  and 
is  comfortable.  You  cannot  expect  a 
half  fed  hen  to  lay  her  best,  neither  will 
one  which  is  nearly  frozen  make  a  very 
good  showing.  The  hen  must  be  com- 
fortable. Hens  covered  with  lice,  in- 
fested with  disease  and  generally  out 
of  condition  do  not  lay  well.  It  is  .the 
hens  which  are  well,  healthy  and  full  of 
vigor  that  lay  every  day. 

True  it  means  work  to  keep  Mrs. 
Hen  comfortable,  but  we  are  all  in  the 
business  to  get  every  dollar  we  can,  so 
we  should  see  to  it  that  she  gets  so:ne 
extra  care,  especially  when  it  means 
money  for  us. 

Some  people  have  the  wrong  idea  of 
what  a  comfortable  hen  is.  A  big,  fat, 
lazy  bird  is  not  the  comfortable  one. 
Look  for  the  plump,  vigorous  and 
healthy  hens.  There  is  a  wide  differ- 
ence between  a  fat  and  plump  hen.  It 
is  not  difficult  to  distinguish  between  the 
two.  Under  no  circumstances  should  we 
confuse  the  two  kind  of  birds.  Fat  does 
not  indicate  comfort.  Many  times  it 
does  appear  to  bring  discomfort.  What 
we  want  is  a  hen  that  is  reasonably 
plump  and  jam  full  of  reserve  vigor. 
Such  a  hen  must  be  in  tip-top  health. 

CONDITIONS  HAVE 
CHANGED. 


When  the  writer  was  a  boy  an  egg 
was  an  egg,  and  the  buyer  considered 
himself  fortunate  if  he  found  only  a  few 
bad  eggs.  It  was  quite  an  event  to  buy 
a  case  of  eggs  and  find  that  they  were 
all  good.  And  it  was  not  surprising 
that  the  eggs  were  good,  bad  and  indif- 
ferent. Stop  and  think  of  the  conditions 
under  which  they  were  produced. 
Seldom  did  we  find  a  poultry  house 
equipped  with  dropping  boards,  clean 
nests  or  any  convenience  to  promote  the 
health  and  comfort  of  the  fowls.  In  fact 
the  majority  of  hens  were  lucky  if  they 
did  not  have  to  roost  in  trees.  Many 
a  hen  had  to  hunt  around  for  a  place 
in  the  smoke  house,  barn  or  tool  shed 
to  keep  from  freezing  to  death  in  the 
winter.  We  have  not  overdrawn  the 
picture.  Such  conditions  were  very 
common. 

No  wonder  that  the  eggs  were  not 
high  grade  when  it  was  necessary  to 
produce  them  under  such  conditions. 

But  jponditions  have  changed. 

AKd  they  are  still  changing. 

Yesterday  we  could  sell  an  egg  pro- 
vided it  was  fresh.  Today  we  have  to 
grade  the  eggs.  They  must  run  uniform 
in  color,  shape,  size  and  texture  of  shell 
and  quality.  We  are  face  to  face  with 
the  demands  of  a  changing  market  and 


we  must  realize  that  the  requirements 
must  be  met.  The  difficulty  appears  to 
be  that  the  consumer  is  making  the  re- 
quirements. We  are  just  a  little  tardy 
in  this  matter  for  we  should  be  a  step 
in  advance  of  the  market  and  educate 
the  buyer  instead  of  having  the  buyer 
set  the  sandards.  It  seems  that  some 
of  our  poultry  organizations  need  a  lit- 
tle more  visi>n.  To  allow  the  buyer  to 
run  away  with  the  market  is  not  a  sat- 
isfactory arrangement  for  the  poultry- 
men  and  naturally  he  is  not  going  to 
feel  that  the  organizations  have  been 
as  wide  awake  as  he  has  been  led  to 
believe. 

Conditions  have  changed  and  are  now 
changing  and  the  producer  should  try 
and  meet  the  requirements.

SHAPE  OR  COLOR? 


As  the  young  stock  begins  to  fill  out 
and  show  quality,  we  must  decide 
whether  we  are  interested  in  shape  or 
color.  In  a  few  rare  specimens,  shape 
and  color  will  be  found  in  the  same 
bird,  but  usually  we  see  that  either  the 
shape  or  color  will  be  lacking  in  a  bird. 
Of  course,  when  an  extra  good  specimen 
is  found  there  is  no  question  as  to  keep- 
ing it.  The  problem  arises  with  the 
bird  which  is  not  perfect.  The  question 
is,  shall  we  put  the  most  stress  upon 
shape  or  color. 

In  order  to  determine  the  shape  and 
color  problem,  we  should  remember  that 
the  shape  or  type  makes  the  breed  and 
color  the  variety.  The  best  colored  fowl 
in  the  world  may  be  a  cull  unless  it  has 
typical  shape  of  the  breed  it  represents. 
The  shape  is  the  foundation  upon  which 
the  color  structure  is  builded.  Know- 
ing this,  it  appears  that  shape  should 
have  the  most  careful  consideration. 
Whether  one  is  raising  show  specimens 
or  high  record  layers,  his  first  concern 
is  regarding  shape.  If  one  can  get  the 
proper  color  on  the  right  shape  he  has 
a  valuable  bird. 

The  breeder  of  laying  stock  asks: 
"Why  should  I  bother  about  shape?  I 
am  interested  in  eggs."  This  question 
is  answered  in  two  ways.  In  the  first 
place  it  is  generally  believed  that  the 
Standard  shape  is  nearly  ideal  for  the 
heavy  laying  bird.  That  being  the  case 
it  is  essential  to  keep  the  shape  as  near- 
ly the  Standard  as  possible.  The  second 
argument  is  that  the  average  buyer  is 
not  generally  impressed  by  a  lot  of  birds 
of  all  kinds  of  shapes.  He  likes  a  uni- 
formly shaped  bird.  It  is  difficult  to 
convince  anyone  that  mongrels  are  the 
best  layers,  and  birds  of  all  shapes  look 
like  mongrels.  Some  of  our  leading 
breeders  of  laying  stock  have  taken  the 
attitude  that  shape  is  defined  by  the 
Standard  of  Perfection  was  not  the  cor- 
rect shape  of  the  layer.  In  this  we  be- 
lieve that  they  are  mistaken.  They  are 
tearing  down  the  foundation  under  their 
own  house.  When  the  house  begins  to 
fall  they  will  awake  to  the  circum- 
stances. 

Many  poultrymen,  especially  begin- 
ners, give  only  secondary  consideration 
to  the  shape  of  their  birds.  For  this 
reason  we  find  many  birds  which  are 
so  far  off  the  desired  shape  that  it  is 
difficult  at  times  to  determine  the 
breed.  This  may  seem  unusual,  but 
it  is  not.  We  have  seen  many  a  bird 
which  was  not  much  better  than  mon- 
grel so  far  as  shape  was  concerned. 

Color  should  always  be  given  due  cc-.i- 
sideration,   but   remember     that  shape 
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eomes  first.  To  reverse  the  order  is  to 
court  disaster. 

Cull  the  young  stock  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible, but  remember  that  many  an  un- 
gainly cockerel  may  develop  into  a  neat 
appearing  bird.  Evident  culls  may  be 
sent  to  the  market,  but  birds  of  which 
there  is  any  question  should  be  retained 
and  their  progress  watched.  Neither 
color  or  shape  can  be  determined  at  an 
early  age.  It  takes  time  for  a  fowl  to 
ripen  and  develop. 

POULTRY  BETTER  THAN  A 
GOLD  MINE. 


Twenty  years  ago  a  friend  of  mine  in- 
vested his  savings  in  a  gold  mine.  Of 
course  a  wonderful  picture  was  painted, 
showing  him  retired  and  living  on  the 
interest  from  his  investment.  Perhaps 
he  was  an  easy  mark,  but  we  have  seen 
many  just  as  foolish  as  he  was.  Any- 


way, he  invested  his  money  in  the  mine 
and  it  is  still  there  and  he  is  working 
for  a  living. 

About  the  same  time  he  bought  a 
dozen  hens  which  cost  him  ten  dollars. 
Those  hens  paid  for  their  fed  the  first 
year  and  made  him  $18  clear.  The  sec- 
ond year  they  made  him  $15,  and  the 
third  year  he  cleaned  up  $13.  In  the 
three  years  his  flock  of  a  dozen  hens 
paid  him  $46  clear  and  paid  for  their 
feed.  If  we  deduct  the  initial  invest- 
ment of  $10,  we  find  that  the  birds  made 
him  $36.  On  an  investment  of  $10  he 
had  an  income  of  $12  per  year. 

In  the  twenty  years  which  have  pass- 
ed this  gentleman  has  learned  how  to 
make  his  birds  pay  still  better,  and  now 
he  expects  every  hen  to  return  a  profit 
of  $3  each  year. 

"If  I  had  put  that  money  I  sunk  in 
the  gold  mine,  into  poultry,  I  would  be 
independently  rich  now.    Well,  there  is 


no  use  crying  over  spilled  milk,  but  my 
experience  has  convinced  me  that  poul- 
try is  better  than  a  gold  mine,  and  I  am 
mining  gold  in  my  poultry  house  every 
day."  This  statement  is  one  which  can 
be  vouched  for  by  many  of  our  readers. 
Such  a  gold  mine  as  the  one  in  the  poul- 
try house  is  under  your  own  control  and 
you  know  that  you  will  be  able  to  make 
it  pay,  every  day  in  the  year  and  every 
year.  There  is  no  guess  work  about 
it.  If  you  fail  to  make  a  pay  streak  it 
is  not  the  fault  of  the  chickens.

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FOUNDER  OF  POULTRY  KEEPER 
DIES. 


Walter  Van  Renssellar  Powis,  well- 
known  resident  of  Wayne,  Illinois,  died 
recently  in  an  Elgin  hospital  as  the  re- 
sult of  a  fracture  of  the  skull  received 
when  struck  by  an  automobile.  His 
death  is  of  more  than  passing  interest 
to  POULTRY  KEEPER  readers  because 
it  was  he  who  founded  POULTRY 
KEEPER.  He  saw  the  need  of  a  prac- 
tical poultry  journal  and  established  the 
paper,  consequently  our  readers  will  be 
deeply  moved  at  his  passing. 

Mr.  Powis  was  born  near  Rochester, 
New  York,  on  April  23,  1852,  and  early 
in  life  entered  the  newspaper  field.  In 
1878  he  bought  FARM  AND  FIRE- 
SIDE, an  agricultural  publication, 
which  he  built  up  to  a  nation  wide  in- 
fluence. Sometime  after,  April,  1884,  to 
be  exact,  he  started  the  publication  of 
POULTRY  KEEPER.  The  publication 
office  was  at  89  Randolph  street,  Chi- 
cago, Illinois.  Mr.  Powis  was  the  pub- 
lisher and  Mr.  P.  H.  Jacobs  the  editor. 
Almost  immediately  the  paper  jumped 
into  public  favor  and  became  a  strong 
factor  in  the  growth  and  development 
of  the  poultry  industry.  Many  of  our 
early  readers  will  recall  that  Mr.  Jacobs 
was  a  forceful  writer  and  made  many 
strong  friends  for  the  paper  and  him- 
self. The  business  management  was  en- 
tirely upon  the  shoulder  of  Mr.  Powis 
and  due  to  his  ability  the  circulation 
grew  and  the  paper  prospered. 

In  August,  1885,  Mr.  Powis  sold  his 
interest  in  POULTRY  KEEPER  to  Mr. 
Jacobs,  who  associated  with  other 
friends  and  moved  the  paper  to  Park- 
ersburg,  Pennsylvania. 

Mr.  Powis  was  connected  with  POUL- 
TRY KEEPER  but  a  comparatively 
short  time  and  yet  he  left  the  imprint 
of  his  ability  upon  the  future,  and  to- 


day we  realize  that  much  of  the  suc- 
cess, which  has  come  to  the  paper  was 
due  to  his  good  judgment  and  ability. 

About  1890  Mr.  Powis  sold  his  other 
publications  and  became  associated  with 
the  great  New  York  publisher,  Frank 
A  Munsey.  Mr.  Powis  was  placed  in 
charge  of  the  advertising  department  of 
Munsey's  New  York  newspaper  and 
served  in  this  capacity  with  muoh  credit 
for  years.  Later  he  severed  his  connec- 
tion with  Munse/  and  headed  the  ad- 
vertising department  of  the  New  York 
Commercial  Advocate. 

In  late  years  Mr.  Powis  devoted  his 
lime  to  his  farm  and  other  commercial 
interests  and  lived  a  quiet  life  at 
Wayne. 

Mr.  Powis  attained  a  national  reputa- 
tion as  an  editor,  publisher  and  adver- 
tising man  which  proves  that  lie  had 
wonderful  ability.  To  attain  distinction 
in  one  line  would  indicate  unusual  abil- 
ity, but  to  become  a  national  figure  in 
three  lines  or  more  means  that  his  loss 
v.ill  be  felt,  by  all. 

We  deevlv  regret  the  passing  of  Mr. 
Powis  and  we  know  that  all  of  our 
readers  w:l'  ;oin  with  us  in  expending 
sympathy  to  the  bereaved  family.  " 


COMMERCIAL  GRIT  NECESSARY. 


Many  poultrymen  think  that  when 
they  provide  oyster  shells,  that  grit  is 
not  necessary.  Such  a  belief  has  no 
basis  for  fact.  Grit  is  needed  at  all 
times.  Oyster  shell  is  given  to  provide 
the  lime  to  make  shells  for  the  eggs 
but  it  is  not  sufficiently  hard  to  grind 
the  food. 

Think  of  grit  as  teeth  for  the  birds 
and  you  have  a  very  good  idea  of  what 
it  is  supposed  to  do.  Our  birds  have  no 
teeth  to  grind  the  food.  Consequently, 
Nature,  in  its  wisdom  provided  hard 
stones  and  like  substances.    In  its  wild 


state  the  fowl  found  a  plentiful  supply 
of  grit  but  when  we  confine  them  to 
small  quarters  it  does  not  take  long  to 
exhaust  the  available  stones  which 
might  be  used  as  grit.  That  being  the 
case  it  appears  that  grit  must  be  pro- 
vided. It  pays  to  be  on  the  safe  side 
and  keep  grit  and  oyster  shell  in  the 
hoppers  so  that  the  hens  may  have  it 
whenever  they  need  it. 

The  cost  of  using  a  good  commercial 
grit  is  not  high  and  we  should  remem- 
ber that  good  digestion  demands  grit. 
The'  health  of  our  birds  depends  upon 
their  ability  to  digest  food.  Grit  is  ab- 
solutely essential  to  the  grinding  of 
this  food.  Then  it  seems  to  be  proven 
that  grit  is  of  vital  importance  to  the 
health  of  the  birds.  When  the  cost  of 
a  good  grade  commercial  grit  is  so  rea- 
sonable we  can  see  no  reason  to  try  and 
save  a  few  pennies  and  perhaps  cut 
the  egg  yield  materialy.  Several  years 
ago  we  recall  seeing  a  flock  of  birds 
which  were  hardly  laying  enough  eggs 
to  pay  for  their  feed.  The  farmer  was 
much  provoked  and  threatened  all 
kinds  of  things.  A  visit  revealed  the 
fact  that  the  birds  were  roaming  all 
over  the  fields  as  though  in  search  of 
something.  We  watched  them  careful- 
ly and  decided  it  was  grit  they  needed. 
The  farmer  bought  a  sack  of  grit  and 
the  egg  yield  increased  at  once.  And 
yet  some  people  "will  say  that  grit  is  a 
needless  expense. 

Keep  oyster  shells  and  grit  before  the 
hens  all  the  time.  These  substances  are 
an  inexpensive  but  quite  necessary  pare 
of  the  ration.  Hens  will  eat  about  2  lbs. 
of  oyster  shell  and  about  1  lb.  of  grit 
each  in  a  year. 


RAISE  BETTER  POULTRY 


Why  not  better  the  quality  of  the 
flock  this  season  by  more  careful  selec- 
tion. Don't  use  the  eggs  from  the  en- 
tire flock  for  hatching,  but  make  up  a 
breeding  pen  of  the  best  hens  and  use 
only  their  eggs  to  hatch  from.  Twenty 
hens  in  a  colony  house,  about  S  by  10 
feet  square,  placed  out  in  the  orchard, 
with  a  yard  about  50  feet  square,  should 
furnish  a  setting  of  eggs  per  day  during 
the  season,  which  is  about  all  the  aver- 
age farmer  will  care  to  use.  Or  there 
may  be  other  quarters  suitable  for  hous- 
ing and  yarding  a  breeding  flock,  but  an 
orchard  is  surely  an  ideal  location. 

If  hens  are  selected  for  breeders  in- 
stead of  pullets,  then  I  would  use  cock- 
erels, instead  of  cock  birds  to  mate  with 
them.  Keeping  two  males  for  a  pen  of 
twenty  females,  changing  every  few 
days.  The  right  kind  of  a  male  bird  is 
too  unselfish  for  his  own  good  and  will 
call  the  hens  to  eat  all  of  the  good 
things  while  he  goes  without;  shutting 
him  up  a  few  days  and  feeding  him  will 
keep  him  in  better  condition,  and  the 
result  will  be  a  better  hatch  of  more 
vigorous  chicks. 

No  males,  except  these  two  should  be 
kept  for  the  average  farm  flock.  This 
plan  means  an  improvement  in  the 
weight,  vitality  and  general  appearance 
of  the  flock  and  its  laying  qualities,  and 
the  infertile  eggs  produced  by  the  bal- 
ance of  the  flock  will  keep  better  during 
warm  weather,  and  will  be  much  better 
for  putting  away  for  next  winter's  use.

The  range  and  mortality  has  most 
to  do  with  the  cost  of  raising  a  flock 
of  chickens,  and  the  kind  of  range  in- 
fluences the  mortality  rate.  It  is  a 
poor  policy  to  keep  young  chickens  on 
a  piece  of  ground  that  has  been  used 
for  years  as  a  range  or  yard  for  old 
fowls,  for  the  reason  that  such  soil  has 
become  more  or  less  contaminated.  It 
is  equally  bad  management  to  compel 
the  chicks  to  range  with  the  old  stock, 
as  the  chicks  will  be  continually 
harassed  and  crowded  by  the  old  hirds, 
furthermore,  their  rations  are  entirely 
different,  and  the  hens  will  get  most  of 
the  feed. 

No  practical  poultryman  will  allow 
the  old  and  young  stock  to  run  together, 
nor  the  cockerels  with  the  pullets  after 
they  are  old  enough  to  be  separated. 
Neither  the  cockerels  or  pullets,  when 
they  run  together,  will  make  as  rapid 
growth  as  is  possible  when  they  are 
separated. 

The  proper  separation  of  the  birds 
requires  a  certain  amount  of  fencing 
on  the  poultry  range,  but  in  many  in- 
stances it  will  be  found  that  the  in- 
creased profit  from  the  poultry  in  one 
year,  due  to  fencing  and  separation  of 
the  flocks,  will  be  more  than  the  cost 
of  the  material  and  the  labor  in  putting 
up  the  fence. 

Green  food  is  important  for  the 
chickens  and  can  most  economically  be 
supplied  by  growing  it  on  the  range. 
A  lot  where  there  is  more  or  less  clover 
coming  on  is  fine  for  chickens,  and  a 
range  of  this  sort  helps  to  cut  down 
the  bill  for  other  feed.  Early  in  the 
season,  sprouted  oats  furnish  a  good 
green  feed,  but  later  it  is  more  econ- 
omical to  have  a  crop  of  green  food 
growing  on  the  range  so  that  the 
young,  growing  birds  can  obtain  exer- 
cise when  gathering  the  crop. 

Shade  in  the  poultry  runs  is  very 
necessary,  in  fact,  I  would  no  more 
think  of  keeping  hens  or  growing  chick- 
ens on  a  range,  or  in  a  yard  without 
shade  being  provided,  than  I  would 
to  keep  them  without  shelter  at  night. 
In  laying  out  my  poultry  yards,  the 
first  thing  done  was  to  set  out  a  row 
of  peach  and  plum  trees  the  length  of 
each  yard.  These  trees  come  on 
quickly,  especially  the  peach,  and  soon 
make  fine  shade.  Until  the  trees  can 
be  grown,  shade  may  be  provided  by 
planting  sunflowers  and  corn  along  the 
fence. 

For  yarded  chickens,  and  also  hens, 
it  is  an  advantage,  When  possible,  to 
place  them  near  a  windbreak.  In  a 
bleak  location,  even  on  warm  sunshiny- 
days,  the  wind  may  be  blowing  so  that 
the  birds  will  remain  in  the  house 
much  of  the  time,  while  if  a  wind- 
break or  evergreens  protect  the  range, 
they  will  get  out  and  enjoy  scratching 
in  the  sunshine,  and  the  air  will  be 
quite  still.  Shade  for  the  chickens  also 
seems  as  a  protection  to  them  from 
hawks  and  crows,  giving  them  a  place 
of  concealment  at  the  approach  of 
these  enemies.  A  chick  in  an  open  field 
or  lot  is  easily  picked  up  by  a  crow  or 
hawk,  but  if  the  chicken  has  a  row  of 
raspberry  bushes  to  ruYT  under  for  pro- 
tection then  these-  birds-  will  fear  a  trap 
and  hesitate  about  lighting.  .

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Vaccination  of  Poultry 


A 


BOUT  this  time  of  year  many  poultrymen  are 
beginning  to  recall  their  losses  of  last  winter, 
when  their  flocks  were  sick  with  roup  and 
similar  diseases.  These  same  poultrymen  are 
beginning  to  wonder  if  these  losses  are  to  be  repeated 
again  this  year.  They  may  remember  that  some  of  their 
birds  caught  cold,  which  soon  spread  to  the  rest  of  the 
flock.  Instead  of  getting  better,  however,  the  colds  be- 
came worse.  The  birds  became  droopy  and  the  dis- 
charge from  the  nasal  passages  which,  at  first,  were 
thin  and  watery,  thickened  and  smelled  offensive.  The 
eyelids  were  swollen  up  so  much  that  they  were  closed 
and  the  birds  could  not  find  food.  Finally,  the  birds 
were  forced  to  breath  through  their  mouths  because  of 
stopped  nasal  passages,  and  in  a  week  or  ten  days 
many  were  dead. 

The  question  these  poultrymen  are  asking  now  is, 
"How  can  I  keep  the  roup  out  of  the  flock  this  year?" 
Of  course,  they  can  separate  the  sick  birds,  and  keep 
their  flock  in  clean,  sanitary  quarters,  but  sometimes 
roup  comes  anyway.  It  may  be  caught  from  other  birds 
on  the  show  circuit,  or  it  might  be  carried  from  other 
flocks  by  pigeons  and  wild  birds. 

Luckily,  the  poultryman  need  no  longer  worry  about 
roup  losses.  Along  with  the  many  other  discoveries  of 
the  age,  there  has  been  found  a  preventive  for  roup  and 
its  related  diseases,  chicken  pox,  canker,  fowl  diph- 
theria and  sorehead  that  is  not  only  effective,  but  also 
inexpensive,  particularly  considering  the  heavy  losses

that  are  often  incurred.  Roup  may  be  prevented  by  vaccina- 
tion. Just  as  children  are  vaccinated  for  small  pox,  chickens 
may  now  be  vaccinated  for  roup.  The  principle  is  the  same: 
Inject  a  substance  into  the  blood  that  will  make  the  body 
build  up  a  resistance  to  a  disease. 

Although  it  was  over  75  years  ago  that  Jenner,  an  English- 
man, discovered  the  principles  of  vaccination,  this  effective 
method  of  preventing  disease  was  not  applied  to  the  poultry 
industry  until  1913,  when  vaccines  were  found  that  would 
control  roup. 

A  number  of  years  ago,  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture  stepped  in  and  issued  licenses  to  certain  firms, 
permitting  them  to  manufacture  and  sell  poultry  vaccines.  To 
keep  the  products  up  to  standard,  the  licensed  laboratories 
are  visited  regularly  by  government  inspectors. 


Roup  vaccines,  commercially  known  as  avian  mixed 
bacterin,  consist  of  a  mixture  of  dead  germs.  The  dis- 
ease germs  are  gathered  from  sick  birds  in  various 
parts  of  the  country  and  then  grown  artificially  in  the 
laboratory.  The  bacterin  is  made  from  these  germs 
after  they  have  been  killed. 

The  process  of  vaccination  is  quite  simple.  All  that 
is  necessary  is  a  hypodermic  syringe  and  needles,  which 
usually  are  sold  by  the  company  that  makp-s  the  vac- 
cines. The  syringe  is  filled  ,and  the  bacterin  injected 
under  the  loose  skin  beneath  the  wing  or  into  the  flesh 
of  the  leg  or  breast.  The  dose  is  %  cc  or  about  8  drops, 
which  costs  from  about  one  cent  (lc)  to  three  cents  (3c) 
each,  depending  on  the  number  vaccinated.  One  per- 
son, with  a  helper  to  catch  and  hold  the  birds,  can  vac- 
cinate several  hundred  birds  an  hour. 

"Antibodies"  are  produced  in  the  chicken's  blood  as  a 
result  of  the  presence  of  the  bacterin.  It  is  these  anti- 
bodies that  keep  out  the  disease. 

Hens  are  usually  vaccinated  two  or  three  times  with 
from  three  to  five  days  between  each  vaccination.  Since 
it  is  during  the  cold,  damp  winter  and  spring  months 
that  roup  is  the  worst,  the  best  time  for  vaccination  is 
in  the  fall.  The  protection  will  last  about  a  year.  Often 
fanciers  give  their  birds  an  extra  "shot"  before  starting 
them  on  the  show  circuit.  This  not  only  protects  the 
birds  that  are  being  exhibited,  but  also  prevents  them 
from  spreading  disease  when  they  get  back  home  again. 

That  bacterins  do  not  have  harmful  results  has  been 
proved  by  A.  Kellar  Goodwin,  Director  of  the  Poultry 
Division,  United  States  Veterans  Bureau  Vocational 
Schools,  Chillicothe,  Ohio.  In  Goodwin's  non-vaccinated 
flocks,  there  was  5  to  6  times  as  much  sickness,  and 
fully  5  times  as  many  deaths  as  among  those  that  were 
vaccinated.  Goodwin  also  found  that  avian  mixed  bac- 
terin is  not  harmful,  coming  to  these  conclusions: 

1.  Bacterins  are  not  poisonous,  nor  do  they  cause 
sickness. 

2.  No  deaths  resulted  from  using  bacterins. 

3.  Bacterins  do  not  affect  egg  yields,  nor  the  fertility 
and  hatchability  of  eggs. 

4.  Bacterin  does  not  affect  table  qualities  of  fowls. 

5.  Vaccination  aids  in  preventing  colda,  and  thus 
helps  ward  off  roup,  diphtheria,  canker,  etc. 

6.  A  skilled  person  is  not  necessary  to  vaccinate. 
The  Poultry  Department  of  the  University  of  Arkansas  has 

recommended,  in  the  bulletin,  "Common  Diseases  of  Poultry,' 
that  bacterin  be  part  of  the  treatment  for  roup  and  related 
diseases.  The  complete  treatment  includes,  of  course,  re- 
moving the  sick  birds  from  the  flock,  cleaning  out  the  chicken 
houses,  and  putting  in  fresh,  dry  bedding,  etc.  Since  the  dis- 
ease will  spread  from  the  drinking  troughs,  one  gram  of  mer- 
cury bichloride  may  be  added  to  each  six  quarts  of  drinking 
water.  Water  treated  in  this  way  cannot  be  placed  in  metal 
containers,  as  it  will  corrode  the  metal.  However,  glass,  wood 
or  earthenware  containers  are  satisfactory.

George  J.  Denison,  a  poultryman  near 
Altomont,  Kansas,  reports  that  after 
losing  60  of  his  500  Leghorn  hens  with 
the  roup,  he  vaccinated  with  avian 
mixed  bacterin  and  completely  cleaned 
it  up  in  2  or  3  weeks. 

Dr.  Orville  T.  Atwell,  of  Zanesville, 
Ohio,  had  poultry  farmed  out  "where  I 
learned  later,  to  my  sorrow,  that  they 
had  quit  raising  themselves  because  of 
all  kinds  of  diseases  on  the  farm.  How- 
ever, with  vaccination  we  cured  them 
and,  together  with  cleanliness  and  vac- 
cination, that  farm  is  free  of  all  disease, 
and  has  been  for  over  two  breeding  sea- 
sons." 

Although  chicks  of  a  week  to  six 
weeks  old  may  be  vaccinated,  most 
breeders  prefer  to  wait  until  the  birds 
are  six  to  twelve  weeks  of  age.  For 
chicks  under  six  weeks,  a  half  dose  of 
*4  cc.  or  4  drops  is  used. 

Not  only  chickens,  but  also  turkeys, 
ducks,  pigeons,  guinea  fowl,  geese  and 
other  birds  have  been  saved  from  fatal 
disease  by  vaccination.  The  dose  tor 
poulls  and  goslings  from  4  to  16  weeks 
old  is  y2  cc  (8  drops),  and  for  geese  or 
turkey  over  4  months,  1  cc  (16  drops). 

Vaccines  are  comparatively  new  and 
not  universally  known,  but  the  experi- 
ences of  those  who  have  combined  the 
use  of  vaccines  with  proper  care  and 
feeding  of  flocks,  has  shown  that  roup, 
chicken  pox,  canker,  fowl  diphtheria  and 
sorehead,  as  well  as  serious  colds,  pre- 
ventable diseases,  and  that,  with  care, 
the  immense  losses  arising  from  them 
may  be  greatly  reduced.

1.  We  consider  a  dropping  board  nec- 
essary as  a  means  of  keeping  the  house 
clean  and  sanitary.  As  a  simple  means 
of  promoting  health  it  is  very  essential. 

2.  When  kept  clean  the  way  it  should 
be,  we  believe  that  wood  is  the  best  ma- 
terial of  which  to  make  it.  Naturally 
if  the  droppings  are  allowed  to  remain 
on  the  dropping  board  for  long  periods 
the  wood  will  become  damp  and  it  will 
not  be  very  satisfactory.  However,  in 
modern  poultry  plants  they  remove  the 
droppings  every  day,  and  by  such  a 
method  wood  serves  well. 

3.  Metal  would  be  likely  to  rust  and 
would  be  cold.  We  have  tried  galvan- 
ized dropping  boards  and  do  not  like 
them  very  well. 

4.  Raise  the  roosts  up  above  the 
dropping  boards  and  place"  chicken  net- 
ting over  the  dropping  boards  just  be- 
low the  roosts.

After  a  rain 
the  odor  from  the  yard  and  coop  is  almost 
more  than  we  can  stand.  Just  what  would 
you  suggest  that  I  do  about  the  matter?

The  best  plan  would  be  to  go  to  the 
neighbor  and  tell  him  in  a  kindly  way 
just  what  the  trouble  is.  He  will  prob- 
ably meet  you  fairly  and  perhaps  you 
can  help  him  correct  the  trouble.  The 
chances  are  that  the  ground  is  sour 
from  having  chickens  run  on  it  for 
years.  It  needs  to  be  limed,  turned  over 
and  a  crop  of  rye  or  some  other  green 
food  grown  on  it.  Then  the  poultry 
house  can  be  cleaned  up  and  whitewash- 
ed and  everything  made  sanitary.  A 
good  disinfectant  is  needed.  Of  course, 
you  can  call  the  attention  of  the  Health 
Department  of  your  city  to  the  matter 
but  that  might  bring  trouble,  and  we 
think  that  the  neighbor  will  be  willing 
to  meet  you  half  way.  Possibly  if  he 
read  POULTRY  KEEPER  he  would 
learn  that  clean  poultry  houses  are 
best.

1.  This  word  tested  means  that  the 
cock  bird  has  been  mated  and  that  his 
offspring  meet  certain  requirements.  We 
think  it  would  be  well  to  make  sure  just 
what  the  requirements  were  before 
buying  the  cock. 

2.  The  word  pedigreed  means  that 
the  ancestors  for  several  generations 
are  known,  and  naturally  it  is  assumed 
that  they  are  good  stock. 

3.  Line  bred  means  that  the  birds 
have  been  bred  in  line.  No  outside  blood 
has  been  crossed  into  the  line.  A  defin- 
ite and  systematic  plan  of  mating  has 
been  followed.

a.  The  word  proven  means  that  the 
hen  has  met  certain  tests  and  as  with 
the  tested  cock  we  would  want  to  know 
what  had  been  proven.

The  body  capacity  should  be 
large.  The  late  molter  is  usually  the 
best  layer.  This  is  about  as  brief  as  we 
can  make  it,  and  we  hope  it  will  prove 
just  what  you  want.

1.  This  question  is  one  which  we 
have  never  seen  answered  to  the  satis- 
faction of  everyone.  Roughly  speaking 
we  would  say  that  a  man  should  be  able 
to  buy  his  birds  and  have  enough  money 
to  meet  all  expenses,  including  living 
for  the  family,  for  a  year  in  advance. 
To  start  with  too  little  capital  is  a  mis- 
take. If  one  can  buy  the  farm,  so  much 
the  better. 

2.  We  do  not  know  just  what  you 
mean  by  a  good  sized  flock,  but  we 
suppose  you  want  to  know  how  much 
land  is  needed  to  make  a  living  from 
poultry.  We  would  say  that  two  acres 
or  more  would  be  needed.  We  have 
seen  successful  poultrly  plants  on  less 
than  two  acres,  but  we  still  hold  the 
opinion  that  two  acres  is  none  too  large 
a  space  for  the  average  poultry  plant. 

3.  This  will  depend  upon  the  poultry- 
man  in  a  very  large  degree  but  we  know 
it  is  possible  to  make  a  good  average 
living  for  a  man  and  his  wife.  Needless 
to  say,  this  living  does  not  include 
Packards  and  that  degree  of  living,  but 
good  poultrymen  will  always  live  with- 
in their  means.  A  living  can  be  made 
on  two  acres.

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THE  BUCKEYES 


By  B.  R.  Frank 

The  Buckeyes  were  originated  by  Mrs. 
Frank  Metcalf,  who  tells  the  story  as 
follows:  "I  procured  a  setting  of  what 
were  supposed  to  be  Black  Breasted  Red 
Games'  eggs  from  which  to  raise  males 
for  crossing  with  the  Cochin-Rock  hens. 
The  Games  grew  fast;  some  had  yellow 
legs  and  pea  combs.  I  now  know  that 
these  were  Indian  Games,  but  did  not 
at  that  time.  I  chose  the  two  best  cock- 
erels for  mating  and  this  cross  produced 
the  first  real  red  chickens  I  ever  saw. 
They  were  beautiful.  I  dreamed  of  a 
flock  like  them  ,and  they  were  the  best 
layers  we  ever  had,  not  excepting  the 
famous  Leghorn." 

This  occured  in  1889  ,and  the  work 
of  perfecting  the  type  and  color  of  this 
breed  continued. 

In  December,  1902,  the  breed  entered 
the  field  under  the  name  of  Buckeye 
Reds,  appearing  at  the  Cleveland,  Ohio, 
Show.  The  Rhode  Island  Reds  were 
entered  at  the  same  show  and  much  dis- 
cussion was  aroused  over  the  two 
breeds.  In  fact,  the  matter  became  so 
serious  that  in  June,  1902,  long  before 
the  above  mentioned  show  that  Charles 
McClave,  President  of  the  American 
Poultry  Association,  and  T.  E.  Orr,  the 
secretary,  both  well  known  poultry 
judges,  visited  Mrs.  Metcalf's  farm  in 
Ohio  and  looked  over  her  birds  and  gave 
them  much  careful  study.  After  noting 
their  fine  type,  strong  color  and  pea 
comb,  they  advised  keeping  on  with 
them  as  an  independent  breed.  On  Feb- 
ruary 13,  1905,  they  were  admitted  to 
the  Standard  of  Perfection. 

The  Buckeyes  strongly  resemble  the 
Cornish  from  which  they  inherit  the  pea 
comb.  They  are  large,  the  cock  weigh- 
ing 9  pounds,  cockerel  8  pounds,  hen 
6Y2  pounds,  and  pullet  5V2  pounds.  They 
are  stout  and  muscular  with  well  round- 
ed breast  and  thighs. 

The  surface  color  is  a  rich,  deep  red, 
or  mahogany  bay  as  the  Standard  calls 
it.  It  is  a  very  dark  red.  The  main  tail 
feathers  may  contain  black  as  well  as 
the  sickles  and  coverts.  The  under  color 
is  red  except  the  back  where  there  is  a 
distinct  bar  of  slate  across  the  feather, 
below  the  surface.  The  eye  is  red,  legs 
yellow,  wattles  and  ear  lobe  red,  and 
skin  yellow.  A  peculiar  feature  of  this 
breed  is  the  pea  comb.  Unlike  other 
American  breeds  it  has  a  pea  comb. 

So  far  as  we  are  aware,  the  Buckeye 
is  the  only  American  breed  originated 
by  a  woman,  and  she  did  her  task  in  an 
excellent  manner.  Due  to  the  fact  that 
the  Rhode  Island  Reds  were  growing  in 
popularity  at  the  time  the  Buckeyes 
were  offered,  the  Buckeyes  suffered. 
That  the  Buckeyes  are  excellent  layers 
and  good  table  fowls  none  can  doubt. 
Had  they  made  their  appearance  upon 
the  stage  of  poultrydom  a  few  years 
previous  to  their  entrance,  the  story 
might  have  been  different.  As  the  story 
stands  the  Rhode  Island  Reds  took  the 
eye  of  the  public  and  became  the  popu- 
lar red  fowl.    This  does  not  mean  that

The  fact  is  that  breeders  are  very  loud 
in  their  praise  of  the  bird  and  have  just 
reason  to  be  proud  of  them.  As  a  fowl 
of  beauty  they  can  take  their  place  with 
any  breed.  As  for  their  utility  qualifi- 
cations they  have  never  had  to  take  a 
back  seat. 

Breeders  of  Buckeyes  should  exert 
every  effort  to  improve  their  breed  and 
advertise  them  extensively.  Not,  per- 
haps, in  several  years  have  they  had 
the  opportunity  which  is  now  theirs  for 
the  asking.

IT  IS  TIME  TO  BUY  THAT  OAT 
SPROUTER. 


Everyone  who  has  a  flock  of  chick- 
ens should  have  an  oat  spr?uter. 
Sprouted  oats  are  very  beneficial  to 
poultry  and  have  had  a  part  in  the  suc- 
cess of  many  a  poultry  farm.  Often 
when  the  hens  lay  better  than  usual 
and  go  through  the  winter  in  good 
health,  we  forget  to  give  the  sprouted 
oats  the  credit. 

Perhaps  the  most  simple  way  to  pro- 
vide a  sprouter  is  to  buy  a  factory 
made  machine.  These  have  been  per- 
fected and  are  simple  to  operate.  They 
are  efficient  and  make  the  oats  sprout 
with  little  or  no  trouble.  The  cost  is 
within  reach  of  all.  Some  enterpris- 
ing manufacturers  have  built  their 
sprouters  in  sections  making  it  possible 
to  add  to  the  capacity  should  occasion 
require.  No  matter  what  kind  of  a 
sprouter  you  may  buy  be  sure  that  it 
is  large  enough  for  future  require- 
ments. The  tendency  is  to  buy  too 
small  a  machine. 

To  those  who  have  the  time  and  in- 
clination, it  is  possible  to  make  a 
sprouter  at  home.  It  may  not  be  quite 
as  fancy  as  the  factory  made  machine 
but  it  will  give  very  good  results  if 
well  made. 

The  farmer  can  use  the  sprouter  in 
the  spring  to  test  his  seed  corn  and  in 
this  way  be  his  own  seedman.  This 
saving  is  rather  important  especially 
with  the  prospect  of  seed  corn  being 
very  high  in  price  and  hard  to  get. 

Sprouted  oats  are  very  useful  in  the 
poultry  ration  at  any  season  of  the 
year,  but  the  winter  time  seems  to 
make  the  most  urgent  demands  for 
green  food.  Sprouted  oats  are  easy  to 
prepare,  cheap  and  make  a  very  satis- 
factory feed  and  if  you  have  not  made 
arrangements  to  have  a  sprouter  we 
suggest  that  you  act  on  the  impulse  to- 
day. 


CAUSE  OF  SOFT  SHELLED  EGGS 


Reports  of  soft  shelled  eggs  are  apt  to 
be  quite  common  during  the  spring 
months,  and  it  is  generally  believed  that 
a  lack  of  shell-making  material  is  the 
main  cause,  but  there  are  several  other 
reasons  for  this  occurance,  which  at 
times  makes  considerable  of  a  loss  in 
the  egg  returns. 

The  first  and  usual  cause  of  soft 
shelled  eggs  is  that  the  bird  is  too  fat, 
and  especially  with  two  and  three-year- 
old  hens;  with  pullets  we  seldom  have 
trouble  from  this  source.    An  overfat 


condition  brings  about  this  result,  the 
muscular  movement  of  the  oviduct  is 
hindered  by  layers  of  fat,  and  instead 
of  the  egg  being  controlled  by  firm  mus- 
cles it  merely  slips  through  the  flabby 
mass  without  getting  the  shell  on.  To 
remove  this  cause,  feed  so  as  to  compel 
the  hens  to  scratch  hard  in  a  clean,  dry 
litter  for  all  the  grain  they  have,  and 
see  that  the  ration  fed  is  not  too  fatten- 
ing. 

Forcing  hens  for  too  frequent  egg  pro- 
duction will  cause  them  to  drop  soft 
shelled  eggs.  In  this  case  the  second 
yolk  breaks  from  the  ovary  and  drops 
into  the  funnel  of  the  oviduct,  and  the 
first  one  is  forced  too  rapidly  on  its  way 
for  it  to  be  completely  formed  when 
laid. 

Another  reason  for  soft  shelled  eggs 
is  a  very  loose  condition  of  the  bowels, 
as  the  result  of  supplying  a  ration  too 
rich  in  laxative  foods.  Mangels  and 
beets  are  very  loosening  to  the  bowels, 
and  hens  being  very  fond  of  these  roots, 
if  given  a  chance  they  frequently  eat 
too  freely  of  them,  causing  diarrhoea, 
which  is  often  accompanied  by  weakness 
in  the  egg  producing  organs. 

A  lack  of  lime  in  the  hen's  ration  will, 
of  course,  cause  soft  shelled  eggs.  There 
is  a  remarkable  similarity  in  the  com- 
position of  egg  shells  any  oyster  shells, 
which  is  shown  by  the  following  analy- 
sis: Phosphate  of  lime  in  egg  shells, 
1.0%;  in  oyster  shells,  1.2%.  Carbonate 
of  lime  in  egg  shells,  97.0%;  in  oyster 
shells,  98.3%.  Oyster  shells  are,  there- 
fore, found  to  be  a  necessary  element 
for  the  laying  hen.  Clam  and  oyster 
shells  are  of  the  same  value.  Clover  hay 
is  also  a  valuable  food  for  laying  hens, 
as  it  contains  quite  a  per  cent  of  lime 
which  goes  to  make  shell  material.

PRESERVING  EGGS  FOR  HOME 
USE. 


Eggs  that  are  "put  down"  while  they 
are  cheap  will  take  the  place  of  high 
priced  eggs  for  cooking  purposes  next 
fall  when  fresh  eggs  are  higher  in  price. 
Owners  of  small  flocks  often  find  it  nec- 
essary to  preserve  some  eggs  during 
the  summer  in  order  to  have  sufficient 
to  run  them  during  the  fall  and  winter. 
Eggs  are  now  selling  so  cheaply  that 
they  are  one  of  the  most  economical 
foods,  and  should  be  used  abundantly. 

Tests  have  shown  that  waterglass  or 
lime  water  solutions  have  proved  the 
most  satisfactory  of  any  of  the  so-called 
home  methods  of  storing  eggs.  The 
waterglass  solution  is  made  by  using 
one  patr  of  waterglass  to  nine  parts 
water.  The  water  should  be  boiled  and 
then  cooled  before  adding  to  the  water- 
glass.  Put  it  into  an  earthenware 
crock  or  jar  and  add  the  carefully  can- 
dled eggs  and  store  in  a  cool,  dry 
place.  Be  sure  to  keep  the  liquid  well 
above  the  eggs. 

The  lime  water  solution  is  made  by 
slaking  one  pound  of  lime  in  five  gal- 
lons of  water.  After  it  has  stood  for 
a  time  strain  off  the  solution  and  allow 
to  cool  before  placing  upon  the  eggs. 

The  cost  of  preserving  eggs  in  water- 
glass  averages  from  2  to  3  cents  per 
dozen  for  the  material,  without  counting 
the  cost  of  the  necessary  jars,  but  they 
may  be  used  for  a  long  time  if  properly 
handled.

THE  LAKENVELDER. 


By  B.  R.  Frank. 


Lakenvelders  are  an  old  breed,  but 
for  some  unexplained  reason  they  have 
not  been  widely  bred  in  America.  Even 
with  a  few  breeders  the  interest  has 
been  growing  and  when  they  make  their 
appearance  at  one  of  our  shows  the 
interest  around  their  coops  is  always 
more  than  ordinary.  The  demand  for 
breeding  stock  and  hatching  eggs  usu- 
ally exceeds  the  supply,  and  for  this 
reason  breeders  have  found  them  quite 
profitable. 

This  breed  is  of  Dutch  extraction  and 
the  breeders  of  Holland  and  Belgium 
were  the  first  to  breed  them.  After  a 
time  the  German  poultrymen  took  them 
up  and  made  great  improvements  in  the 
breed.  The  German  Lakenvelders  are 
slightly  different  in  coloring  than  the 
original  Dutch  birds.  Eventually  the 
English  breeders  became  interested  in 
this  breed  and  a  large  number  of  Eng- 
lish Lakenvelders  have  found  their  way 
into  the  yards  of  our  poultrymen.  The 
first  importation  of  which  we  find  any 
record  was  made  in  the  year  1903  and 
were  the  German  Lakenvelders. 

In  color  the  Lakenvelder  is  unlike 
any  other  breed.  Imagine,  if  you  can, 
a  beautiful  White  Leghorn  with  head, 
neck  and  tail  a  jet  black,  and  you  will 
have  a  fair  idea  of  how  striking  the 
Lakenvelder  is.  The  black  neck  and 
tail  against  the  white  body  give  plenty 
of  contrast  and  make  an  impression 
not  soon  to  be  forgotten.  Graceful  and 
sprightly  in  movement  with  such  won- 
derful beauty  of  plumage  stamps  the 
bird  as  an  aristocrat. 

They  are  active  foragers,  hardy  and 
easy  to  keep.  Contrary  to  some  belief 
they  are  vigorous  and  healthy  . 

As  layers  they  take  their  place  with 
the  Mediterranean  breeds.  We  do  not 
believe  that  they  have  been  intensively 
bred  for  heavy  production  as  have  the 
White  Leghorns,  but  they  give  a  good 
account  of  themselves.  They  produce 
eggs  cheaply  because  of  the  fact  that 
they  forage  when  given  the  opportun- 
ity.   They  are  light  eaters. 

Their  eggs  are  not  large,  but  of  fair 
size,  and  run  from  a  white  to  tint.  We 
believe  that  breeders  should  give  atten- 
tion to  the  problem  of  breeding  only 
those  birds  which  lay  a  uniform  colored 
egg.  As  mothers  they  are  about  on  a 
par  with  the  Leghorn.  They  do  not  be- 
come broody  to  any  great  extent,  and 
should  one  decide  to  set  it  is  an  easy 
matter  to  break  her  up.  We  have  had 
some  Lakenvelder  hens  which  made 
good  mothers,  but  they  were  two  or 
three  year  old  hens.  Often  they  will 
not  become  broody  all  summer. 

The  chicks  are  as  hardy  as  any  Med- 
iterranean chicks.  They  grow  fast  and 
sometimes  show  a  tendency  to  excess 
wing  feather  development.  The  chicks 
show  more  or  less  variation  in  color, 
but  as  they  become  older  and  gradually 
reach  maturity  they  round  out  into 
handsome  birds. 

Personal  experience  with  Lakenveld- 
ers has  made  us  very  enthusiastic  and 
yet  we  realize  that  they  have  their 
faults  and  there  is  room  for  improve- 
ment. They  breed  remarkably  true  to 
color  and  there  is  a  smaller  number  of 
culls  than  with  some  of  the  better 
known  breeds.     We  believe  that  they

Results  of  Bacillary  Tests  In  Illinois 


Nineteen  per  cent  of  all  poultry  test- 
ed for  bacillary  white  diarrhea,  between 
October  1  and  April  1,  reacted,  accord- 
ing to  the  reports  of  veterinarians  who 
administered  this  inspection  service  just 
compiled  by  Dr.  F.  A.  Laird,  chief  vet- 
erinarian in  the  division  of  animal  in- 
dustry, Illinois  department  of  agricul- 
ture. 

Tests  were  administered  in  forty  Illi- 
nois counties.  The  percentage,  by 
counties,  ranges  from  three  per  cent  in 
Vermilion  county,  in  which  134  birds 
were  tested,  to  53%  of  the  45  specimens 
tested  in  Macoupin  county.  In  Douglas 
county,  4,593  tests  were  administered, 
and  18%  of  the  birds  reacted.  In  San- 
gamon county,  owners  of  962  birds  had 
the  test  administered  during  the  period 
in  question  and  13%  reacted,  which  is 
below  the  average  percentage  of  infec- 
tion. 

"Bacillary  white  diarrhea,"  according 
to  Chief  "Veterinarian  Laird,  "takes  a 
heavier  toll  in  loss  of  life  and  vitality 
in  the  poultry  flocks  of  Illinois  than  any 
other  ailment.  In  order  to  reduce  this 
loss,  tests  are  made  to  determine  the 
presence  or  absence  of  the  disease. 
Birds  that  are  infected  are  condemned 
and  destroyed.  The  examinations  are 
made  by  local  veterinarians  who  have 
proven  their  ability  to  perform  the  ser- 
vice and  have  gained  recognition  as 
accredited  veterinarians  by  this  office. 
The  flock  owners  pay  them  a  small  fee 
for  the  service. 

"The  percentage  of  infection  revealed 
from  the  records  of  these  tests  does  not 
indicate  that  all  poultry  is  as  generally 
infected  with  this  disease  as  it  is  rea- 
sonable to  suppose  that  flocks  tested 
were  submitted  to  the  veterinarians  by 
reason  of  the  fact  that  some  disease 
symptoms  were  in  evidence.  The  con- 
dition, however,  is  such  as  to  justify 
attention  to  this  means  of  safeguarding 
the  health  of  the  flock  in  Illinois.

CORRECT  FEEDING  BUILDS 
HEALTH 

(Continued  from  Page  4) 

being  unthrifty,  and  the  object  of  mal- 
nutrition; Impaired  appetite,  digestive 
disorders,  diarrhea,  general  lack  of  vigor 
and  many  other  symptoms  may  be  due 
to  an  ill-balanced  ration  with  respect  to 
the  vitamin  content.  Nervous  disorders 
are  often  a  means  of  indicating  a  lack 
of  vitamins  in  the  ration.  The  danger 
of  vitamin  undernutrition  among  poul- 
try is  greater  than  among  other  ani- 
mals. 

The  best  method  of  preventing  or 
treating  such  a  condition  is  to  see  that 
the  ration  is  well  supplied  with  that 
particular  vitamin  which  you  have  rea- 
son to  believe  is  lacking.  Usually  a 
careful  study  of  the  case  will  reveal  just 
where  the  fault  lies,  and  naturally  it 
will  not  be  extremely  difficult  to  correct 
the  deficiency. 

Not  all  deficiency  diseases  are  the  re- 
sult of  a  lack  of  vitamins.  Some  are 
due  to  insufficient  mineral  content — to 
a  lack  of  bone  forming  material,  such 
as  calcium  and  phosphorus.  Generally 
these  elements  are  found  in  the  inor- 
ganic kingdom  and  are  called  minerals. 
The  feeds  should  have  plenty  of  the  so- 
called  minerals,  but  due  to  the  fact  that 
crops  are  raised  on  the  same  ground 
year  after  year,  it  is  but  natural  that 
the  mineral  supply  should  be  depleted. 
Seasonal  conditions,  such  as  a  lack  of 
moisture  to  dissolve  the  minerals  so  the 
crops  can  utilize  them  is  also  another 
cause  for  low  mineral  content  in  the 
grains  which  make  up  the  ration. 

Grains  are  quite  likely  to  be  deficient 
in  calcium  and  phosphorus,  which  are 
needed  in  the  poultry  ration.  Some  feel 
that  sulphur,  potash  and  magnesium 
are  of  considerable  importance  in  the 
ration.  No  doubt  experimentation  will 
show  some  interesting  results  regarding

this  matter. 

Seeds  or  grains  are  likely  to  have  less 
minerals  than  the  leafy  part  of  the 
plant.  In  this  fact  is  seen  the  danger 
that  poultry  will  not  obtain  sufficient 
minerals  because  of  its  inability  to  con- 
sume large  quantities  of  hay  or  rough- 
age. The  poultry  ration  must  be  con- 
centrated. 

The  place  of  minerals  in  the  ration 
is  of  sufficient  importance  to  warrant 
more  intensive  study  of  the  problem 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  experimenters 
will  not  overlook  the  urgent  need  for 
more  information  upon  the  subject. 

Another  subject  of  vital  importance 
in  this  matter  of  feeding  is  to  determine 
the  relative  value  of  food  materials  fr*m 
various  sources.  For  example  it  has 
been  said  that  proteins  from  milk  are 
superior  to  those  from  meat  products. 
This  field  has  largely  been  touched 
and  the  opportunities  are  very  promis- 
ing. Needless  to  say  such  experiments 
require  skill,  knowledge  and  patience, 
for  the  problem  is  a  difficult  one. 

Late  discoveries  indicate  that  in  the 
future  diseases  in  poultry  can  and  will 
be  controlled  to  some  extent  by  the  ra- 
tion. If  it  is  possible  to  prevent  leg 
weakness  and  other  diseases  by  giving 
foods  which  are  especially  rich  in  cer- 
tain elements,  is  it  not  possible  to  sup- 
pose that  the  time  is  close  at  hand 
when  more  attention  will  be  given  to 
the  matter  of  building  vigor  into  the 
birds?  It  may  be  a  good  plan  to  give 
food  elements  which  will  prevent  cer- 
tain diseases  but  would  it  not  be  a  bet- 
ter plan  to  try  to  give  foods  which  will 
build  vigor  and  thus  permit  the  fowl  to 
resist  disease  from  all  sources.  The 
matter  of  feeding  for  vigor  has  not  been 
given  the  attention  it  deserves,  but 
thoughtful  poultrymen  are  waking  to 
its  need.  All  diseases  cannot  be  pre- 
vented by  the  feeding  of  vitamins  and 
minerals,  but  it  does  appear  that  the 
time  is  now  ripe  for  an  effort  to  feed  so 
as  to  promote  vigor.  We  have  been 
feeding  for  eggs — now  let  us  feed  for 
health.  We  believe  it  possible  to  so 
feed  our  fowls  so  that  we  may  build  a 
reserve  of  vigor  which  will  help  the 
fowl  to  withstand  the  germs  of  disease 
and  prolong  its  period  of  usefulness.  Tf 
properly  bred  and  fed,  a  hen  should 
prove  a  profitable  layer  for  several 
years,  and  if  this  is  possible  the  cost  of 
replacement  will  be  materially  reduced. 

To  many  the  problem  of  proper  feed- 
ing is  confined  in  a  haze  of  indefinite 
terms.  There  is  a  growing  tendency  to 
use  a  high  grade  commercial  ration  and 
this  is  doubtless  the  ideal  arrangement. 
The  large  feed  manufacturers  have  fa- 
cilities for  knowing  just  what  consti- 
tutes a  good  feed  and  they  realize  that 
competition  will  drive  them  out  of  bus- 
iness unless  they  meet  the  demands  of 
poultrymen  for  a  good  feed.  The  time 
is  past  when  any  old  feed  will  sell.  In 
order  to  have  a  steady  demand  the  mill 
must  put  out  a  good  feed,  high  grade 
in  respect.  Exisiting  laws  and  a  grow- 
ing knowledge  among  poultrymen  of 
what  constitutes  a  good  feed  have  en- 
.abled  feed  concerns  to  build  their  busi- 
ness on  efficiency,  honor  and  fair  deal- 
ing. Such  a  combination  will  win.  no 
matter  in  what  line  you  find  it.  Poul- 
trymen can  now  buy  commercial  feeds 
with  a  full  assurance  that  they  are  get- 
ting the  best  that  human  skill  can  pro- 
duce. Possibly  it  may  be  necessary  to 
supplement  the  ration  with  certain  vit- 
amins or  minerals  which  are  required 
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by  your  particular  flock,  but  generally 
speaking  the  commercial  feed  is  the  best 
ration  known. 

We  hope,  dear  reader,  that  you  have 
not  fallen  asleep  or  thrown  the  maga- 
zine in  the  fire,  but  have  reached  this 
paragraph  and  will  give  the  matter  your 
serious  consideration.  The  matter  of 
correct  feeding  is  perhaps  the  keystone 
of  your  business.  Success  will  be  meas- 
ured by  the  degree  of  skill  which  you 
exhibit  in  the  feeding  of  your  birds.  The 
coming  years  will  prove  our  contention 
that  health  and  eventually  success  may 
be  attained  by  the  correct  ration.  Cor- 
rect feeding  builds  health,  and  health 
is  merely  another  way  to  spell  success.

National  Poultry,  Butter  and  Egg  As- 
sociation Convention,  Oct.  10-12,  Louis- 
ville, Kentucky. 


There  is  no  kind  of  food  that  will  an- 
swer for  summer  unless  it  be  free  from 
fat  or  starch.  If  the  flock  is  confined, 
food  must  be  provided,  and  then  a  pro- 
portion of  grain  may  be  allowed;  but  if 
the  hens  are  on  the  range  they  should 
be  given  no  food.  There  is  one  kind  of 
food  that  will  make  hens  lay,  and  that  is 
lean  meat.  And  it  may  be  allowed  that 
those  who  use  bone-cutters,  and  can 
secure  fresh  bone  from  the  butchers, 
can  provide  the  cheapest  and  best  food 
that  can  be  given.  A  pound  a  day  for  a 
dozen  hens  is  ample.  It  costs  but  a 
small  sum  for  a  cutter,  compared  with 
the  saving-  of  food,  and  though  operat- 
ing a  bone-cutter  demands  labor  (as  a 
bone  is  not  easily  reduced),  the  gain  is 
more  than  the  expenditure.  We  prob- 
ably refer  to  this  summer  feeding  very 
often,  but  the  tendency  is  to  feed  too 
much,  and  it  is  difficult  to  convince 
poultrymen  of  the  fact.  Meat  stands 
first  of  all  egg-producing  foods,  and  is 
the  cheapest  in  proportion  to  results  ob- 
tained.— Poultry  News.

substitute  is  used  the  light  will  be  even, 
mild  and  soothing,  and  the  birds  will 
feel  the  effect  of  it  at  once. 

Glass  substitute  makes  the  house 
warm.  The  extensive  use  of  glass 
makes  the  house  cold.  Go  out  to  your 
poultry  house  on  a  real  celd  day  and 
see  the  frost  on  the  windows.  No  won- 
der the  average  poultry  house  is  cold 
and  the  hens  refuse  to  lay.  Glass  sub- 
stitute is  weatherproof,  waterproof, 
windproof  ,and  makes  the  house  safe 
against  storms  and  winds,  and  yet  it  is 
warm. 

One  of  the  most  useful  places  for  glass 
substitute  is  in  the  brooder  house.  The 
young  chicks  require  the  ultra-violet 
ray  and  show  the  effects  of  it  to  a 
marked  degree.  Poultrymen  are  com- 
ing to  realize  its  value  in  the  brooder 
house,  and  a  trip  through  the  country 
will  show  an  increasingly  large  number 
of  houses  so  equipped.  Anything  which 
tends  to  promote  health  and  growth 
among  the  chicks  is  certain  to  obtain 
favor  among  poultrymen. 

"When  used  in  laying  houses  glass  sub- 
stitute often  increases  the  egg  flow  and 
therefore  proves  very  profitable  invest- 
ment.

A  porch  enclosed  with  glass  sub- 
stitute makes  an  ideal  place  for  the 
family  to  spen.  spare  moments,  and  we 
believe  that  the  health  would  be  great- 
ly benefitted  if  it  were  used  in  the 
dwelling.  The  Creator,  in  His  wisdom, 
made  the  sun  to  be  enjoyed  by  man, 
but  man  shuts  himself  away  from  this 
source  of  life  much  of  the  time.  Glass 
substitute  seems  to  provide  a  means  for 
us  to  seek  the  desired  seclusion  and  yet 
obtain  the  health-giving  qualities  of  di- 
rect sunshine.

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to  do  during  the  heavy  winter  feeding 
and  often  get  out  of  order.  In  many 
cases  constipation  is  present.  In  view 
of  this  fact  we  advocate  that  a  large 
amount  of  succulent  material  be  added 
to  the  ration.  Green  food,  such  as 
sprouted  oats,  will  do  much  to  over- 
come the  heavy  ration,  by  keeping  the 
bowels  active.  To  try  and  keep  a  flock 
of  heavy  winter  layers  without  some 
provision  to  supply  green  food  is  un- 
thinkable. Sprouted  oats  are  cheap, 
easy  to  prepare  and  satisfactory  in  ev- 
ery particular.  The  commercial  oat 
sprouter  has  become  a  part  of  every 
poultry  farm. 

On  real  cold  days  a  warm,  moist 
mash  may  be  given,  and  the  birds  will 
relish  it  very  much.  Under  no  circum- 
stances should  the  mash  be  too  wet — 
just  crumbly  is  about  right. 

While  the  ration  must  be  of  such  a 
character  as  to  keep  up  the  body  re- 
quirements and  produce  eggs,  yet 
proper  housing  can  do  much  to  further 
the  comfort  of  the  hens.  A  cold,  poorly 
ventilated  and  damp  poultry  house  can 
offset  even  the  best  ration,  and  many  a 
time  the  feed  gets  the  blame  for  low 
production  when  as  a  matter  of  fact  the 
house  is  not  fit  to  keep  poultry  in. 
While  the  house  should  be  warm  and 
weathertight,  yet  it  should  be  so  con- 
structed as  to  provide  plenty  of  fresh 
air  and  sunshine.  A  hen  demands  a 
large  amount  of  fresh  air,  and  unless 
she  has  it,  sickness  may  result.  It  is 
our  opinion  that  a  great  deal  of  the  win- 
ter sickness  in  our  flocks  is  due  to  poor- 
ly constructed  poultry  houses.  Either 
they  are  mere  sheds  and  allow  drafts  of 
cold  air  to  flow  over  the  birds  or  are 
so  poorly  ventilated  that  the  fowls  find 
it  necessary  to  breathe  the  same  air 
over  and  over.  Either  condition  spells 
disaster.  The  house  should  be  warm 
and  yet  arrangement  made  to  keep  the 
hirds  supplied  with  clean,  fresh  air.  In 
the  summertime  the  poultry  house  is 
open  much  of  the  time,  but  when  win- 
ter comes  on  the  windows  and  doors 
are  shut  tight.  Some  provision  must  be 
made  to  supply  fresh  air.  In  warm  sec- 
tions the  open  front  will  solve  the  prob- 
lem, but  in  colder  climates  it  is  not  pos- 
sible to  use  the  open  front.  Perhaps  the 
ventilator  will  best  serve  in  cold  places. 

While  we  advocate  the  need  of  fresh 
air,  yet  we  should  also  remember  that 
sunshine  is  very  necessary,  especially  in 
winter.  Of  late  years  we  have  learned 
that  sunshine  which  comes  through  or- 
dinary glass  has  the  ultra-violet  ray  filt- 
ered out,  and  thereby  becomes  almost 
useless.  Much  attention  is  now  being 
given  to  glass  substitutes  which  admit 
the  sunshine  just  as  it  comes  from  the 
sun,  and  health  and  comfort  are  the  re- 
sult. We  have  seen  this  glass  substi- 
tute in  use  under  the  most  trying  con- 
ditions, and  it  has  given  excellent  re- 
sults. There  are  two  general  types  of 
this  material.  One  is  made  with  a  cloth 
foundation  and  the  other  has  a  wire 
has,e.  It  is  said  that  either  will  admit 
the  ultra-violet  ray  of  the  sunshine. 
Glass  substitute  is  warmer  than  glass 
and  much  cheaper,  besides  giving  the 
entire  sunshine.  Its  use  enables  the 
poultry  to  live  in  the  sunshine  in  winter 
much  the  same  as  in  summer.  The  dis- 
covery of  this  glass  substitute  is  one  of 
the  outstanding  steps  in  advance  in 
poultry  keeping  within  the  last  few 
years. 

Exercise  is  a  very  vital  factor  in  high 
-winter  egg  production.  The  small 
hreeds,  such  as  the  Ancona  and  Leg- 


horn, are  quite  active  and  will  get  a 
great  deal  of  exercise.  The  fact  of  the 
matter  is  that  this  is  one  reason  why 
these  breeds  do  not  put  on  much  fat. 
Exercise  keeps  down  the  fat.  With 
heavy  breds  the  need  for  exercise  is 
apparent.  Such  breeds  as  the  Barred 
Rock  and  Wyandotte  will  become  over- 
fat  and  cease  to  lay  unless  they  are 
given  plenty  of  exercise.  Birds  which 
are  to  lay  need  to  be  plump,  but  not 
too  fat.  One  way  to  prevent  the  tend- 
ency to  fat  is  to  provide  plenty  of  exer- 
cise. To  give  this  much  needed  exer- 
cise, all  grains  should  be  fed  in  deep 
litter.  The  grain  can  be  kicked  into  lit- 
ter at  least  a  foot  deep  and  the  hens  will 
have  a  merry  time  scratching  for  it.  An- 
other plan  to  induce  exercise  is  to  hang 
cabbages  or  beets  on  nails  well  up  off 
the  floor,  so  that  the  hens  will  have  to 
jump  for  them.  If  the  hens  are  real 
heavy  it  is  not  a  good  plan  to  make 
them  jump  too  far  or  it  may  injure 
them.  The  water  dish,  the  mash,  grit, 
oyster-shell  and  charcoal  hopper  can  be 
placed  on  a  shelf  up  from  the  floor  and 
the  hens  will  get  exercise  everytime 
they  get  up  for  a  drink  or  a  piece  of 
grit.  So  you  see  that  exercise  depends 
upon  you  in  a  large  measure.  You  can 
plan  out  many  schemes  to  make  the 
birds  take  exercise.  The  old  idea  of 
giving  the  birds  opportunity  to  range 
out  of  doors  is  not  used  much  today. 
While  some  follow  the  plan  of  giving 
them  a  good  run  on  mild  days,  yet  gen- 
erally winter  weather  retards  egg  pro- 
duction, and  when  the  birds  get  out  the 
egg  flow  will  drop. 

Good  health  depends  upon  good  cir- 
culation of  the  blood,  and  this  means 
plenty  of  exercise.  Health  also  requires 
the  house  to  be  kept  clean  and  sanitary. 
On  some  poultry  farms  the  droppings 
are  removed  every  day,  and  such  a  plan 
is  doubtless  the  ideal  arrangement. 
Some  poultrymen  feel  that  they  cannot 
give  the  time  to  remove  the  droppings 
more  often  than  twice  a  week  in  winter 
— and  such  a  plan  saves  considerable 
labor,  especially  where  a  large  number 
of  birds  are  kept.  The  droppings  should 
be  removed  frequently  enough  to  keep 
the  dropping  board  dry  and  prevent  foul 
odors.  Dust,  sand  or  gypsum  may  be 
put  on  the  dropping  board  after  the 
droppings  have  been  removed,  to  help 
keep  it  dry.  We  do  not  like  ashes  for 
this  purpose,  because  the  dust  often  af- 
fects the  eyes  of  the  birds,  and  unless 
one  is  careful  to  know  that  all  live  coals 
are  thrown  away  a  fire  may  be  the  re- 


sult. We  have  never  forgotten  a  fire 
that  a  friend  caused  in  this  way,  and 
while  it  only  resulted  in  a  few  birds 
burning  to  death,  yet  it  was  due  to  the 
good  neighbors  who  acted  as  firemen 
and  proved  themselves  efficient  fire 
fighters.  All  the  buildings  on  the  place 
were  in  danger  of  destruction,  and  we  do 
not  believe  that  ashes  will  ever  be  used 
in  that  poultry  house  again.  Road  dust 
serves  very  well  and  can  be  stored  in  a 
dry  place  and  used  as  occasion  requires 
and  there  will  be  no  danger  from  fire. 

One  cause  of  dampness  in  the  poultry 
house  is  a  leaky  drinking  dish.  We 
favor  the  clean,  efficient,  easy  to  fill 
water  fountain.  It  keeps  the  water 
clean  and  pure.  Clean  water  is  just  as 
necessary  in  winter  as  in  summer. 
There  are  fountains  which  will  keep  the 
water  warm  and  there  is  no  doubt  but 
that  water  with  the  chill  taken  off  is 
far  better  in  cold  weather  than  ice  wat- 
er. The  birds  will  drink  more  warm 
water  than  cold,  and  as  the  egg  is  com- 
posed largely  of  water  it  is  seen  that 
warm  water  is  a  means  to  increase  egg 
production.  Water  consumption  in- 
creases with  increased  egg  production. 

The  litter  receives  but  little  consider- 
ation from  the  average  poultryman  and 
yet  it  plays  a  very  important  part  in 
winter  egg  production.  When  the  litter 
becomes  damp  you  will  notice  a  fall  in 
egg  production.  When  it  is  replaced 
with  fresh,  dry  material  the  egg  yield 
will  return  to  normal,  other  conditions 
being  right.  We  have  repeatedly  proven 
this  statement.  When  the  litter  be- 
comes broken  up  and  packs,  it  should 
be  replaced.  It  is  difficult  to  get  the 
scratch  feed  into  fine  litter,  and  that  is 
one  of  the  reasons  for  using  litter. 
After  a  time  the  litter  will  become  dirty 
and  foul  from  the  droppings  and  needs 
to  be  replaced.  When  disease  breaks 
out  in  the  house,  remove  all  litter  and 
clean  up  the  house  at  once.  The  use 
of  a  good  disinfectant  at  such  a  time  is 
urgent. 

Most  poultrymen  use  straw  for  litter 
because  it  is  cheap  and  handy  to  get. 
Hay  is  used  in  some  places,  but  may 
cause  crop  bound.  Leaves  break  up 
quickly  and  pack  so  as  to  make  them 
almost  useless  except  in  small  houses. 
Wood  shavings  mixed  with  straw  are 
used  in  some  sections  and  serve  the 
purpose  very  well  because  they  last  so 
long.  Peat  litter  not  only  absorbs  much 
moisture  but  lasts  for  months  and 
proves  very  useful.  When  peat  is  used

What  is  the  status  of  the  baby  chick 
industry  today?  After  nearly  ten  years 
as  a  flourishing'  business,  what  are  the 
prospects  for  future  growth?  Is  there 
likely  to  be  such  a  thing  as  "over- 
production" in  the  business  at  some  fu- 
ture date?  How  does  the  baby  chick 
industry  rate  in  comparison  with  other 
industries  in  the  country  as  a  money- 
maker? 

These  questions  and  a  score  of  others 
are  uppermost  in  the  minds  of  hatchery  - 
men  throughout  the  country  as  plans 
for  another  hatching  season  are  being 
laid.  How  much  advertising  shall  be 
done  next  spring?  "What  number  of  eggs 
shall  be  placed  in  the  incubators?  How 
many  chicks  has  the  hatcheryman  a 
right  to  expect  to  sell? 

A  glance  into  the  past  year  may  serve 
to  act  as  a  guide  for  the  future.  Dur- 
ing past  months,  the  Buckeye  Incuba- 
tor Company,  of  Springfield,  Ohio,  con- 
ducted a  nation-wide  survey  of  the  baby 
chick  industry,  getting  its  figures  from 
users  of  its  equipment.  While  hereto- 
fore, leaders  of  the  industry  have  always 
stated  with  optimism  and  assurance  that 
production  of  baby  chicks  had  not 
caught  up  with  the  market  for  them, 
and  would  not  for  years  to  come,  they 
produced  no  figures  to  indicate  that  this 
was  so. 

This  survey  is  the  first  ever  made  in 
the  hatchery  industry,  and  it  provides 
something  interesting  and  rather 
startling  figures,  indicating  that  as  a 
successful  business  venture  the  hatch- 
ery stands  almost  without  equal.  The 
figures  produced  by  the  survey  indicate 
the  solid  foundation  upon  which  the 
hatchery  business  has  been  constructed. 

Eighty  men  spent  several  months  in- 
terviewing users  of  Buckeye  and  New- 
town Incubators  in  every  state  in  the 
country.  In  all,  2,575  hatcherymen  were 
interviewed,  representing  about  one- 
fourth  of  all  the  hatcheries  in  existence, 
with  a  total  capacity  of  35,000,000  eggs. 

Here  are  two  outstanding  facts  pro- 
duced by  this  survey,  bearing  directly 
upon  present  conditions  in  the  industry: 

1.  Out  of  the  2,575  hatcherymen  in- 
terviewed, 87.8  per  cent  said  there  was 
a  demand  for  every  chick  produced  in 
1927.  Many  could  have  sold  more  chicks. 
The  remaining  12.2  per  cent  of  hatch- 
erymen had,  in  most  cases,  chicks  left 
over  after  the  hatches  only  occasionally 
during  the  season.  Some  of  them  could 
not  fill  their  demand  at  other  times  of 
the  year.  Most  of  them  sold  more  chicks 
this  year  than  last  year.  Moat  of  them 
made  money. 

The  reasons  for  the  temporary  surplus 
were  easy  to  determine.  Small  surpluses 
early  in  the  season  by  some  hatcheries 
■were  due  to  the  unusually  large  quan- 
tity of  eggs  available  and  the  excep- 
tionally high  percentages  of  hatch.  In 
other  words,  some  hatcherymen  had 
more  chicks  early  in  the  season  than 
they  expected,  and  hence  the  temporary 
surplus.  But  in  most  cases  the  chicks 
were  soon  sold.  As  a  matter  of  fact 
millions  more  chicks  were  sold  this  year 
than  last  year. 

2.  Ninety-five  and  four-tenths  per 
cent  of  the  2,575  hatcherymen  made 
money  during  the  past  season.  No  other 
business  can  show  such  a  record.  In 
ordinary  lines  of  business,  83  per  cent 
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either  do  not  make  money  or  fail  en- 
tirely. 

In  the  light  of  these  two  important 
facts  disclosed  by  the  survey,  the  im- 
mediate conclusion  to  be  drawn  is  that 
the  baby  chick  business  during  the  past 
year  flourished  as  never  before,  and  the 
demand  which  evidently  exists  should 
produce  still  larger  profits  in  1928.  There 
are  a  number  of  logical  and  perfectly 
apparent  reasons  why  this  is  so. 

Looking  back  17  years  or  more,  we 
find  that  in  1910  the  value  of  chickens 
consumed  in  the  United  States  amount- 
ed to  $202,000,000.  In  1926  the  figures 
had  more  than  doubled,  and  $501,000,000 
worth  of  chicks,  or  nearly  half  a  billion 
dollars  worth,  were  consumed.  In  1910, 
eggs  disposed  of  totalled  $306,000,000.  In 
1926  this  had  also  doubled,  and  $631,- 
000,000  worth  were  consumed.  In  other 
words,  there  has  been  a  steady  growth 
in  the  value  of  poultry  and  eggs  con- 
sumed in  this  country. 

Several  surveys  made  during  recent 
years  indicate  that  between  55  and  75 
per  cent  of  farmers  still  rely  upon  their 
own  hens  to  produce  chicks,  or  else 
upon  small  incubators.  Selling  to  this 
market  is  a  matter  of  education  to  the 
fact  that  chicks  can  be  bought  more 
cheaply  than  they  can  be  hatched,  with 
much  less  trouble,  and,  in  most  cases, 
with  better  results. 

What,  then,  is  the  exact  formula  for 
success  in  the  baby  chick  business  at 
'the  present  time.  The  answer  to  this 
question  is  simple  and  direct,  and  comes 
invariably  from  men  who  are  making 
money  with  their  hatcheries.  Hatching 
of  baby  chicks  has  ceased  to  be  a  hap- 
hazard enterprise,  and  is  now  a  business 
demanding  the  detailed  care  of  a  busi- 
ness. Adequate  sales  methods  and  cost 
keeping  are  as  important  to  the  hatch- 
eryman today  as  the  hatching  of  eggs. 

The  survey  made  by  the  Buckeye  In- 
cubator Company  not  only  proved  this, 
but  established  the  fact  that  the  men 
who  are  making  the  most  money  from 
the  baby  chick  business  are  those  who 
have  been  careful  to  hatch  only  select 
eggs  from  known  flocks,  and  to  adver- 
tise their  wares  sufficiently. 

One  phase  of  the  survey  disclosed  that 
sales  of  chicks  closely  followed  adver- 
tising expenditures,  and  that  sales  were 
made  nationally  or  locally  in  almost  the 
direct  per  cent  that  advertising  was  na- 
tional or  local.  Hatcherymen  who  did 
80  per  cent  of  their  advertising  in  na- 
tionally circulated  mediums,  sold  80  per 
cent  of  their  chicks  to  the  national  mar- 
ket, while  those  who  did  the  bulk  of  ad- 
vertising in  local  publications,  sold  the 
bulk  of  their  chicks  in  the  immediate 
locality. 

Here  are  some  figures  which  indicate 
that  regular  business  methods  with  ade- 
quate advertising  are  necessary  to  re- 
alizing a  good  profit  from  the  baby  chick 
business.  They  substantiate  the  claim 
of  the  leaders  in  the  industry  that 
hatcherymen  must  keep  cost  accounts, 
and  must  develop  their  markets.  There 
is  a  great  potential  market  for  the  sale 
of  baby  chicks — but  this  market  must  be 
cultivated. 

One  man,  who  reports  a  profit  of  $12,- 
500  for  four  months  of  hatching  this 
spring,  spent  $2,500  for  advertising.  His 
incubators  have  a  capacity  of  124,416 
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eggs.  Another  hatcheryman  shows  a 
profit  of  $8,000.  His  advertising  expen- 
diture was  $1,500.  He  sold  280,080  chicks. 
Another  man  reports  a  profit  of  $7,650. 
He  invested  $1,000  in  advertising.  An- 
other hatcheryman  reports  profits  of 
$10,000.  His  advertising  amounted  to 
$1,000. 

The  entire  report  is  indicative  of  the 
thing.  Wherever  an  effort  was  made  to 
extend  sales  through  advertising  and 
sound  business  methods,  a  profit  result- 
ed almost  in  direct  proportion  to  the  ad- 
vertising and  business  effort.  In  other 
words,  the  chick  hatching  industry  is 
now  a  business  which  demands  intelli- 
gent developing. 

There  is  another  thing  to  be  noted 
from  these  interviews.  The  most  suc- 
cessful hatcherymen — those  who  made 
the  most  money — were  those  who  were 
running  their  hatcheries  as  business 
should  be  run.  Those  who  failed  were 
those  who  allowed  haphazard  methods 
to  govern  them.  That  95.4  per  cent 
made  money  indicates  the  rapidity  with 
which  hatcherymen  are  coming  to  real- 
ize this  fact.  The  4.6  per  cent  who  did 
not  make  money  were  those  who  did  not 
have  their  hatcheries  upon  a  business 
basis — did  not  keep  accurate  accounts — 
did  not  attempt  to  advertise  thoroughly, 
and  were  careless  about  the  kind  of 
chicks  they  bred. 

That  87.8  per  cent  of  the  hatchery- 
men sold  all  their  chicks,  and  a  large 
number  of  these  found  the  demand  in 
excess  of  their  ability  to  produce,  is  con- 
clusive evidence  of  the  fact  that  the 
baby  chick  market  has  not  attained  its 
highest  level,  but  has  need  ©f  still  larg- 
er production.  The  field  is  there,  and 
the  profits  will  go  to  the  men  who  are 
able  to  best  develop  the  market,  in  the 
opinion  of  men  who  have  realized 
'  profits  from  the  industry  by  pursuing 
just  that  course.

The  Third  National  Poultry  Congress 
and  the  fourth  annual  convention  of  the 
National  Poultry  Council  of  the  United 
States  of  America  will  be  held  Novem- 
ber 28  and  29,  at  the  Hotel  Sherman, 
Chicago. 

The  Congress  this  year  will  be  con- 
ducted along  somewhat  different  lines 
than  in  previous  years.  It  will  not  be 
the  purpose  of  the  National  Poultry 
Council  to  work  for  a  large  convention 
attendance.  While  all  persons  connect- 
ed with  the  poultry  business  in  any  way 
are  invited,  yet  the  hope  is  for  a  large 
representation  of  the  leaders  of  the  in- 
dustry. 

The  program  has  been  built  along 
conference  and  discussional  lines.  Some 
of  the  vitally  important  problems  to  be 
considered  are  the  disease  situation,  in- 
creasing consumption  of  eggs,  legisla- 
tive problems,  development  of  standard- 
ization, production  problems,  and  the  or- 
ganization of  the  entire  industry.  These 
subjects  will  be  covered  by  leaders  and 
it  is  hoped  that  much  definite  good  may 
result  from  the  discussions. 

Never  perhaps  since  the  dawn  of  his- 
tory has  an  organization  had  the  oppor- 
tunity to  render  a  lasting  service  to 
poultrydom  as  has  the  National  Poultry 
Council.  It  is  generally  known  that  the 
poultry  business  of  the  country  is  lack- 
ing in  organization.  No  industry  doing 
such  a  large  volume  of  business  has  so 
little  and  so  ineffective  organization. 
Therefore  it  seems  to  the  writer  that 
the  great  and  urgent  need  is  for  organ- 
ized effort.  The  National  Poultry  Coun- 
cil by  its  wisdom  and  guidance  can  fos- 
ter and  promote  effective  organization 
until  from  every  producer  to  the  con- 
sumer there  is  an  unbroken  chain  of 
united  effort.  Not  until  the  industry  is 
thus  organized  will  the  future  be  safe. 
It  would  appear  that  the  National  Poul- 
try Council  faces  an  opportunity,  and  to 
some  it  may  seem  an  obligation,  to  do 
ail  in  its  power  to  promote  such  organ- 
ization. 

Those  who  know  the  leaders  best, 
firmly  believe  that  out  of  the  convention 
will  ccme  definite  results,  which  will  be 
but  the  beginning  of  a  closer  working 
arrangement  of  all  interested  in  poultry. 
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We>  believe  that  our  leaders  have  suffi- 
cient vision  and  wisdom  to  face  the 
problems  squarely  and  solve  them.

Faith  is  a  small  word,  but  it  de- 
termines the  very  future  of  many  a 
man.  Unless  one  has  the  ability  to  see 
into  the  future  and  conduct  his  business 
wisely  he  will  fail.

SELLING  EGGS  DIRECT 
BY  MAIL. 


Probably  the  ideal  egg  trade  is  the  pri- 
vate trade  in  the  city  nearby.  .  The  eggs 
may  be  delivered  personally  or  sent  by 
parcel  post. 

The  greatest  problem  is  just  how  to 
get  a  start  in  this  kind  of  a  trade.  Some 
poultry  farms  find  that  a  small  ad  in 
the  local  newspaper  will  secure  all  the 
customers  that  can  be  supplied.  Here  is 
another  plan  which  has  been  tried  and 
it  worked  very  well.  Make  a  list  of  your 
acquaintances  in  the  city  and  write 
them  a  nice  letter,  telling  them  that  you 
are  sending  them  a  couple  dozen  eggs 
which  you  wish  they  would  accept  with 
your  compliments.  Go  into  a  few  de- 
tails as  to  the  feed  and  care  given  in 
order  to  produce  the  very  best  quality 
eggs.  True  this  will  cost  you  something 
but  if  "you  use  care  in  selecting  good 
prospects  you  stand  a  good  chance  of 
making  plenty  of  customers.  Above  all 
things,  be  sure  that  the  eggs  are  of  the 
highest  grade.  Depend  on  this  test  for 
repeat  orders. 

Remember  that  a  few  satisfied  cus- 
tomers are  the  best  kind  of  advertising. 
It  is  a  peculiar  thing  how  your  custom- 
ers will  want  all  their  friends  to  buy 
eggs  of  you.  They  will  help  you  get 
new  trade.  But  be  sure  that  you  must 
deserve  this  boosting  in  order  to  get  it. 
People  do  not  recommend  poor  eggs  to 
their  friends.  It  takes  quality  to  get 
business. 

CREMATE  ALL  SICK  BIRDS 
THAT  DIE. 


It  was  not  so  long  ago  that  we  visited 
a  farmer,  and  going  near  the  manure 
pile  we  counted  five  dead  chickens.  One 
showed  plainly  that  some  animal  had 
eaten  of  the  dead  fowl.  Inquiry  re- 
vealed that  the  dog  was  very  sick,  and 
several  hens  in  the  poultry  house  were 
in  the  last  stages  of  a  contagious  dis- 
ease. 

Time  and  again  we  see  such  careless- 
ness, for  it  can  be  called  nothing  else. 
To  throw  a  dead  fowl  on  the  manure 
pile  is  to  invite  future  trouble. 

Some  feel  that  if  dead  fowls  are  bur- 
ied that  all  chance  of  danger  is  past. 
Prowling  dogs  often  dig  up  such  birds 
and  spread  disease  "to  the  four  winds 
of  Heaven."  In  some  cases  where  the 
dead  bird  is  buried  deep  and  quick  lime

is  scattered  over  the  fowl,  the  danger  is 
much  reduced. 

The  only  safe  way  to  dispose  of  dead 
fowls  is  to  cremate  them.  Burning 
destroys  all  germs  and  thereby  prevents 
the  danger  of  spreading  the  disease.  So 
many  diseases  in  the  poultry  yard  are 
highly  contagious  that  it  does  not  pay 
to  take  chances  in  the  matter.  Many 
poultry  farms  are  equipped  with  cement 
burners  so  arranged  that  dead  fowls  are 
•easily  and  quickly  burned.  However, 
this  is  not  necessary.  The  birds  can  be 
Tjurned  in  the  furnace  in  the  dwelling. 
Even  the  back  lotter  will  find  it  a  good 
plan  to  properly  cremate  all  sick  birds 
that  die.  More  strict  attention  to  this 
matter  will  do  much  to  overcome  seri- 
ous disease  conditions  in  the  poultry 
flocks. 


AVOID  OVERFAT  HENS. 


On  many  farms  the  hens  are  given 
too  much  corn,  with  the  result  that  they 
become  too  fat.  In  some  cases  the  farm- 
er believes  that  the  fat  hen  is  the  most 
profitable  hen,  and  perhaps  if  she  is  to 
be  sent  to  the  butcher  this  is  the  case, 
but  the  overfat  hen  is  not  the  best  layer. 
It  is  quite  true  that  the  hen  should  be 
in  good  flesh  and  carry  some  fat.  One 
does  not  see  the  high  records  at  the  nest 
made  by  thin  hens.  It  takes  a  hen  with 
some  fat  to  stand  the  strain  of  heavy 
production.  In  order  to  get  the  best 
production  the  hens  should  have  some 
fat.  They  should  be  plump  and  well 
rounded  out. 

Overfat  hens  are  more  likely  to  have 
apoplexy.  If  you  watch  the  hens  which 
drop  off  the  roosts  at  night  and  die  of

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apoplexy  you  will  find  that  most  of  them 
are  very  fat.  If  such  birds  had  been 
given  less  corn  and  other  fattening 
foods,  made  to  exercise  more,  they 
would  probably  be  alive  today.  Some- 
times when  a  hen  dies  suddenly  it  is 
well  to  open  her  up,  and  you  may  find 
the  heart  surrounded  by  a  heavy  layer 
of  fat.  How  can  you  expect  a  muscular 
organ  like  the  heart  to  work  properly 
when  it  is  packed  in  fat.  Disease  often 
comes  to  the  hen  which  is  too  fat. 

It  appears  that  the  overfat  hen  is  less 
profitable  and  more  likely  to  suffer  from 
disease.  Therefore  the  fat  hen  is  not  as 
profitable  as  the  bird  which  is  not  so 
fat.  It  seems  a  waste  of  good  feed  to 
keep  a  hen  fat  unless  it  is  going  to  be 
bringing  some  money  to  the  poultry- 
man.  It  takes  a  lot  of  feed  to  keep  a 
hen  fat,  and  this  food  is  thrown  away, 
and  at  the  same  time  it  puts  the  hen  in 
such  condition  that  less  profits  are  the 
rule. 

An  overfat  hen  is  an  expense  to  any 
poultryman.  If  you  take  the  time  to 
figure  up  the  matter  from  every  side  of 
the  case  you  will  find  that  the  hen  which 
is  too  fat  is  costing  you  too  much  to 
keep — and  giving  you  less  returns  than 
the  hen  which  is  just  moderately  plump. 
Remember,  there  is  a  difference  between 
a  hen  which  is  overfat  and  one  which  is 
in  good  condition. 


BUSINESS  RECORDS  NECESSARY 


We  dare  say  that  the  largest  per  cent 
of  poultrymen  do  not  know  whether 
they  are  solvent  or  not.  Very  few  of 
them  keep  records  so  that  they  know 
just  the  exact  condition  of  their  busi- 
ness. It  is  for  this  reason  that  so  many 
poultrymen  fail.  If  they  kept  records 
and  the  records  indicated  that  they  were 
not  making  the  proper  profit  it  might  be 
possible  to  correct  the  difficulty  before 
it  became  so  serious  as  to  cause  failure. 
Many  a  fire  which  causes  large  damage 
could  easily  be  extinguished  if  it  was 
attacked  before  it  became  large.  So  it  is 
with  the  little  leaks  on  the  poultry  farm. 
If  they  are  seen  before  they  become 
large,  they  can  be  stopped,  and  the 
profits  put  on  the  right  side  of  the 
ledger. 

Records  not  only  show  one  the  exact 
condition  of  the  business,  but  often 
they  prove  very  useful  in  other  ways. 
Suppose  that  you  had  a  fire  and  the 
brooder  house  was  destroyed.  If  you 
had  records  to  indicate  the  cost  of  con- 
structing this  building,  the  adjustment 
with  the  insurance  company  might  take 
a  lot  less  time.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
matter  of  taxes  might  often  be  adjusted 
to  your  advantage  if  you  had  records 
which  would  enable  you  to  prove  just 
where  you  stood  financially.  The  matter 
of  keeping  business  records  has  a  rather 
wide  scope. 

Every  successful  business  man  will 
tell  you  that  the  keeping  of  records  is 
one  of  his  important  ways  of  making 
his  business  hum.  Suppose  that  you 
had  no  records.  How  do  you  know 
whether  you  are  producing  eggs  for  less 
than  you  sell  them  for?  The  man  who 
would  sell  eggs  for  less  than  cost  of  pro- 
duction faces  ruin  and  yet  many  a  man 
is  doing  it.  If  he  kept  a  business  rec- 
ord he  would  know  what  the  eggs  cost 
him,  and  if  he  was  unable  to  correct  the 
increase  in  cost  of  production  he  would 
be  able  to  sell  out  before  bankruptcy 
came  his  way. 

Often  poultrymen  think  that  it  takes 
too  much  time  to  keep  records.    True  it

Recently  we  were  invited  to  talk  to  a 
poultry  meeting.  There  were  several 
hundred  farmers  and  poultry  raisers 
present  and  probably  150  chicks  on  ex- 
hibition. 

This  meeting  was  put  on  by  a  live- 
wire  feed  manufacturer  who  has  been  a 
successful  poultry  raiser  for  25  years. 
His  experience  as  a  poultry  raiser  is 
free  to  those  who  use  his  feed,  and  it  is 
building  business  for  him. 

In  talking  with  him,  he  said: 
"I  am  going  to  introduce  you  to  a 
farmer,  show  you  some  of  his  birds,  and 
I  want  you  to  talk  to  him,  but  first  I 
want  to  tell  you  this: 

"Last  spring  this  man  bought  4,000 
baby  chicks.  Within  a  very  short  time 
he  lost  760  of  them.  He  called  me  on 
the  phone  and  wanted  to  know  if  I 
couldn't  come  out  and  see  what  was 
causing  these  great  losses.  He  was  not 
a  customer  of  mine,  but  I  knew  if  I 
could  help  him  solve  his  problem  he  was 
a  mighty  good  prospect,  so  I  went  out. 
"One  look  and  I  said,  'Coccidiosis.'  " 
"Whoa,"  we  replied,  "how  did  you 
know  it  was  coccidiosis:  you  know  it 
takes  a  laboratory  test  to  tell  that  for 
sure?" 

He  replied,  "I  have  seen  so  much  of  it 
I  can  tell  it  with  my  eyes  shut;  bloody 
droppings,  ruffled  plumage,  emaciated 
appearance,  chicks  leaning  against  the 
sides  of  brooder  and  fence,  etc.  The 
first  thing  we  did  was  to  clean  out  the 
spray  with  a  good  disinfectant.  Then  we 
gave  them  a  dose  of  Epsom  Salts.  All 
feed  was  removed  and  we  started  to  fer- 
ment a  chick  mash.  The  next  day  we 
started  feeding  and  fed  nothing  but  this 
fermented  mash  three  times  a  day.  On 
the  third  day  he  lost  two  chicks,  and 
from  then  on  the  death  losses  from  dis- 
ease ceased. 

"Then  they  were  put  back  on  their 
regular  ration  of  a  dry  mash  in  front 
of  them  all  the  time,  fermented  mash 
once  a  day,  plus  a  little  chick  scratch 
and  greens.  Now  I  will  show  you  some 
of  those  chicks  and  let  you  talk  to  the 
owner." 

"Oh  yes,"  he  added.  "I  forgot  to  tell 
you  that  at  the  same  time  this  hap- 
pened his  flock  of  hens  was  giving  a 
production  of  but  20%.  We  started 
feeding  them  the  fermented  mash  once 
a  day,  and  in  two  weeks'  time  they 
were  giving  a  62%  production  and  have 
maintained  it  all  summer." 

As  the  title  of  this  article  reads,  "You 
Ca.n  Take  It  for  What  It  Is  Worth." 
This  man  had  no  object  in  telling  us  a 
fake  story  and  it  was  never  claimed  that 
yeast  would  cure  coccidiosis.  We  told 
this  incident  to  one  of  our  good  friends 
and  he  replied:  "I  have  done  practically 
the  same  thing  for  several  of  my  friends 
and  I  believe  it." 

We  consider  it  well  worth  passing  on, 
for,  as  stated  above,  it  won't  cost  much 
to  try  it  ,and  there  is  nothing  about  the 
treatment  that  can  hurt  your  chicks.

Birds  Constipated. 

I  am  having  a  great  deal  of  trouble  with 
my  birds  being  constipated.  I  feed  grain  and 
mash,  but  green  food  is  hard  to  get.  Can  you 
suggest  a  remedy?

In  the  first  place  we  suggest  that  you 
give  the  birds  a  dose  of  Epsom  Salts, 
giving  one  pound  to  each  100  birds.  This 
may  be  given  in  the  mash  that  the  hens 
will  eat  in  one  day.  The  best  plan  for 
the  future  is  to  arrange  to  give  more 
green  food.  We  suggest  that  you  buy 
an  oat  sprouter  and  feed  sprouted  oats 
and  see  if  that  does  not  overcome  the 
constipation.  Green  food  'ends  to  keep 
the  bowels  active,  and  you  must  feed 
some  of  it.  Sprouted  oats  are  about  as 
good  as  anything.

To  Distinguish  Drakes. 

I  have  about  two  dozen  Muscovy  ducks  and 
I  want  to  know  how  to  tell  the  ducks  from  the 
drakes.

The  Muscovy  drakes  grow  fast,  and 
the  best  way  to  distinguish  them  from 
the  ducks  is  by  their  size,  they  being 
somewhat  larger  than  their  mates.

Better  buy 
a  good  remedy  and  be  rid  of  the  worms.

We  do  not  believe  that  it  will  do  as 
much  as  claimed.  If  we  were  to  use 
kerosene  to  fight  lice  we  would  use  it 
in  a  spray  or  as  a  paint  to  paint  the 
roosts. 


Warm  Poultry  House. 

I  have  been  thinking  of  setting  up  a  stove 
in  my  poultry  house,  so  that  it  will  be  warm 
this  winter,  because  you  say  that  a  warm 
house  means  eggs.  How  warm  shall  I  keep 
the  house?  — :Mrs.  H.  G. .  Michigan. 

It  is  not  essential  that  the  house  be 
heated.  The  main  thing  is  that  it  be 
dry.  Of  course,  it  must  be  warm,  but 
generally  we  doubt  the  wisdom  of  in- 
stalling a  stove  to  warm  the  house.  We 
would  think  more  of  proper  ventilation.

Corn  Stalks  as  Litter. 

I  have  quite  a  few  corn  stalks,  but  hate  to 
burn  them.  Can  I  use  them  for  litter  in  my 
hen  house?  — J.  J.  D..  Nebraska. 

Chop  them  up  into  short  lengths  and 
they  will  do  very  well  if  mixed  in  with 
some  straw,  leaves  or  other  fine  mate- 
rial. They  will  last  a  long  time.  If  you 
have  no  other  way  to  cut  them,  take  a 
corn  knife  and  chop  them  on  a  chop-

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ABOUT  one  year  ago  an  article  appeared  in  this  paper 
under  the  general  head  of  Colony  Brooding.  That

We  under- 
stand that  this  ventilation  feature 
has  been  patented  as  applies  to 
colony  brooders,  therefore  the 
manufacturer  must  feel  that  his 
ventilation  system  is  excellent  and 
cannot  be  improved  upon.  If  you 
will  note  the  humidor  pan  on  top 
of  the  heating  pipes,  the  fresh 
cool  air  from  outside  cannot  di- 
rectly strike  the  chicks,  but  is 
forced  upward  to  the  top  (as  in  a 
stove  pipe),  then  strikes  the  heat- 
ing pipes,  picks  up  the  additional 
moisture  and  then  is  radiated  onto 
the  backs  of  the  chicks,  giving 
them    humidified    air   which  your

doctor  will  tell  you  is  the  best  for  humans  as  well  as  chicks.  Dry  air 
has  a  tendency  to  stunt  the  growth  of  chicks.  Moisture  or  humidified 
air  allows  them  their  maximum  growth.  In  this  way  all  points  of  the 
hover  are  heated  and  there  is  no  crowding  by  the  chicks. 

They  also  have  free  access  to  the  runs  in  front  of  the  hovers,  which 
is  equivalent  to  the  two  room  system  advocated  by  many  leading  poul- 
try authorities,  one  in  which  the  hover  is  placed,  and  the  other  in 
which  the  chicks  can  exercise,  scratch  and  get  clear  away  from  the 
direct  heat.  This  is  accomplished  by  allowing  the  chicks  to  run  from 
under  the  brooder  into  the  runs  of  various  lengths  from  10  to  20  feet 
in  front  of  the  brooder.  Feeders  and  waterers  are  placed  outside  of 
the  brooders  and  is  the  natural  attraction  during  the  daylight  hours.

R.  P.  Bur- 
base,  Salisbury,  Maryland,  is  using  one  in  a  building  16x48,  and  seems 
amazed  at  the  small  consumption  of  fuel  by  the  system  to  give  satis- 
factory results.  Mrs.  P.  E.  McGraw,  Manager  Poultry  Department. 
East  Louisiana  State  Hospital,  Jackson,  Louisiana,  states  that  it  only 
costs  9Sc  a  day  to  heat  her  brooder  system  196  feet  long.  The  excellent 
group  above  of  this  poultry  farm  are  reproduced  from  actual  photo- 
graphs. D.  C.  Adkins.  manager  of  Ozark  Poultry  Farm,  Springfield. 
Missouri,  brooded  6,600  chicks  at  a  cost  of  20c  a  day.

Wants  Dry  Floor. 

I  want  to  build  a  new  poultry  house  and  I 
want  a  dry  floor.  Can  you  offer  suggestions. 
I  want  a  cement  floor. 

— J.  E.  S..  New  Hampshire. 

A  plan  which  is  giving  good  satisfac- 
tion is  to  build  the  floor  of  tile  and  then 
cover  with  the  cement.  Such  a  plan 
makes  a  dry  floor  and  one  which  is  rat 
proof.  We  suggest  that  the  floor  be 
raised  above  the  ground  level  so  that 
the  water  will  run  away  from  the  build- 
ing. Be  sure  to  place  poultry  house  on 
naturally  dry  ground. 


How  Much  Water? 

How  much  water  will  birds  consume?  How 
big  water  fountains  shall  I  buy? 

.     — H.  C.  B.,  Iowa. 

It  is  estimated  that  100  laying  hens 
will  drink  about  three  gallons  of  water 
daily.  This  may  vary  somewhat,  but  it 
will  give  you  a  rough  estimate.  As  to 
the  size  fountains  you  should  purchase 
will  say  that  we  will  offer  the  sugges- 
tions that  it  would  be  wise  to  have  too 
much  water  rather  than  not  enough. 
You  cannot  expect  the  hens  to  lay  eggs 
unless  they  get  plenty  of  water.  Re- 
member that  an  egg  is  largely  water. 


An  Opportunity. 

For  years  I  have  been  sickly.  I  have  never 
been  exactly  sick  or  what  one  might  call  well. 
A  short  time  ago  the  doctors  said  that  it  was 
either  the  out-of-doors  for  me  or  perhaps  an 
early  death.

I 
have  a  place  of  two  acres  and  have  some  re- 
serve capital  and  a  lot  of  experience  with 
chickens.  Should  I  attempt  any  side  lines?  If 
so,  what?

You  can  make  a  living  on  two  acres. 
It  will  require  rather  careful  planning, 
but  it  can  be  done.  Personally,  we 
think  that  if  you  go  in  for  chickens 
rather  strongly  you  will  not  have  much 
time  left  for  side  lines.  Of  course,  we 
would  have  a  good  garden  to  supply  the 
family  with  fresh  vegetables,  but  be- 
yond this  we  would  go  slow.  If  you  go 
in  for  fruit,  the  first  thing  you  will  want 
to  be  doing  is  to  have  some  bees,  and 
then  you  are  on  the  road  to  a  lot  of 
side  lines  which  will  scatter  your  atten- 
tion and  perhaps  make  it  hard  for  you 
to  cash  in.  Better  stick  to  the  chickens 
as  long  as  you  know  how  to  handle 
them.  Let  us  hear  from  you  occasion- 
ally.

Island  Reds  and  I  want  to  know  what  process 
is  necessary  to  record  the  strain  so  that  every- 
one may  know  about  it.

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TREATMENT  FOR  DIGESTIVE 
TROUBLES. 


Poultry,  like  human  beings,  are  sub- 
ject to  digestive  disturbances.  Probably 
when  the  birds  lived  under  normal  con- 
ditions this  disease  was  practically  un- 
known, but  under  our  present  methods 
of  feeding  it  is  not  an  uncommon  thing 
to  have  a  hen  develop  digestive  trou- 
bles which,  if  allowed  to  go  unattended, 
may  result  in  serious  trouble.  Much  of 
the  disease  resulting  from  improper 
feeding  can  be  prevented.  We  feed  too 
much,  too  strong  a  ration,  or  disregard 
all  rules  of  poultry  requirements,  and 
the  result  is  digestive  disorders,  and 
often  death  after  prolonged  illness. 

There  are  several  remedies  which  are 
used  to  promote  healthy  digestion.  Our 
first  aim  should  be  to  properly  feed  the 
birds.  This  done  there  should  be  no  dif- 
ficulty with  the  organs  of  digestion,  but 
occasionally  due  to  individual  ingredi- 
ents of  the  ration  the  digestion  will  be 
upset.  Our  old  rule  is  to  try  and  pre- 
vent this  by  providing  charcoal  in  hop- 
pers and  allowing  the  birds  free  access 
to  the  charcoal.  Charcoal,  while  not  a 
cure-all,  will  go  a  long  way  to  prevent 
digestive  troubles,  and  for  that  reason 
we  believe  it  a  good  rule  to  always  keep 
it  before  the  birds.  The  cost  of  char- 
coal is  very  small  and  it  is  really  a  very 
efficient  means  of  correcting  simple  di- 
gestive troubles. 

Sometimes  a  good  laxative  is  also 
needed  to  help  along  the  action  of  the 
bowels.  This  can  be  any  well  known 
laxative,  but  perhaps  Epsom  Salts  is 
about  as  useful  as  any.  This  remedy 
can  be  given  in  the  dry  mash  mixing  in 
one  pound  of  the  Epsom  Salts  to  the 
mash  one  hundred  hens  will  eat  in  one 
day.  If  well  mixed  this  will  insure  each 
bird  getting  about  the  right  amount  to 
cause  good  bowel  action.  Only  a  one- 
day  treatment  is  recommended.  Per- 
haps later  another  treatment  will  be 
necessary,  but  one  can  be  governed  by 
the  condition  of  the  droppings. 

Of  course  it  will  spell  failure  to  de- 
pend too  largely  upon  medical  treatment 
in  the  matter  of  digestive  troubles.  It 
is  a  far  better  plan  to  so  feed  and  care 
for  the  birds  that  they  remain  healthy 
and  strong.  In  some  cases,  however,  it 
seems  necessary  to  aid  and  assist  Na- 
ture in  its  process  of  retaining  healthy 
digestion. 


MARKING  THE  BIRDS. 


A  great  many  chicks  are  leg  or  wing 
banded,  thus  giving  them  a  number  by 
which  they  may  be  identified  throughout 
their  lives.  In  some  cases  they  are  not 
marked,  and  later,  due  to  exceptional 
performance  at  the  nest  or  for  some 
other  reason,  it  is  decided  that  it  would 
be  very  convenient  if  they  had  a  num- 
ber. Leg  bands  may  be  used,  and  as  the 
cost  is  very  small,  we  suggest  that  all 
birds  which  are  worth  keeping  are 
worth  banding.  If  a  bird  does  so  little 
to  distinguish  itself  that  you  do  not  feel 
it  worth  the  small  cost  of  a  leg  band, 
then  you  better  send  it  to  the  butcher. 

In  some  cases  numbers  do  not  play  as 
important  a  part  as  some  means  of  dis- 
tinguishing the  offspring  of  a  certain 
hen  or  pen.  This  may  be  accomplished 
by  colored  leg  bands,  and  no  attention 
need  be  given  to  a  number.  There  are 
many  ways  of  banding  birds  so  that  you 
may  be  able  to  tell  at  a  glance  just  what 
pen  the  bird  is  hatched  from,  how  old  it 


is,  etc.  Suppose  you  take  a  blue  band 
to  indicate  the  best  pen.  Alright.  This 
hen  has  a  blue  band  on  the  right  leg. 
That  indicates  that  she  is  from  your 
best  pen  and  was  hatched  on  an  even 
numbered  year  such  as  1926.  If  she  had 
been  hatched  in  1927  the  band  would 
appear  on  the  left  -leg.  Probably  you 
begin  to  realize  that  there  are  many 
ways  of  marking  your  birds  so  that  they 
may  be  identified.  We  advocate  the  use 
of  leg  bands  because  they  are  cheap  and 
serve  the  purpose  very  well.  Wing  bands 
can  be  put  on  your  chicks  and  they  do 
very  nicely,  but  the  objection  is  that  you- 
have  to  catch  the  bird  to  get  the  num- 
ber. While  this  is  also  true  of  leg 
bands,  yet  with  the  use  of  colored  leg 
bands  one  can  obtain  very  satisfactory 
means  of  identification. 

Sometimes  it  is  a  very  handy  thing  to 
be  able  to  tell  a  visitor  just  how  old  a 
hen  is  or  from  what  mating  a  certain 
cockerel  came.  The  use  of  leg  bands 
indicates  that  the  poultryman  is  trying 
to  use  every  means  at  hand  to  improve 
and  better  his  stock,  and  the  visitor  will 
not  be  slow  to  notice  this  enterprise.

FALL  ITEMS  OF  INTEREST. 


A  HEN  HOSPITAL. 


Good  feed  and  care  are  required  to 
get  the  moulting  hens  well  feathered 
and  in  a  thrifty  condition  before  cold 
weather  comes.  We  can  not  expect  a 
hen  to  lay  in  cold  weather  whose  body 
is  only  half  covered  with  feathers. 

If  a  patch  of  rye  is  sown  in  the  poul- 
try run  now,  it  will  make  fine  forage 
later  on  when  other  vegetable  matter 
and  grass  is  dead,  and  a  patch  seeded 
down  in  the  spring  to  alfalfa  will  furn- 
ish excellent  forage  during  the  growing 
season  for  years  without  reseeding. 

To  prevent  considerable  loss  of  pro- 
duction through  broodiness,  hens  show- 
ing a  desire  to  set  must  be  taken  in 
hand  promptly.  If  the  hen  is  on  the 
nest  at  night  she  should  be  promptly 
removed  to  the  broody  coop,  and  be  fed 
liberally  during  the  time  she  is  con- 
fined. The  most  satisfactory  device  for 
breaking  up  broody  hens  is  a  coop  with 
an  open  slat  bottom.  If  a  hen  is  un- 
able to  find  a  spot  that  she  can  keep 
warm  by  sitting  upon  it,  she  soon  gets 
cooled  off  and  quits  setting.  Usually 
three  days  in  an  open  bottom  coop  and 
the  broodiness  will  be  over,  and  she  will 
go  back  to  laying  in  about  a  week. 

It  pays  to  get  the  best  for  breeders, 
and  it  is  much  more  advantageous  to 
see  that  the  foundation  stock  is  of  good 
quality,  than  it  is  to  cull  and  cull  from 
poor  stock  to  get  a  few  good  birds  each 
year.  If  careful  attention  is  given  to 
the  old  stock  and  have  first  quality 
birds  instead  of  grades,  there  will  not 
be  so  much  trouble  the  following  season 
with  the  quality  of  the  young  stock.  It 
has  been  demonstrated  and  proven  so 
many  times  that  blood  counts  that  we 
hear  the  term  "blooded  stock"  often 
quoted  when  quality  is  referred  to. 

There  is  no  real  secret  about  getting 
eggs  in  cold  weather,  yet  it  seems  by 
no  means  an  easy  matter  with  some. 
That  we  may  obtain  a  good  winter  egg 
yield,  the  hens  must  have  a  warm,  com- 
fortable house  and  be  fed  enough,  but 
not  overfed.  This  seems  an  easy  mat- 
ter to  fulfill,  but  in  reality  it  is  not  so 
simple.  The  flock  some  times  refuses 
to  lay  an  egg  when  we  think  we  have 
done  our  level  best  to  comply  with  the 
exact  requirements,  and  there  surely 
must  be  some  reason  why  we  fail  to  get 
the  eggs.  One  reason  of  failure  is  that 
the  hens,  and  especially  the  heavy 
breeds,  become  overfat  during  winter, 
and  an  overfat  hen  is  not  a  success  at 
egg  production.  It  may  be  that  the  flock 
is  made  up  of  too  many  two  and  three 
year  olds.  Some  times  feeding  some 
fresh  ground  bone  and  lean  meat  will 
bring  about  the  desired  results.

One  of  the  greatest  mistakes  that  the 
average  poultryman  makes  is  to  allow 
sick  birds  to  be  in  close  contact  with  the 
rest  of  the  flock.  In  many  cases  the 
sick  birds  will  be  suffering  from  a  con- 
tagious disease  which  is  easily  spread 
from  bird  to  bird,  and  in  this  way  the 
entire  flock  becomes  victims  of  the  dis- 
ease. The  common  watering  dishes, 
roosting  quarters,  hoppers  and  other 
means  of  spreading  the  disease  mean 
just  one  thing,  and  that  is  that  just  as 
soon  as  a  bird  becomes  sick  it  should  be 
taken  away  from  the  flock.  Every  farm 
should  have  a  hospital  and  sick  birds 
should  become  patients  in  the  hospital. 

The  hospital  need  not  be  a  large  or 
elaborate  affair.  When  the  flock  is  small 
perhaps  a  box  in  the  barn  will  serve  the 
purpose.  With  large  flocks  the  hospital 
will  need  to  be  of  sufficient  size  to  ac- 
commodate all  the  birds  which  may  be- 
come sick.  The  hospital  should  be  situ- 
ated away  from  the  rest  of  the  poultry 
buildings. 

Sanitary  rules  should  be  very  strict. 
To  allow  a  person  to  go  from  the  hos- 
pital to  the  poultry  house  may  mean 
that  he  will  carry  the  germs  of  disease 
on  his  shoes.  We  have  seen  several 
hospitals  where  a  heavy  burlap  mat  at 
the  door  was  kept  soaked  with  a  disin- 
fectant and  the  attendant  was  instruct- 
ed to  see  that  the  shoes  were  well  clean- 
ed before  leaving  the  building.  This 
may  seem  like  carrying  the  matter  a  lit- 
tle far,  but  it  might  be  the  means  of 
preventing  an  epidemic,  and  certainly 
would  be  well  worth  the  extra  care. 

Of  course,  the  hospital  should  be  kept 
clean,  and  disinfected  frequently.  A  cup- 
board should  be  handy  in  which  all  the 
remedies  are  kept.  It  is  not  necessary 
to  have  a  lot  of  medicines,  but  a  few  of 
the  more  useful  ones  should  be  at  hand. 
Prompt  treatment  often  means  a  short 
duration  of  the  disease.

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THE  DUST  BOX. 


We  are  old-fashioned  enough  to  be- 
lieve in  the  dust  box  as  a  means  of 
fighting  lice.  Of  cpurse  we  realize  that 
modern  methods  indicate  that  the  dust 
box  is  slightly  out  of  date,  and  yet  it  is 
surprising  to  note  how  many  poultry 
farms  still  have  a  well-filled  dust  box. 
Sometimes  the  old-fashioned  remedies 
which  were  the  result  of  urgent  needs 
are  a  rather  good  proposition  after  all. 

We  believe  in  the  dust  box  because  it 
seems  to  help  keep  the  lice  in  check  and 
also  because  it  saves  a  lot  of  labor.  The 
box  should  be  placed  in  the  sun  so  that 
the  dust  wiil  be  kept  dry.  Frequently 
the  dust  should  be  changed,  and  it  is  a 
good  plan  to  add  the  contents  of  a  box 
of  good  commercial  lice  powder  to  the 
dust.  Mix  it  in  well  and  see  that  the 
birds  cannot  dust  without  getting  some 
of  the  lice  powder.  It  is  surprising  how 
the  lice  will  take  to  the  tall  timber 
when  such  a  powder  is  added  to  the  dust 
box.  Road  dust  makes  a  very  fine  ma- 
terial for  the  dust  box,  but  in  these  days 
of  cement  roads  it  may  be  rather  diffi- 
cult to  find  road  dust.  However,  almost 
anyone  can  find  some  dust  somewhere, 
and  it  is  a  good  plan  to  store  enough 
dust  to  last  over  the  winter  months. 

If  one  is  raising  high-class  exhibition 
birds  he  will  not  want  to  let  his  birds 
have  access  to  a  dust  bath  too  frequent- 
ly, because  sometimes  a  hen  gets  to 
flopping  around  so  vigorously  that  she 
breaks  a  feather  or  two.  Such  birds  will 
have  to  be  dusted  by  hand  in  order  to 
save  their  plumage.  The  most  of  us  do 
not  think  too  highly  of  the  looks  of  our 
birds  and  will  not  be  alarmed  if  a  feath- 
er is  broken  now  and  then.  The  big 
idea  we  have  in  mind  is  to  get  rid  of  the 
lice,  and  if  a  dust  bath  will  help  keep 
the  little  rascals  in  check — then  we  fav- 
or a  dust  bath.  Unless  you  have  had 
the  experience  of  fighting  lice  all  sum- 
mer long,  you  cannot  realize  what  a  de- 
lightful experience  you  are  missing.  We 
venture  the  guess  that  the  old  members 
of  the  poultry  fraternity  still  pin  their 
faith  to  the  old-fashioned  dust  bath.

quarters,  and  before  they  have  devel- 
oped colds,  it  is  fortunately  a  growing 
practice  among  successful  poultry  rais- 
ers to  vaccinate.  Birds  so  treated  should 
remain  free  from  infections  for  a  year.

The  Poultry  Fanciers'  Guide,  which 
has  been  published  for  five  or  six  years, 
has  sold  out  to  another  publication,  and 
therefore  will  not  appear  again. 

We  understand  that  the  Louisiana. 
Egg  Laying  Contest  will  not  continue 
with  a  second  contest  because  of  a  lack 
of  funds  due  to  the  floods. 

There  is  said  to  be  a  shortage  of  good 
cod  liver  oil,  and  our  readers  are  urged 
to  watch  what  they  buy  and  make  sure 
it  is  put  up  by  a  reliable  concern.

The  Illinois  State  Egg  Laying  Con- 
tests start  November  1,  and  we  predict 
that  they  will  be  the  best  yet.

D.  Smith  chief  poultryman  for  the  state, 
who  is  in  charge  of  the  contests,  will 
leave  nothing  undone  to  see  that  all 
records  are  broken.  Everyone  who 
knows  of  these  contests  look  for  excel- 
lent results  during  the  coming  year.

MAKE  YOUR  HENS  LAY  IN 
WINTERTIME. 


It  is  curious  how  a  vast  number  of 
poultrymen  have  gained  the  erroneous 
idea  that  it  is  not  natural  for  hens  to 
lay  as  many  eggs  during  the  winter 
months  as  when  the  summer  sesaon 
is  on.

CRACKED  EGGS  MEAN  LOSS. 


The  other  day  when  we  were  out  in 
the  country  we  bought  twelve  dozen 
eggs  and  filled  our  case  and  started 
home.  When  we  reached  home  we 
found  that  ten  of  the  eggs  were  cracked. 
Of  course  the  wife  could  use  them  in 
cooking  and  save  them,  but  suppose 
these  eggs  had  been  brought  to  mar- 
ket. The  loss  would  have  been  con- 
siderable when  compared  with  the  num- 
ber of  eggs  contained  in  the  case.  The 
cause  of  these  cracked  eggs  was  a  lack 
of  packing  in  the  egg  case.  The  fillers 
in  the  egg  case  had  been  used  so  many 
times  that  they  no  longer  served  their 
purpose  and  should  have  been  thrown 
away  before  being  kept  so  long  as  to 
cause  a  loss  all  out  of  proportion  to 
their  original  cost. 

This  is  merely  an  example  of  how 
small  things  may  prove  costly.  Good  egg 
cases  and  fillers  are  very  necessary. 
There  is  such  a  thing  as  being  penny 
wise  and  pound  foolish.    We  were. 

Often  a  lack  of  shell  forming  material 
is  also  reason  for  cracked  eggs;  while 
possibly  one  may  save  a  few  cents  in 
the  cost  of  oyster  shells,  yet  when  the 
broken  eggs  are  taken  into  considera- 
tion it  will  be  found  that  the  saving  is 
usually  on  the  wrong  side.  Good  oyster 
shells  are  just  as  essential  as  grit  or 
food  and  water.  To  try  to  get  along 
without  the  use  of  oyster  shells  is  a 
great  mistake.  Cracked  and  broken 
eggs  may  mean  heavy  loss,  and  it  re- 
sults in  many  cases  for  no  other  rea- 
son than  because  we  fail  to  provide  oys- 
ter shells.  Egg  shells  are  made  of  lime 
and  oyster  shells  are  lime — the  very  ele- 
ment of  which  the  egg  shells  are  made. 
It  is  seldom  that  soft  shells  are  found 
in  eggs  laid  by  a  healthy  flock  which 
have  free  access  to  good  oyster  shells. 

If  you  will  keep  track  of  the  cracked 
eggs  which  you  have  every  year  and  will 
figure  the  matter  out  into  dollars  and 
cents,  you  will  begin  to  realize  that  the 
small  cost  of  oyster  shells  is  next  to 
nothing  when  compared  with  the  loss 
which  you  are  now  experiencing.

WINTER  MANAGEMENT  OF 
LAYERS.

it  need  not  be  very  deep. 

The  nests  should  not  De  lorgotten  but 
new  material  should  be  placed  in  them 
occasionally.  Clean  eggs  will  be  the  re- 
sult and  lice  will  not  be  as  likely  to 
bother.  Straw  makes  a  very  satisfac- 
tory nest  material,  but  shavings  are 
used  on  some  farms. 

While  winter  management  of  layers 
appears  to  make  rather  urgent  demands 
upon  poultrymen,  yet  the  returns  will 
fully  warrant  the  extra  efforts.  The  suc- 
cessful poultryman  will  have  a  regular 
system  by  which  he  will  regulate  his 
work.  His  birds  will  be  fed  and  water- 
ed and  cared  for  by  this  system.  One 
cannot  feed  his  birds  one  day  at  two 
o'clock,  the  next  day  at  four,  and  per- 
haps the  following  day  at  three  and  ex- 
pect great  success.  The  time  of  feed- 
ing should  be  the  same  each  day.  Reg- 
ularity should  be  the  rule  and  guide  of 
your  life. 

The  successful  poultryman  is  a  care- 
ful, regular  and  thorough  man.  Every- 
thing which  he  does  he  does  in  -the 
same  thorough  manner.  If  the  water 
fountains  need  cleaning  they  are  well 
cleaned.  If  the  windows  need  washing, 
the  walls  have  some  cobwebs  hanging 
on  them,  it  matters  not  to  him,  he  does 
the  job  as  carefully  as  possible.  The  re- 
sult is  that  his  work  is  well  done,  and 
in  the  end  he  saves  time,  besides  his 
poultry  is  in  good  health  and  comfort- 
able, because  everything  is  right.  The 
man  who  is  steady,  dependable,  thor- 
ough and  careful  is  the  good  poultry- 
man.  Added  to  these  qualifications  is  a 
love  for  his  feathered  pets.  Who  can 
hope  for  success  in  high  winter  egg  pro- 
duction unless  his  heart  and  mind  is 
wrapped  up  in  his  task?  He  should  be 
so  deeply  interested  that  he  watches 
over  his  charges  and  does  everything  in 
his  power  to  make  them  happy  and  com- 
fortable. Enthusiasm  for  his  work  will 
enable  him  to  note  symptoms  of  disease, 
or  other  slight  changes  in  the  birds 
which  would  go  unnoticed  by  the  aver- 
age individual.  Such  attention  will  win 
in  the  poultry  business  as  in  any  other 
line  of  endeavor.

REAPPOINTED 


Governor  Baker  has  appointed  V.  O. 
Hobbs  of  Kansas  City  and  E.  L.  Deven- 
thal  of  Warrenton  to  succeed  themselves 
as  members  of  the  board  of  managers  of 
the  Missouri  poultry  experiment  station, 
each  for  terms  ending  August  16,  1930.

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OYSTER  SHELLS  AND  LEG 
WEAKNESS. 


The  writer  goes  into  many  poultry 
houses  to  find  that  the  owner  believes 

sthat  grit  and  oyster  shells  serve  the 
same  purpose.  This  is  a  surprising  con- 
dition, in  view  of  the  fact  that  almost 
everyone  knows  that  grit  is  to  grind  the 
food,  to  serve  as  teeth  for  the  birds, 
while  oyster  shells  is  the  source  of  sup- 

fply  of  the  much  needed  lime  out  of 
which  egg  shells  and  bones  are  con- 
structed. Grit  and  oyster  shells  are  used 
for  different  purposes  and  to  allow  the 
hens  to  get  along  with  either  is  a  serious 
mistake. 

Oyster  shells  furnish  lime  for  the 
chickens  and  we  believe  that  in  many 
cases  leg  weakness  is  caused  by  a  lack 

Kof  this  bone  forming  lime.     We  know 

gthat  leg  weakness  is  put  at  the  door  of 
almost  everything,  but  it  is  not  reason- 
able to  suppose  that  if  you  do  not  furn- 
ish a  bird  with  a  sufficient  amount  of 
material  out  of  which  to  make  bones 

Shat  the  bones  will  not  be  properly 
formed?  In  the  average  run  of  food  the 
hen  does  not  get  enough  lime  to  supply 

»ts  needs,  and  other  sources  of  supply 
are  necessary.  If  the  bird  is  unable  to 
get  the  needed  amount  of  lime  the  bones 

^will  not  be  formed  as  Nature  intended. 
It  would  not  be  surprising  if  weak  legs 
were  the  result,  in  fact  it  would  be  ex- 
pected. It  seems  that  many  cases  of 
leg  weakness  could  be  prevented  by  giv- 
ing more  oyster  shells. 

Other  diseases  which  come  about  be- 
cause of  a  deficiency  of  lime  in  the  sys- 
tem can  be  prevented  by  the  use  of  oys- 
ter shells. 

Much  has  been  said  about  the  use  of 
oyster  shells,  but  less  about  how  to  feed 
them.  We  have  seen  them  mixed  with 
the  scratch  feed,  put  in  the  mash  and 
thrown  in  piles  on  the  ground.  Our 
plan  is  to  keep  them  in  hoppers  so  that 
the  birds  can  help  themselves  whenever 
they  wish.  In  this  way  they  seem  to 
know  enough  to  eat  the  needed  quantity 
- — -to  balance  their  own  ration  as  regards 
the  amount  of  lime  needed  to  keep  them 
in  good  health.

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Breeding  To  Improve  Egg  Production 


More  and  more  the  demand  for  egg  production  appears  to 
be  taking  the  attention  of  poultrymen.  It  has  been  said  that 
this  is  the  day  of  the  layer.  Apparently  everything  else  is 
secondary  to  the  production  of  eggs.  It  is  not  our  purpose 
at  this  time  to  discuss  the  relationship  between  the  fancier 
and  utility  man,  so  called.  An  urgent  request  has  come  for 
some  light  upon  the  subject  of  breeding  to 
improve  egg  production,  and  we  shall,  within 
the  limits  of  our  ability,  try  to  accommodate. 

Without  a  doubt  the  proposition  of  produc- 
ing eggs  can  be  and  is  being  made  a  profitable 
part  of  the  poultry  business.  Naturally  the 
one  great  aim  is  to  produce  a  very  effcient  egg 
machine.  Feed  costs  money  and  it  is  an  easy 
matter  to  squander  a  lot  of  money  unless  one 
is  able  to  make  his  hens  produce  quite  a  num- 
ber of  eggs  above  the  actual  number  necessary 
to  pay  for  the  feed.  No  profit  is  to  be  made 
in  the  egg  game  until  the  hens  have  laid  a 
sufficient  number  of  eggs  to  cover  the  cost  of 
the  feed.  The  amount  of  the  profit  is  deter- 
mined by  the  number  of  eggs  the  hens  lay. 
That  being  the  case  it  only  seems  natural  to 
try  and  urge  the  hens  to  lay  as  many  eggs  as 
possible,  and  while  feeding  plays  a  rather  im- 
portant part,  yet  breeding  is  also  of  vital  con- 
cern. Good  breeding  can  be  ruined  by  improper  feeding,  but 
no  amount  of  good  feeding  can  make  up  for  poor  breeding. 
It  may  help,  but  after  all  is  said  and  done,  the  breeding  of  a 
bird  has  much  to  do  with  the  number  of  eggs  she  will  lay 
during  her  life. 

The  breeding  season  will  be  at  hand  very  shortly.  It  is 
high  time  that  we  give  breeding  problems  our  close  attention. 

If  we  were  asked  what  we  considered  as  the  most  impor- 
tant factor  in  the  proposition  of  breeding  to  improve  egg- 
production,  we  would  place  everything  secondary  to  consti- 
tutional vigor.  We  realize  that  much  has  been  said  about 
shape,  fading  of  shanks,  feeding,  etc.,  but  as  a  building  is  no 
stronger  'than  its  foundation,  so  every  breeding  consideration 
takes  a  back  seat  to  the  health  factor.  Of  what  real  value  is 
the  best  shaped  bird  if  it  is  physically  below  par  and  unable 
to  reproduce  itseif?  If  we  may  digress  for  a  moment,  we 
might  say  that  right  here  is  where  the  fanciers  have  made  a 
serious  mistake.  They  have  placed  coloration  of  plumage 
and  conformation  of  form  above  vigor.  We  do  not  say  that 
all  have  done  this.  Far  too  many  have.  No  bird  is  any  bet- 
ter than  she  is  healthy.  Today  we  are  placing  more  and 
more  demands  upon  our  hens.  Where  a  few  years  ago  they 
did  well  to  lay  100  eggs  per  year,  now  we  require  them  to 
lay  200  to  250,  and  some  are  striving  for  300  eggs  per  year. 
We  expect  a  hen  to  lay  two  or  three  times  as  many  eggs  as 
we  did  formerly.  If  there  was  need  for  vigorous  stock  in 
those  days,  the  demand  has  become  most  urgent  today.  In 
order  to  stand  up  under  the  strain  of  continued  heavy  laying 
the  hen  must  be  physically  in  tip-top  condition.  If  she  has 
a  single  weakness  be  sure  that  she  will  break  down  under  the 
stress  of  the  necessary  heavy  feeding.  A  hen  can  only  make 
eggs  out  of  the  food  she  eats  and  she  must  have  a  wonderful 
reserve  power  or  she  will  break  down  when  the  heavy  feeding 
is  continued,  as  it  must  be.    A  good  layer  may  lay  five  times 
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her  own  weight  in  eggs.  In  order  to  do  this  she  may  con- 
sume thirty  times  her  body  weight  in  food.  Pause  here  and 
consider  the  strain  upon  her  digestive  organs.  All  the  food 
must  be  digested  and  made  over  into  eggs.  You  begin  to 
realize  that  a  hen  must  be  healthy  to  consume  such  quanti- 
ties of  food.  Certainly  her  digestive  organs  perform  in  a 
wonderful  manner.  We  stress  the  need  of" 
vigor  because  it  appears  to  be  the  very  foun- 
dation upon  which  the  structure  of  the  layer 
or  breeder  is  erected.  More  attention  is  being 
given  to  this  subject  than  ever  before,  and 
we  consider  this  a  very  fortunate  condition. 
When  our  poultrymen  come  to  the  point 
where  they  realize  the  need  for  vigorous 
stock,  then  the  progress  will  be  far  more 
satisfactory. 

It  has  been  said  that  there  is  no  distinctive 
egg  type,  but  if  a  hen  has  such  a  marvelous 
set  of  digestive  organs  it  seems  only  reason- 
able to  suppose  that  these  organs  are  rather 
fully  developed  and  external  appearances 
would  distinguish  such  bir^.  The  writer  has 
lived  all  his  life  in  the  dairy  section  of  Illinois 
and  the  farmers  hereabouts  can  tell  you  that 
there  is  a  decided  dairy  type  of  cow.  The 
milker  is  built  on  different  lines-  than  the  beef 
cow.  Almost  any  man  knows  that  a  draft  and  race  horse 
are  unalike  in  shape.  We  cannot  conceive  it  to  be  within  the 
realm  of  reason  to  say  that  the  Creator  made  the  hen  dif- 
ferent from  other  animals.  We  believe  that  there  is  an  egg 
and  meat  type.  If  there  is  no  egg  type  why  all  the  bother 
about  culling  the  flocks.  What  are  we  culling  for  if  not  to 
pick  out  a  certain  type  which  we  know  to  be  layers?  No 
man  can  consistently  advocate  culling  and  say  that  there  is 
no  egg  type. 

There  are  certain  bodily  conformations  which  will  enable 
us  to  select  birds  which  will  breed  heavy  producers.  If  this 
plan  of  picking  heavy  layers  for  the  breeding  pen  is  carried 
out  for  several  years,  rapid  strides  will  be  made  towards  an 
improved  egg  production.  We  believe  that  like  produces  like 
within  certain  limits.  We  believe  that  good  layers  will  pro- 
duce good  layers.  '  If  such  is  not  the  case,  then  we  might  as 
well  throw  all  learning  "to  the  four  winds  of  Heaven"  and 
go  back  to  the  jungle  fowl.  The  writer  is  satisfied  that  there 
are  certain  factors  which  will  assist  one  to  breed  in  such  a 
way  that  the  egg  production  will  be  improved.  We  will  men- 
tion a  few  of  these  features  which  will  enable  you  to  deter- 
mine what  we  call  a  good  breeder. 

1.  In  t]ie  first  place  the  width  of  the  body  indicates  that 
the  bird  has  ample  room  for  the  digestive  and  reproductive 
organs.  It  seems  evident  that  if  these  organs  are  well  de- 
veloped that  they  will  require  more  than  the  normal  space 
and  consequently  the  increased  space  will  be  evident  in  ex- 
ternal appearances.  These  organs  can  only  develop  and  func- 
tion when  they  have  sufficient  room  to  do  so.  Large  egg 
production  demands  large  organs  to  digest  large  amounts  of 
food.  We  find  that  the  width  of  the  body  indicates  large 
organs  within.  Having  this  in  mind,  we  always  select  a  bird 
having  a  wide  body.

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same  reason  as  the  width.  In  fact, 
depth  is  merely  another  viewpoint  of 
the  shape  of  the  body  and  therefore  has 
a  very  close  association  with  the  width 
of  the  body.  When  considered  as  a  unit 
it  gives  us  an  insight  into  the  size,  de- 
velopment lind  capacity  of  the  digestive 
and  reproductive  organs.  We  believe 
that  heavy  layers  only  come  from  birds 
well  endowed  with  the  ability,  and  that 
means  that  the  organs  must  be  large. 

3.  Contrary  to  a  rather  popular  idea 
we  believe  that  the  body  should  be  rath- 
er long.  It  should  be  carried  high  in 
front  and  lower  behind.  The  large  pa:t 
of  the  body  should  be  back  of  the  leg 
joint.  Fossibly  it  may  take  a  little 
time  for  you  to  be  able  to  pick  ^he  rath- 
er long  and  sloping  body,  but  you  can 
soon  get  an  eye  picture  of  just  what 
you  want,  and  it  takes  almost  no  time 
to  determine  this  factor  when  you  be- 
come accustomed  to  it. 

4.  We  favor  a  bird  with  a  fairly  high 
tail.  Perhaps,  such  a  bird  may  not  make 
quite  such  a  classy  appearance,  but 
generally  speaking  we  think  that  a  high 
tail  indicates  vigor.  We  do  not  say  that 
a  high  tail  makes  vigor,  but  merely  in- 
dicates it.  Our  own  personal  experience 
in  breeding  poultry,  which  by  the  way 
covers  a  much  longer  period  than  we 
like  to  admit,  indicates  that  birds  with 
a  high  tail  produce  better  chicks,  inso- 
far as  vigor  and  laying  is  concerned. 
There  are  some  breeders  who  cling  to 
the  low  tail  idea,  but  this  fad  is  passing 
with  the  years. 

5.  We  like  to  select  a  bird  with  a 
medium  length  neck.  We  never 
thought  much  of  long  necks,  especially 
with  scanty  feathering.  We  always 
pick  a  bird  with  a  medium  long  neck 
which  is  full  feathered.  We  do  not  be- 
lieve that  this  has  any  direct  bearing 
upon  the  matter  of  increasing  produc- 
tion, but  we  do  believe  that  the  medium 
length  neck  indicates  more  vigor  than 
the  extra  long  neck. 

6.  When  we  come  to  the  head  we 
have  many  things  to  look  for.  The 
beak  should  be  short  and  stout.  The 
comb  and  wattles  should  be  of  good 
size  and  bright  color.  The  eyes  should 
be  large,  round  and  bright.  A  bright 
eye  indicates  plenty  of  pep.  A  dull,  list- 
less eye  is  usually  a  sign  of  ill  health 
or  at  least  a  lack  of  vitality. 

7.  In  close  association  with  some  of 
the  above  marks  of  a  good  layer  is  the 
well  known  V  or  wedge  shape  body. 
This  'peculiar  shape  indicates  a  layer 
and  is  a  feature  which  should  be  ob- 
served. No  matter  whether  you  look 
at  the  bird  from  above  or  at  the  side, 
the  wedge  shape  should  be  easily  seen. 
We  know  of  plenty  of  poultrymen  who 
pin  great  faith  in  this  one  distinguish- 
ing mark  of  a  layer,  and  some  say  that 
it  is  the  best  means  of  picking  out  a 
good  breeder. 

8.  The  bird  should  be  closely  feath- 
ered and  present  a  neat  appearance. 

9.  The  body  should  be  set  on  a  pair 
of  stout  legs,  set  well  apart.  Large 
legs  indicate  that  they  can  carry  a  large 
body.  They  can  also  scratch  for  food 
as  occasion  may  require,  or  carry  the 
bird  over  large  spaces  in  the  search  for 
food. 

10.  Large  shanks  go  with  large 
birds.  A  large  bird  can  digest  more 
food,  and  it  takes  a  lot  of  food  to  make 
a  large  number  of  eggs.  In  addition  to 
this,  the  large  bird  usually  lays  a  large 
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egg.'  The  tendency ,  is  for  a  larger  egg 
and  this  may  influence  the  future  of 
breeds  far  more  than  is  anticipated  at 
the  present  time.  We  advocate  an  in- 
crease in  the  size  of  the  average  bird, 
especially  the  breeding  stock. 

11.  Select  only  known  producers.  It 
is  not  enough  that  the  hen  be  a  heavy 
layer,  she  must  be  a  persistent  layer. 
While  we  believe  that  it  is  possible  to 
pick  out  good  producers  without  the  use 
of  the  trap  nest,  yet  the  trap  nest  gives 
you  a  record  of  the  hen's  work,  day  by 
day,  and  we  consider  this  of  the  utmost 
importance.  We'd  rather  have  a  steady, 
consistent  layer  than  the  one  which  lays 
by  fits  and  jerks.  Not  much  has  been 
said  of  this  characteristic  during  the 
past  years,  but  its  importance  is  com- 
ing to  be  known,  and  we  predict  that  in 
the  future  you  will  see  more  and  more 
attention  given  to  this  matter. 

12.  It  is  unthinkable  to  pick  birds 
to  go  into  the  breeding  pens  with  no 
thought  of  the  Standard  requirements. 
It  has  been  said  that  the  requirements 
of  the  Standard  of  Perfection  and' of  a 
good  layer  were  not  in  harmony.  We 
cannot  agree  to  this  statement.  Per- 
haps in  some  minor  details  there  may 
be  a  slight  conflict,  but  in  a  general  way 
they  are  not  far  apart.  Personally  we 
feel  that  the  Standard  must  be  upheld. 
If  it  does  not  meet  the  needs,  let  us 
change  it,  but  if  we  fail  to  try  and  meet 
the  Standard  requirements  we  are  much 
like  a  sailor  at  sea  with  no  compass. 
Standard  bred  poultry  has  done  much 
to  make  the  present  day  success,  and 
we  believe  that  a  more  united  effort 
would  be  a  great  aid  to  the  future. 
While  the  writer  has  not  always  agreed 
with  the  Standard  in  every  detail,  yet 
he  believes  that  it  should  be  changed 
to  meet  exisiting  needs  rather  than  to 
be  thrown  into  the  discard.  We  cannot, 
we  must  not  overlook  the  Standard  of 
Perfection  and  its  need  in  the  mating 
of  our  pens.

Breeding  to  improve  egg  production 
demands  a  great  deal  of  skill,  knowledge 
and  patience.

So  we  see  that  we  are  working 
hand  in  hand  with  the  Creator  in  this 
matter  of  improving  our  birds.  If  we 
know  the  laws  of  breeding  and  properly 
apply  them  the  results  will  be  improve- 
ment. We  can  look  about  us  and  see 
poultrymen  whom  the  world  calls  wiz- 
ards. Really  they  are  close  students 
of  breeding  problems  and  they  under- 
stand the  task  before  th«m.  They  un- 
derstand and  apply  the  laws  of  breed- 
ing. 

You,  as  a  poultryman,  have  it  within 
your  power  to  so  mate  and  blend  the 
blood  oi  different  fowls  that  you  may 
leave  an  imprint  upon  all  future  gen- 
erations. If  you  improve  the  birds  you 
will  be  able  to  pass  on  to  the  future  a 
better  bird  than  was  given  to  you,  and 
your  obligation  will  have  been  fulfilled. 
The  opportunity  to  be  of  lasting  benefit 
to  future  generations  should  prove  an 
incentive  to  you  to  do  your  utmost.

KEEP  UP  THE  QUALITY 


In  every  business  there  appears  to  be 
the  temptation  to  lower  the  quality  just 
as  soon  as  the  demand  has  reached  a 
high  peak.  It  seems  to  be  a  general 
idea  that  it  takes  quality  to  create  a 
demand  for  the  goods,  but  once  the 
demand  is  created  the  quality  can  be 
lowered  and  the  profit  materially  in- 
creased. Such  a  theory  has  ruined 
many  a  business  and  we  firmly  believe 
that  it  will  cause  any  business  to  suf- 
fer. 

If  it  is  true  that  it  taKes  good  quality 
to  build  up  a  business  it  is  reasonable 
to  suppose  that  it  will  require  the  same 
or  better  quality  to  retain  a  good  vol- 
ume of  trade.  This  has  been  very 
strikingly  illustrated  of  late  by  an 
automobile  manufacturer  who  thought 
that  his  product  was  plenty  good 
enough  in  view  of  the  fact  that  he 
built  his  reputation  on  it.  But  the  pub- 
lic had  been  educated  to  a  higher  qual- 
ity with  the  result  that  the  sales  fell 
off  for  the  old  product  and  large  loss 
was  the  result.  So  it  appears  that  not 
only  must  one  produce  quality  to  secure 
trade  but  he  must  be  constantly  on  the 
alert  to  keep  the  quality  up  to  the  ex- 
pectations of  the  buyer. 

Some  time  ago  we  were  made  aware 
of  the  fact  that  the  eggs  which  a  cer- 
tain poultry  farm  was  selling  to  a  big 
hotel  were  not  satisfactory.  We  con- 
sidered it  a  duty  to  try  and  help  the 
poultryman,  but  were  told  that  we 
could  attend  to  our  own  business.  With- 
in a  short  time  the  poultryman  lost  his 
market,  and  as  it  meant  hundreds  of 
dollars  every  month  he  took  the  loss 
with  considerable  regret.  This  man 
spent  years  in  learning  the  poultry  bus- 
iness and  when  he  gained  a  good  mar- 
ket he  went  to  neighboring  farms  and 
bought  eggs  to  meet  the  demand.  He 
knew  nothing  of  the  quality  of  the  eggs 
purchased  for  resale.  He  was  willing 
to  lower  the  quality  to  ■  make  a  few 
extra  dollars,  and  he  lost  his  trade. 

It  makes  no  difference  what  you  are 
selling,  whether  it  be  automobiles  or 
eggs,  you  cannot  lower  the  quality  and 
get  away  with  it.  Sooner  than  you  an- 
ticipate, the  public  will  grow  away  from 
your  product. 

If  you  produce  an  article  of  better 
quality  than  anyone  else  you  will  not 
have  any  competition.  High  quality 
does  not  find  it  necessary  to  shave 
prices  in  order  to  get  business.  The 
higher  the  quality  the  less  trouble  one 
will  have  with  the  price  consideration. 
Quality  sells  on  its  merits.  Naturally 
it  costs  more  to  produce  high  quality, 
but  the  margin  of  net  profit  is  greater. 
Failures  often  come  in  the  mad  rush  of 
price  cutting,  but  few  people  fail  who 
produce  high  quality. 

One  of  the  outstanding  requirements 
of  the  poultry  business  is  for  more  at- 


tention to  quality.  If  the  demand  for 
poultry  products  is  to  be  increased  as- 
it  is  hoped  will  be  the  case,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  greatly  increase  the  qual- 
ity. This  means  that  the  eggs  which 
get  the  top  price  must  be  better.  They 
must  have  better  flavor  and  be  better 
to  look  at.  Do  not  overlook  the  ap- 
pearance of  the  product.  If  American 
poultrymen  will  give  proper  attention 
to  producing  quality  and  will  use  every 
precaution  to  see  that  this  quality  is 
kept  right  up  to  top  notch,  regardless^ 
of  everything,  the  future  holds  unlim- 
ited possibilities.  What  is  most  needed 
at  present  is  for  more  and  better  qual- 
ity.   Then  educate  the  public.

SHOWS  ON  IN  FULL  BLAST 


As  you  read  these  lines  the  various 
poultry  shows  will  be  on  in  full  blast. 
Many  a  poultryman  is  going  hqme  from 
these  shows  a  sad  but  wiser  man.  He 
went  to  the  show  expecting  to  carry 
home  many  if  not  all  of  the  blue  rib- 
bons. But  the  other  fellow  had  the  best 
birds.  On  the  other  hand  some  poultry- 
men  went  home  with  ribbons  which  they 
did  not  expect.  Of  course  they  are  very 
happy.  Some  of  you  fellows  did  not  take 
any  birds  to  the  show  and  you  don't 
know  whether  you  have  any  quality  or 
not.  It  would  seem  that  almost  anyone 
would  have  enough  ambition  to  want  to 
know  what  quality  he  had.  There  is 
still  another  kind  of  fellow  for  whom  we 
have  absolute  disgust.  This  is  the  fel- 
low who  is  always  bragging  about  the 
quality  which  he  has  at  home,  but  he 
does  not  have  enough  of  the  blood  of  a 
true  sportsman  to  enter  a  few  birds  and 
let  the  judge  decide  what  he  has  as  to 
quality.  It  is  alright  to  talk  about  your 
birds  if  you  can  back  it  up,  but  be  sure 
that  you  have  the  quality. 

The  poultry  show  is  really  an  educa- 
tional exhibit,  wherein  the  results  of 
the  skill  and  labor  of  poultrymen  are 
placed  before  the  public.  Such  an  ex- 
hibit shows  the  best  specimens  to  all 
who  enter  the  show  room  and  at  the 
same  time  it  gives  the  beginner  a 
chance  to  see  the  various  breeds.  The 
show  is  the  beginning  of  many  a  life 
devoted  to  poultry.  It  can  be  and  often 
is  the  incentive  which  encourages  the 
onlooker  to  get  into  the  game  and  an- 
other fancier  is  born.  We  think  so  high- 
ly of  the  poultry  show  as  a  means  of 
education  that  we  believe  that  everyone 
interested  in  poultry  should  support 
their  show  either  by  attending  as  much 
as  possible  or  entering  some  birds. 

The  shows  are  on  in  full  blast,  and 
you  have  another  opportunity.  You 
have  no  right  to  talk  about  the  shows 
unless  you  take  an  active  part  in  pro- 
moting them.  Unless  you  are  doing' 
your  part,  what  right  have  you  to  say 
that  they  are  not  effective.  The  poul- 
try show  can  be  made  a  wonderful  fac- 
tor in  the  education  of  the  public  in 
matters  pertaining  to  poultry  and  we 
hope  you  will  use  every  effort  to  make 
your  show  a  success.

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PALE  COLORED  YOLKS 


When  we  break  an  egg  into  the  fry- 
ing pan  with  the  bacon,  we  like  a  large 
egg  with  a  dark  colored  yolk.  We  like 
to  see  the  yolk  firm,  round  and  up- 
standing. A  pale  colored  yolk  may  be 
alright,  but  we  prefer  a  deep,  dark,  rich 
color.  It  looks  richer,  even  if  it  does 
not  taste  any  different. 

The  big  question  is  how  to  get  the 
dark  color  in  the  yolk.  Experiments 
have  proven  that  the  kind  of  food  has 
much  to  do  with  the  color  of  the  yolk. 
Yellow  corn  will  make  a  darker  colored 
yolk  than  will  white  corn.  Green  food 
such  as  sprouted  oats  will  also  deepen 
the  yolk  color.  We  believe  that  dark 
green  vegetable  matter  will  make  a 
darker  yolk  than  light  green  foods.  For 
this  reason  we  like  to  give  a  variety  of 
green  foods.  If  a  flock  of  hens  are  al- 
lowed to  range  over  an  alfalfa  field  the 
yolks  will  become  dark.  Rye  is  not  as 
good  a  food  as  alfalfa.  Rape  is  said  to 
affect  the  flavor  of  the  eggs,  and  if  this 
is  the  case  it  should  be  fed  sparingly. 
Personally  we  have  never  found  the 
flavor  to  be  badly  affected,  but  still  it 
might  be  the  case. 

The  makers  of  commercial  feeds 
realize  the  wonderful  food  value  of  al- 
falfa, and  many  of  these  mashes  now 
contain  alfalfa  meal.  This  is  combined 
with  other  ingredients  in  such  a  way 
that  the  yolks  will  be  of  good  color.  Al- 
most all  the  commercial  mashes  with 
which  we  are  acquainted  have  yellow 
corn  meal.  Naturally  this  helps  deepen 
the  color  of  the  yolk. 

So  we  see  that  pale  colored  yolks  or 
dark  yolks  come  about  because  of  the 
kind  of  foods  we  use  in  the  ration. 
Knowing  this,  we  can  produce  dark  or 
light  yolks  at  will.  The  time  is  passed 
when  you  merely  wish  for  dark  yolks. 
You  can  produce  them  if  you  will.  Give 
the  right  kind  of  feed  and  you  will  have 
them.  Some  hens  naturally  lay  a  dark- 
er yolk  than  others,  and  again  some 
hens  appear  to  be  more  easily  affected 
by  the  feed  than  others.  But  as  a  gen- 
eral proposition  you  can  regulate  the 
color  of  the  yolk  to  suit  the  trade.  Some 
people  prefer  the  light  yolks,  but  so  far 
as  we  are  concerned  we  will  stick  to  the 
dark  yolk.

Value  of  Cockerel. 

I  took  your  advice  and  bought  a  cockerel 
several  weeks  ago,  but  it  seems  to  me  that  I 
did  not  get  value  received  for  my  money.  I 
only  paid  S5.00  for  the  bird,  but  he  does  not 
seem  to  be  just  what  I  expected.  What 
would  you  do  in  such  a  case.

In  the  first  place,  you  can  hardly  ex- 
pect a  wonderful  bird  for  $5.00.  We 
know  poultrymen  who  are  refusing  to 
sell  cockerels  at  so  small  a  sum,  but 
prefer  to  ship  them  to  market,  keeping 
only  the  outstanding  birds  to  sell  as 
breeders.  We  believe  that  it  is  but 
human  to  expect  too  much  for  $5.00.  In 
the  second  place,  if  you  were  not  satis- 
fied with  the  bird,  you  should  have 
written  the  poultryman  of  whom  you 
made  the  purchase  without  delay. 
Waiting  several  weeks  as  you  have,  you 
could  hardly  expect  the  poultryman  to 
feel  much  inclined  to  make  an  ex- 
change. Personally  we  believe  that  you 
received  a  good  bird  for  the  money  and 
that  he  will  give  you  far  better  results 
than  you  expect.  We  would  be  inclined 
to  keep  him  and  use  him  to  head  a  pen 
and  see  if  he  did  not  prove  out  alright. 


I  read  the  article  by  Mr.  Frank  telling  about 
the  Buckeyes,  and  it  has  raised  a  question  in 
my  mind  as  to  the  difference  between  this 
breed  and  the  Rhode  Island  Reds.  I  hope  we 
may  have  more  of  these  breed  articles.

The  shape  of  the  two  breeds  is  differ- 
ent and  the  undercolor  in  the  Buckeyes 
is  slate,  while  in  the  Reds  it  is  supposed 
to  be  red.  The  Buckeyes  have  a  pea 
comb  while  the  Rhode  Island  Reds  may 
be  either  Rose  or  Single  Comb.  If  you 
will  study  the  two  breeds  you  will  find 
that  there  is  much  difference.

Baby  Chicks,  Mammouth 
Incubators,  Cod  Liver  Oil,  Minerals, 
High  Egg  Production — yesterday  prac- 
tically unknown;  today,  an  important 
part  of  the  industry. 

Poultry  vaccination  today  is  practical- 
ly unknown  to  the  large  majority  of 
poultry  raisers.  But  it  is  knocking  at 
the  threshold  of  poultrydom,  neverthe- 
less. Tomorrow — we'll"  let  the  facts 
about  vaccination  be  known,  and  tomor- 
row it  will  be  a  big  factor  in  the  con- 
trol of  most  of  the  common  poultry  dis- 
eases. 

Poultry  vaccination  is  new.  Five 
years  ago  it  was  unheard  of  except  by 
a  few  pioneers.  Today — this  season,  it 
is  being  talked  about  and  used  by  poul- 
trymen  in  every  state  in  the  union.  By 
sheer  merit,  it  has  forced  itself  in  the 
field  as  a  reliable  and  acceptable  pre- 
ventive of  roup,  colds,  diphtheria,  can- 
ker, catarrh,  sorehead,  chicken  pox  and 
cholera.

And 
still  the  privilege  of  having  fresh  eggs 
when  you  want  them  cannot  be  counted 
in  dollars  and  cents.

We  have  been  finding  some  trouble  with  our 
customers  in  that  they  are  buying  of  another 
poultry  farm  which  fixes  up  eggs  quite  nice.

If 
they  are  wrapped  in  wax  paper  and 
placed  in  a  neat  carton  the  chances  are 
that  the  public  will  pay  enough  more 
to  warrant  this  expense  and  trouble. 
We  would  buy  a  good  carton  and  fix 
up  the  eggs  just  a  little  better  than 
the  other  fellow.  The  chances  are  that 
you  will  get  the  trade  back  in  a  short 
time.  The  selling  of  eggs  has  become 
a  real  merchandising  problem  and 
poultrymen  must  face  it.

Grit  is  to  grind  the  food  while  oyster 
shells  furnish  lime  for  the  hens  so  that 
they  can  make  shells  for  the  eggs.

Most  sprouted  oats  are  fed  directly  on 
the  litter,  but  an  experienced  poultry- 
man  whom  we  met  at  the  recent  meet- 
ing of  the  National  Poultry  Congress  in 
Chicago,  told  us  he  had  adopted  the 
plan  of  pulling  the  oats  apart  and  drop- 
ping them  into  the  feed  troughs  of  his 
dry-mash  hoppers  where  the  bird  could 
readily  get  at  them  and  where  they 
would  keep  clean  until  eaten,  which  is 
not  possible  when  fed  on  the  floor.

There  are  not  very  many  poultrymen 
who  do  not  know  the  value  of  sprouted 
oats,  but  those  who  have  not  yet  adopt- 
ed the  food  as  a  part  of  the  hen's  bill 
of  fare,  especially  during  the  winter 
months,  are  not  only  depriving  their 
hens  of  feed  that  would  be  relished  and 
which  is  most  valuable  in  feeding  for 
egg  production,  but  is  also  overlooking 
one  of  the  best  opportunities  to  save  in 
the  cost  of  feeding. 

Town  folks  who  keep  only  small 
flocks  have  been  quicker  to  realize  the 
advantages  of  feeding  sprouted  oats 
than  have  farmers,  yet  the  latter  are 
the  ones  who  should  be  first  to  under- 
stand the  food  values  and  the  results 
that  might  be  reasonably  expected  from 
a  succulent  food  of  this  kind,  because 
the  oat  sprouter  is  to  the  poultryman 
what  the  silo  is  to  the  dairyman.

This 
can  be  done  very  profitably  where  the 
birds  do  not  have  free  range,  but  is  not 
necessary  or  profitable  with  the  farm 
flock  during  that  part  of  the  year  when 
there  is  plenty  of  green  feed. 

The  real  advantage  in  feeding  sprout- 
ed oats  is  that  it  provides  succulent 
green  food  when  none  other  is  avail- 
able. In  the  sprouted  form  none  of  the 
grain  is  lost  or  wasted.  The  hens  eat 
all  the  tender  green  sprouts,  roots  and 
soft  hulls.  Every  poultry  raiser  should 
add  an  oat  sprouter  to  his  equipment, 
unless  the  flock  is  so  large  as  to  make 
the  use  of  one  impracticable  and  he  is 
well  supplied  with  roots.  It  is  just  an- 
other one  of  those  things  that  is  needed 
in  order  to  make  the  poultry  equipment 
complete.  It  means  only  a  small  in- 
vestment but  large  returns.

ROUP  RUINS  EGG  RECORDS 


Sometime  ago  we  heard  a  prominent 
poultryman  say  that  he  believed  that 
roup  had  more  to  do  with  low  egg  rec- 
ords than  most  people  realized.  We  do 
not  recall  that  we  had  ever  given  the 
matter  much  thought,  but  when  he 
brought  it  up  in  this  way  we  began  to 
observe  flocks  and  conditions.  We  never 
realized  that  roup  played  such  an  im- 
portant part  in  the  matter  of  egg  pro- 
duction. 

Roup  and  high  egg  records  do  not  get 
along  very  well.  An  epidemic  of  roup 
will  absolutely  ruin  a  perfectly  won- 
derful start  for  an  egg  record.  Let  this 
dread  disease  once  get  a  start  in  your 
flock  and  you  might  about  as  well  give 
up  all  hopes  of  extraordinary  produc- 
tion. At  least  we  have  always  held  this 
viewpoint  until  of  late  we  have  seen 
some  of  the  worst  cases  respond  to 
treatment  very  quickly.  Had  we  not 
seen  it  with  our  own  eyes  we  might 
have  doubted  it. 

Roup  is  too  serious  a  matter  to  at- 
tempt to  mix  home  remedies.  A  good 
commercial  remedy  may  prevent  the 
disease  from  spreading  and  in  most 
cases  the  sick  bird  can  be  greatly 
helped.  Of  course  the  directions  must 
be  followed  to  the  letter. 

Not  all  cases  of  roup  can  be  saved 
but  modern  medical  treatment  has 
proven  of  sufficient  value  that  we  be-

SAVE  THE  FEATHERS 

Some  people  are  downright  reckless 
about  small  leaks  in  their  poultry  ven- 
ture. They  kick  about  the  profits  and 
yet  they  go  right  on  overlooking  oppor- 
tunities for  profits. 

One  of  the  outstanding  leaks  is  the 
proposition  of  throwing  away  the 
feathers  when  poultry  is  dressed.  Some 
claim  that  there  is  no  money  in  saving 
feathers.  Perhaps  there  is  not,  and 
possibly  there  is.

Your  intentions  were  to 
throw  them  away,  and  of  course  that 
action  would  prevent  any  chance  of  a 
return  from  them.  If  they  are  saved 
they  will  bring  in  a  few  dollars  and  it 
is  just  that  much  more  than  you  an- 
ticipated. Every  dollar  made  in  this 
way  is  just  like  going  out  in  the  yard 
and  picking  it  up. 

If  you  are  one  of  the  fellows  who 
expect  to  make  money  on  the  big  main 
items  and  overlook  the  small  things,  we 
might  suggest  that  you  are  trying  to 
solve  the  problem  in  the  wrong  way.  It 
is  said  that  the  big  meat  packers  in 
Chicago  save  everything  but  the  squeal 
of  the  pig,  and  therein  lies  the  secret 
of  being  able  to  make  money.  The 
poultryman  who  saves  the  feathers, 
droppings,  litter,  and  wastes  nothing, 
will  never  have  to  worry  where  the 
profit  comes  in  the  poultry '  game.  The 
profits  in  the  poultry  business  consists 
in  stopping  the  small  leaks.  Competition 
is  so  keen  that  one  must  meet  it  by 
efficient  means.  If  the  other  fellow 
saves  the  feathers,  and  he  does,  he  will 
make  more  money  than  you  do.  You 
have  got  to  meet  his  standards  or  he 
will  put  you  out  of  business.

This  breed  of  poultry  has  the  unique 
distinction  of  wearing  the  national  col- 
ors. The  face,  comb  and  wattles  are 
red,  the  ear-lobes  are  white,  and  the 
plumage  blue. 

Just  why  this  breed  should  be  called 
"Blue"  Andalusian  is  a  question,  for 
as  a  matter  of  fact  there  is  but  one 
variety  and  of  course  that  is  a  beauti- 
ful light  and  dark  blue  in  plumage 
color. 

The  name  might  indicate  that  this 
breed  came  from  a  certain  province  in 
Spain,  but  we  fail  to  find  convincing 
evidence  that  such  is  the  case.  No  mat- 
ter how  it  came  into  existence,  every 
breeder  is  enthusiastic  about  his  birds. 
And  well  he  may  be.  They  are  almost 
beautiful  beyond  description.  We  re- 
member a  year  or  two  ago  while  we 
were  standing  before  a  coop  of  Anda- 
lusians  in  a  show  when  a  man  and  his 
wife  came  down  the  aisle.  This  couple 
were  evidently  from  the  country,  and 
we  wondered  what  they  would  -  say 
about  these  beautiful  birds.  The  wife 
came  up  to  them  first.  "John,"  she 
called,  "hurry  and  give  these  here  birds 
a  look.  Did  you  ever  see  anything 
quite  so  grand?"  John  looked  them 
over,  and  then  in  his  slow  way  said, 
"Mary,  this  ain't  right.  There  never 
was  a  chicken  so  beautiful.  They  must 
be  painted  up  for  this  here  show."  Her 
reply  was  positive  and  quick.  "Oh,  no, 
John;  they  ain't  painted  or  fixed  up. 
They  must  be  natural  that  way.  I  wish 
we  could  have  some  chickens  like 
them."  We  passed  on,  but  several 
times  during  the  day  we  saw  John  and 
Mary  wending  their  way  back  to  look 
at  the  Andalusians.  The  beauty  of 
these  birds  had  captivated  these  simple 
country  folk  as  it  will  anyone  who  has 
a  love  of  beauty  in  his  being. 

The  Andalusian  is  much  like  the  Min- 
orca in  shape  but  built  on  smaller  lines. 
It  has  the  same  long  body  and  sloping 
back.  The  shoulders  are  high,  while 
the  tail  is  carried  medium  low.  The 
blue  colored  plumage  is  very  beautiful. 
A  lacing  of  darker  blue  occurs  through- 
out the  female  and  on  the  breast  of  the 
male  and  adds  much  to  their  attractive- 
ness. The  comb  is  rather  large  and 
bright  red  when  the  bird  is  in  good 
health.  The  bird  presents  a  smooth  ap- 
pearance and  the  novice  always  re- 
marks upon  their  trim  appearance. 
Andalusians  stand  up  well  on  their  legs 
and  make  a  very  striking  bird. 

In  the  mating  of  Andalusians  some 
off  colored  specimens  always  come.  Of 
course,  most  of  the  birds  come  blue, 
but  some  come  black,  white  or  white 
splashed  with  gray  or  blue.  A  peculiar 
thing  is  that  when  the  black  birds  are 
mated  with  the  white  ones,  the  color 
of  the  offspring  is  usually  blue.  So  far 
as  we  are  aware  this  peculiar  behavior 
does  not  detract  from  but  rather  adds 
to  their  value.  As  a  fancier's  fowl  they 
rank  very  high.  Some  claim  that  they 
do  not  breed  true  to  color.  Possibly  this 
is  true,  but  can  anyone  show  us  a  breed 
that  does  breed  true?  It  is  the  uncer- 
tainty which  adds  zest  to  the  game  of 
poultry  breeding.  We  should  also  re- 
member that  the  price  of  good  breeders 
in  any  breed  is  governed  by  the  ease 
with  which  they  may  be  produced. 
Often  we  hear  a  man  say,  "Well,  I  am 
going  to  change  breeds  and  get  some- 
thing which   breeds   true."     He  over-

Advertising  is  the  power  behind  modern 
business.  If  there  was  no  advertising  there 
could  be  no  business,  as  we  understand  it  to- 
day, and  every  poultry  journal  would  find  it 
necessary  to  go  out  of  business.  We  depend 
upon  the  invisible  power  of  advertising  for 
our  very  business  existence.  Not  one  of  us  is 
free  from  the  influence  of  advertising.  We  all 
depend  upon  it  in  some  manner,  and  practi- 
cally all  of  us  would  find  life  dull,  uninterest- 
ing and  colorless  if  we  were  required  to  revert 
to  the  primal  life  where  our  modern  business 
world  was  never  dreamed  of.  Such  an  exist- 
ence would  be  unsatisfactory,  and  yet  it  would 
be  absolutely  necessary  if  we  were  to  take 
the  power  of  advertising  out  of  our  business. 
Our  present-day  life  and  institutions  are  de- 
pendent upon  the  force  exerted  by  advertising. 
It  is  the  life  force  of  business. 

For  some  reason  a  sort  of  mystery  sur- 
rounds advertising.  He  who  is  successful  in  his  advertising 
efforts  is  supposed  to  control  some  kind  of  magical  force. 
Perhaps  it  is  because  the  power  of  advertising  is  invisible 
that  it  absorbs  our  interest.  We  are  altogether  too  likely  to 
paint  a  haze  of  mystery  about  it,  when  as  a  matter  of  fact 
its  principles  are  not  complicated.  It  is  not  difficult  to  under- 
stand. In  the  majority  of  cases  it  is  possible  to  define  and 
understand  its  working  principles.  The  laws  of  advertising 
are  understood,  and  that  being  the  case,  it  is  possible  to 


— BY— 
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measure  results,  and  that  of  course  is  the 
thing  which  interests  us.  Results  are  what 
we  want  and  must  have  if  we  are  to  continue 
in  business.  As  long  as  we  are  in  business  we 
must  understand  something  about  the  basic 
laws  which  govern  advertising.  This  knowl- 
edge will  permit  us  to  secure  better  results 
from  our  advertising,  and  consequently  we 
will  make  more  money  from  our  business. 

Advertising  is  the  putting  into  cold  type  the 
sort  of  information  which  will  tell  to  the  world 
just  what  you  have  to  offer.  Possibly  you 
have  thought  that  correctly  written,  perfectly 
phrased  advertisements  were  the  best  pullers, 
but  such  is  not  always  the  case.  The  kind  of 
an  advertisement  you  should  write  depends 
upon  the  class  of  people  who  will  read  it.  Gen- 
erally the  best  advertisement  is  the  one  which 
states  the  facts  simply  and  without  any  effort 
at  flowery  writing.  You  should  keep  it  in 
facts  are  the  main  consideration.    State  them 


mind  that 
simply. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  is  the  business  of  the  reader  to  be 
able  to  read  the  advertisement  intelligently  .  He  should  be 
able  to  determine  if  the  article  of  which  he  is  reading  will 
meet  his  requirements.  He  must  use  his  ability  to  dis- 
tinguish between  good,  bad  and  indifferent  things,  and  to 
order  only  that  which  interests  him.  No  advertiser  cares  to

PLANTS  WILL  BE  SENT  AT  PROPER  TIME  TO  BE  SET  OUT  THIS  SPRING 
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THIRD  NATIONAL  POULTRY  CONGRESS 


Over  one  hundred  delegates  from 
State  and  National  Organizations,  rep- 
resenting all  branches  of  poultry  pro- 
duction and  the  allied  industries,  met  in 
Hotel  Sherman,  Chicago,  on  November 
28th  and  29th,  1927,  to  review  the  prog- 
ress of  the  past  year  and  to  plan  for 
still  greater  development  for  the  fu- 
ture. 

At  the  opening  session,  which  was 
held  on  Monday  morning,  the  President 
and  Managing  Director,  Mr.  Harry  R. 
Lewis,  gave  an  address  which  summed 
up  very  completely  the  accomplishments 
of  the  past  year.  After  his  address,  the 
report  of  the  treasurer  was  read.  The 
balance  of  the  morning  was  devoted  to 
other  business. 

The  afternoon  session  on  Monday  was 
devoted  to  a  discussion  of  industry  ad- 
vertising and  standardization.  The  Man- 
aging Director  gave  a  detailed  report  of 
the  results  of  National  Egg  week.  Com- 
plete details  were  presented  for  a  Na- 
tional Egg  Week  campaign  for  1928, 
which  involves  greatly  enlarged  efforts 
and  a  much  larger  sphere  of  activity. 
Suggested  posters  for  1928  were  display- 
ed which  featured  the  ultra-violet  light 
and  the  value  of  vitamins. 

Mr.  Alden  H.  Kenyon,  President  of 
the  Kenyon  Co.,  Inc.,  national  advertis- 
ers of  wide  experience,  presented  a  most 
excellent  paper  on  the  possibilities  of 
national  poultry  advertising. 

The  general  subject  of  standardization 
was  extensively  discussed  and  much  in- 
terest shown. 

The  evening  session  was  devoted  to 
reports  from  the  various  branches  of 
the  industry,  including  the  live  and 
dressed  poultry  market,  the  cold  storage 
egg  situation,  commercial  feed  industry, 
progress  in  the  poultry  press  and  the 
present  status  of  baby  chick  production. 


This  session  proved  highly  valuable,  as 
it  gave  detailed  conditions  now  existing. 

The  morning  session  on  Tuesday  was 
given  over  to  the  meeting  of  allied 
groups,  and  interesting  programs  were 
presented  in  each  case. 

The  afternoon  session  of  Tuesday  was 
devoted  to  a  discussion  of  poultry  dis- 
eases and  ways  and  means  of  combat- 
ing them. 

One  of  the  outstanding  addresses  was 
that  of  Dr.  Leo  Rettger  of  Tale  Uni- 
versity, who  gave  a  very  interesting 
paper.  He  showed  in  -detail  the  prog- 
ress made  in  Bacillary  White  Diarrhoea 
control  and  the  limitations  of  the  ag- 
glutination test.  He  emphasized  the 
urgent  need  for  healthy  birds  in  the 
breeding  pen,  suggesting  that  he  be- 
lieved it  possible  in  time  to  develop  a 
bird  which  was  disease  resistant.  In 
other  words,  sickness  is  unnatural  and 
as  Nature  always  asserts  itself  the  unfit 
perish  and  the  fit  survive.  This  makes 
it  very  essential  that  only  the  fit  be  al- 
lowed to  become  breeders.  Dr.  Rettger 
presented  a  sane,  instructive  and  hope- 
ful paper  and  was  given  the  most  intent 
attention  of  his  hearers. 

Methods  of  controlling  Avian  Tuber- 
culosis and  ways  and  means  of  eliminat- 
ing the  common  poultry  diseases  were 
presented  in  an  able  manner  by  Profes- 
sors H.  R.  Smith  and  W.  H.  Lapp. 

The  present  status  of  the  egg  tariff 
situation  was  given  in  some  detail  in  a 
paper  prepared  by  Mr.  Knox  Boude, 
which  was  presented  by  S.  S.  Knight  of 
Petaluma,  California. 

The  needs  for  the  development  of 
poultry  work  in  the  Bureau  of  Animal 
Industry  and  Agricultural  Economics 
were  discussed  by  Dr.  M.  A.  Jull  and 
Rob.  R.  Slocum. 


The  evening  session  was  given  over 
to  the  discussion  of  the  organization, 
program  for  financing,  and  reports  of 
committees. 

A  resolution  was  unanimously  adopt- 
ed favoring  national  standards  and 
grades  for  eggs.  The  writer  believes 
that  this  is  a  very  decided  step  in  the 
right  direction.  Canada  has  found  that 
it  pays  to  grade  eggs.  In  1923  the  con- 
sumption of  eggs  in  Canada  was  15  doz- 
on  per  capita.  Systematic  grading  and 
definite  campaign  has  increased  the 
number  of  eggs  used,  and  in  1926  there 
were  30  dozen  eggs  used  per  capita. 
Having  this  concrete  evidence  before  us 
it  appears  that  the  grading  of  eggs  is 
absolutely  essential  to  increased  con- 
sumption. We  hope  to  have  more  to 
say  upon  this  subject  through  the  col- 
umns of  POULTRY  KEEPER  in  the 
months  to  come.  We  are  heartily  in 
favor  of  grading  of  eggs. 

A  resolution  was  also  adopted  favor- 
ing an  adequate  tariff  on  eggs.  It  seems 
that  some  eighteen  months  ago  the  Na- 
tional Poultry  Council  petitioned  the 
United  States  Tariff  Commission  to 
make  a  study  of  the  duties  upon  frozen 
and  dried  eggs.  This  study  has  not 
been  completed  as  yet.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  it  may  be  completed  and  action 
taken  before  the  flush  of  production  in 
1928. 

Another  plan  is  to  have  poultry  in- 
cluded in  the  list  of  live  stock,  having 
in  mind  that  it  may  be  given  the  pro- 
tection in  disease  problems  of  the  Unit- 
ed States  Department  of  Agriculture. 
At  present  it  seems  that  poultry  is  not 
classed  as  live  stock. 

While  the  National  Poultry  Council  is 
deeply  interested  in  the  control  of  Bacil- 
lary White  Diarrhoea,  yet  it  went  on

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Commercial  Feeds  Meet  All  Requirements 


Many  of  our  readers  will  remember 
when  the  first  ready-mixed  poultry 
feeds  made  their  appearance.  Before 
that  time  very  little  thought  or  atten- 
tion had  been  given  to  the  matter  of  a 
balanced  ration.  Almost  anything  was 
used  as  a  feed.  If  the  results  were  sat- 
isfactory the  poultryman  assumed  a 
rather  high  degree  of  standing  among 
his  fellow  poultrymen.  If  the  results 
were  unsatisfactory,  he  kept  very  quiet 
about  it.  But  with  the  coming  of  ready- 
mixed  feeds  things  changed.  The  first 
of  these  feeds,  while  hardly  to  be  com- 
pared with  our  present  day  commercial 
feeds,  were  an  improvement.  They  were 
a  step  in  the  right  direction.  They 
showed  poultrymen  that  there  was 
something  better  than  the  old  hit  or 
miss  method  of  feeding.  They  educated 
poultrymen  to  the  value  of  better  ra- 
tions. 

The  use  of  the  hit  or  miss  system  of 
feeding  was  not  any  more  satisfactory 
than  it  was  when  used  before.  Poul- 
trymen soon  found  that  out.  All  that 
was  needed  to  develop  a  big  business  in 
ready-mixed  feeds  was  to  produce  a 
really  high-grade  feed,  one  upon  which 
the  poultrymen  could  depend.  This,  con- 
dition was  seen  by  the  reliable  feed  map-; 
ufacturers,  who  had  remained  in  busi-i 
ness.  They  saw  that  if  the  future  had: 
any  prospects  for  their  business  that 
they  must  build  a  feed  to  a  certain 
standard  of  quality.  In  other  words, 
they  must  build  a  feed  better  than  any-: 
thing  then  known  and  make  sure  that 
it  could  be  depended  upon.  It  must  be 
capable  of  giving  the  very  best  results. 

The  wisdom  of  this  vision  of  the  early 
feed  manufacturers  is  seen  in  the  pres- 
ent day  growth  of  modern  commercial 
feed  plants.  The  feeds  put  out  by  re- 
liable concerns  of  today  are  scientifical- 
ly prepared  of  the  very  best  grains  and 
ingredients.  Every  care  is  taken  to  pre- 
pare a  dependable  feed.  It  is  clear  even 
to  the  beginner  that  poultrymen  will  not 
continue  to  use  a  feed  unless  it  gives 
satisfactory  results.  Not  alone  do  we 
demand  a  good  feed,  but  it  must  con- 
tinue to  run  uniform.  It  must  be  super- 
ior to  anything  we  can  mix  at  home. 
And  it  is. 

One  great  fault  with  the  average 
home-mixed  feeds  is  the  variation  in  the 
available  formulas.  The  rank  and  file 
of  poultrymen  depend  upon  the  various 
Experiment  Stations  for  feed  formulas. 
A  careful  study  of  the  rations  recom- 
mended by  these  Stations  will  leave  one 
in  a  haze  of  uncertainties.  One  Station 
will  recommend  one  thing  and  another 
will  boost  some  other  thing,  and  the 
reader  cannot  help  but  be  confused.  It 
seems  that  possibly  the  location  or  cli- 
mate might  make  it  necesary  to  make 
some  variation  in  the  ration,  but  it  does 
not  seem  that  it  should  enter  into  the 
matter  to  the  degree  that  it  should  com- 
pletely change  the  ration.  Then  again 
the  available  feed  stuffs  can  and  often 
does  make  a  change  in  the  composition 
of  the  formulas.  But  it  seems  that  oth- 
er influences  are  affecting  the  average 
formulas  put  out  by  the  Experiment 
Station.  It  is  known  that  some  of  these 
Stations  are  devoting  a  great  deal  of  at- 
tention to  special  features.  For  example, 
one  institution  gives  more  thought  to

vitamins  than  to  any  other  phase  of 
the  problem.  Another  Station  is  put- 
ting much  effort  into  the  matter  of  the 
mineral  content  of  foods  while  possibly 
another  is  devoting  its  time  to  feeding 
for  high  egg  production.  Possibly  an- 
other considers  the  problems  of  breed- 
ing as  the  utmost  importance,  conse- 
quently it  puts  most  of  its  time  to  the 
study  of  breeding.  It  is  to  be  expected 
that  with  such  a  wide  variation  of  in- 
terests and  aims  that  the  feed  formulas 
must  show  some  difference  in  make-up, 
and  such  is  the  case.  A  general  con- 
fusion exists.  No  one  knows  just  what 
feed  formula  is  the  best,  and  so  we  try 
first  one  formula  and  then  another  un- 
til we  find  one  which  meets  with  our 
requirements,  or  perhaps  we  give  up'  in 
disgust.  We  do  not  believe  that  the 
Experiment  Station  should  be  too  harsh- 
ly condemned  in  this  matter,  but  we  do 


believe  that  it  would  be  well  for  all  the 
various  Stations  to  work  more  closely 
together  in  the  problems  which  they 
face  as  investigators  for  the  poultry- 
men  of  the  nation. 

Should  you  select  a  formula  which 
gives  promise  of  real  results  it  is  often 
found  that  the  local  feed  store  may  not 
be  able  to  supply  you  with  the  ingred- 
ients. Some  one  thing  may  be  missing 
so  we  mix  up  the  feed  and  leave  it  out. 
This  gives  an  unbalanced  ration,  and 
then  we  wonder  why  the  results  are  not 
more  satisfactory.  Too  many  times  we 
place  the  blame  for  poor  results  upon 
the  formula  when  as  a  matter  of  fact 
we  have  not  given  it  a  fair  trial.  Unless 
you  mix  the  ration  as  per  the  instruc- 
tions how  do  you  expect  to  get  the  de- 
sired results? 

Another  factor  which  is  seldom  taken 
into  consideration  and  over  which  the 
average  poultryman  has  no  control  is 
the  variation  in  the  ingredients.  The 
moisture  content  varies.    Sometimes  we

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are  able  to  buy  well  matured,  hard  corn 
— but  often  we  get  a  low  grade  corn 
which  will  give  an  entirely  different  re- 
sult. Whole,  shelled  corn  is  a  very  dif- 
ficult thing  to  handle  in  hot,  damp 
weather.  Tour  feed  store  may  buy  only 
No.  2  corn,  but  what  assurance  have 
you  that  they  have  facilities  for  hand- 
ling it?  Few  feed  stores  can  guarantee 
the  grade  of  corn.  This  may  appear  to 
be  a  matter  of  minor  consideration,  but 
a  slight  variation  may  mean  consider- 
able difference  in  the  result  the  fin- 
ished feed  will  give.  Take  the  matter 
of  oats,  as  an  example.  Everyone  can 
tell  the  difference  between  oats  which 
will  weigh  32  pounds  to  the  bushel  and 
the  light,  chaffy  kind.  There  is  a  big 
difference  in  the  fiber  content  of  these 
oats.  The  light  kind  will  not  give  as 
good  results  and  the  excessive  fiber  may 
cause  digestive  trouble.  The  bran  may 
,be  from  winter  or  spring  wheat.  The 
alfalfa  meal  may  consist  of  ground  up 
stalks  which  have  been  kiln  dried.  Now 
alfalfa  meal  should  be  made  from  leaves 
well  cured  in  the  direct  sunlight.  The 
feeding  value  of  such  alfalfa  meal  is 
very  high.  Ground  up  stalks  is  cheap, 
and  we  all  know  that  anything  which  is 
kiln  dried  does  not  have  the  feeding 
value  of  the  sunlight,  and  we  are  com- 
ing to  realize  that  sunlight  is  a  vital 
factor  in  foods  as  well  as  in  direct  use. 

In  addition  to  this,  grain  grown  local- 
ly may  vary  according  to  the  soil  and 
the  season.  There  are  always  many  dif- 
ferent grades  of  home-grown  grain  and 
the  poultryman  cannot  determine  just 
what  he  is  up  against.  This  makes  the 
problem  very  complicated,  because  the 
formula  is  based  upon  certain  grades  of 
grain,  and  perhaps  you  may  not  have 
a  single  one  which  meets  the  standard. 
So  the  formula  is  not  always  at  fault. 
Do  not  merely  say  that  the  formula  is 
a  poor  one.  Remember  that  the  in- 
gredients may  not  meet  the  require- 
ments. 

Let  us  suppose  that  you  have  a  good 
formula  and  the  proper  ingredients.  On 
the  average  poultry  farm  the  hired  man 
is  given  the  pleasure,  if  it  may  be  called 
such,  of  mixing  the  feeds.  The  man  is 
more  interested  in  his  wages  than  any- 
thing else,  and  when  he  finds  that  he 
has  no  meat  scraps,  or  the  amount  of 
middlings  is  running  low,  he  does  not 
worry.  He  uses  just  what  he  has  at 
hand  and  calls  it  good  enough.  The  re- 
sult is  an  unbalanced  ration.  One  time 
we  happened  to  be  talking  with  a  large 
commercial  poultryman  who  complained 
that  the  production  of  eggs  was  not 
what  it  might  be.  Upon  inquiry,  we 
were  told  that  "Old  Tom,"  a  reliable  and 
trusted  hired  man,  mixed  all  the  feeds. 
Later,  as  we  passed  from  poultry  house 
to  poultry  house,  we  saw  bins  for  feed, 
arranged  so  as  to  reduce  the  labor  as 
much  as  possible.

Some  short-sighted  folk 
think  that  price  is  the  main  considera- 
tion, but  eventually  they  come  to  a  re- 
alization that  trade  secured  through  the 
bait  of  low  prices  Is  not  a  table  class  of 
trade.  If  it  followed  the  price  to  you  it 
may  follow  the  price  to  some  other  fel- 
low. On  the  other  hand,  if  you  gain 
patronage  because  you  have  a  certain 
high  quality,  you  will  keep  It  just  as 
long  as  you  supply  this  quality. 

This  is  illustrated  by  a  gentleman  of 
our  acquaintance  who  started  in  the 
poultry  business  four  or  five  years  ago. 
He  wrote  to  us  and  asked  if  we  thought 
price  or  quality  would  prove  the  most 
essential  thing  to  consider  from  the 
point  of  future  business.  We,  unhesi- 
tatingly, recommend  quality.  Just  yes- 
terday we  had  another  letter  from  him, 
end  he  said  that  he  had  sold  every  cock- 
erel he  could  spare  to  former  custom- 
ers. He  is  well  booked  ahead  for  hatch- 
ing eggs,  and  most  of  his  business  is 
repeat  orders. 

The  writer  had  a  similar  experience 
several  years  ago  when  he  was  adver- 
tising Rhode  Island  Reds.  We  pro- 
duced just  the  best  quality  we  knew 
how,  and  sold  hatching  eggs  at  a  rea- 
sonable figure.  The  buyers  of  the  eggs 
were  impressed  with  the  quality  of  the 
chicks  and  we  received  many  orders  for 
■lockerels  from  the  buyers  of  the  eggs. 
We  always  thought  it  a  good  plan  to 
price  the  eggs  low  to  introduce  the 
stock,  but  mature  birds  were  sold  on 
their  merits.  It  paid  us.  We  believe 
it  will  pay  you.  Almost  everyone  knows 
luality  when  he  sees  it,  and  it  is  seldom 
that  he  will  go  to  a  stranger  for  addi- 
tion stock.  He  will  return  to  the  breed- 
er whom  he  knows  to  have  the  quality 
tie  desires. 

Tho  best  advice  we  can  give  you  is 
to  devote  a  great  deal  of  your  time  to 
the  study  of  production  of  quality.  Real, 
lasting  success  comes  only  to  those  who 
produce  and  sell  quality.  Do  not  be  mis- 
led or  influenced  to  think  otherwise. 
Quality  is  essential  to  success. 


IMPROVED  SELLING 
METHODS 


Have  you  ever  stopped  to  think  about 
our  present  methods  of  selling?  We  re- 
fer mainly  to  sale  of  market  eggs  and 
poultry.  The  average  farmer  takes  his 
eggs  to  the  corner  grocery  and  trades 
them  in  for  groceries,  just  as  his  father 
did,  and  in  some  cases  the  grandfather 
followed  the  same  line.  In  almost  every 
line,  improved  selling  methods  hold  good 
but  many  of  our  farmers  still  sell  their 
eggs  in  the  same  old  way.  The  same  is 
true  of  market  poultry.  The  surplus 
birds  are  sold  to  the  butcher  in  town,  or 
possibly  a  buyer  comes  along  and  buys 
them  at  the  door. 

Better  methods  of  selling  must  be 
found.  The  old  plan  is  neither  profit- 
able or  stable.  He  must  have  better 
prices  and  we  must  also  have  a  steady 
demand.  High  cost  of  feed  demands 
more  efficient  selling  methods. 

Those  living  on  or  near  the  new  Im- 
proved roads  have  found  that  roadside 
selling  has  helped  solve  the  problem.  If 
one  is  on  a  road  where  many  pass  and 
repass  daily,  an  attractive  sign  may  sell 
the  entire  product  right  at  the  door. 
There  is  a  danger  connected  with  this, 
and  it  is  that  the  best  quality  will  not 
be  sold.  If  this  class  of  business  is  to 
continue  the  quality  must  be  of  the 
best.  Other  people  living  near  large  cit- 
ies have  been  able  to  develop  a  trade  to 
private  customers.  In  some  cases  the 
trade  is  called  on  in  person,  while  in 
other  cases  the  parcel  post  serves  as 
deliveryman.  In  many  cases  this  ar- 
rangement proves  profitable.  Some  are 
shipping  to  large  commission  houses  in 
the  great  centers  of  trade  and  find  it 
profitable. 

The  great  bulk  of  the  trade  is  con- 
ducted through  the  corner  grocery,  as 
it  was  fifty  years  ago.  The  large  com- 
mercial egg  farms  found  it  necessary  to 
seek  other  outlets  for  their  product,  and 
it  appears  reasonable  to  suppose  that 
the  small  farmer  must  improve  upon  his 
 if.  

IT  IS  1928 

The  year  of  1928  will  have  dawned 
when  you  read  this,  and  once  more  we 
will  be  started  upon  a  New  Year.

ing  campaigns  were  mere  accidents. 
They  were  born  of  a  very  urgent  need. 
Perhaps  the  poultry  business  can  organ- 
ize when  the  need  arises,  but  it  seems 
to  us  that  a  far  better  plan  would  be 
to  face  the  need  with  organized  forces. 
Sometimes  we  may  wait  too  long. 

True  it  is  that  we  have  various  poul- 
try organizations,  but  what  is  needed  is 
a  wider  scope  and  closer  working  ar- 
rangement between  these  organizations. 
Many  of  our  poultry  organizations  are 
tod  narrow  in  their  views  and  aims. 
What  is  needed  is  to  have  some  officers 
who  realize  how  large  the  future  may 
be,  and  who  are  willing  to  place  per- 
sonal ambition  second  to  the  good  and 
welfare  of  the  organization  and  indus- 
try as  a  whole.  We  have  some  such  men 
and  they  deserve  great  credit.  With  a 
broad  view  and  deep  interest  in  the 
progress  of  the  other  organizations  it 
will  be  possible  to  work  together,  every- 
one for  the  common  good,  and  when 
danger  arises  a  united  front  may  ward 
off  approaching  danger.  In  co-operation 
there  is  strength,  in  Union  there  can  be 
made  a  stand  which  must  prevail. 
Poultrymen  need  more  organized  effort 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  it  may  come 
about  while  there  is  yet  time.  Procras- 
tination is  the  thief  of  time.

DANGER  IN  DISEASE 
AGITATION 


During  the  past  some  well  meaning 
men  have  created  more  or  less  discus- 
sion regarding  the  matter  of  testing 
poultry  to  make  sure  that  it  is  free  from 
disease.  It  is  said  that  certain  poultry 
diseases  can  be  detected  before  they 
become  manifestly  present — while  they 
are  latent  as  it  were. 

Now  the  writer  would  be  the  last  man 
in  the  world  to  say  a  word  against  any- 
thing which  would  help  promote  better 
health  in  our  flocks,  but  we  believe  it  a 
good  plan  to  look  upon  real  agitators 
with  some  suspicion  of  purpose.  Some- 
times people  become  over  enthusiastic 
and  promote  things  which  do  not  prove 
to  be  of  as  much  real  value  as  they  an- 
ticipated. It  would  appear  to  be  a  far 
better  arrangement  to  investigate  every 
proposed  plan  and  make  certain  that 
it  is  what  we  think  it  is  before  we  urge 
universal  adoption. 

At  the  present  time  much  interest  is 
being  given  to  the  matter  of  testing  for 
bacillary  white  diarrhea.  It  is  regret- 
able  that  a  state  of  chaos  exists.  Some 
claim  it  to  be  satisfactory,  while  many 
leading  scientific  workers  do  not  feel 
that  the  past  experiences  in  its  appli- 
cation are  sufficiently  convincing  of  its 
success.  Men  like  Dr.  John  R.  Mohler, 
chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry 
of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture, 
Dr.  B.  A.  Beach,  Dr.  A.  C.  Merrick  of 
the  Wisconsin  Experiment  Station,  and 
many  other  of  like  standing  urge  cau- 
tion in  the  application  of  the  test. 
Doubtless  when  the  test  becomes  stand- 
ardized these  gentlemen  will  be  glad  to 
endorse  it.  We  all  favor  healthy  poul- 
try. There  is  a  disagreement  on  the 
method  of  test.  And  we  should  not 
overlook  the  possible  effect  upon  the 
buying  public. 

If  the  agitation  is  carried  too^ar,  the 
public  will  come  to  look  upon  poultry 
with  suspicion,  and  well  they  may.  It 
is  a  bad  plan  to  advertise  disease. 

The  best  plan  seems  to  be  to  allow 
our  scientific  men  sufficient  time  to 
work  out  the  details  of  the  matter,  and 
in  the  meantime  to  devote  our  energies 


to  the  promotion  of  healthy  poultry.  By 
breeding  and  proper  care  we  can  do 
much,  make  popular  the  healthy  poul- 
try program,  and  when  the  test  has 
been  perfected  it  will  be  plenty  of  time 
to  apply  it.  Until  such  time  does  come 
we  can  do  far  more  good  to  boost  health 
rather  than  to  advertise  disease.  The 
Creator  of  the  Universe  did  not  intend 
that  your  poultry  should  be  sickly.  If 
you  will  conform  to  His  Laws  your 
birds  will  have  abundant  health  and  be 
able  to  transmit  this  valuable  gift  to- 
future  generations.

record  against  hasty  quarantine  until 
the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  of  our 
Federal  Department  of  Agriculture  shall 
have  completed  its  research  and  made 
recommendations  based  upon  its  find- 
ings. This  appears  to  be  a  perfectly 
sane  way  to  treat  the  matter  and  will 
prevent  ill-advised  action  in  case  of  dis- 
ease outbreak.  When  disease  breaks  out 
in  one  section  of  the  country,  there  is 
no  need  to  get  excited  and  make  foolish 
rulings.  We  should  use  sober  judgment 
based  upon  facts. 

All  of  last  year's  officers  were  re- 
elected. 

As  we  left  the  meeting  and  wended 
our  way  out  upon  the  busy  streets  of 
Chicago,  we  found  ourselves  feeling  that 
here  was  an  institution  which  was  be- 
ginning to  realize  its  opportunities.

Molting  Birds 

Could  you  tell  me  anything  to  give  my  chicks 
to  help  through  the  molt?  I  feed  cod  liver  oil  in 
their  mash,  but  they  don't  seem  to  care  for  It. 
I  have  received  a  lot  of  valuable  information 
out  of  POULTRY  KEEPER  and  would  not  be 
without  It.  — W.  B. ,   . 

We  do  not  know  whether  this  inquiry 
had  to  do  with  late  chicks  or  full  grown 
birds  which  went  into  a  winter  molt.  As 
no  name  and  address  was  given,  we  are 
unable  to  write  the  party.  We  cannot 
urge  too  strongly  the  need  of  giving 
your  full  name  and  address.  In  such  a 
case  as  this  it  would  save  weeks  of  time. 

The  molt  usually  requires  a  ration 
which  contains  plenty  of  green  food.  If 
the  birds  are  molting  now,  give  them 
sprouted  oats,  as  that  is  about  the  best 
winter  green  food  we  can  get  hold  of. 
Sometimes  a  little  linseed  meal  is  added 
to  the  mash,  and  a  few  sunflower  seeds 
can  be  put  in  the  scratch  feed  to  good 
advantage.  You  say  that  the  birds  do 
not  care  for  the  cod  liver  oil.  This  may 
be  due  to  the  fact  that  the  cod  liver  oil 
is  old  and  spoiled.  It  always  pays  to  use 
fresh  cod  liver  oil  and  only  mix  up  a 
little  oil  and  feed  at  one  time.

1.  Sure  you  can  take  care  of  a  dozen 
chickens  without  much  bother.  Of 
course,  you  will  have  to  give  them 
good  care  if  you  expect  them  to  lay  well, 
but  we  feel  sure  that  you  are  interested 
enough  to  give  them  plenty  of  atten- 
tion. 

2.  We  would  build  a  small  house  first 
but  make  it  so  that  you  can  build  on 
to  enlarge  it  if  you  wish  to. 

3.  Three  or  four  nests  will  be  about 
right. 

4.  So  that  the  birds  will  get  the  sun- 
shine. They  need  the  sunshine  more  in 
the  winter  time  than  they  do  in  the 
summer.  The  house  will  be  warm  and 
cozy  if  it  faces  south. 

5.  Certainly  we  believe  in  locking  up 
the  poultry  house  at  night.  It  prevents 
anyone  stealing  your  birds,  and  then 
you  don't  want  everyone  running  into 
the  house  and  scaring  the  birds  half  to 
death.    Lock  them  up. 

6.  You  bet  the  Anconas  will  lay  well. 
They  lay  a  nice  white  egg,  and  we  wish 
we  had  one  right  now,  as  we  are  hungry 
and  would  like  a  nice  egg  sandwich. 

7.  You  can  have  private  customers 
and  take  the  eggs  to  them  on  your  way 
to  school.

We  have  com*- 
to  realize  that  the  sun  plays  a  rather 
important  part  in  the  lives  of  every  ani- 
mal, and  the  hens  which  can  get  out 
into  the  sun  are  better  physically  than 
those. which  are  housed  up  all  winter 
Nowdays  people  are  using  glass  substi- 
tute and  finding  that  it  helps  ser%'e  the 
same  purpose  of  a  direct  sun  bath  out- 
of-doors.

POULTRY  ACCOUNTS  AND 

RECORDS  ARE  VALUABLE 


It  is  found  to  be  the  general  custom 
to  neglect  keeping  any  accurate  account 
in  the  management  of  the  farm  poultry. 
No  record  is  made  of  the  cost  of  feeding 
the  flock,  and  only  the  most  vague  esti- 
mate of  the  returns  are  possible.  A 
guess  about  the  profits  is  a  waste  of 
time,  in  fact,  there  is  nothing  more  dif- 
ficult that  making  an  accurate  guess 
concerning  the  profit  or  loss  on  a  flock 
of  hens.  Memory  frequently  fails  a  man, 
even  though  his  mental  power  be  re- 
markable. The  poultry  business  on  the 
farm  may  seem  like  a  side  line,  but  the 
amount  of  money  it  contributes,  or 
should  contribute,  to  the  farm  income  is 
often  quite  large  and  can  often  be  in- 
creased by  careful  study  of  the  ac- 
counts. 

Here  are  some  of  the  main  reasons 
for  maintaining  accurate  poultry  ac- 
counts and  records,  it  is  the  only  accur- 
ate way  of  keeping  track  of  work  pre- 
viously done,  for  the  figure  will  tell  the 
truth  if  the  accountant  makes  a  real 
effort  to  keep  them  correctly.  If  the 
hens  are  losing  money,  the  books  will 
enable  the  poultryman  to  detect  the 
leaks  and  stop  them.  It  may  be  poor 
feeding  methods,  breeding  stock  of  poor 
vitality  and  inferior  laying  ability,  mites 
and  lice  or  poor  buildings.  Any  of  the 
causes  of  low  profits  may  be  removed 
when  the  account  of  record  book  shows 
that  they  are  present.  Records  properly 
kept  show  the  effectiveness  of  various 
operations,  such  as  incubation,  brooding 
and  egg  production  and  are  always  an 
interesting  part  of  the  business. 

The  farm  flock  that  earns  the  own- 
er two  hundred  dollars  will  not  be  ap- 
preciated if  that  fact  is  unknown.  If 
the  accounts  kept  show  that  the  money 
has  really  been  earned  by  the  hens,  the 
owner  will  appreciate  the  poultry  more 
and  may  desire  to  increase  or  double  the 
amount  of  stock  kept  another  year.  If 
the  account  book  shows  a  small  profit, 
no  profit  or  a  loss,  this  will  cause  him 
to  wake  up  to  the  fact  that  he  had  bet- 
ter get  busy,  take  more  interest  in  the 
poultry,  or  get  out  of  the  business.  Few 
farmers  will  be  satisfied  in  keeping  hens 
and  lose  money  on  them  every  year,  yet 
this  is  just  what  some  of  them  are  do- 
ing. They  will  be  apt  to  try  and  im- 
prove the  flock,  and  this  is  something 
that  can  be  done  in  practically  every 
flock  in  the  country.  Give  the  hens 
credit  for  all  eggs  and  meat  produced, 
and  especially  that  used  at  home.  Poul- 
try keepers  are  frequently  heard  to  say 
"we  sold  so  many  eggs  during  so  long 
a  time,  besides  what  we  used  in  the  fam- 
ily, and  that  was  considerable,"  but  the 
fact  that  no  account  was  kept  we  do  not 
know  the  value,  hence,  an  account  kept 
of  the  eggs  sold  is  of  little  value  unless 
kept  throughout  the  year. 

Right  now  is  the  time  to  start  the 
poultry  account,  although  it  may  be 
started  the  first  of  any  month,  but  re- 
member that  every  day  that  passes 
without  keeping  an  account  with  the 
hens  does  an  injury  to  the  business,  and 
makes  it  impossible  to  render  accurate 
farm  accounts  at  the  end  of  the  year.

GET  MORE  WINTER  EGGS 

During  the  past  few  weeks  everyone 
has  been  hoping  that  his  hens  would 
hurry  up  the  egg  yield  so  that  he  could 
take  advantage  of  the  high  prices. 
Probably  you  have  been  reading  every- 
thing which  came  your  way  upon  the 
subject  of  feeding  and  housing,  in  the 
hope  that  somewhere  the  secret  of  high 
winter  production  might  be  found. 
Without  a  doubt,  correct  feeding  plays 
a  very  important  part  in  the  getting  of 
winter  eggs.  Unless  you  give  the  right 
kind  of  feed  in  the  proper  amounts  it  is 
impossible  to  expect  high  priced  winter 
eggs.  But  there  are  other  factors,  some 
of  them  rather  new  to  the  average 
poultryman. 

Nowdays  we  hear  a  great  deal  about 
the  effect  of  the  ultra-violet  ray  upon 
the  health  of  our  birds.  We  have  been 
told  that  hens  lay  best  when  exposed 
to  the  direct  rays  of  the  sun.  It  ap- 
pears that  the  ultra-violet  rays  have  a 
stimulating  effect  upon  the  reproducing 
organs,  those  organs  which  make  it 
possible  for  the  hens  to  lay.  If  this  be 
the  case,  it  seems  that  if  the  hens  can- 
not be  allowed  out  in  the  sun  for  vari- 
ous reasons,  that  the  next  best  plan 
would  be  to  admit  the  ultra-violet  rays 
into  the  poultry  house.  We  all  know 
that  ordinary  glass  niters  out  the  ultra- 
violet ray,  and  possibly  this  may  have 
something  to  do  with  the  low  egg  yield 
in  the  winter. 

The  solution  seems  to  be  in  the  use 
of  a  glass  substi  ute.  This  admits  the 
ultra-violet  ray  which  has  a  stimulating 
effect  upon  the  egg  organs,  and  more 
winter  eggs  will  be  the  results.  It  is  no 
uncommon  thing  for  poultrymen  to  re- 
port a  greatly  increased  egg  flow  after 
the  installation  of  glass  substitute.  In 
view  of  recent  discoveries  and  experi- 
ments, it  seems  that  there  is  a  well- 
founded  reason  for  the  greatly  increased 
use  of  glass  substitute.

bother  with  the  ordinary  curiosity  seek- 
er. No  man  has  a  right  to  write  an  ad- 
vertiser unless  he  is  really  interested  in 
what  is  offered. 

Our  aim  is  to  try  and  help  the  adver- 
tiser and  the  buyer  so  that  they  may 
understand  each  other  and  deal  to  bet- 
ter advantage. 

Money  is  often  wasted  in  advertising 
for  one  or  more  of  several  reasons.  Per- 
haps the  most  frequent  cause  of  waste 
in  advertising  is  the  use  of  the  wrong 
medium.  The  word  medium  is  used  by 
the  advertising  fraternity  to  designate 
the  magazine  or  paper  in  which  the  ad- 
vertising is  placed.  It  would  seem  per- 
fectly evident  that  if  one  has  poultry 
to  sell  that  he  should  use  a  poultry  jour- 
nal in  which  to  advertise.  It  is  assumed 
that  practically  all  the  readers  of  a 
poultry  journal  are  interested  in  poul- 
try. Naturally  the  chance  to  create  a 
favorable  impression  and  possibly  se- 
cure orders  would  be  greatest  in  such  a 
magazine.  Just  recently  we  talked  with 
a  poultryman  who  had  the  opportunity 
to  prove  this  statement  because  "he 
thought  it  would  be  a  smart  trick  to 
leave  the  usual  trail  and  develop  new 
fields.  So  he  inserted  some  advertising 
in  a  literary  magazine,  an  auto  paper, 
and  a  journal  devoted  to  mechanics.  He 
told  us  that  the  returns  were  discourag- 
ing, and  after  several  months  of  the 
experiment  he  gave  up  in  disgust.  If 
you  want  to  sell  poultry  why  advertise 
in  a  literary  magazine?  It  is  not  within 
reason  to  try  and  sell  anything  to  the 
readers  of  a  certain  paper  unless  they 
are  interested  in  it.  You  do  not  want 
to  pay  money  for  advertising  space  un- 
less the  readers  will  read  what  you  have 
to  offer.  The  poultry  journal  with  a  list 
of  readers  who  are  interested  in  poultry 
will  make  the  best  medium  to  use  when 
you  have  poultry  to  sell.  Another  phase 
of  this  matter  is  that  there  is  a  differ- 
ence in  the  various  poultry  journals. 
Perhaps  you  only  read  POULTRY 
KEEPER  and  do  not  know  the  differ- 
ence in  the  poultry  magazines.  Many  of 
these  journals  have  a  local  circulation 
and  do  not  cover  a  field  sufficiently 
large  to  stamp  them  as  real  honest-to- 
goodness  pullers.  If  you  have  a  num- 
ber of  birds  to  sell,  you  want  to  make 
sure  that  the  paper  is  going  to  reach 
a  large  number  of  poultrymen,  so  that 
you  will  be  able  to  reach  enough  fellows 
who  will  be  prospects  for  what  you  have 
to  sell.  Successful  poultrymen  require 
a  paper  of  national  circulation.  In  ad- 
dition to  this,  the  subscribers  must  be 
live,  wide-awake  people  who  are  con- 
stantly watching  for  an  opportunity  to 
benefit  themselves.  They  must  be  able 
to  tell  a  bargain  when  they  see  it.  The

When  you  find  such  a  mag- 
azine you  can  place  your  advertising 
in  its  columns  with  absolute  faith  that 
insofar  as  the  paper  is  concerned,  it  will 
do  its  duty.  If  the  advertisement  fails 
it  will  be  for  some  other  reason.  The 
medium  is  right. 

Another  fruitful  source  of  poor  re- 
turns is  that  many  advertisers  are  not 
seasonable.  It  is  an  absolute  waste  of 
good  money  to  advertise  baby  chicks 
after  the  season  is  over,  and  yet  some 
do  just  this.  Possibly  a  few  stray  or- 
ders may  be  picked  up,  but  the  big  flow 
of  baby  chick  orders  come  in  the  spring 
of  the  year,  and  the  wise  advertiser 
knows  this,  and  governs  himself  ac- 
cordingly. If  you  will  study  this  mat- 
ter with  some  care  you  can  easily  avoid 
the  mistake  of  advertising  out  of  sea- 
son and  doubtless  thereby  save  consider- 
able money.  Usually  December,  or  Jan- 
uary at  the  latest,  will  see  the  start  of 
baby  chick  advertising.  Hatching  egg 
advertising  will  come  along  at  about  the 
same  time.  This  class  of  advertising 
will  continue  until  well  into  the  sum- 
mer. June  will  probably  see  the  wind- 
up  of  this  kind  of  advertising.  The  pens 
are  then  broken  up  and  the  old  stock 
offered  at  special  reduced  prices.  These 
birds  are  of  no  further  use  to  you  and 
yet  they  may  be  just  what  some  other 
breeder  needs,  and  for  that  reason  the 
summer  sale  can  be  made  profitable  to 
you  and  of  real  value  to  the  purchaser. 
The  summer  sale  usually  ends  with 
August  because  many  of  the  birds  go 
into  a  molt  and  do  not  present  an  ap- 
pearance which  would  warrant  their 
sale.  It  is  a  good  plan  to  try  and  sell 
all  such  birds  before  the  molt,  or  to 
keep  them  over  for  the  fall  trade.  We 
do  not  believe  in  shipping  birds  which 
are  in  the  molt.  The  appearance  of  a 
bird  has  a  great  deal  to  do  with  the  sat- 
isfaction which  it  gives.  A  bird  in  the 
molt  certainly  looks  ragged,  and  seldom 
does  the  buyer  seem  to  think  that  he 
has  the  value  for  the  money  he  spent. 
Most  such  sales  are  unsatisfactory.  Be- 
ginning with  August  or  September  one 
can  start  to  advertising  ready-to-lay 
pullets,  and  perhaps  there  will  be  some 
call  for  young  cockerels  for  breeders  for 
next  spring,  but  it  is  a  little  early  to 
tell  much  about  them.  It  is  well  to  hold 
off  on  the  cockerels  until  they  are  fairly 
well  matured,  so  that  you  can  be  sure 
that  the  Quality  will  please  the  cus- 
tomer.

tisement  for  one  issue  is  not  sufficient. 
You  must  keep  the  fact  before  the 
readers  that  you  have  something  to  sell 
which  they  need,  in  fact  must  have  for 
their  success.  Keep  hammering  home 
your  message  and  in  time  it  will  accom- 
plish results.  The  consistent,  continu- 
ous advertiser  is  the  one  who  wins. 

The  next  problem  is  to  have  a  well- 
written  advertisement.     We    have  al- 
ready hinted  that  the  kind  of  an  adver- 
tisement would  be  governed  by  the  class 
of  people  reading  it.    Poultrymen  are  as 
a  rule  straightforward,  honest  folk,  and 
they  like  just  that  kind  of  an  advertise- 
ment.   In  the  writing  of  an  advertise- 
ment for  the  poultry  journals,  no  at- 
tempt should  be  made  to  use  all  the 
long  words  you  know.    Usually  short 
words  convey  the  idea  fully  as  well  or 
better,  and  they  meet  the  approval  of 
the  readers.    If  we  have  to  hunt  up  the 
dictionary  to  find  just  what  an  adver- 
tiser means,  the  chances  are  good  that 
we   will   never   answer   the  advertise- 
ment.   This  is  no  reflection  upon  the 
average  reader.    He  simply  wants  facts 
and  he  wants  them  in  plain,  every  day 
language.    You  may  have  a  good  idea 
and  ruin  it  by  dressing  it  up  in  too  fine 
clothes.    We  all  like  to  read  pleasant, 
chatty  advertisements.    We  do  not  want 
it  to  be  too  familiar,  and  yet  we  want 
it  friendly.    The  fellow  who  writes  an 
advertisement  just  as  he  talks  is  likely 
to  write  the  best  one.    When  we  try  to 
polish  it  up  and  make  it  appear  nice, 
we  are  in  danger  of  spoiling  it.    We  be- 
lieve that  the  average  man  can  write 
a  good  advertisement.    Of  course,  some 
are  better  salesmen  than  others,  and 
likewise  some  can  write  a  better  adver- 
tisement, but  study  will  help  you  won- 
derfully. 

There  are  two  kinds  of  advertising. 
One  kind  is  called  the  "direct  return" 
and  the  other  is  often  mentioned  as 
"general  publicity"  or  "good  will."  The 
first  named  has  for  its  sole  purpose  the 
securing  of  an  order  by  return  mail. 
Such  an  advertisement  must  not  only 
attract  the  attention,  but  it  must  be  so 
convincing  that  the  reader  will  be 
reaching  for  his  purse  when  he  reads 
the  price.  One  outstanding  example  of 
such  advertising  is  the  usual  classified 
advertisement.  In  some  ways  such  an 
ad  is  most  difficult  to  write,  because  In 
rather  limited  space  one  must  attract, 
convince  and  create  a  desire  to  buy. 
The  usefulness  of  such  advertising  is 
of  short  duration,  usually  considered  as 
being  for  jut  the  life  of  the  advertise- 
ment, until  the  next  issue  of  the  jour- 
nal appears.  For  the  small  breeder — 
the  man  with  limited  financial  means — 
this  kind  of  advertising  is  often  a  life 
saver.  Many  a  man  has  wondered  how 
he  was  coming  out  when  a  small  ad  has 
brought  him  some  ready  money.  This 
class  of  advertising  usually  contains  at- 
tractive offers,  and  the  wise  reader 
never  overlooks  them. 

The  purpose  of  the  other  kind  of  ad- 
vertising is  to  creat  good  will.  To  some 
this  may  not  appear  to  be  very  profit- 
able, but  it  really  is.  One  great  draw- 
back is  that  it  requires  considerable 
capital  because  the  returns  are  not  so 
prompt.  It  takes  longer  to  get  the 
money  coming,  but  when  it  does  come 
it  amounts  to  considerable.  You  buy 
leg  bands,  water  fountains,  incubators 
and  brooders  because  the  manufacturer 
has  created  good  will  for  his  product. 
He  does  not  make  an  incubator  to  a 
price,  but  he  tries  to  educate  you  to 
the  quality  of  his  incubator.  The  im 
portance  of  good  will  advertising  can

It  de- 
pends upon  a  display  of  type  to  catch 
your  eye.  It's  aim  is  to  make  you 
friendlv  to  the  article  advertised. 

Whether  we  are  to  depend  upon  the 
direct  money  getting  or  good  will  ad- 
vertising will  be  governed  by  our  cap- 
ital and  the  nature  of  the  article  adver- 
tised. After  it  is  decided  jujt  what 
type  of  advertising  we  should  use, 
there  are  certain  rules  which  will  help 
us.  Too  much  shape  is  just  as  serious 
a  mistake  as  too  small  space.  The  size 
of  the  advertisement  should  be  in  keep- 
ing with  the  article  advertised.  To  use 
a  three  inch  space  when  a  half  page  is 
needed  is  a  blunder.  You  must  have 
sufficient  space  to  deliver  your  message 
and  allow  for  good  display.  It  must  be 
attractive,  and  the  printer  cannot  make 
it  so  unless  he  has  enough  room. 
Knowing  that  advertising  space  is  sold 
by  the  line,  you  cannot  afford  to  waste 
any  lines,  but  still  you  must  have 
enough  room.  This  is  the  day  of  short, 
readable  advertising.  Say  what  you 
have  to  say,  and  then  stop.  The  aver- 
age reader  will  not  spend  the  time  to 
read  a  long,  drawn-out  advertisement, 
even  if  you  have  the  money  to  pay  for 
It.  Hit  the  nail  on  the  head.  Make 
your  advertising  concise. 

During  the  past  few  years  we  have 
heard  a  great  deal  about  truthful  adver- 
tising, and  it  is  a  fact  that  most  of  the 
present  day  poultry  advertising  is 
founded  upon  the  bed  rock  of  honesty. 
For  this  reason  it  is  safter  to  buy  poul- 
try at  a  distance  than  ever  before.  We 
believe  that  the  average  advertiser 
wants  to  be  honest  and  truthful  in  ev- 
erything he  says  in  his  advertising.  Now 
and  then  there  is  a  slip  in  the  ranks, 
but,  generally  speaking,  the  advertiser 
has  found  that  the  best  rule  is  to  ad- 
here to  the  truth  in  everything  he  says. 
It  is  just  as  easy  to  play  fair  and  tell 
the  truth — and  if  one  hopes  to  build  up 
a  business  which  will  last  for  years,  he 
absolutely  must  use  truth  for  his  cor- 
nerstone. Every  really  successful  busi- 
ness is  built  upon  honesty,  and  the 
crook  soon  finds  his  business  gone,  his 
friends  deserting  him,  and  if  he  misses 
the  jail  he  can  count  himself  lucky.  Be- 
fore you  put  a  pen  to  paper,  make  your- 
self the  promise  that  you  will  be  truth- 
ful in  every  bit  of  advertising  you  write 
or  send  out. 

The  advertisement  must  be  easy  to 
read.  Not  only  should  the  space  per- 
mit of  plenty  of  room  for  the  amount  of 
type  used,  but  the  type  itself  should  be 
plain,  neat,  sharp-cut  and  easy  to  read. 
If  you  allow  the  printer  to  use  his  own 
judgment,  he  will  give  you  the  best  dis- 
play possible.  Unless  you  have  had  ex- 
perience in  setting  type,  we  suggest 
that  you  give  the  printer  considerable 
freedom  in  the  matter  of  choice  of  type. 
The  writer  has  had  a  number  of  years 
of  experience  at  the  case  and  feels  per- 
fectly competent  to  advise  upon  this 
subject. 

Classified  advertising  should  be  so 
written  as  to  state  frankly  just  what 
Is  offered.  As  this  space  is  purchased 
by  the  single  word,  it  is  evident  that 
surplus  words  should  be  eliminated. 

Generally  the  beginner  starts  with  a 
classified  advertisement  and  then  as  his 
business  grows  he  changes  to  display 
space.  To  begin  with,  you  can  write 
your  own  advertisements,  but  as  the 
buiness  increases,  it  usually  pays  to 
place  the  matter  of  writing  the  adver- 
tisements in  the  hands  of  an  expert — a 
man  trained  in  this  kind  of  work.  His

judgment,  ability  and  skill  fit  him  to 
render  the  most  efficient  service.  When 
the  ultimate  returns  are  considered,  it 
is  generally  thought  a  good  investment. 
Such  an  arrangement  will  leave  you  free 
from  the  bother  and  worry  of  prepar- 
ing copy,  and  you  will  have  just  that 
much  more  time  to  give  to  your  poul- 
try- The  cost  of  this  kind  of  service  is 
not  high.  You  will  have  to  pay  for  the 
preparation  of  copy  for  advertisements, 
but  the  publishers  usually  allow  the 
advertising  agency  a  commission  on  all 
orders,  so  that  you  are  not  compelled 
to  pay  for  this  service.  You  merely  pay 
the  regular  advertising  rate. 

Why  a  man  will  spend  hard-earned 
money  for  advertising  space  and  then 
neglect  to  answer  inquiries  is  some- 
thing we  have  never  been  able  to  figure 
out.  Just  because  you  have  nothing  to 
sell  is  no  reason  to  neglect  your  cor- 
respondence. The  person  making  the 
inquiry  has  a  purchase  in  view,  and  if 
you  fail  to  answer  the  inquiry  it  leaves 
him  very  much  undecided  as  to  the 
best  plan  to  take.  If  you  write  to  him 
and  tell  him  that  you  have  sold  all  that 
you  can  spare,  he  can  make  other  -ar- 
rangements. We  believe  that  you  owe 
him  a  letter.  You  are  under  obligation 
to  answer  every  inquiry.  Did  you  ever 
stop  and  think  of  this  from  the  view- 
point of  the  person  making  the  inquiry? 
This  inquiry  came  to  you  with  the  best 
of  intentions.  The  right  kind  of  a  let- 
ter will  hold  the  good  will.  Possibly  at 
some  future  time  you  may  have  some- 
thing which  will  meet  the  need  of  this 
party.  With  his  good  will  you  have  a 
good  start  towards  a  sale.  So  it  seems 
to  us  that  it  is  good  business  to  give 
every  inquiry  the  courtesy  of  a  reply. 

The  buying  of  advertising  space  in 
the  poultry  journals  is  not  the  only  way 
by  which  you  can  advertise  your  poul- 
try, but  it  is  the  most  important.  There 
are  many  ways  which  will  prove  very 
useful.  In  this  day  of  so  much  auto- 
mobile travel,  a  neat  bulletin  board  may 
help  a  great  deal.  Of  course  the  value 
of  such  a  sign  depends  upon  the  num-

ber  who  pass  it.  If  there  is  considerable 
traffic  by  your  place,  you  may  be  able 
to  sell  quite  a  lot  of  eggs  or  stock  right 
at  the  gate.  The  sign  must  be  so 
placed  and  of  such  size  that  the  pass- 
ing motorist  can  easily  see  and  read  it. 
Do  not  try  to  crowd  too  much  on  such 
a  sign.  We  saw  one  some  time  ago  that 
was  a  good  one.  Down  the  road  at  some 
distance  was  a  sign  in  big  letters  which 
read,  "Hatching  Eggs."  "We  slowed 
down,  and  soon  here  was  another  sign 
which  said:  "White  Rock  Hatching 
Eggs."  We  had  sufficient  time  to  read 
the  first  sign  and  become  interested  by 
the  time  we  reached  the  second  sign 
which  answered  our  question  of  breed. 
Still  we  had  time  to  slow  down  and  turn 
in  at  the  gate.  The  great  danger  of  such 
signs  are  that  they  will  be  too  small, 
contain  too  much  reading  matter,  or  be 
placed  too  close  to  the  road. 

Another  way  to  advertise  your  poul- 
try is  to  enter  them  at  the  poultry 
shows.  This  has  a  far-reaching  adver- 
tising value.  If  you  happen  to  win  a  few 
few  ribbons  it  will  give  you  a  great  deal 
of  prestige.  A  winning  proves  that  you 
have  real  quality.  The  wise  exhibitor 
attends  the  shows  if  possible.  He  never 
fails  to  make  note  of  his  winnings  in 
his  advertising.  Everyone  likes  to  know 
that  he  is  buying  good  quality,  and  a 
few  wins  at  a  poultry  show  will  help 
you  boost  your  sales. 

A  well-printed  mating  list  or  catalog 
in  which  you  go  into  some  detail  about 
your  stock  can  prove  a  real  business  get- 
ter. In  such  a  catalog  you  can  give 
more  information  than  you  can  in  a 
small  advertisement,  and  it  is  a  good 
plan  to  try  and  fully  describe  just  what 
you  have.  A  frank,  honest  and  com- 
plete description  often  helps  to  get  or- 
ders and  create  good  will.  In  many  cases 
advertising  is  considered  merely  as  a 
means  of  securing  the  inquiry,  and  the 
catalog  and  "follow-up"  are  depended 
upon  for  the  orders. 
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Well-printed  letter  heads,  shipping 
tags,  labels  and  business  cards  are 
means  of  advertising.  When  you  think 
that  you  cannot  afford  good  stationery, 
just  remember  that  it  is  the  clothes  of 
your  mail  order  salesman.  Certainly 
you  want  him  to  make  a  good  appear- 
ance upon  your  prospect.  Printing  is 
not  expensive.  It  is  merely  an  invest- 
ment. 

Advertising  is  a  game.  If  you  decide 
to  play  this  game,  make  up  your  mind 
to  play  it  fair.  Let  every  bit  of  adver- 
tising truly  represent  you  and  your 
aims.  One  great  truth  which  we  need 
to  have  burned  into  our  minds  is  that 
no  business  can  be  successful  unless  it 
is  fundamental  of  service.  No  business 
can  fail  which  renders  service.  If  you 
give  real  service  to  your  customers  you 
will  make  a  success  of  your  business 
venture,  and  you  will  be  glad  to  say 
that  the  game  of  advertising  is  after  all 
a  pleasant  one  and  from  which  you  have 
received  many  pleasant  memories  and  a 
just  return  in  proportion  to  your  efforts. 

JUICY  SPROUTED  OATS. 

Every  poultryman  who  hopes  to  ob- 
tain a  good  egg  yield  in  the  winter 
knows  that  green  food  must  be  given  to 
the  hens.  Green  food  helps  to  keep  the 
bowels  active  and  thereby  promotes  bet- 
ter digestion  and  health.

And  to  those  who  know  how  to 
handle  a  hammer  and  saw,  the  task  of 
building  a  sprouter  is  interesting  and  a 
past  time. 

No  matter  what  kind  of  an  oat  sprout- 
er you  get — be  sure  you  get  one  and  use 
it.  Sprouted  oats  not  only  mean  more 
eggs,  but  it  is  a  means  of  keeping  the 
bird  in  better  health,  and  we  believe 
that  they  should  be  fed  on  every  poul- 
try farm.

Almost  every  year  this  condition  ex- 
ists. The  early  pullets  lay  when  prices 
are  high,  and  of  course  they  make  a 
tidy  profit  for  their  owners.  It  would 
seem  that  poultrymen  wouM  profit  by 
this  experience,  which  comes  year  after 
year.  Many  poultrymen  do  not  appear 
to  want  to  fuss  with  the  early  chicks, 
and  some  fear  the  early  fall  molt.  Of 
course,  there  is  some  bother  to  the  rais- 
ing of  early  chicks,  and  sometimes  the 
birds  do  go  into  an  early  molt.  Gener- 
ally, when  properly  handled,  this  mat- 
ter of  the  molt  can  be  avoided.  Remem- 
ber this,  it  takes  early  chicks  to  make 
early  layers.  It  should  be  the  plan  to 
get  the  pullets  laying  by  the  middle  of 
October  or  by  November  anyway. 
Knowing  about  how  long  it  will  take 
for  the  pullets  to  mature,  the  time  of 
hatching  is  easily  determined.  "We  al- 
ways like  to  have  a  few  extra  early 
chicks.  Even  if  the  pullets  begin  to 
lay  the  last  of  September,  it  will  do  no 
harm.  We  depend  upon  these  early 
pullets  when  the  hens  are  molting.  Such 
an  arrangement  gives  a  more  uniform 
flow  of  eggs. 

The  early  cockerels  always  bring  as 
good  price  as  broilers.  The  broiler  bus- 
iness offers  possibilities  of  great  devel- 
opment. One  must  know  the  demands 
of  his  market  and  supply  broilers 
which  will  meet  these  conditions. 

Perhaps  a  little  extra  care  will  be 
needed  with  early  chicks,  but  we  con- 
sider them  worth  every  effort.  Should 
the  season  be  unfavorable  and  you  have 
some  early  laying  pullets  it  is  a  dead 
sure  thing  that  you  will  be  able  to  sell 
either  the  eggs  or  the  pullets  them- 
selves. Early  chicks  mean  early  pullets 
— and  they  are  a  safe  bet  any  year.

THE  REDCAP 


By  B.  R.  Frank 

Here  is  a  breed  of  English  origin,  but 
little  is  known  of  its  early  history.  At 
different  times  it  has  been  called  Cop- 
heads,  Corals,  Creoles,  Rosetops,  Red- 
heads, Derbyshire  Redcaps  and  York- 
shire Everlayers.  In  fact,  it  has  gone 
under  so  many  names  that  the  public 
has  never  given  it  the  attention  it  de- 
serves. At  one  time  it  was  very  popu- 
lar in  Yorkshire,  Lancashire,  Stafford- 
shire and  Cumberland. 

The  cock  is  a  handsome  bird,  stand- 
ing erect  and  carrying  head  and  tail 
rather  high.  The  body  is  of  medium 
length  with  a  deep,  full  breast.  The 
shoulders  are  broad.  The  neck  is  rather 
short.  The  most  prominent  part  of  the 
head  is  the  comb,  which  is  considered 
the  ideal  for  what  is  known  as  the  rose 
comb.  In  the  early  days  the  aim  was 
to  get  the  comb  nearly  circular,  just  like 
a  rose  in  full  bloom.  These  combs  pre- 
sented a  truly  remarkable  appearance 
and  always  caused  favorable  comment. 
Now  it  has  become  fashionable  to  adopt 
the  modern  idea  of  the  rose  comb  with 
a  well  defined  spike  in  the  rear.  Some 
of  the  old  time  breeders  do  not  take 
very  kindly  to  the  change,  feeling  that 
it  is  not  an  improvement.  The  shanks 
are  a  slate  in  color. 

The  plumage  is  very  striking.  The 
body  color  should  be  a  rich  red.  The 
breast  is  spangled.  The  hackle  is  a  dark 
red  slightly  ticked  with  black.  The  back 
inclines  to  a  lighter  color.  The  tail  is 
black.  The  hen  has  the  same  ground 
color  as  the  cock,  but  each  feather  is 
spangled  with  black. 

It  has  been  said  that  this  is  one  of 
the  breeds  used  by  Sir  John  Sebright 
when  he  produced  the  famous  Sebright 
Bantams.  As  to  this  we  cannot  say, 
but  it  is  possible  that  they  may  have 
entered  into  the  making  of  these  little 
beauties. 

The  Redcap  is  often  spoken  of  as  an 
egg  breed  and  they  usually  give  a  good 
account  of  themselves  at  the  nest.  The 
eggs  are  of  fair  size  and  the  shell  is 
white.  In  a  way  this  breed  is  very 
unique.  It  lays  a  white  shelled  egg,  and 
yet  the  ear  lobes  are  red. 

Doubtless  this  bird  is  somewhat  larg- 
er than  you  realize.  The  Standard 
weight  of  the  cock  is  7%  lbs.,  cockerel 
6  lbs.,  hen  6  lbs.,  and  pullet  5  lbs.  Thus 
it  is  seen  that  they  provide  a  fair  sized 
market  fowl.  When  well  fattened  they 
will  bring  a  good  price  and  well  repay 
for  their  raising. 

A  rather  peculiar  trait  of  this  breed 
is  the  looks  of  the  baby  chicks  when 
hatched.  They  are  usually  of  a  dark 
mahogany  color  with  a  rather  dark 
stripe.  They  are  real  active  and  not 
difficult  to  rear.  The  markings  do  not 
come  in  until  the  mature  plumage  is 
grown.  One  friend  claims  that  the 
male  is  more  handsome  the  second  year 
and  that  he  attains  his  full  beauty  in 
the  third  year.  We  cannot  say  as  to 
this. 

We  wish  it  were  possible  to  go  into 
more  detail,  but  our  space  is  limited. 
We  will  have  to  bring  our  little  talk 
to  a  close.  Fashion  has  caused  this 
handsome  and  useful  breed  to  be  forced 
into  the  background  for  a  number  of 
years.  When  judged  by  beauty,  it  can 
well  hold  its  head  high.  It  presents 
breeding  problems  which  should  tax  the 
skill  of  the  best  fanciers.  When  put  to 
the  test  as  a  producer,  it  does  not  fail. 
We  do  not  recall  that  it  has  ever  been 
bred  for  intensive  production,  yet  it  ap-

THE  EYE  INDICATES  CONDITION. 


Perhaps  one  of  the  best  means  of  de- 
terming  the  condition  of  the  health  of 
a  fowl  is  to  look  at  the  eye.  The  eye 
seems  to  be  a  mirror  which  reflects  the 
true  condition  of  the  bird's  health.  The 
experienced  poultryman  will  look  at  the 
eye  and  make  a  very  good  guess  as  to 
the  bird. 

Go  out  to  your  own  flock  and  pick  up 
a  bird  and  look  at  the  eye.  A  healthy 
bird  will  have  a  large,  round,  bright, 
full  and  alert  eye.  It  will  sparkle  with 
vigor  and  health.  It  will  reflect  the  re- 
serve power  and  prove  a  pass  word  by 
which  you  will  be  able  to  enter  into  the 
inner  parts  and  satisfy  yourself  that  the 
bird  is  well  and  healthy.  The  sick  bird 
has  a  pale,  listless,  dull,  small  and  life- 
less look  in  her  eye.  She  will  not  ob- 
serve things  quickly,  but  will  appear  to 
lack  interest  in  things  about  her.  In 
other  words  her  eye  will  reflect  a  gen- 
eral state  of  ill-health. 

Some  years  ago  the  writer  observed  a 
man  looking  at  the  eye  of  all  his  birds. 
We  inquired  as  to  the  cause  of  the 
eye  disease,  and  he  informed  us  that 
there  was  no  disease  of  the  eye.  He  was 
merely  making  a  study  of  the  eyes-  of 
his  birds  as  one  way  in  which  to  pick 
out  the  strong  and  robust  birds  to  place 
in  the  breeding  pens  for  the  next  year. 
This  was  our  first  experience  of  the 
kind  and  we  were  much  surprised  to 
note  what  a  wide  difference  there  was 
in  the  eyes,  and  with  his  help  we  soon 
became  able  to  determine  much  about 
the  health  of  our  birds  by  this  simple 
test. 

The  eye  does  not  lie.  It  tells  the  true 
condition  of  the  inward  bird.  It  is  one 
way  by  which  we  are  able  to  look  with- 
in and  see  if  the  digestive  organs  are 
performing  their  duties  properly.  It  is 
a  means  of  determining  whether  the 
other  organs  are  functioning  as  Nature 
intended,  or  perhaps  one  or  more  of 
these  vital  organs  are  loafing,  with  the 
result  that  the  entire  system  is  thrown 
out  of  balance.  And  instead  of  having 
that  smooth-running  egg  machine,  we 
have  a  balky  engine  which  does  not  run 
just  as  it  should.  By  a  close  study  of 
the  eye  you  may  be  able  to  prevent  epi- 
demics of  disease,  and  certainly  it  is 
time  well  spent.

SELECTING  THE  BREEDERS 


We  hear  a  great  deal  about  culling 
the  birds  for  laying,  but  we  think  the 
word  selecting  is  a  better  one.  The 
word  cull  carries  with  it  an  implication 
of  lack  of  worth  and  naturally  the  birds 
we  discard  would  be  culls  or  at  least  un- 
fitted for  our  requirements.  So  we  feel 
that  the  word  selecting  fits  our  needs 
better. 

In  picking  out  our  breeders  there  are 
several  things  to  remember.  Probably 
the  first  requirement,  and  one  which  is 
usually  overlooked,  is  the  health  of  the 
bird.  The  foundation  of  every  effort  of 
the  hen  depends  upon  her  vigor,  her 
strength,  her  ability  to  consume  food 
and  turn  it  into  eggs.  To  think  for  a 
single  moment  that  a  bird  can  perform 
in  a  satisfactory  manner  unless  she 
have  an  abundance  of  reserve  power  is 
a  mistaken  idea.  As  a  bridge  is  no 
stronger  than  its  foundation,  as  a  house 
is  no  safer  than  its  walls,  so  a  hen  is 
weak  or  strong,  valuable  or  worthless, 
according  to  her  health.  More  and  more, 
poultrymen  are  coming  to  realize  the 
importance  of  health,  and  we  believe 
that  more  stress  will  be  put  upon  this 
matter  in  the  future. 

The  next  requirement  is  the  shape  or 
type.  Shape  not  only  determines  the 
breed,  but  it  indicates  in  a  large  meas- 
ure whether  the  bird  is  naturally  made 
to  be  an  egg  machine  or  a  table  fowl.  In 
the  matter  of  selecting  for  egg  produc- 
tion, a  great  deal  of  attention  is  given 
to  the  shape  of  the  bird,  and  this  simply 
means  that  the  shape  of  the  bird  indi- 
cates whether  the  bird  is  built  for  high 
production. 

Color  of  plumage  should  be  the  last 
consideration  because  it  merely  indi- 
cates the  variety.  Many  poultrymen 
think    that    the  color  determines  the

beak;  so  the  chicks  on  the  day  of  hatch- 
ing are  truly  wonderful  creatures. 

One  reason  for  this  strange  arrange- 
ment is  that  the  chick  must  hatch  itself 
— for  it  must  get  out  of  the  egg  with- 
its  own  power  and  must  take  care  of  its 
own  breathing  and  eating,  and  it  can- 
not use  the  same  system  after  coming 
out  of  the  egg  that  it  used  while  in  the 
egg. 

The  attachment  on  the  beak  is  a 
highly  specialized  device,  for  it  is  used 
to  break  the  shell  as  the  chick  turns 
around  in  the  egg,  and  cannot  be  used 
for  any  other  purpose. 

This  little  shell  cutter  is  developed  on 
the  upper  point  of  the  beak,  so  the  chick 
breaks  the  shell  by  just  raising  its  beak 
like  opening  its  mouth,  by  raising  the 
upper  mandible.  After  the  chicks  gets 
out  of  the  shell,  this  little  shell  cutter 
has  served  its  purpose,  so  it  falls  off  in 
a  day  or  two. 

It  is  true  this  little  shell  cutter  does 
not  do  very  much  work,  and  is  used  for 
only  a  few  hours,  but  it  is  still  a  ques- 
tion whether  the  chick  could  hatch 
without  it. 

Another  point  of  interest  at  hatching 
time  is  that  the  chick  has  two  sets  of 
lungs,  or  rather,  two  system  of  breath- 
ing. The  first  system  is  a  system  of  fine 
blood  vessels  which  completely  line  the 
egg  shell  and  are  connected  to  the  chick 
by  two  arteries  and  one  vein.  This 
breathing  system  is  called  the  "allan- 
tois"  and  supplies  the  chick  with  oxy- 
gen while  it  is  in  the  egg,  so  it  cannot 
take  air  into  the  lungs.  Thus  it  will  be 
seen  that  when  the  embryo  chick  is 
ready  to  hatch,  it  has  one  breathing 
system  outside  its  body  and  one  inside 
its  body. 

When  the  chick  first  breaks  into  the 
air  cell  it  begins  taking  air  into  its 
lungs,  so  it  is  then  getting  oxygen  from 
two  sources.  This  it  continues  to  do 
till  after  it  breaks  the  outside  or  hard 
shell  and  air  has  passed  into  the  egg, 
which  dries  up  the  outside  breathing 
system.  From  then  on  the  chick  must 
get  its  oxygen  through  its  lungs.  The 
"allantois,"  or  its  first  system  for  sup- 
plying oxygen  is  left  in  the  egg  shell 
when  the  chick  hatches. 
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Before  the  chick  begins  the  process  of 
hatching,  it  gets  its  oxygen  from  tfys 
"allantois'  'or  lung  membrane  inside  the 
shell,  and  after  it  hatches  it  gets  its 
oxygen  through  its  lungs;  but  there  is 
a  period  of  a  few  hours  during  the 
hatching  system  that  both  systems  are 
used. 

In  addition  to  the  two  systems  for 
securing  oxygen,  the  chick  at  hatching 
time  also  has  two  digestive  systems. 

When  the  embryo  starts  to  develop  it 
must  receive  nourishment  from  some 
source.  The  yolk  and  albumen  of  the 
egg  are  for  this  purpose,  so  one  of  the 
first  things  done  by  the  embryo  is  to 
send  out  veins  on  the  surface  of  the 
yolk.  These  veins  are  called  vitelline 
veins  and  are  for  the  purpose  of  collect- 
ing the  food  or  nourishment  for  the 
chick. 

The  egg  material  is  undigested  in  the 
egg,  yet  it  must  be  digested  before  it 
can  be  used  by  the  chick;  but  the  chick 
has  not  yet  developed  its  digestive  or- 
gans. There  is,  therefore,  a  membrane 
developed  at  the  ends  of  the  veins  which 
digests  the  egg  food  before  it  passes  in- 
to the  veins. 

The  yolk  surrounding  the  embryo 
which  contains  this  digestive  mem- 
brane has  a  different  appearance  to  the 
rest  of  the  yolk.  This  digestive  mem- 
brane extends  down  into  the  yolk  in 
folds  called  septa,  which  affords  a  great- 
er digesting  surface.  This  digestive 
membrane,  which  is  between  the  yolk 
material  and  the  veins,  answers  as  a 
temporary  digestive  system  from  the 
time  the  embryo  begins  to  develop  un- 
til it  is  out  of  the  egg,  and  has  used  the 
egg  yolk  food  which  was  taken  into  the 
chick's  body  before  it  hatched. 

Thus  it  is  seen  that  the  temporary  di- 
gestive system  is  outside  the  chick's 
body  till  about  the  time  it  hatches,  and 
then  it  is  taken  into  the  body  so  that 
when  the  chick  comes  out  of  the  shell 
it  has  two  digestive  systems  inside  its 
body — one  of  which  has  been  used  while 
the  chick  was  developing,  but  cannot  be 
used  after  the  yolk  is  used  up,  for  there 
is  no  way  of  getting  more  food  into  the 
yolk  sack.  The  other  digestive  system 
is  the  one  which  can  be  supplied  food 
through  the  mouth  but  could  not  be 
used  while  the  chick  was  in  the  egg. 

The  first,  or  yolk  digestive  system, 
should  be  finished  before  the  mouth  crop 
and  gizzard  system  should  be  used.  As 
the  first  system  is  being  finished,  the 
second  system  may  begin,  so  as  one  de- 
creases in  a  supply  of  nourishment  the 
other  is  beginning. 

If  the  yolk  digestive  system  is  func- 
tioning properly  the  chick  will  not  eat, 
for  it  has  no  appetite  or  desire  to  eat; 
but  if  the  yolk  digestive  system  is  not 
functioning,  the  yolk  food  may  be  pres- 
ent but  the  chick  is  not  nourished,  so 
has  an  appetite  and  will  eat;  but  the 
conditions  would  not  be  natural  or  nor- 
mal, so  the  chick  would  probably  die  of 
bowel  trouble,  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
second,  or  mouth  digestive  system,  is 
not  completed  till  after  the  yolk  has 
been  used,  so  digestion  is  not  complete. 

The  best  remedy  is  to  supply  correct 
conditions  in  the  way  of  correct  temper- 
ature, evaporation,  position,  turning, 
and  ventilation  of  eggs  during  incuba- 
tion.

COMMERCIAL,  FEEDS  MEET  ALL 
REQUIREMENTS

greatly  relieved  of  his  laborious  task, 
still  takes  much  pride  in  his  work,  and 
he  will  never  fail  to  put  in  a  wonderful 
bit  of  testimony  for  commercial  feeds. 
"Dis  here  feed  is  the  best  I  ever  saw, 
Boss,  and  I  kin  tell  you  that  I  mixed 
a  lot  of  good  feed  in  my  life,  even  if  I 
do  say  it.  I.  sho  do  like  this  ready- 
mixed  feed.  It  makes  dem  hens  lay  all 
de  time."  So  far  as  we  have  studied 
human  nature  we  have  yet  to  find  a 
man  who  will  mix  feed  with  a  shovel 
just  for  the  love  of  working. 

"We  believe  that  a  good  commercial 
feed  gives  the  best  results.  Just  why  do 
we  advocate  these  feeds  when  they  can 
be  mixed  at  home?  We  think  we  have 
already  given  sufficient  reasons  for  their 
universal  use.  The  ordinary  man  can- 
not mix  as  good  a  feed  as  he  can  buy. 
He  does  not  have  the  money  to  buy  ex- 
pensive machinery  for  drying,  cleaning, 
removing  of  excess  fiber  and  mixing. 
Even  if  he  did  have  the  money  it  would 
not  pay  him,  because  he  would  then  be 
in  the  feed  business.  It  takes  a  lot  of 
money  to  buy  this  equipment,  and  the 
best  machinery  would  be  worthless  un- 
less you  knew  how  to  operate  it. 

Did  you  ever  visit  a  modern  mill  and 
see  poultry  feed  produced  under  the 
most  modern  methods?  It  is  an  experi- 
ence that  one  will  not  soon  forget. 

To  begin  with,  every  ingredient  which 
goes  into  the  feeds  is  tested.  This  is  to 
make  sure  that  the  finished  product  will 
meet  the  desired  standard  and  run  uni- 
form. They  must  know  that  every  bit 
of  corn  is  of  a  certain  grade.  It  must 
meet  the  standard  requirements.  In 
order  to  know  this,  a  sample  is  taken 
and  a  test  is  made.  There  is  no  guess- 
work about  it.  If  the  corn  contains  too 
much  moisture  it  is  either  rejected  or 
the  moisture  removed  by  expensive  ma- 
chinery. Every  ingredient  is  given  a 
like  test.  Of  course,  some  small  feed 
concerns  do  not  have  facilities  such  as 
the  larger  ones. 

Nov/  all  grain  is  run  over  a  magnetic 
separator  which  takes  out  the  nuts, 
bolts,  nails,  screws,  wire,  hinges,  and 
all  metal.  This  is  done  for  two  reasons. 
First,  they  are  selling  feed  and  not 
scrap  iron.  If  you  found  a  lot  of  nails 
in  your  feed  5'ou  would  be  mad,  and  no 
one  could  blame  you.  In  the  second 
place,  if  this  metal  was  allowed  to  get 
down  into  the  grinder  the  expensive 
machinery  would  be  ruined  in  an  in- 
stant. 

Next,  the  dirt  is  removed.  Dust,  dirt, 
paper,  string,  and  bits  of  burlap  sacks 
and  everything  of  a  like  nature  is  sift- 
ed out.  You  cannot  help  but  be  sur- 
prised at  the  refuse  which  is  removed 
from  a  car  of  grain.

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Brooding  Comes  Next 


The  day  of  natural  brooding  is  pass- 
ing. Say  what  we  may,  we  cannot  alter 
the  facts,  and  it  is  a  fact  that  the  old 
hen  is  passing  as  a  means  of  brooding 
the  little  chicks.  We  do  not  wish  to  be 
understood  as  saying  that  the  hen  ia 
not  used  to  brood  chicks.  Probably  she 
will  always  be  used  to  brood  some 
chicks.  However,  the  changing  de- 
mands in  the  poultry  business  have 
made  it  impossible  to  use  the  hen  in 
this  capacity  in  a  large  commercial  way. 
Other  means  had  to  be  found,  and  the 
modern  brooder  has  so  well  done  its 
work  that  it  is  supplanting  the  hen  in 
the  capacity  of  brooding.  Those  of  you 
who  have  used  the  hen  to  brood  a  couple 
hundred  chicks  know  that  it  is  a  task 
not  soon  to  be  forgotten.  Perhaps  one 
hen  decided  that  she  wished  to  accumu- 
late all  the  chicks  in  the  house,  and 
consequently  there  was  a  battle  royal. 
While  the  fight  was  in  progress,  the 
chicks  were  huddled  in  the  corner,  be- 
coming chilled  to  the  bone.  Or  possibly 
one  or  more  of  the  hens  were  a  little 
clumsy  and  walked  all  over  her  chicks, 
and  by  the  end  of  a  few  days  her  fam- 
ily was  reduced  to  next  to  nothing.  You 
know  how  it  is.  With  such  a  problem 
how  could  one  hope  to  brood  2,000  or 
3,000  chicks?  What  would  you  do  un- 
der such  circumstances  if  you  had  5,000 
chicks  to  brood?  There  could  be  but  one 
solution  to  the  problem.  Hens  simply 
were  not  able  to  meet  our  demands  and 
we  had  to  have  brooders.  The  hen  is 
passing  as  a  means  of  brooding.  Chicks 
which  are  raised  under  brooders  are 
healthy  and  vigorous  if  properly  reared. 
We  have  heard  it  said  that  hen-brooded 
chicks  were  stronger,  but  we  have  no 
reason  to  believe  this.  Our  experience 
leads  us  to  believe  that  if  the  brooder 
is  operated  carefully  that  the  chicks  will 
be  just  as  strong  as  the  brooded  chicks. 

There  are  two  general  types  of  brood- 
er houses  in  this  country.  First,  there 
is  the  long  house  which  is  permanent 
and  may  be  from  14  to  20  feet  in  width 
and  from  50  feet  up  to  as  long  as  neces- 
sary to  meet  the  requirements.  The 
second  type  of  brooder  house  is  more  or 
less  portable  and  on  the  order  of  a  col- 
ony house.  It  may  be  8x12  feet  in  size 
or  larger  if  desired.  A  rather  common 
size  is  10x12  feet.  We  have  used  this 
style  house  which  was  as  small  as  3x6 
feet,  but  naturally  this  is  rather  small 
and  only  adapted  to  very  small  broods.

In  many  cases  it  is  just  the  thing  for  a 
back-lotter. 

In  choosing  the  type  of  house  you  will 
use  there  are  several  things  which,  must 
be  considered. 

First — The  number  of  chicks  to  be 
brooded  will  have  a  great  deal  to  do 
with  the  type  of  house  you  will  adopt. 

Second— The  season  of  the  year,  or 
perhaps  we  better  say  the  climatic  con- 
ditions, will  determine  the  matter  to 
some  extent. 

Third — The  amount  of  money  you 
have  to  invest  will  be  the  most  impor- 
tant consideration.  Perhaps  it  would 
be  well  if  this  did  not  influence  us,  but 
our  observation  leads  us  to  believe  that 
it  is  a  very  happy  situation  for  many 
men  when  they  realize  that  they  cannot 
branch  out  too  fast. 

The  long  brooder  house  is  well  adapt- 
ed to  broiler  raising.  On  farms  where 
it  is  necessary  to  rear  thousands  of 
chicks  to  become  layers,  the  long  house 
proves  very  useful.  The  commercial 
broodery  finds  this  type  of  house  con- 
venient. Labor  is  an  item  to  consider 
on  any  poultry  farm,  and  we  all  realize 
that  on  the  large  farm  it  would  take 
considerable  time  to  go  from  one  colony 
brooder  house  to  another,  while  with  the 


long  house  it  is  more  compact.  Many 
steps  are  saved,  and  it  is  also  possible 
to  take  care  of  just  one  fire  to  warm 
the  entire  plant.  Of  course  the  coal  ia 
handy  and  everything  is  arranged  for 
cold  weather.  Therefore,  for  the  very 
large  brooding  demands  we  believe  that 
the  long  house  is  better  adapted  to  the 
needs  than  the  colony  system. 

The  average  poultryman,  or  the  fel- 
low who  broods  under  1,000  chicks  at  a 
time,  usually  adopts  the  colony  system. 
The  house  to  be  used  under  such  a  plan 
should  be  built  as  light  as  possible  so 
that  it  can  be  moved  to  a  new  location 
each  year.  This  is  one  of  the  things  in 
its  favor.  It  can  be  moved  to  fresh 
ground  each  year,  and  consequently  the 
danger  from  disease  is  greatly  reduced. 
However,  it  is  necessary  to  construct 
the  house  strongly  enough  so  that  it 
may  be  moved  and  not  pulled  apart.  It 
is  a  good  plan  to  build  these  houses  with 
4x4  sills,  or  even  4x6  will  be  better.  The 
floors  do  not  need  to  be  so  heavy  so 
that  2x4s  can  be  used  for  floor  joists. 
A  house  of  this  kind  must  be  weather- 
tight,  or  it  will  be  difficult  to  properly 
heat  it.  Perhaps  in  rather  cold  sections 
of  the  country  it  might  be  well  to  line 
the  house  with  some  kind  of  wall  board, 
which  is  light  and  yet  will  add  material- 
ly to  the  warmth  of  the  house.  All  siz- 
es of  houses  are  used,  but  if  it  is  too 
large  it  will  not  only  be  hard  to  move 
from  place  to  place,  but  it  will  be  more 
difficult  to  heat.  Therefore,  we  believe 
the  size  of  8x12  or  10x12  is  large  enough. 

The  kind  of  heater  you  will  use  will 
depend  in  no  small  measure  upon  your 
location  and  personal  likes.  Oil  and  coal 
are  usually  used  to  heat  the  hovers.  In 
real  cold  weather  we  believe  that  oil  will 
cost  a  little  more  than  coal,  but  on  the 
other  hand,  when  the  weather  is  more 
moderate,  the  oil  is  safe,  clean  and  effi- 
cient. Modern  oil  heaters  are  giving  ex- 
cellent satisfaction.  In  localities  where 
coal  is  high  in  price  or  difficult  to  get, 
the  oil  burner  is  very  popular.  Natural- 
ly in  the  eastern  part  of  the  country, 
where  hard  coal  is  more  plentiful,  the 
coal  burner  is  popular.  The  coal  burn- 
er has  large  heating  capacity  and  gives 
good  results.  Naturally  such  a  stove 
must  be  properly  attended  to  in  order 
to  get  the  best  results,  but  when  given 
attention  it  is  very  efficient. 

No  matter  what  style  heater  you  may 
adopt,  be  sure  to  buy  a  large  one.  Most 
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poultrymen  only  see  the  first  cost,  and 
because  the  larger  size  costs  a  little 
more,  they  buy  a  smaller  size  than  they 
really  need.  This  first  economy  is  al- 
ways expensive  in  the  end,  because  be- 
fore long  you  learn  that  the  hover  will 
not  take  care  of  the  rated  capacity,  and 
then  you  have  to  buy  another  hover. 
Not  only  does  this  mean  the  cost  of  the 
extra  hover,  but  a  building  must  be  put 
up  in  which  to  operate  the  hover,  and 
naturally  you  have  just  twice  the  work. 
Having  this  in  mind,  we  recommend 
that  you  buy  a  large  hover.  It  will  cost 
only  a  few  dollars  more  to  get  one  large 
enough,  and  then  if  you  do  not  have  to 
put  too  many  chicks  under  it,  your 
troubles,  will  be  small  indeed. 

Suppose  that  we  assume  that  you 
have  the  brooder  in  place.  If  it  is  an 
old  one,  you  want  to  make  sure  that  it 
is  well  cleaned  and  the  house  cleaned 
as  well.  If  droppings  are  to  be  found 
on  the  floor,  you  can  scrape  them  up 
with  a  putty  knife.  Sweep  everything 
out.  Clean  down  the  walls  and  spray 
the  entire  place  with  a  good  commercial 
disinfectant.  Perhaps  no  disease  germs 
are  present,  but  you  never  can  tell.  Cer- 
tain it  is  that  a  clean  house  is  healthy. 

Along  about  the  18th  day  of  the  hatch 
you  should  tune  up  the  brooder.  If  you 
buy  the  baby  chicks  it  will  be  all  the 
same.  The  idea  is  to  get  the  heater  in 
operation  and  see  that  it  is  working 
properly.  Some  oil  burners  must  be  ab- 
solutely level,  or  they  will  not  work  just 
right.  A  new  type  burner  is  now  being 
used  which  makes  it  less  sensitive  to 
being  level.  If  this  happens  to  be  your 
first  year  operating  a  brooder,  you  want 
sufficient  time  to  learn  how  the  heater 
works.  It  may  take  a  little  extra  fuel 
to  start  the  machine  ahead  of  time,  but 
fuel  may  be  cheaper  than  to  get  right 
In  the  midst  of  brooding  some  chicks 
and  then  find  that  they  do  not  know 
how  the  heater  works.  Each  year  the 
heaters  are  being  made  better,  but  they 
are  not  exactly  fool-proof  yet.  There 
always  will  be  some  chance  for  the  oper- 
ator to  use  his  judgment. 

The  temperature  is  perhaps  the  most 
vital  factor  in  the  brooding  of  the 
chicks.  With  the  colony  type,  we  be- 
lieve that  it  is  best  to  have  the  temper- 
ature about  100  degrees  at  the  edge  of 
the  hover,  two  inches  above  the  floor. 
This  temperature  can  be  maintained  for 
the  first  week.  Then  it  can  be  reduced 
to  96  degrees  the  second  week,  and  92 
degrees  the  third  week.  Thereafter  the 
temperature  can  be  reduced  gradually.  It 
should  be  remembered  that  the  above 
mentioned  temperatures  are  at  the  best 
mere  estimates.  The  best  rule  in  the 
world  is  to  see  that  the  chicks  are  com- 
fortable. When  they  form  a  ring  around 
the  edge  of  the  hover  and  sleep  con- 
tentedly you  may  be  sure  that  the  heat 
is  just  about  right.  If  they  begin  to 
crowd  in  towards  the  heater  it  is  a  sure 
sign  that  there  is  not  enough  heat,  and 
when  they  crowd  away  from  the  heater 
it  is  certain  that  there  is  too  much 
heat.  We  believe  that  all  successful 
operators  soon  learn  that  after  all  the 
chick  is  the  best  indicator  of  the 
amount  of  heat  required.  To  try  and 
operate  a  brooder  by  a  certain  fixed  rule 
is  to  invite  trouble.  Even  a  slight  change 
in  the  weather  outside  may  be  sufficient 
to  require  a  change  in  the  operation  of 
the  heater.  The  wise  operator  will  con- 
stantly watch  the  chicks  and  the  weath- 
er and  be  governed  accordingly. 

A  very  useful  part  of  the  equipment 
is  what  we  call  a  chick  retainer.  This

is  made  of  a  piece  of  tin  18  inches  wide 
and  about  6  or  8  feet  long,  depending 
upon  the  size  of  the  house  and  brooder. 
This  chick  retainer  has  three  supports, 
one  at  each  end  and  one  in  the  middle. 
It  being  made  of  tin  is  bent  in  a  half 
circle.  This  is  placed  close  to  the  hover 
to  keep  the  baby  chicks  from  wander- 
ing too  far  away  from  the  heater  and 
becoming  chilled.  It  will  also  prevent 
floor  drafts.  It  should  be  placed  just  a 
little  distance  from  the  heater  to  begin 
with.  As  the  chicks  learn  to  go  back 
to  the  hover  for  heat,  when  cold,  the 
chick  retainer  may  be  moved  away.  By 
moving  it  a  little  each  day,  the  chicks 
will  soon  learn  to  scamper  back  to  the 
hover  when  cold,  and  after  a  little  the 
chick  retainer  may  be  taken  away.  It 
is  possible  to  make  this  chick  retainer 


of  heavy  roofing  paper,  but  we  believe 
the  tin  to  be  more  satisfactory. 

Most  beginners  crowd  the  little  chicks 
too  much.  When  chicks  are  crowded 
the  danger  increases.  Of  course,  the 
expert  may  be  able  to  keep  more  chicks 
in  a  certain  size  house,  but  the  begin- 
ner is  almost  sure  to  have  a  larger  num- 
ber of  losses  when  the  chicks  are  crowd- 
ed. Generally  speaking,  small  lots  well 
brooded  do  the  best.  We  think  the  be- 
ginner would  do  well  to  start  with  not 
over  250  chicks  under  a  hover.  The 
number  may  be  increased  to  300  or  400 
after  some  experience  is  gained. 

Perhaps  you  do  not  realize  that  you 
can  crowd  the  chicks  for  hopper  space 
just  as  much  as  for  floor  space.  It  is 
an  easy  matter  to  try  and  get  along 
with  a  smaller  hopper  than  you  really 
need.  The  same  is  true  of  the  drinking 
fountain  or  the  dish  the  milk  is  fed  in. 

Chicks  require  a  lot  of  fresh  air '  if 
they  are  to  grow  and  develop  as  they 
should.  The  coal  burning  heaters  have 
a  smoke  pipe  which  carries  off  the 
fumes,  but  we  have  seen  oil  burners,  es- 
pecially the  old-fashioned  kerosene 
lamps,  which  did  not  have  this  arrange- 
ment. It  seems  evident  that  in  a  very 
short  time  the  air  in  the  house  must 
become  foul  and  unfit  to  breathe.  By 
all  means  arrange  to  carry  the  fumes 
from  the  heater  out  of  doors.  Some 
means  of  ventilation  should  also  be  ar- 
ranged. Foul  air  is  bad  for  the  chicks 
and  so  is  dampness.  Ventilation  will 
overcome  the  foul  air  and  dampness 
and  make  the  little  fellows  grow  like 
weeds.  Sunshine  is  of  great  value  to 
growing  chicks.  Many  houses  are  being 
equipped  with  glass  substitute  in  order 
that  the  violet-rays  may  be  admitted, 
and  reports  are  very  favorable  to  its 
use.  • 

We  believe  that  the  chicks  should  be 
gotten  out  on  the  ground  as  soon  as 
possible.  This  does  not  mean  that  you 
are  to  get  them  out  in  a  snow  storm,

but  when  the  weather  will  permit  and 
the  ground  is  warm,  we  think  that  the 
chicks  do  better  if  they- can  get  in  con- 
tact with  the  earth.  For  that  reason 
we  always  advocate  giving  them  a  yard 
to  run  in  as  early  as  possible. 

The  matter  of  protecting  the  little 
chicks  from  enemies  is  one  which  never 
has  very  serious  consideration.  If  you 
use  a  colony  system  of  brooding  and  the 
chicks  are  at  some  distance  from  the 
house  there  is  always  a  danger  from 
this  source.  Cats,  rats,  hawks  and  all 
kinds  of  enemies  may  take  a  toll  from 
your  flock.  A  little  extra  care  on  your 
part  may  prevent  a  lot  of  trouble  and 
loss.  It  is  bad  enough  to  hatch  out  the 
chicks  and  have  them  die  of  disease,  but 
to  have  a  stray  cat  catch  them  is  just 
about  the  most  provoking  thing  that 
can  happen.  A  trap,  gun  or  dog  will 
make  a  good  means  of  protection. 

We  have  left  the  matter  of  proper 
feeding  until  along  towards  the  last,  be- 
cause we  want  you  to  remember  what 
we  have  to  say  about  it.  If  you  forget 
all  that  we  say  about  the  brooding  of 
chicks,  we  hope  that  you  will  at  least 
try  and  remember  what  we  say  about 
feeding.  It  is  very  important.  Chicks 
may  be  well  brooded,  but  they  cannot 
thrive  unless  well  fed.  This  does  not 
mean  that  they  are  to  be  given  a  large 
quantity  of  feed.  On  the  other  hand, 
to  start  the  little  fellows  off  well  means 
to  give  just  a  little  feed  at  a  time  and 
give  it  often.  As  to  what  constitutes  a 
good  ration,  we  will  say  that  we  believe 
that  it  is  a  good  policy  to  adopt  the 
feeding  plan  of  one  of  the  commereial 
feed  mills.  They  have  made  a  very 
careful  study  of  this  matter  and  have 
mixed  feeds  in  such  a  way  that  the  lit- 
tle fellows  will  get  just  what  they  are 
in  need  of.  It  is  true  that  feeds  may  be 
mixed  at  home.  We  have  done  it.  We 
believe  that  it  is  better  to  buy  a  good 
commercial  chick  feed  than  to  mix  it  at 
home.  We  think  the  results  are  the 
best  way  to  judge  any  system,  and  after 
trying  a  commercial  ration  we  believe 
that  you  will  agree  with  us  that  it 
brings  better  results  than  a  home- 
mixed  ration.  Almost  all  of  the  feed 
mills  will  give  you  a  very  complete 
method  of  feeding,  which  if  followed  will 
insure  satisfactory  results.  Those  who 
brood  only  a  small  number  of  chicks 
may  feel  that  it  is  a  little  cheaper  to 
mix  the  feed  at  home,  but  these  people 
should  remember  that  many  of  the  big 
commercial  farms  use  a  commercial  ra- 
tion exclusively, :  and  it  is  needless  to 
say  that  they  do  so  because  they  figure 
it  is  cheaper  for  them.  They  are  in 
business  to  make  money,  and  with  a 
very  complete  system  of  accounts  they 
can  determine  whether  a  system  of  feed- 
ing pays  or  not.  Do  not  think  that 
these  big  farms  use  a  commercial  feed 
for  any  other  reason  than  that  it  is 
cheaper.  There  are  several  good  feeds 
on  the  market  arid  we  feel  sure  after  a 
trial  of  a  commercial  chick  food  that 
you  will  not  try  to  mix  any  more  feeds 
at  home. 

Constant  watchfulness  is  needed  in  or- 
der to  see  that  the  little  fellows  are  kept 
comfortable,  and  have  what  they  need 
in  the  way  of  food,  and  are  kept  grow- 
ing. To  slight  them  for  a  day  or  two 
may  appear  a  very  small  matter,  and 
yet  the  ultimate  consequences  may  be 
grave  indeed.  The  first  few  days  of 
the  chicks  existence  are  the  most  vital. 
To  be  well  started  is  very  important.

"In  the  beginning  God  created  the 
heaven  and  the  earth.  And  the  earth 
was  without  form,  and  void:  and  dark- 
ness was  upon  the  face  of  the  deep. 
And  the  Spirit  of  God  moved  upon  the 
face  of  the  waters.  And  God  said  let 
there  be  light,  and  there  was  light." 

Thus  at  the  very  beginning  of  things 
we  learn  that  the  Creator  of  the  Uni- 
verse decided  that  light  was  essential. 
"We  find  no  record  of  life,  either  vege- 
table or  animal  before  the  coming  of 
light  Even  today  after  thousands  of 
years  of  progress  we  find  very  few  ani- 
mals which  can  long  survive  in  abso- 
lute darkness.  We  require  the  light  of 
the  sunshine  today  just  as  at  the  begin- 
ning and  doubtless  we  shall  continue 
to  need  it  until  the  time  comes  when 
man  no  longer  inhabits  the  earth.  Per- 
haps we  may  be  able  to  obtain  the  sun- 
shine in  indirect  ways  but  just  the 
same  the  sun  will  be  an  absolute  re- 
quirement. If  the  sun  was  to  cease  to 
shine  for  a  short  time,  life  as  we  un- 
derstand it,  would  vanish  from  the  face 
of  the  earth.  We  depend  upon  the  sun 
for  energy  and  without  energy  in  Its 
broad  sense  life  could  not  exist. 

One  of  the  great  causes  of  sickness 
in  the  human  family  and  among  poul- 
try is  the  artificial  way  in  which  life 
is  found  today.  We  shut  our  chick- 
ens up  in  small  houses,  we  keep  them 
away  from  the  direct  sunshine,  we  do 
not  allow  them  contact  with  the  ground 
only  in  the  warm  weather  and  we  give 
highly  concentrated  rations  and  then 
we  wonder  why  disease  breaks  out 
and  takes  such  a  heavy  toll.  Poultry 
when  allowed  to  live  as  Nature  in- 
tended is  healthy.  Sickness  is  not  ac- 
cording to  the  laws  of  Nature.  Sick- 
ness comes  because  some  law  of  life 
has  been  violated.  In  some  way  we 
have  not  allowed  our  birds  to  live  as  it 
was  intended.  There  is  no  more  cer- 
tain fact  than  that  Nature  is  a  strict 
master.  When  her  laws  are  violated, 
she  demands  an  accounting.  When 
her  laws  are  complied  with  she  rewards 
with  health  and  vigor. 

Cod  liver  oil  has  been  called  bottled 
sunshine  because  of  its  close  relation- 
ship with  the  direct  rays  of  the  sun. 
In  some  cases  the  results  are  very  sim- 
ilar and  that  being  the  case  it  becomes 
apparent  that  poultrymen  should  give 
the  matter  of  feeding  cod  liver  oil  close 
study.  Cod  liver  oil  contains  certain 
vitamins  and  other  essential  elements, 
which  when  properly  used,  yield  re- 
sults which  appear  much  the  same  as 
the  beneficial  results  of  sunshine. 
Therefore  cod  liver  oil  is  especially  val- 
uable in  the  feeding  of  chicks  which 
must  be  confined  to  the  house  during 
damp  or  cold  weather.  Cod  liver  oil 
seems  to  supply  certain  elements  which 
usually  are  considered  as  coming  from 
the  sun.  So  when  the  little  fellows  are 
not  permitted  to  run  in  the  direct  sun- 
shine the  use  of  cod  liver  oil  is  imper- 
ative. Laying  hens  are  also  benefit- 
ed when  a  ration  is  used  including  cod 
liver  oil.  Hence  its  use  appears  to  be 
very  important  in  the  poultry  yard. 
Possibly  you  may  wonder  just  how  cod 
liver  oil  comes  to  possess  these  excel- 


lent qualities.  Cod  liver  oil  comes  from 
the  oil  contained  in  the  liver  of  the  cod 
fish.  A  very  large  share  of  the  cod 
fish  are  caught  on  the  Newfoundland 
banks.  The  cod  fish  comes  here  to  get 
food  for  the  sea  hereabouts  swarms 
with  herring,  squid,  crabs,  shrimp  and 
hosts  of  others  that  live  on  the  luxur- 
iant vitamin  bearing  vegetation  pro- 
duced here  during  the  spring  and  sum- 
mer. The  cod  fish  is  a  very  heavy 
feeder  and  consequently  it  stores  up  a 
large  amount  of  vitamins  obtained 
through  its  food.  The  vegetable  growth 
in  this  section  is  known  to  contain 
large  amounts  of  vitamins.  It  has  also 
been  said  that  the  cod  fish  absorbs 
much  of  the  sun's  rays  as  it  swims 
about  in  the  search  for  food.  It  is  well 
known  that  the  sun  penetrates  the 
water  about  Newfoundland  at  certain 
seasons  of  the  year. 

Cod  liver  oil  has  been  used  for  many 
years  in  the  treatment  of  certain  nu- 
tritional diseases  in  the  human  fam- 
ily. Rickets,  malnutrition  and  tuber- 
culosis have  long  been  treated  by  the 
use  of  cod  liver  oil.  For  several  hun- 
dreds of  years  cod  liver  has  been  pro- 
duced, but  the  early  product  was  a  very 
crude  oil.  It  was  dark  in  color,  foul 
smelling  and  not  at  all  pleasant  to  the 
taste.  The  demand  was  very  limited. 
In  the  year  1900  there  were  twelve 
countries  making  cod  liver  oil.  In  1924 
there  were  forty-three  countries  mak- 
ing it.  Why  this  increase?  Simply  be- 
cause new  methods  of  refining  were  dis- 
covered.   In  1900  the  U.  S.  used  but  an 


insignificant  amount  of  cod  liver  oiL 
In  1924  our  country  imported  594,810 
gallons  for  commercial  purposes.  In 
1925  the  U.  S.  consumed  2,975,557  gal- 
lons of  cod  liver  oil  and  cod  oil,  valued 
at  $1,920,069. 

Just  what  is  the  difference  between 
cod  liver  oil  and  cod  oil? 

Cod  liver  oil  is  made  of  fresh  cod  fish 
livers  that  are  washed  to  remove  any 
blood  or  dirt  that  might  come  from  con- 
tact in  handling.  These  livers  are  then 
steam  heated  to  remove  the  blubber 
fat.  After  the  steam  has  been  turned 
off  the  contents  of  the  boiler  are  stir- 
red. The  oil  comes  to  the  surface  and 
is  dipped  off  and  carefully  strained  in- 
to a  container  where  it  remains  from 
12  to  14  hours.  It  then  undergoes  a 
second  straining.  It  is  now  known  as 
raw  medicinal  cod  liver  oil.  The  raw 
oil  is  further  refined  by  holding  it  at 
a  low  temperature,  to  freeze  out  the 
stearin.  It  is  now  filtered  again.  Much 
skill  is  required  because  of  the  fact  that 
improper  handling  may  cause  a  loss  of 
some  of  the  vitamins.  High  grade  oil 
is  carefully  made  under  sanitary  con- 
ditions and  possesses  much  merit. 

Cod  oil  is  made  by  placing  the  livers 
in  barrels  and  allowing  them  to  de- 
compose. In  time  the  oil  is  liberated 
and  floats.  Cod  oil  is  dark  in  color, 
has  a  disagreeable  odor  and  a  bad 
taste.  This  oil  is  made  in  such  a  crude 
way  that  it  has  a  very  uncertain  vita- 
min content  and  generally  such  oil  is 
used  for  commercial  purposes.

How  To  Build  a  Successful  Poultry  Business 

By  JOHN  P.  GASSON 


interested,  yes,  but  mostly  because  it 
looked  like  a  good  chance  to  make 
some  more  money.  Now,  after  years  of 
handling  and  working  with  all  kinds  of 
birds,  I  am  so  absorbed  in  them  that 
everything  else  goes  into  the  back- 
ground. 

The  next  thing  one  must  have  is  am- 
bition and  determination  to  succeed.  I 
can  not  emphasize  that  strongly 
enough.  I've  known  so  many  people  to 
make  a  start  with  poultry,  be  enthusias- 
tic for  a  while,  and  then  sort  of  lose 
interest.  Of  course,  they  fail.  They 
would  be  likely  to  fail  at  anything;  they 
haven't  the  "stick-to-it-iveness"  that 
you've  got  to  have  to  make  a  success. 

A  third  thing  that  one  must  have  is 
some  knowledge  of  poultry  raising.  The 
birds  won't  just  grow  themselves  and 
make  money  for  you — you've  got  to 
help  them  along  some,  with  remedies 
for  sickness,  the  right  kind  of  feed, 
good  houses,  and  so  on.  But  a  lot  of 
that  you  can  study  up  on.  That's  what 
my  wife  and  I  did.  "We  got  every  poul- 
try paper,  bulletin,  catalog  and  such 
that  we  could  lay  our  hands  on,  and  we 
spent  night  after  night  studying  them. 
We  still  do  it,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  be- 
cause even  with  our  years  of  experience, 
we  still  can  learn  from  the  experiences 
of  others. 

Now  with  these  points  all  cleared  up, 
we'll  get  down  to  business.  You've  got 
to  have  equipment  in  land  and  build- 
ings. 

On  the  stock  proposition,  just  figure 
that  you  can't  have  too  good  stock.  Get 
the  very  best  you  can  afford.  Then  you 
will  have  something  to  work  with,  and 
what  is  more,  something  to  talk  about. 
Besides,  good  stock  produces  better  and 
makes  bigger  profits  for  you.  It's  a 
waste  of  time  to  try  to  succeed  with 
poor  stock.    We  make  that  one  of  our

first  and  foremost  principles — that  we 
must  have  the  very  best  stock  we  can 
get.  It  certainly  pays  us — where  do  you 
suppose  we'd  be  now  if  we  had  tried  to 
grow  scrub  stock? 

So  I  say,  get  the  right  kind  of  a  start 
with  as  good  stock  as  you  can  get.  If 
you  can't  buy  mature  birds,  get  young 
stock,  ten  or  twelve  weeks  old,  baby 
chicks,  or  hatching  eggs.  You're  likely 
to  have  less  loss  with  the  first,  and 
more  with  the  last,  of  course,  but  then 
there's  a  big  difference  in  original  cost. 

As  for  location — don't  worry.  Almost 
any  location,  in  a  well-settled  region, 
where  transportation  is  fair,  will  be 
suitable.  Any  natural  handicaps  can  be 
overcome  by  plenty  of  advertising, 
sound  sale  methods,  and  a  little  extra 
elbow  grease. 

In  equipment,  as  in  stock,  do  as  well 
by  yourself  and  your  business  as  you 
can.  There  is  a  difference  between 
houses  of  different  kinds,  and  the  re- 
sults you  can  get  with  them,  so  look 
into  this  pretty  carefully.  We've  learned 
a  lot  in  this  line  by  experience.  The 
best  advice  we  can  give  is  to  go  around 
and  see  what  kind  of  houses  and  equip- 
ment successful  poultrymen  have,  and 
then  judge  for  yourself. 

When  it  comes  to  sales,  I  hardly  know 
how  to  keep  from  getting  long-winded. 
There  is  much  to  say  that  might  be 
said.  To  cut  a  long  story  short,  study 
your  possible  market  as  thoroughly  as 
you  can  before  you  begin,  and  supply  it 
with  the  kind  of  stuff .  it  will  pay  you 
best  to  sell.  After  you  get  going,  keep 
on  studying  the  market,  and  make  such 
changes  in  your  policies  as  are  indica- 
ted. 

It  may  be  you  have  a  strong  demand 
for  hatching  eggs;  if  so,  satisfy  it.  Un- 
questionably, people  will  want  high- 
grade    baby    chicks — maybe  day-olds, 


AVOID  THE  HOT  MASH 


In  winter,  soft  food,  which  should  be 
given  as  the  last  meal  of  the  day,  should 
always  be  mixed  with  warm  water,  but 
should  not  be  served  hot;  bloodheat  is 
about  right.  When  it  is  pleasantly  warm 
the  fowls  like  it  better;  but  to  give  it 
steaming  hot  is  a  great  mistake  and 
serves  no  useful  purpose,  since  before  it 
is  digested  it  has  to  pass  into  the  bird's 
crop. 


AIRING  THE  POULTRY  HOUSE 


Some  novices  find  a  difficulty  in  secur- 
ing sufficient  ventilation  for  their  hous- 
es. It  is  a  good  idea,  when  building,  to 
fix  a  wire-netting  door  to  the  sleeping 
compartment  directly  inside  the  main 
boarded  door.  The  latter  can  then  be 
opened  to  admit  both  fresh  air  and  sun 
on  fine  days — the  wire  door  preventing 
the  birds  from  escaping. 


I    could    tell  this 
story  in  mighty  few  I 
words-Quality  Stock. 
Fair    Dealing,  Hard 
Work--but,  of  course,  | 
that  wouldn't  give  the 
details  which  readers  i 
like  to  get. 

One  of  the  first 
things  a  person  has 
to  have  to  succeed 
well  with  poultry  is 
a  genuine  liking  for 
the  feathered  tribe. 
Many  people  don't 
have  it,  but  that  is 
largely  because  they 
don't  know  much 
about  the  birds.  If 
they  have  the  desire 
to  learn  something 
about  them,  it  will 
not  be  long  before  a 
deep  interest  is  devel- 
oped, and  it  is  only 
a  short  step  from  in- 
terest to  admiration. 
The  more  one  gets  in- 
to the  industry,  the 
more  fascinating  it  is. 

Why,  I  can  remem- 
ber when  I  started 
with  poultry.     I  was 


maybe  two-week-olds,  maybe  ten-week- 
olds.  Be  prepared  to  supply  whatever 
is  wanted.  We  have  found  a  good  mar- 
ket for  everything  we  have  to  sell,  in 
which  we  may  be  extra  fortunate,  but 
we  figure  that  we  used  some  brains, 
too,  in  hunting  up  markets. 

Some  folks  say  to  specialize  in  one 
thing.  That  is  all  right  if  you  don't 
overdo  it.  There  have  been  people  who 
specialized  themselves  lo  failure. 

Now  a  final  word.  Always  play  the 
game  square.  It  absolutely  does  not 
pay  to  do  anything  crooked — we  knew 
that  before  we  started,  so  our  custom- 
ers have  never  had  occasion  to  com- 
plain about  us  in  that  respect.  Always 
do  what  you  say  you'll  do.  Always 
give  what  you  say  you'll  give — and  a  bit 
more.  We  treat  our  customers,  our 
help,  and  ourselves  fairly.    It  pays. 
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WARM  WATER  MEANS  EGGS 


We  know  that  the  egg  is  composed  of 
two-thirds  water,  and  that  being  the 
case,  it  seems  perfectly  evident  that  lay- 
ing hens  will  drink  more  water  than 
hens  that  are  not  laying.  The  more  eggs 
a  hen  lays,  the  more  water  she  will 
drink.  This  is  an  accepted  fact.  It  is 
but  another  step  to  say  that  the  more 
water  a  hen  drinks,  the  more  eggs  she 
will  lay.  This  appears  to  be  the  situa- 
tion, within  certain  limits. 

Of  course,  the  water  must  be  pure  and 
fit  for  poultry  to  drink.  Dirty  water 
often  means  sickness.  Clean  water  pro- 
motes health  and  helps  make  eggs.  In 
the  summer  time  the  water  will  be 
greatly  relished  by  the  hens  if  it  is  cool. 
Likewise,  in  the  winter  warm  water 
helps  produce  more  eggs.  If  we  compel 
the  birds  to  drink  ice  water,  it  chills 
the  entire  system  and  retards  the  pro- 
cess of  digestion.  On  the  other  hand, 
warm  water  helps  along  the  digestion 
and  thus  aids  production.  Warm  water 
creates  a  glow  of  good  circulation  and 
proves  of  great  value  in  the  matter  of 
health  and  high  production. 

It  is  possible  to  supply  warm  water  in 
the  ordinary  open  dish,  but  such  an  ar- 
rangement increases  the  labor  element. 
There  are  today  water  fountains  which 
will  keep  the  water  warm  when  it  is 
placed  in  the  fountain  at  a  reasonably 
high  temperature.  Other  fountains  use 
heat  to  keep  the  water  warm,  and  nat- 
urally some  heat  is  thrown  off  into  the 
poultry  house.  There  is  no  excuse  now- 
days  to  compel  the  hens  to  drink  ice 
water  in  winter. 

If  you  have  never  given  your  poultry, 
especially  the  laying  hens,  warm  drink- 
ing water,  we  urge  you  to  give  it  a  trial 
at  this  time.  We  know  you  will  be  so 
well  satisfied  that  you  will  never  neglect 
the  matter  in  the  future.  We  realize 
that  is  but  a  small  matter,  but  still  we 
feel  that  if  one  will  give  attention  to 
the  details  the  big  problems  will  solve 
themselves.

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new  blood,  but  I  honestly  believe  that  we  would  have  been  better 
off  if  we  had  stuck  to  the  original  strain. 

"Now  and  then  -one  finds  a  strain  which  excels  in  some  particu- 
lar characteristic,  but  for  all  around  goodness  we  have  never  found 
anything  to  equal  Lord  Farm  Leghorns.

BELOW  are  given  the  plain  facts  of  a  practical  test  of  the  value  of  Dr.  Hess  Poultry

1000  day-old  White  Leghorn  chicks  were  pur- 
chased from  a  commercial  hatchery.  These  chicks 
were  divided  into  four  pens — 500  chicks  in  two 
pens  called  Pan-a-ce-a  pens,  and  500  chicks  in  two 
pens  called  non-Pan-a-ce-a  pens.  All  were  raised 
in  houses  and  pens  of  modern  construction  and  had 
exactly  the  same  care  and  attention. 


Two  of  the  pens  were  fed  a  dry  mash,  to  which 
was  added  two  pounds  of  Dr.  Hess  Poultry  Pan- 
a-ce-a  to  each  100  pounds  of  mash.  The  other  two 
pens  were  fed  the  same  dry  mash,  but  given  no 
Pan-a-ce-a.  The  test  began  when  chicks  were  one 
week  old  and  continued  seven  weeks  through  the 
period  of  usual  deadly  losses  until  eight  weeks  old.

At  the  end  of  seven  weeks  only  12  of  the  Pan- 
a-ce-a  chicks  had  died,  while  47  of  the  non-Pan- 
a-ce-a  chicks  had  died.  The  losses  among  the 
Pan-a-ce-a  chicks  were  just  about  one-fourth  of 
those  of  the  non-Pan-a-ce-a  chicks.

the  last  six  weeks  of  the  test  was  more  than 
7J/2  times  that  of  the  Pan-a-ce-a  chicks.

It  has  been  said  that  everything  is 
fair  in  love  and  war.  Perhaps  that  is 
the  case.  We  do  not  claim  to  know.  In 
some  quarters  men  have  included  busi- 
ness in  the  list,  and  we  know  that 
everything  is  not  fair  in  business.

today  the  large  commercial  hatcheries 
are  growing  and  doing  well. 

Upon  what  basis  do  they  exist? 

They  could  not  survive  a  single  year 
if  they  did  not  render  service.  They 
must  give  you  better  chicks  than  you 
can  hatch  at  home,  and  their  prices 
must  be  reasonable.  They  have  met 
this  test. 

The  average  commercial  hatchery 
gives  its  customers  better  chicks  than 
could  be  hatched  at  home.  At  first 
thought  this  might  appear  to  be  a 
rather  strong  statement,  but  we  believe 
that  it  has  been  proven.  The  hatchery 
employs  men  of  skill  and  experience  to 
cull  their  flocks.  They  hire  the  best  men 
to  mate  the  breeding  pens.  They  use 
every  care  to  see  that  only  the  best 
eggs  get  into  the  incubator.

They  are  the  best  chicks  it  is  possible 
to  hatch.  You  cannot  compete  with 
them. 

Try  buying  chicks  this  year,  and  at 
the  end  of  the  year  we  believe  that  you 
will  find  that  you  are  money  ahead  and 
have  better  chicks.  The  rapid  growth 
of  the  hatcheries  is  due  to  the  wide- 
spread belief  that  the  buyer  is  ahead 
by  buying  the  chicks.  We  believe  that 
it  is  founded  upon  facts.

effect  the  ultimate  price  of  eggs,  but 
here  in  the  United  States  we  use  good, 
hard,  clean  grain  in  the  mixing  of  the 
poultry  rations,  and  the  result  is  that 
the  feed  costs  considerable.  We  all  know 
that  if  we  did  not  have  to  pay  such 
high  feed  bills  that  we  could  make  a 
bank  of  money  out  of  our  chickens.  As 
it  is,  the  cost  of  feed  is  considerable. 
We  also  produce  our  eggs  under  the 
best  of  sanitary  conditions.  Eggs  which 
are  produced  by  healthy  hens,  kept  in 
sanitary  poultry  houses,  fed  the  best 
of  feed  and  given  every  care  that  hu- 
man skill  can  think  of  certainly  are 
better  food  for  human  beings.  Frankly, 
we  think  that  American  eggs  are  in  a 
class  by  themselves,  insofar  as  human 
food  is  concerned. 

We  believe  that  the  tariff  should  pro- 
tect the  American  poultryman  in  his 
effort  to  produce  the  best  egg  he  knows 
how.  His  ambition  to  supply  a  high- 
grade  food  should  be  fostered  and  en- 
couraged. If  we  allow  low  grade  eggs 
to  come  into  the  country  we  will  com- 
pel our  poultrymen  to  go  out  of  busi- 
ness. It  is  unthinkable  for  the  Ameri- 
can poultryman  to  try  and  compete  with 
the  imported  eggs.  He  cannot  produce 
as  cheap  an  egg  because  he  considers 
the  quality  of  his  product.  If  he  is 
forced  to  meet  these  imported  eggs  he 
will  go  out  of  business.  We  have  been 
quite  fortunate  in  the  matter  in  the 
past,  but  forces  are  at  work  which  plan 
to  place  the  inferior  imported  egg  on 
the  same  basis  as  the  American  prod- 
uct. We  do  not  say  that  all  imported 
eggs  are  bad,  but  generally  speaking 
they  fall  far  short  of  meeting  our 
standards. 

The  question  is  whether  we  are  going 
to  protect  the  American  poultry  indus- 
try or  whether  we  are  going  to  allow 
it  to  be  led  to  the  block  so  that  a  few 
egg  packers  may  make  themselves  rich. 
We  favor  a  high  tariff  to  protect  our 
own  poultrymen.  Possibly  you  may 
think  that  this  does  not  concern  your 
business  very  much,  but  unless  the 
American  poultryman  is  protected,  the 
day  may  come  when  you  will  have  in- 
ferior eggs  placed  before  you  at  the 
breakfast  table.  So  far  as  we  are  con- 
cerned, we  are  satisfied  with  the  Amer-

That  the  so-called  "heavy  breeds" 
really  have  great  egg-laying  abilities,  if 
the  same  are  only  officially  demonstrat- 
ed, is  well  proven  in  the  new  world's 
record  just  hung  up  by  the  Barred  Ply- 
mouth Rock  variety  of  poultry.  Here- 
with we  present  a  photograph  of  the 
pen  of  ten  Barred  Plymouth  Rocks 
owned  by  the  Cedarbrook  Farms,  who 
just  closed  their  year's  competition  on 
Nov.  1  at  the  official  Laying  Contest  at 
the  Experiment  Station  at  Puyallup, 
Wash.  This  pen  laid  a  total  of  2,807 
eggs  in  365  days,  which  is  a  world's  rec- 
ord for  the  breed  to  date,  and  officially 
a  1927  record  over  all  breeds  in  all  con- 
tests up  to  Nov.  1,  1927.  Four  out  of 
ten  of  these  Barred  Plymouth  Rocks 
laid  300  or  more  eggs,  which  is  also  a 
world's  record.  Eighty  per  cent  of  all 
the  eggs  laid  by  this  pen  were  stand- 
ards, weighing  23  ounces  or  better  to 
the  dozen.  This  point  must  be  consid- 
ered when  we  read  of  the  so-called  "lay- 
ing records"  being  so  promiscuously  ad- 
vertised and  in  which  no  mention  is 
made  of  the  size  or  weight  of  said  eggs. 
The  highest  hen,  among  these  ten  hens, 
laid  312  eggs,  and  299  of  them  were 
standards.  The  eggs  laid  by  this  pen 
brought  close  to  $70,  in  a  year  of  sub- 
normal prices  and  in  a  part  of  the  U.  S.

ern markets.  The  individual  lay  for 
these  ten  hens  was:  312,  303,  302,  300, 
295,  279,  2G6,  265,  251  and  234. 

It  was  found  almost  impossible  to  se- 
cure a  "still"  shot  of  the  entire  pen  of 
ten  birds  in  order  to  show  their  excel- 
lent breed  type  and  color  markings  as 
this  is  a  particular  point  which  the 
Barred  Plymouth  Rock  Club  takes  ex- 
ceeding interest  in.  The  Cedarbrook 
birds  have  splendid  size  and  Standard 
qualifications  and  have  repeatedly  prov- 


en themselves  in  competition  in  the  bes? 
shows  of  their  state.  This  combinatioii 
proving  that  there  is  no  reason  for  dis 
tinction  between  any  so-called  "egg 
type"  or  purely  "Standard"  stock,  as  If 
often  done. 

This  recent  world  record,  made  under 
official  supervision  in  Washington,  was 
not  an  empty  win  when  "competition" 
is  considered,  for  there  was  a  total  of 
only  120  Barred  Rocks  in  the  contest 
as  compared  to  852  Leghorns  also  ir> 
competition  with  them.  The  Barred 
Plymouth  Rock  variety  has  not  held  the 
head-lines  in  our  contest  reports  in  the 
past,  not  because  of  their  inferiority  as 
layers,  but  due  to  the  fact  that  the? 
have  not  been  entered  in  equal  numbers 
with  the  light-breeds  at  any  of  our  con 
tests.  But  whenever  the  entry  has  been 
even,  in  point  of  numbers,  the  Rockf= 
have  turned  in  their  proper  records. 

According  to  statistics,  the  Egg  Lay 
ing  ability  of  the  popular  old  Barred 
Plymouth  Rock  has  long  been  consist 
ent.  But  owing  to  the  fact  that  the 
variety  is  a  "general  purpose"  breed,  in 
which  no  one  quality  is  exploited  to  the 
exclusion  of  the  others,  we  have  seen 
but  little  publicity  on  their  Egg  Laying 
qualifications.  Their  breeders  holding  a 
balance  and  not  desiring  to  play  up 
their  egg  producing  qualities  alone 
However,  we  note  that  away  back  in 
1878,  at  the  contests,  we  see  Barred  Ply- 
mouth Rocks  laying  at  4%  months  and 
averaging  225  eggs?

Expert  poultry  raisers  and  breeders 

are  no  longer  satisfied  with  average  egg 
production,  resulting  in  a  small  profit, 
"breaking  even,"  or  loss.  They  have 
found  that  the  means  used  to  obtain  this 
end  usually  need  but  the  addition  of 
practice  to  change  the  final  reckoning 
from  minus  to  plus.  This  practice  is 
the  use  of  crushed  oyster  shell,  a  min- 
eral food  which  is  the  backbone  of  poul- 
try profits.  It  builds  the  bones  of  the 
chickens,  assuring  a  sturdy  flock.  It 
improves  the  general  health  of  the 
fowls.  Its  most  important  function, 
however,  is  the  supplying  of  eggshell 
material.  This  function  is  performed 
by  the  calcium  carbonate  contained  in 
the  oyster  shell. 

Oyster  shell  is,  indeed,  as  it  has  been 
so  aptly  put,  "Eggshell  in  the  Rough." 

[n  order  to  obtain  ideal  results,  abso- 
lutely pure  crushed  oyster  shell  must 
be  used.  A  more  than  98%  calcium  car- 
bonate content  and  scientific  treatment 
are  also  essential. 

The  scientific  treatment  necessary  to 
make  crushed  oyster  shell  is  as  follows: 
First  the  raw  shell  is  passed  through 
the  crushers.  Then  after  three  wash- 
ings it  is  conveyed  through  big  rotary 
dryers  where  intense  heat  destroys  all 
foreign  and  putrid  matter,  making  it 
sanitary  and  clean.  This  ensures  free- 
dom from  odor  and  poisonous  matter. 

The  shell  should  then  be  triple  screen- 
ed into  two  sizes,  for  hens  and  chicks 
respectively.  All  oversize  and  dust 
should  be  discarded.  Then  after  careful 
packing  in  heavy  new  burlap  bags  we 
have  the  finished  product  which,  if  kept 
before  your  chickens  all  the  time,  will 
certainly  make  them  pay.

Heated  Poultry  House 

During  the  paat  few  weeKS  the  weather  has 
been  very  cold  here  in  Northern  Minnesota  and 
I  have  been  wondering  what  you  would  say  to 
putting  up  a  stove  and  trying  to  keep  the  tem- 
perature reasonably  high  in  the  poultry  house. 
I  have  neighbors  who  use  stoves,  and  some 
get  eggs  and  some  do  not.  I  get  a  reasonable 
number  of  eggs. 

I  consider  POULTRY  KEEPER  the  best 
poultry  magazine  printed.

Artificial  heat  is  used  in  some  cases 
with  success,  but  the  danger  is  that  the 
air  will  become  damp.  A  cold  dry  air  is 
better  for  the  birds  than  a  warm  damp 
air.  Possibly  you  could  use  a  stove  and 
help  keep  the  air  warm.  There  is  a 
danger  from  fire,  and  also  the  cost-  of 
fuel  to  be  considered.  Of  course,  we  re- 
alize that  when  the  temperature  drops 
to  40  or  50  below  zero  that  it  is  difficult 
to  get  the  hens  to  lay. 

Size  of  Market  Eggs 

I  have  been  selling  my  egga  here  In  town 
and  now  another  fellow  has  started  to  sell 
eggs,  and  he  says  that  his  eggs  are  a  little 
larger,  and  the  worst  of  it  is  that  he  has  been 
able  to  get  some  of  my  customers.  My  egga 
will  weigh  about  20  to  22  ounces  to  the  dozen. 
Do  you  think  that  is  too  small? 

— B.  M.,  Wisconsin. 

Eggs  which  weigh  from  20  to  22 
ounces  to  the  dozen  are  just  a  little 
small.  They  should  weigh  at  least  24 
ounces  per  dozen.  We  suggest  that  you 
make  every  effort  to  breed  birds  which 
lay  larger  eggs.  Tou  might  also  study 
the  effect  of  feeding  upon  the  quality 
of  the  eggs  and  try  to  hold  your  trade 
upon  a  quality  basis.  Flavor,  freshness, 
color  and  a  dozen  other  factors  will  af- 
fect the  sale  of  eggs.

I  have  long  been  an  interested  and  qule' 
reader  of  POULTRY  KEEPER,  but  I  am  in 
terested  to  know  if  you  will  tell  me  just  what 
vaccination  is,  and  whether  it  Is  the  same  &« 
when  people  are  vaccinated?

Vaccination  is  a  means  of  bringing 
about  the  production  of  body  cells  of 
substances,  known  as  antibodies,  which 
circulate  in  the  fowl's  blood  and  aid  li 
in  resisting  and  overcoming  diseap* 
germs.  Avian  Mixed  Bacterin  is  ths 
agent  used,  and  as  it  Is  non-poisenou* 
it  cannot  cause  disease.  It  aids  in  th .» 
work  of  prevention  of  many  poultri 
diseases  and  is  useful  in  the  treatment 
after  the  disease  has  made  its  appear 
ance.  However,  the  best  plan  is  to  try 
and  prevent  the  disease.  About  eight 
drops  of  Avian  Mixed  Bacteria  is  in 
jected  by  the  means  of  a  hypodermic 
syringe  and  needle,  three  treatment? 
generally  being  sufficient.  It  is  not  dif 
flcult  for  even  the  inexperienced  to  do 
with  ease,  and  the  cost  is  very  reason 
able.  If  any  of  our  readers  would  like 
more  detailed  information,  we  suggest 
that  they  write  this  Department,  and 
we  will  endeavor  to  help  them.  Vaccirj 
atlon  is  gaining  much  favor  in  th« 
treatment  of  poultry  diseases.

Along  about  1852,  so  the  story  goes, 
a  family  living  in  Missouri  carne  into 
possession  of  three  eggs  from  the  yards 
of  a  certain  doctor  who  bred  Javas.  The 
doctor  would  not  consent  to  sell  eggs  or 
stock,  so  his  coachman  helped  himself 
to  the  three  eggs  mentioned,  and  all  the 
Black  Javas  in  the  United  States  de- 
scended from  this  small  start. 

In  about  1857  they  were  brought  to 
New  York  state  by  a  family  removing 
thence  from  Missouri,  and  we  assume 
that  it  was  the  same  family  that  got 
the  three  eggs.  In  1867  the  family  re- 
moved to  another  part  of  the  state,  and 
of  course  took  their  favorite  birds  along. 
All  this  time  no  fresh  blood  had  been 
introduced. 

The  Java  is  not  of  foreign  origin  and 
deserves  an  American  name.  At  first 
sight  one  is  impressed  by  the  manifest 
vitality.  They  are  noted  for  their  quick 
maturity,  hardiness  and  beauty.  They 
seem  to  resist  disease  and  do  well 
whether  in  close  confinement  or  on  the 
range.  In  other  words  they  rank  well 
with  our  other  American  breeds.  They 
are  typically  American. 

In  shape,  the  Java  is  of  a  rather  long, 
broad  body,  with  deep,  full  breast.  The 
comb  is  single  and  should  be  of  medium 
size  and  stand  up  straight.  The  eyes 
are  brown.  The  shanks  should  be  black. 
The  plumage  is  a  rich,  lustrous  black 
throughout.  There  is  a  mottled  variety 
which  was  accidentally  produced  in  1872 
by  crossing  a  Black  Java  cock  and  large 
white  hen.  The  white  hen  was  unlike 
anything  in  the  Standard  at  that  time 
and  the  cross  was  not  intended  for  the 
purpose  of  forming  a  new  breed.  How- 
ever, it  developed  qualities  worthy  of 
cultivation.  In  color  the  Mottled  Java 
is  black  and  white. 

The  plumage  is  close-fitting  to  the 
body  and  consequently  the  bird  looks 
smaller  than  it  really  is. 

In  1885  the  first  importation  of  Black 
Javas  into  England  was  made  by  Jos- 
eph Pettipher.  Later  several  pens  were 
imported.  So  far  as  we  can  learn  the 
Mottled  Java  never  found  its  way  to 
England.  While  the  Black  Java  became 
rather  popular  in  England  as  a  utility 
fowl  yet  it  never  appeared  at  the  shows 
to  any  extent. 

Here  in  the  United  States,  the  birth- 
place of  the  breed,  one  never  sees  the 
Javas  at  the  shows,  and  very  few 
breeders  advertise  them  at  the  present 
time.  Perhaps  the  coming  of  the  Black 
Orpington  and  Jersey  Black  Giant  has 
forever  caused  their  star  to  set.  Time 
alone  can  determine  these  things.  How- 
ever, it  does  seem  a  shame  that  Ameri- 
can breeders  will  permit  such  a  useful 
and  beautiful  breed  as  the  Black  Javas 
to  go  the  way  of  the  White  Javas.  In 
1885  Henry  Turch  exhibited  White  Javas 
at  Chicago.  These  birds  were  sports 
from  the  Blacks.  When  they  were  ad- 
mitted to  the  Standard  the  qualifica- 
tions called  for  "dark  willow  legs  and 
feet."  Mr.  Turch  tried  to  breed  them 
to  the  Standard  requirements,  but  the 
majority  of  the  birds  came  with  either 
slate  or  orange  colored  legs.  After  sev- 
eral years  experimentation,  Mr.  Turch 
gave  up  the  task,  and  the  variety  was 
lost  to  future  generations. 

We  believe  that  the  Javas  possess  suf- 
ficient merit  to  warrant  them  being  pre- 
served for  the  future,  but  unless  a  Mar- 
tin, Thompson,  Parks  or  Funk  comes  to 
their  rescue  they  are  doomed.  This  will 
not  be  because  of  a  lack  of  merit,  but

POULTRY  NOTES 

l^ie  poultry  farmer  has  an  equally 
*uod  opportunity  for  intensive  farming, 
tf  the  poultry  droppings  are  taken  care 
of  and  not  allowed  to  waste  through  ex- 
posure to  the  weather,  but  properly  ap- 
plied, any  poultry  farm  will  in  a  few 
years  be  very  productive.  One  acre 
with  proper  tilling  will  produce  three  or 
four  times  as  much  as  ordinary  farm 
iand. 

Tf  space  will  permit  keeping  a  cow  or 
*  few  milk  goats,  they  will  convert  all 
«he  coarse  fodder  into  the  equivalent  of 
t>eef  scrap,  for  sweet  milk  is  in  every 
way  as  valuable  as  the  best  quality  of 
beef  scrap. 

Poorly  planned  buildings  cause  much 
waste  of  time  and  energy.  The  build- 
ings should  be  so  arranged  that  the 
greatest  amount  of  Work  can  be  done 
with  the  least  expenditure  of  energy. 
Then  have  a  good  system  about  the 
work  and  each  day  follow  the  same  rou- 
tine— the  work  will  then  be  done  well 
<ind  almost  automatically. 

The  cultivation  and  cropping  of  poul- 
try yards  will  keep  them  in  good  condi- 
tion. The  crops  will  use  up  the  manure 
and  lessen  the  danger  from  spreading 
diseases.  The  cultivation  also  keeps  the 
surface  of  the  soil  loose;  unless  cultivat- 
ed, the  soil,  if  of  a  clayey  nature,  will 
become  hard  and  baked  from  continuous 
use.  Where  there  is  available  land  it 
pays  to  have  two  yards  for  each  large 
flock  of  hens,  so  while  a  crop  is  being 
•jrown  on  one,  the  flock  may  have  the 
run  of  the  other  yard.  The  crops  raised 
on  a  poultry  run  will  soon  pay  for  the 
pxtra  fencing.  V.  M.  Couch.

It  is  considered  more  in- 
tensively bred  for  production  than  for 
exhibition,  but  the  writer  has  seen  some 
of  the  birds  at  the  shows  which  gave  a 
very  good  account  of  themselves. 

2.  Yes.  It  has  always  done  well,  and 
when  properly  managed  it  is  a  top- 
notcher. 

3.  No.  Nothing  could  be  gained  and 
a  great  deal  might  be  lost.  By  all  means 
keep  it  pure. 

4.  Generally  March  or  April  is  a  good 
time  to  hatch  Barred  Rock  chicks.. 
Sometimes  if  well  cared  for  the  May 
and  early  June  chicks  will  do  real  well, 
but  a  great  deal  depends  upon  the  care- 
taker.

Boiled  or  Raw  Meat 

I  am  in  a  position  to  get  raw  meat,  and  I 
wondered  if  it  was  better  to  boil  it  or  feed  it 
flaw.  Tour  paper  is  sure  a  big  help  to  anyone 
who  wants  to  keep  chickens.

We  would  prefer  to  feed  the  meat  raw 
provided  it  was  fresh.  Chop  it  up  fine 
and  do  not  give  too  much  at  a  feeding. 
Watch  the  droppings,  and  if  they  be- 
come real  soft,  better  cut  down  on  the 
amount  of  meat.  If  you  don't  get  eggs 
with  plenty  of  mea-t,  then  they  must 
have  all  been  cockerels.

Raising  baby  chicks  is  not  such  a  dif- 
ficult operation  as  some  would  think.

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Naturally,  the  first  thing  you  should 
have  a  house  ready  for  them.  One  of 
the  first  principles  of  a  home  is  that  it 
should  be  comfortable  with  a  dry  floor, 
plenty  of  fresh  air,  and  if  possible  so 
that  direct  sunlight  can  reach  them 
through  either  one  of  the  modern  sub- 
stitutes for  glass,  or  else  through  one 
of  the  windows  without  glass  over  it. 
Tn  very  few  localities  is  it  profitable  to 
risk  the  chicks  without  windows  of  some 
kind.  Open  sheds  for  chicks  are  not 
successful  in  any  climate  except  possi- 
bly in  the  extreme  South.  In  selecting 
your  house,  bear  in  mind  that  freedom 
from  drafts  and  damp  floors,  plenty  of 
sunshine  and  fresh  air  are  necessary 
for  growing  chicks. 

Warmth  is  also  necessary.  The 
warmth  is  supplied  by  your  brooder  or 
brooder  stove,  but  no  brooder  or  brood- 
er stove  can  warm  up  a  house  to  the 
proper  temperature  for  baby  chicks  if 
the  house  is  full  of  cracks  and  openings, 
and  has  drafts  and  damp  floors.  Damp- 
ness is  perhaps  more  fatal  to  baby 
chicks  than  a  little  cool  air,  although 
baby  chicks  must  be  kept  moderately 
warm.  The  modern  way  of  brooding 
baby  chicks  calls  for  plenty  of  warmth 
under  the  brooder,  with  an  opportunity 
to  get  away  from  the  heating  unit  out 
Into  air  not  so  warm,  but  where  the 
chicks  can  exercise  and  eat.  With  the 
modern  brooders  and  brooder  stoves, 
there  will  be  an  abundance  of  heat,  if 
your  house  is  at  all  comfortable.  Plenty 
of  heat  can  be  provided  if  you  will' 
watch  your  brooder  stove  and  keep  it 
properly  fired  up. 

For  the  first  week  the  chicks  should 
be  kept  close  to  the  heating  unit  with 
strips  of  building  paper  or  fine  mash 
wire  about  18  inches  wide  set  up  on 
edge  to  keep  them  near  the  brooder. 

It  is  well  to  put  the  brooder  stov6  to 
one  side  or  the  back  of  the  house  so 
that  the  chicks  will  have  a  chance  to 
be  away  from  the  extreme  heat  when 
they  eat  and  exercise.  In  selecting  a 
brooder  stove,  be  sure  and  get  one  that 
has  more  capacity  than  you  plan  to  put 
chicks  under  it.  In  other  words,  do  not 
crowd  your  chicks  Into  too  small  a 
brooder.  It  is  far  better  to  have  a 
brooder  too  large  than  to  have  one  just 
large  enough.  One  of  the  big  mistakes 
made  is  putting  too  many  chicks  in  one 
house  or  around  one  brooder. 

The  floor  should  be  covered  with  some 
litter  that  is  free  from  dust  and  will 
not  be  harmful  for  the  chicks  to  eat. 
Pine  cut  alfalfa  or  clover,  even  clean 
straw  and  wood  shavings  are  used.  Peat 
moss  is  widely  used  and  proves  not  only 
good  for  the  chicks,  but  makes  a  good 
fertilizer  afterward.  Some  use  a  thin 
covering  of  sand  on  the  floor  with  a 
good  Utter  on  top  of  it. 

Tou  must  not  overlook  enough  water 
fountains.  One  water  fountain  to  each 
25  chicks  is  none  too  many.  The  same 
proportion  should  be  for  feed  hoppers 
as  the  chicks  mus'  be  able  to  eat  easily 
or  they  will  not  eat  enough. 

Crowding  in  the  house  and  crowding 
under  the  brooder  stove  are  two  of  the 
most  common  mistakes  in  the  way  of 
housing  and  equipping  baby  chicks. 

Too  little  room  for  the  chicks  to  eat 
and  drink  are  the  next  most  serious  er- 
rors in  chick  brooding. 

It  is  better  to  spend  a  few  more  dol- 
lars for  water  fountains  and  feed  hop- 
pers and  have  the  water  and  feed  eas- 
ily accessible  than  to  have  the  chicks 
pile  over  one  another  trying  to  eat  and 
drink,  and  then  go  under  the  brooder 
hungry  and  thirsty.

WINTER  FEEDING 

In  feeding  hens  in  winter  it  is  a  com 
mon  practice  for  farmers  to  feed  corr, 
alone;  many  feed  very  little  of  anything 
else  from  late 
fall  until  spring 
— Such  hens  are 
well  filled  out 
and  p  r  o  b  ably 
fat,  but  not  well 
fed.  Corn  is  a 
valuable  cold 
weather  food  — 
but  it  is  too  fat- 
tening to  be 
used  alone  as 
an  egg  produc- 
ing food.  The 
well  fed  hens 
are  the  ones 
that  have  a  var- 
iety, and  the 
average  farmer 
is  generally  in  a  position  to  supply  this 
but  many  of  them  do  not  seem  to  real 
ize  the  benefits  and  necessity  of  giving 
a  diversified  ration. 

Oats  are  one  of  the  best  grains  for 
egg  production  and  nearly  every  far 
mer  raises  this  grain,  but  it  is  gener 
ally  reserved  for  the  horses,  wheat  is 
an  excellent  food  for  hens,  but  many 
farmers  believe  that  it  is  too  high  Is 
price  to  feed  to  hens.  Barley  is  also 
good  for  laying  hens,  and  it  is  the  high 
est  in  protein  and  lowest  in  fat  forming 
material  of  any  of  the  whole  grains  ex 
cept  peas,  but  this  grain  has  been  high 
for  several  years  in  most  sections  of 
the  country,  and  other  and  cheaper 
grains  have  been  substituted. 

Wheat,  corn  and  oats  are  three  good 
feeds  for  hens  in  cold  weather,  using 
one  hundred  pounds  of  each,  cracked 
corn,  clipped  oats  and  whole  wheat  as 
a  scratch  feed.  This  with  an  allow- 
ance of  some  animal  and  green  food 
makes  an  average  grain  ration  that  will 
bring  a  good  egg  yield,  and  at  the  same 
time  keep  the  flock  in  prime  condition. 

The  vitality  of  breeding  stock  will 
certainly  be  lowered  if  it  is  given  an 
exclusive  diet  of  any  one  thing  all  win- 
ter, and  all  experienced  poultrymen 
know  what  this  means,  poorly  fertiliz- 
ed eggs  and  weak  chicks  at  hatching 
time.  And  it  is  very  necessary  to  do 
everything  possible  to  maintain  bodily 
health  during  the  winter  months  if  we 
expect  good  hatches  and  strong  chicks 
in  the  spring.  But  feeding  a  varied 
ration  does  not  bring  about  all  the  de- 
sired results.  Over  crowding,  lack  of 
exercise,  unclean  and  ill  ventilated 
quarters  must  be  looked  after  thor- 
oughly if  we  have  a  paying  flock. 
Feeding  stimulating  food  for  any  length 
of  time  to  increase  the  egg  yield  is  poor 
practice.  The  hens  must  be  protected 
from  the  cold,  yet  close,  stuffy  houses 
are  decidedly  bad.  Fertile  eggs  and 
chicks  that  come  to  stay  do  not  come 
by  luck.

duce  not  less  than  200  eggs  in  her  pul- 
let year.  And  the  eggs  must  be  of  good 
size,  at  least  24  oz.  to  the  dozen. 

"The  males  which  successfully  pass 
inspection  are  used  to  head  our  general 
breeding  flocks.  The  most  of  the  fe- 
males also  go  into  these  breeding  flocks, 
thus  steadily  raising  the  average.  How- 
ever, the  very  choicest  pullets  from 
hens  of  outstanding  merit  are  put  apart 
and  further  tested  for  eligibility  to  the 
foundation  flock.  Their  eggs  are  hatch- 
ed and  the  percentage  of  hatchability 
and  livability  of  the  chicks  noted.  If 
these  are  satisfactory,  and  the  bird 
shows  no  trace  of  weakness,  she  may 
then  be  placed  in  the  foundation  flock. 

"By  this  constant  process  of  trapnest- 
ing,  pedigreeing  and  selecting,  we  main- 
tain a  foundation  or  key  flock  of  from 
300  to  350  individuals  of  great  character 
and  prepotency. 

"We  hatch  the  eggs  from  these  pedi- 
greed birds  the  year  round,  except  dur- 
ing July  and  August.  In  this  way,  we 
are  able  to  put  the  blood  of  remarkable 
females  into  our  general  flocks  within 
a  few  years. 

"Of  course,  it  costs  a  great  deal  to 
maintain  a  breeding  establishment  of 
this  character.  We  know  of  no  other 
private  breeder  that  has  attempted  it  on 
anything  like  the  same  scale.  However, 
the  results  we  have  obtained  could  have 
been  secured  in  no  other  way. 

"My  boys  have  grown  up  in  the  poul- 
try business,  and  three  of  them  are  now 
associated  with  me  in  the  management 
of  Lord  Farms.  They  are  a  great  help 
to  me.  Being  what  I  might  call  science- 
minded,  they  are  continually  on  the 
lookout  for  new  methods.  Between  us, 
there  isn't  much  that  gets  by. 

"During  the  height  of  the  season,  we 
now  hatch  about  35,000  chicks  weekly. 
These  chicks  are  shipped  all  over  the 
Eastern  States,  and  as  far  west  as  Ne- 
braska. 

"Reports  from  customers  and  from 
expert  poultrymen  who  have  seen  our 
flocks  indicate  that  Lord  Farms  stock 
wherever  properly  cared  for,  shows 
great  evenness  of  growth,  splendid  vig- 
or and  notable  size.  The  percentage  of 
culls  is  remarkably  small.  The  even- 
ness in  developing  and  uniformity  of 
quality  are  due  to  our  system  of  pedi- 
gree breeding. 

"Last  summer,  Mrs.  Lord  and  I  made 
an  extensive  auto  tour  covering  several 
states.  We  called  upon  dozens  of  our 
customers  and  noted  results.  We  were 
delighted  with  the  splendid  showing  our 
chicks  made  wherever  given  the  right 
kind  of  care.  Now  and  then,  we  found 
heart-breaking  exceptions,  where  the 
chicks  had  been  neglected  or  placed  on 
disease-laden  soil. 

"In  such  cases,  we  were  able  to  point 
out  to  the  owners  the  reasons  for  their 
troubles  and  to  show  them  near-by 
flocks  from  the  same  stock  which  had 
developed  beautifully.  Good  stock  de- 
serves good  care  and  will  reward  the 
poultryman  handsomely  for  his  time. 

"When  we  began  offering  White  Leg- 
horn eggs  on  the  New  England  market, 
we  were  told  that  white  eggs  could  only 
be  sold  at  a  discount.  However,  we 
were  convinced  that  strictly  fresh  white 
eggs  of  good  size  and  high  quality  were 
worth  as  much  as  the  best  brown 
eggs. 

"We  carefully  graded  our  eggs  and 
asked  a  good  price  for  them.    Now,  we 


What  poultryman  has  not  at  some 
time  or  another  dreamed  of  a  perfect 
poultry  plant? 

Let  me  picture  to  you  a  daily  scene 
on  thousands  of  poultry  plants.

not  only  dispose  of  all  our  own  surplus 
eggs  to  stores  in  Lawrence  and  Boston, 
but  also  handle  the  eggs  of  about  thirty 
farms  associated  with  us. 

"We  candle  every  egg,  as  we  find  that 
there  are  an  average  of  two  blood  spots 
in  every  case  of  fresh  eggs.  Unless  these 
are  removed,  that  means  two  dissatis- 
fied customers.  We  are  also  careful  to 
grade  pullets'  eggs  by  themselves,  and 
have  no  difficulty  in  selling  these  at  a 
lower  price. 

"It  is  a  great  mistake  to  try  to  work 
off  pullets'  eggs  at  full  prices.  However, 
our  pullets  lay  only  a  few  of  the  small 
eggs.  These  are  soon  followed  by  eggs 
of  standard  size. 

"Our  own  records  have  shown  us  that 
it  costs  less  to  produce  a  dozen  eggs  of 
good  size  from  Leghorns  than  from  any 
brown  egg  breed.  And  we  have  demon- 
strated that  such  eggs  can  be  sold  at 
top  prices,  even  on  the  New  England 
market. 

"To  the  poultryman  who  is  in  busi- 
ness for  profit,  we  say,  get  a  strain  of 
Leghorns  which  produce  good-sized, 
chalk-white  eggs  and  will  maintain  a 
high  average  production  throughout  the 
flock.  With  such  a  foundation,  it  is 
simply  a  question  of  good  care  and 
sound  business  methods." 

Mr.  Lord's  own  career  is  a  conclusive 
answer  to  the  oft-asked  question,  "Does 
poultry  pay?"  Some  thirty-three  years 
ago,  Mr.  Lord  purchased  a  run-down 
farm  of  twelve  acres  at  Methuen,  Mass. 
This  farm  of  twelve  acres  at  Methuen, 
Mass.,  has  been  expanded  to  84  acres 
with  additional  land  under  lease. 

In  1920,  an  old  New  England  farm  of 
260  acres  was  purchased.  This  lies  in 
the  town  of  Andover  and  Tewksbury.  It 
is  fairly  high,  free  from  stone  with  a 
sandy,  porous  soil,  ideal  for  poultry. 
More  recently,  a  third  plant  was  pur- 
chased at  Bedford,  Mass.

Kenneth  W.  Lord  is  manager  of 
Lord  Farms,  Arthur  W.  Lord  is  super- 
intendent of  the  Day-Old  Chick  Depart- 
ment, and  Roger  A.  Lord  is  the  man- 
ager of  Tewksbury  Farm  with  its  thou- 
sands of  breeders. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  James  H.  Lord  have 
traveled  extensively,  both  in  ihis  coun- 
try and  in  Europe.  They  have  a  beau- 
tiful, modern  home  at  Methuen,  with 
every  convenience.  In  short,  they  are 
enjoying  the  fruits  of  well-deserved  suc- 
cess. 


hens  come  down  and  begin  scratching 
in  this  frosty  straw.  A  few  peck  at  the 
ice  which  has  formed  over  the  drinking 
water.  Mr.  Poultryman  gets  out  the 
feed  from  the  bins,  then  dashes  back  to 
the  house  to  heat  some  water  to  give 
the  hens  in  place  of  the  ice  in  their 
fountains. 

That  is  early  morning.  The  day  is  the 
usual  cold  one — five  to  ten  degrees  be- 
low, and  necessarily  the  chickens  must 
remain  inside  the  whole  day.  He  must 
go  around  giving  them  greens,  etc.  Then 
he  discovers  that  two  or  three  of  his 
choice  cocks  have  their  combs  frozen. 

Then  in  addition  to  all  this,  he  must 
continually  buy  codliver  oil,  greens, 
laying  mashes,  stoves,  and  a  host  of 
other  things  for  the  poultry  houses,  so 
that  the  chickens  will  at  least  be  fairly 
comfortable  and  lay,  for  this  is  the 
time  of  high  prices  and  they  should  lay 
their  best. 


Now  let's  take  a  little  trip  to  a  south- 
ern poultry  plant,  say  one  of  the  mod- 
ern ones  in  the  best  part  of  Florida. 

We  look  over  the  farm  and  are  first 
attracted  by  the  greens  that  grow  in  the 
poultry  yards.  Then  we  note  with  as- 
tonishment the  poultry  houses.  Instead 
of  the  usual  glass  fronts,  these  have 
only  a  wire  netting  to  keep  out  preda- 
tory animals  at  night.  Fresh  air  is  ac- 
cessible to  the  birds  24  hours  a  day,  and 
the  chickens  are  able  to  be  out  in  the 
life-giving  sunshine  every  day.  It  is 
now  morning,  and  the  chickens  are  out 
in  the  yards,  getting  their  greens  and  a 
good  share  of  other  food. 

That  is  Florida! 

During  and  after  the  land  boom  of 
Florida,  thousands  of  people  visiting 
Florida,  remarked  what  an  ideal  country 
it  would  be  for  poultry  raising.  Many 
of  them  did  buy  small  tracts  of  land 
and  set  out  to  raise  poultry.  Some  suc- 
ceeded and  many  more  failed.  Analyzing 
both  classes,  we  find  that  the  ones  who 
made  a  success  of  it  are  the  ones  who 
had  enough  capital  to  carry  them  over 
the  first  year  and  did  not  have  to  de- 
pend wholly  upon  their  chickens  at  the 
start.

FLORIDA  AND  THE  POULTRYMAN 

(Continued  from  Page  33) 
The  ones  who  made  a  failure  prob- 
ably just  had  enough  money  to  make  a 
payment  on  their  property  and  stock  it 
with  chicks.  They  thought  they  could 
get  enough  outside  work  to  keep  them 
until  the  chickens  began  to  keep  them. 
That  is  where  they  made  their  mistake. 
There  is  little  or  no  work  to  be  had  in 
Florida,  and  what  there  is  pays  very  low 
wages. 

Truck  farming  which  many  of  them 
attempted  is  at  best  a  hazardous  propo- 
sition, although  it  is  an  ideal  combina- 
tion with  poultry  if  you  do  not  have  to 
make  a  living  out  of  it. 

Now,  however,  comes  a  plan  for  a 
poultry  colony  in  Florida,  that  accord- 
ing to  the  ideas  worked  out  permits  of 
no  failure.  In  fact,  the  company  guar- 
antees you  success.  There  have  at  dif- 
ferent times  been  poultry  colonies  or- 
ganized on  co-operative  lines,  the  most 
successful  of  which  are  the  Petaluma, 
Calif.,  and  the  Vineland,  N.  J.,  colonies. 
This  new  one  bids  fair  to  outshine  all 
previous  efforts  along  these  lines  and 
promises  to  be  a  real  boon  to  poultry- 
men  who  wish  to  settle  in  the  south  for 
their  life  work. 

The  name  of  this  new  colony  is  the 
Melbourne  Poultry  Colony  and  is  situ- 
ated at  Melbourne,  Fla.  The  plans  have 
been  just  recently  announced.  As  we 
know  that  it  is  of  interest  to  every 
thinking  poultryman,  we  will  pass  them 
on.  The  originator  and  president  of  the 
Melbourne  Poultry  Colony,  Mr.  R.  P. 
Ellis,  has  long  been  known  to  poultry- 
men,  as  he  was  formerly  owner  of  the 
Aurora  Egg  Farms,  and  the  originator 
of  a  successful  co-operative  egg  market- 
ing plan  in  New  York. 

This  new  colony  is  not  a  splurge  of  a 
sudden  idea,  but  the  result  of  several 
years  planning  and  seeking  the  best  lo- 
cation. The  plans  can  best  be  told  in 
the  words  of  Mr.  Ellis. 

"For  years,"  says  Mr.  Ellis,  "I  have 
dreamed  of  a  poultry  colony  that  would 
be  the  greatest  and  most  successful  one 
ever  attempted.  I  have  spent  a  good 
deal  of  time  traveling  over  the  country 
and  several  thousand  dollars  to  find  an 
ideal  spot  for  a  colony  of  this  kind.  I 
have  found  some  vital  drawbacks  to 
every  section  where  poultry  is  raised  in 
large  numbers.  California  is  too  far 
away  from  the  eastern  markets.  Poul- 
try thrives  best  where  climatic  changes 
are  not  extreme  ,and  in  the  "Corn  Belt" 
of  the  middle  west,  the  winters  are  too 
hard  and  the  summers  too  hot.  In  New 
England  the  winters  are  too  severe.  The 
future  growth  of  the  poultry  industry 
must  be  intelligently  planned. 

"To  achieve  the  greatest  success,  a 
poultry  colony  should  be  located  where 
hens  can  be  kept  healthy,  fed  at  low 
cost,  and  where  climatic  conditions  in- 
duce a  large  egg  yield.  Chicks  should 
be  hatched  practically  the  year  round, 
so  that  successive  relays  of  birds  do 
away  with  the  off  laying  season.  An- 
other important  factor  is  that  you 
should  be  able  to  reach  cheaply  and 
quickly  the  great  markets  which  pay 
the  best  prices. 

"I  first  looked  for  a  place  where  eggs 
were  not  being  overproduced.  I  next 
sought  a  place  where  eggs — especially 
high  priced  winter  eggs,  could  be  pro- 
duced under  the  most  ideal  conditions. 

"I  made  a  complete  study  of  the  sit- 
uation and  I  reached  the  conclusion 
that  Melbourne,  the  midway  city  on  the 
east  coast  of  Florida,  was  the  best  place 


for  a  poultry  colonic  You  need  well- 
drained  fertile  soil  ^>r  poultry  rather 
than  high  sandy  soil,  that  for  many 
years  was  considered  most  suitable.  I 
found  around  Melbourne  more  fertile, 
well-drained  land  than  any  .  place  in 
Florida  that  could  offer  all  the  other  ad- 
vantages necessary  for  the  greatest  suc- 
cess in  poultry  keeping. 

And  to  insure  the  future,  Mr.  Ellis 
has  signed  an  agreement  to  stay  with 
the  colony  ten  years  as  the  director. 

The  one  feature  that  makes  the  Mel- 
bourne colony  so  conspicuous  is  the  cal- 
iber of  the  men  who  are  associated  with 
Mr.  Ellis  in  this  colony.  First  of  all,  it 
has  the  hearty  approval  of  Senator  Dun- 
can U.  Fletcher,  the  father  of  the  Fed- 
eral Land  Bank  Act,  and  who  is  called 
the  dean  of  all  senators  in  matters  per- 
taining to  agriculture.

The 
Peoria  Life  Insurance  Company  of 
Peoria,  111.,  is  also  interested  in  the  col- 
ony to  the  extent  of  $30,000.00. 

With  the  wonderful  backing  and  all 
the  other  facilities  and  resources  behind 
it,  the  success  of  the  Melbourne  Poultry 
Colony  seems  to  be  assured,  and  it  is 
predicted  that  in  a  few  years  it  will 
rival  the  Petaluma  Colony  in  California.

One  of  the  leading  nurseries  of 
the  middle  west  has  imported  a 
new  grain  from  Russia,  called 
PROSO.  They  have  been  grow- 
ing it  for  a  number  of  years  along 
experimental  lines.  It  is  an  enor- 
mous yielder  of  both  grain  and 
hay.  A  single  plant  grown  from 
one  PROSO  seed  attained  the 
height  of  3%  feet,  stooled  and 
branched,  and  matured  21  heads 
of  grain.  On  one  head  were  1185 
seeds.    Figure  it  out.

GATHER  EGGS  OFTEN  IN  WINTER 

One  rule  which  it  would  be  well  for 
every  poultry  farm  to  adopt  during  cold 
weather  is  to  gather  the  eggs  frequent- 
ly. This  may  be  somewhat  difficult  for 
the  back-lotter  or  the  poultryman  who 
finds  it  necessary  to  work  at  a  job,  but 
generally  the  wife  or  one  of  the  children 
will  help  in  this  matter.  On  the  real 
honest-to-goodness  poultry  farm  where 
the  owner  devotes  all  his  time  to  the 
poultry,  there  is  more  time  in  winter, 
so  that  it  will  be  easy  to  gather  the  eggs 
many  times  a  day. 

There  are  many  reasons  why  the  eggs 
should  be  frequently  gathered  in  cold 
weather.  In  the  first  place  it  will  pre- 
vent any  possibility  of  frozen  eggs.  We 
all  know  that  when  an  egg  freezes  it 
becomes  a  loss.  It  will  break  open  and 
must  be  used  at  home.  Of  course  it  is 
possible  to  use  some  frozen  eggs,  but 
many  of  them  are  not  desirable.  As  a 
market  proposition  frozen  eggs  are  a 
waste. 

When  the  hens  are  confined  to  the 
house  as  during  the  winter  they  are 
likely  to  develop  a  taste  for  fresh  eggs. 
This  is  especially  true  if  the  ration  is 
not  well  balanced.  Once  the  habit  of 
eating  eggs  is  formed,  one  has  a  real 
problem  to  solve.  Dark  nests  and  fre- 
quent gathering  of  eggs  will  do  much 
to  prevent  the  egg-eating  habit. 

Most  of  the  dirty  eggs  are  due  to  al- 
lowing the  eggs  to  remain  in  the  nests 
too  long.  The  loss  due  to  dirty  eggs 
alone  will  more  than  repay  for  the  ex- 
tra trouble  to  gather  them  real  often. 
It  pays  in  many  ways  to  gather  eggs 
several  times  a  day  in  winter. 

A  large  share  of  the  winter  eggs  will 
be  laid  between  nine  and  one  o'clock. 
One  can  govern  his  visits  accordingly 
and  save  many  extra  steps.  If  regular 
trips  are  made  and  the  work  carried  on 
in  a  systematic  manner  it  will  not  prove 
to  be  a  hardship,  but  a  real  pleasure. 
And  you  can  add  to  your  income  in  so 
doing. 


CANADA  RAISES  POULTRY 

Canada's  hen  population  has  increas- 
ed by  9,625,472,  or  almost  10  per  cent 
in  the  last  five  years,  according  to  a  re- 
cent census  of  the  Dominion  department 
of  agriculture,  just  made  public. 

The  number  of  fowls  housed  in  the 
chicken  coops  of  the  nine  provinces  is 
given  as  46,641,472,  as  compared  to  37,- 
016,000  in  1921,  and  as  yet  the  Dominion 
has  not  arrived  at  a  position  where  its 
poultry  industry  is  adequate  for  its 
needs,  the  census  indicated.  Tremend- 
ous volume  of  eggs  comes  from  the  rap- 
idly developing  prairie  provinces  and 
British  Columbia,  where  almost  every 
farmer  adds  to  his  revenue  by  this  ac- 
tivity. 

Total  value  of  the  feathered  popula- 
tion of  the  Dominion  is  estimated  at 
$50,971,000.  Canadian  hens  laid  more 
than  2,700,000,000  eggs  last  year,  besides 
establishing  two  individual  records  in 
quantity  production  of  eggs.  Foreign 
demand  for  breeding  birds  and  baby 
chi  ks,  as  a  result  of  these  achieve- 
ments by  Dominion  poultry  raisers,  has 
been  unprecedented,  and  thousands  of 
orders  have  had  to  be  refused. 

Progress  of  the  poultry  Industry  in 
British  Columbia,  the  census  showed, 
was  particularly  noticeable.  Value  of 
poultry  and  egg  production  in  this 
province  alone  amounted  to  $5,539,521. 
The  poultry  population  increased  by  16 
per  cent  over  the  previous  year,  egg 
production  by  18  per  cent,  and  exports 
by  52  per  cent.

Editor  Poultry  Keeper: 

Last  spring  I  decided  to  keep  a  few 
chickens.  I  had  kept  chickens  before 
and  made  a  success  of  them,  but  in 
small  numbers,  and  had  to  dispose  of 
them  on  account  of  moving  to  a  place 
where  I  could  not  keep  any.  Last 
spring,  when  I  moved,  I  decided  to  keep 
a  small  flock  again.

They  did  on  the  6th  of  June, 
but  in  some  way  they  went  astray  and 
were  delayed  on  the  road  some  place, 
and  when  I  received  them  they  were 
pretty  well  gone.  I  took  them  home 
and  they  were  given  a  drink  of  warm 
water  with  a  few  drops  of  carbolic  acid 
in  the  water.  Each  one  had  its  bill 
dipped  in  the  water,  and  in  a  couple  of 
hours  the  95  out  of  102  were  peeping. 

I  raised  50  per  cent  of  them  and  one- 
third  of  them  were  roosters,  but  I  have 
27  pullets  now  and  at  the  age  of  five

and  one-half  months  they  began  to  lay, 
and  I  have  been  getting  eggs  every  day 
since  the  12th  of  November.  Am  get- 
ting five  and  six  eggs  a  day  now,  and 
some  are  just  getting  ready  to  lay.  I 
think  this  is  a  good  showing,  consider- 
ing the  set-back  they  had  In  the  start, 
but  I  have  given  them  the  best  of  care 
and  feed. 

Four  weeks  ago  last  Sunday  I  no 
tlced  one  of  the  pullets  had  hard  work 
to  catch  her  breath,  and  when  they 
went  to  roost  I  took  the  bird  In  the 
house,  gave  her  one-half  teaspoon  of 
castor  oil  and  four  drops  of  turpentine, 
one-half  teaspoon  of  glycerine  and  good 
pinch  of  red  pepper  and  put  her  back 
In  the  coop.  The  next  day  she  was  all 
right.  Then  came  another  trouble.  One 
of  the  pullets  that  had  been  laying,  laid 
a  double  yolk  egg,  and  the  next  day  1 
noticed  she  was  moping  around.  I  went 
to  pick  her  up  and  she  moved  away — 
and  then  I  saw  she  waddled  like  a  duck 
and  her  stern  almost  dragged  on  the 
ground.  I  caught  her,  took  her  to  the 
house  and  gave  her  a  tablespoon  of 
castor  oil  with  a  few  drops  of  turpen- 
tine in  it  and  kept  her  confined  for  a 
few  days  in  a  bushel  basket  in  the 
warm  house  and  did  not  give  her  very 
much  to  eat.  Then  I  let  her  out  In  the 
middle  of  the  day  In  the  sun  for  a  few 
days  by  herself,  and  she  is  now  entirely 
recovered.  Today  she  laid  again  for  the 
first  time  since  she  took  sick,  and  it  was 
another  double  yolk  egg,  but  she  did  not 
seem  to  be  any  the  worse  for  it. 

I  examined  the  bird  and  found  that 
I  could  lay  three  fingers  between  the 
two  pelvis  bones,  so  I  figure  she  will 
prove  a  good  layer,  and  I  am  glad  I 
treated  her  in  the  way  I  did,  as  I  be- 
lieve she  ruptured  the  egg  passage  with 
the  first  double  yolk  egg. 

I  am  very  proud  of  my  little  flock 
and  the  way  they  are  developing.  1 
read  POULTRY  KEEPER  from  cover 
to  cover  and  am  quite  interested  in 
what  I  find  in  it.  Perhaps  my  experi- 
ence might  be  of  a  benefit  to  some  oth- 
er readers.

The  Exchequer  Leghorn  was  origin 
ated  by  Robert  Miller,  of  Denny,  Scot 
land,  a  number  of  years  ago.  It  is 
said  that  Mr.  Miller  devoted  ten  or 
twelve  years  to  the  perfecting  of  thl* 
breed.  It  seems  that  this  rather  odd 
appearing  fowl  was  kept  primarily  for 
egg  production  and  needless  to  say  IT 
gave  a  very  good  account  of  itself,  else 
this  thrifty  Scotchman  would  never 
have  given  them  the  attention  which 
was  so  necessary  to  establish  the  breed 
Being  of  Leghorn  descent  and  having 
the  body  characteristics  of  the  breed 
it  was  to  be  expected  that  they  would 
prove  excellent  layers.  They  appear  to 
day  to  be  a  typical  egg  machine  acrf 
they  have  sufficient  vigor  to  back  ui 
this  tendency.  No  breed  is  more  ust- 
ful  as  layers  than  it  has  vigor  for  with 
out  the  physical  ability  to  consum» 
food  and  convert  it  into  eggs  the  hei. 
is  useless  as  a  producer.  Possibly  th» 
place  of  origin  of  this  breed  has  mucti 
to  do  with  the  strong  constitution  of 
the  birds. 

While  the  Exchequer  Leghorn  ha^ 
been  bred  in  Scotland  and  England  foi 
twenty  years,  yet  it  escaped  the  eye  or 
but  a  few  breeders  and  these  devoted 
the  majority  of  their  efforts  to  the  im 
provement  of  its  egg  producing  powers 
However,  in  1922,  a  Specialty  Club  wa> 
formed  in  England  and  attention  was 
directed  to  standardizing  and  perfeci 
ing  the  type  and  color  of  plumage 
Within  just  a  few  months  over  10i 
breeders  joined  the  Club  and  the  boost 
ing  of  the  breed  was  on  in  earnest. 

Being  a  Leghorn,  the  shape  and  slz» 
should  conform  as  closely  as  possibl* 
to  the  requirements  for  this  breed.  W« 
believe  that  there  may  be  a  tendency 
to  devote  rather  too  much  attention  tf 
the  color  of  the  bird  and  too  litt!» 
thought  given  to  the  type.  While  the 
plumage  color  must  be  carefully  stud 
ied,  yet  it  should  be  remembered  th»i 
after  all  type  determines  the  breed. 

The  color  of  the  plumage  is  ven 
striking  in  effect  upon  the  person  who 
comes  upon  a  pen  of  Exchequers  foi 
the  first  time.  The  bird  has  the  ap 
pearance  of  being  half  white  and  half 
black.  At  first  thought  it  might  seen* 
that  this  breed  duplicates  the  Ancona 
but  such  is  not  the  case.  In  the  Ei 
chequer  Leghorn  there  is  much  irregu 
larity  where  the  white  joins  the  black 
and  this  gives  a  wholly  different  at 
pearance  than  the  Ancona  with  th» 
narrow  V-shaped  white  tip. 

The  shanks  are  yellow  and  therb  5» 
no  tendency  toward  the  mottled  shank 
as  in  the  Ancona.  The  males  usua!l> 
show  the  best  shank  color. 

The  comb  is  inclined  to  be  a  littl* 
large  and  we  believe  that  this  is  one  of 
the  problems  of  the  breed.  Over  large 
combs  are  not  popular  in  this  country 
and  for  that  reason  the  size  of  th* 
comb  should  be  kept  reasonably  smal! 

The  eggs  are  large  and  white  in  color 
and  make  a  very  fine  appearance.  We 
think  that  attention  should  be  given  to 
the  proposition  of  keeping  the  eggs 
large  and  uniform  in  color  and  size 
The  day  is  right  at  hand  when  the 
large  egg  commands  the  high  price. 

Those  who  originally  drafted  the 
standard  of  this  breed  placed  thirty 
points  for  "indications  of  productive 
ness."  This  shows  how  important 
they  considered  the  matter  of  egg  pro- 
duction. In  view  of  this  it  is  not  to 
be  surprised  at  when  we  learn  of  rec- 
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orda  of  253  and  291  eggs  per  year  per 
hen.  The  breed  while  great  layers  are 
much  like  other  fowls  In  that  they 
respond  to  good  care  and  feeding. 
When  given  good  attention  they  will 
lay  very  well. 

The  Exchequer  Leghorn  is  bred  in 
rather  limited  numbers  in  the  United 
States,  but  it  would  seem  that  an  op- 
portunity is  now  present  for  these 
breeders  to  boost  their  favorite  fowl, 
And  tell  others  of  their  good  points. 
A.n  opportunity  Is  before  the  American 
breeders  and  the  future  of  this  useful 
bird  Is  to  be  determined  by  the  way  in 
which  the  breeders  face  this  chance  to 
make  them  popular. 


MAKE  THE  HEN  PAY  ON  THE 
FARM 


The  farm  Is  an  ideal  place  for  a  good- 
sized  flock  of  poultry,  fifty  or  sixty.  If 
more  are  kept  it  will  be  found  an  ad- 
vantage to  yard  a  part  of  them,  or  plac- 
ing the  hen  houses  some  distance 
apart,  similar  to  the  colony  plan.  Tou 
have  probably  noticed  on  the  farm  how 
one  lot  of  hens  will  work  off  on  one 
side  of  the  road  and  another  bunch  on 
the  other  side.  Now  if  the  buildings 
were  some  distance  apart,  these  fowls 
would  hardly  get  together  at  all,  but  for 
all  this  it  Is  not  advisable  to  keep  two 
breeds  in  this  way,  for  the  result  would 
soon  be  a  general  mix-up,  and  one  breed 
!s  enough  for  the  general  farmer  any- 
way. Have  a  building  large  enough  to 
accommodate  75  to  100  hens,  then  put  a 
partition  through  the  center  so  as  to 
divide  them  in  two  flocks.  Next  place 
a  six  foot  fence  around  a  good-sized  plot 
of  ground  adjoining  the  building,  ar- 
range the  opening  so  that  the  hens  may 
be  let  out  separately,  one  flock  leing  let 
out  In  the  yard  while  the  other  has  its 
liberty,  and  the  next  day  change  them 
about.  Some  poultry  keepers  report  ex- 
cellent results  from  this  way  of  hand- 
ling, while  others  state  that  the  flocks 
being  out  on  free  range  every  other  day 
makes  them  uneasy  and  discontented 
when  confined,  hence,  do  not  lay  as  well. 
The  breed,  no  doubt,  has  something  to 
do  with  this,  also  the  yard  conditions, 
but  the  latter  should  not  be  too  small. 
There  is  no  danger  of  giving  yarded 
fowls  too  much  room,  and  shade  should 
be  provided.  Plant  a  few  plum  or  peach 
trees  and  harvest  a  double  crop. 

With  tho  above  plan  some  over  100 
bens  can  be  kept  profitably,  which  or- 
dinarily is  about  enough  for  the  aver- 
age farmer.  Where  most  people  err  is 
In  keeping  too  many  hens  and  having  a 
lack  of  facilities.  No  one  can  make  a 
good  profit  on  a  flock  of  much  size  un- 
less special  attention  is  given  to  their 
care  and  feeding.  The  owner  must  at- 
tend to  them  with  real  interest,  the 
same  as  he  would  with  any  farm  crop 
when  he  expected  to  get  a  big  yield.

lean  product,  and  we  intend  to  stick  to 
them  as  long  as  we  can.    We  believe 
that  the  majority  of  our  readers  are  of 
a  like  mind.

Probably  more  people  start  in  the 
poultry  business  at  this  time  of  the  year 
than  in  all  the  rest  of  the  year  put  to- 
gether. There  is  a  good  reason  for  this. 
Owing  to  the  very  strict  conditions  of 
Nature,  it  is  the  rule  for  the  hen  to  lay 
the  eggs  and  hatch  the  chicks  in  the 
springtime.  Of  course,  man  has  im- 
proved upon  this  rule  of  spring  hatch- 
ing, and  yet  it  seems  quite  evident  that 
Nature  ordained  that  the  spring  was 
the  time  of  increasing  the  flock.  If 
we  allow  the  hen  to  follow  her  own  in- 
clinations she  will  hatch  in  the  spring. 
The  beginner  realizes  that  if  he  starts 
in  the  spring  that  he  faces  the  smallest 
number  of  problems  and  by  following 
Nature  he  will  be  able  to  rear  the  best 
and  largest  number  of  chicks. 

There  is  no  time  of  the  year  when 
you  can  get  into  the  poultry  business  to 
better  advantage  than  right  now.  Ev- 
erything is  right  for  the  start.  Not  in 
many  years  has  it  been  possible  to  en- 
ter poultry  keeping  with  so  little  trou- 
ble. If  you  contemplate  going  into 
poultry,  we  advise  you  to  do  so  now. 
You  will  never  find  a  better  time. 

The  future  looks  very  promising.  Dur- 
ing last  year  when  prices  were  rather 
low  we  heard  complaint,  and  some 
thought  we  had  overproduced.  In  ten 
years  time  we  will  have  so  largely  in- 
creased production  that  we  will  look 
back  and  see  how  unfounded  were  these 
fears.

A  friend  of  the  writer 
who  has  since  gone  to  his  reward,  once 
said  that  he  thought  the  day  would 
come  when  the  poultry  business  would 
be  one  of  the  main  sources  of  food  of 
the  people  of  this  country.  His  ideas 
are  working  out  and  we  have  faith  in 
the  future  of  the  American  hen. 


THE  BROILERS  ARE  COMING 


The  broiler  business  of  the  country 
has  not  been  developed.  Poultrymen 
have  been  too  busy  with  egg  production 
to  give  much  attention  to  the  broiler 
end  of  the  business.

Cod  liver  oil  depends  upon  the  vita- 
mins it  contains.  If  it  is  high  in  vita- 
min potency  it  will  possess  much  real 
value  as  an  item  in  the  ration. 

There  are  two  vitamins  found  in  cod 
liver  oil  and  some  question  is  raised 
whether  there  is  not  a  third  vitamin. 
However  we  shall  consider  only  the 
two  which  are  known  as  vitamin  A  and 
D. 

Vitamin  A  is  found  in  abundance  in 
high  grade  cod  liver  oil.  It  is  most 
useful  in  some  form  of  eye  trouble  in 
poultry.  For  growth  and  main- 
tenance it  has  made  a  strong  bid  for 
popularity.  Growing  chick  require  vi- 
tamin A  and  while  it  may  be  obtained 
from  other  sources,  yet  when  supplied 
in  the  form  of  cod  liver  oil  it  proves 
very  effective. 

It  is  said  that  vitamin  A  increases 
the  body's  resistance  to  bacterial  in- 
fection. Anything  which  tends  to  build 
up  the  body  and  help  resist  disease  is 
worthy  of  the  attention  of  poultrymen. 
It  may  reduce  the  possibility  of  bacter- 
ial invasion  of  the  mucous  membranes 
of  the  ear  and  nasal  cavities. 

Thus  it  seems  that  this  vitamin  plays 
a  very  wide  and  important  part  in  the 
health  of  our  flocks.  Possibly  we  can 
drive  home  to  you  the  value  of  cod  liver 
oil  as  a  source  of  vitamin  A  if  we  tell 
you  that  high  grade  cod  liver  oil  may 
contain  from  200  to  300  times  as  much 
vitamin  A  as  butter.  We  all  know  that 
butter  is  a  very  rich  source  of  vitamin 
A.    Hence  we  can  begin  to  realize  the 


value  of  good  cod  liver  oil  in  the  poul- 
try ration.  It  helps  repair  wasted  tis- 
sues and  build  resistance. 

Vitamin  D,  the  other  vitamin  found 
in  cod  liver  oil,  is  vitally  essential  for 
all  young,  human  or  animal.  A  suf- 
ficient amount  of  this  vitamin  prevents 
faulty  bone  formation  as  evidenced  by 
rickets  and  poor  tooth  structure.  It 
helps  to  provide  the  assimilation  of  cal- 
cium and  phosphorous  for  the  skeleton 
bones.  Recently  sunshine  has  been 
used  as  a  specific  for  rickets.  Know- 
ing that  cod  liver  oil  has  a  like  effect, 
we  draw  the  conclusion  that  they  have 
much  the  same  effect  upon  the  system. 
It  is  for  this  reason  that  cod  liver  oil 
is  often  called  bottled  sunshine  It  ap- 
pears that  the  vitamin  D  as  found  in 
high  grade  cod  liver  oil  has  a  like  effect 
as  the  ultra  violet  ray  of  the  sunshine. 

It  is  not  to  be  wondered  at  that  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  cod  liver  oil  is 
such  a  fertile  source  of  vitamins  that 
it  has  become  very  popular  in  the  feed- 
ing of  poultry.  It  seems  that  poultry- 
men  are  just  beginning  to  appreciate 
its  real  value. 

Cod  liver  oil  tends  to  prevent  rickets 
or  leg  weakness  in  chicks.  It  helps  io 
build  more  sturdy  growth  and  often 
when  the  little  chicks  do  not  appear  to 
make  the  desired ,  growth  the  addition 
of  cod  liver  oil  to  the  ration  will  cause 
them  to  pick  up  and  grow  rapidly. 

When  laying  hens  are  given  cod  liver 
oil  it  is  said  to  cause  them  to  lay  more 
consistently.  Apparently  it  contains 
some  element  which  acts  upon  the  or- 
gans of  reproduction  and  causes  them 
to  function.  Fertility  is  said  to  be  in- 
creased by   the   use   of  cod  liver  oil. 


The  hatchability  of  eggs  is  also  greatly 
helped.  We  all  know  how  disappoint- 
ing it  is  to  take  off  a  poor  hatch,  and 
anything  which  tends  to  help  the 
hatching  of  the  eggs  should  have  our 
careful  consideration. 

Cod  liver  oil  builds  up  the  vigor  of

other  sources  for  its  meat.  The  time 
is  ripe  to  sell  the  public  on  the  matter 
of  poultry  meat,  especially  broilers. 

Our  large  hatcheries  are  another  fac- 
tor which  -should  be  seriously  consid- 
ered. If  one  is  located  close  to  a  large 
hatchery  it  is  an  easy  matter  to  secure 
chicks  in  large  numbers.  In  order  to 
operate  a  large  broiler  plant,  it  is  essen- 
tial that  one  be  able  to  secure  the  chicks 
in  quantities.  The  little  fellows  can  be 
reared  until  the  sex  can  be  determined, 
and  then  the  cockerels  carried  on  to  the 
broiler  age  while  the  pullets  are  grown 
to  maturity  and  sold  to  egg  farmers. 

Broilers  are  coming  and  will  become 
a  very  important  part  of  the  poultry 
business.  The  great  and  increasing 
centers  of  trade  must  be  fed,  and  the 
broiler  can  be  made  to  turn  a  tidy 
profit  to  the  man  who  can  see  the  drift 
of  things  and  get  an  early  start.  Stop 
and  think  for  a  moment  that  the  city  of 
Chicago  is  growing  at  the  rate  of  a  city 
the  size  of  Rockford,  Illinois,  every 
year.  That  is,  the  Windy  City  adds  to 
its  population  just  about  as  many  peo- 
ple as  live  in  Rockford.  Every  other 
large  city  is  doing  the  same  thing.  All 
these  people  must  eat.  We,  as  poultry- 
men,  have  the  opportunity  of  helping 
to  feed  them.  In  fact,  herein  lies  the 
great  hope  of  the  future  of  the  poultry 
business — that  we  will  see  this  oppor- 
tunty  and  grasp  it.  Success  in  life  is 
more  a  matter  of  vision  and  energy 
than  anything  else.  The  man  who  can 
see  and  do  a  thing  is  the  winner. 
 sf  

SOFT-SHELLED  EGGS 

Their  Cause  and  a  Certain  Cure 


Probably  one  of  the  most  annoying 
things  in  the  poultry  business  is  the 
frequent  laying  of  soft-shelled  eggs  by 
a  group  of  hens,  or  even  only  one  hen. 
It  is  a  sign  that  something  is  unprofit- 
ably  and  radically  wrong  with  the  hens 
— something  that  should  be  righted  im- 
mediately. And  as  for  the  eggs  them- 
selves, they  are  perfectly  useless  and 
merely  represent  a  loss  in  good  food. 

In  nine  cases  out  of  ten,  a  hen  lays 
soft-shelled  eggs  because  there  is  a  lack 
of  calcium  carbonate  in  her  diet.  This 
mineral  is  really  pure  eggshell  material. 
Therefore,  its  absence  from  the  diet  re- 
sults in  either  thin  shelled  eggs  or  eggs 
with  no  shell  at  all.  Of  course,  calcium 
carbonate  is  generally  present  in  the 
food  and  water  given  to  the  hen,  but 
there  is  seldom  enough  to  satisfy  her 
needs. 

The  best  and  only  way  to  make  sure 
that  one's  hens  are  obtaining  sufficient 
calcium  carbonate  is  to  keep  crushed 
oyster  shell  before  them  all  the  time. 
If  the  hens  have  been  laying  soft-shell- 
ed eggs  it  will  correct  this  condition  and 
result  in  marketable  eggs  with  thick, 
tough  shells.  If  the  hens  have  been 
producing  only  a  normal  number  of 
eggs,  it  will  profitably  increase  the  egg 
yield — 30  eggs  or  so  more  is  the  aver- 
age annual  increase  per  hen. 

By  the  way,  the  fact  that  no  soft- 
shelled  eggs  have  been  perceived  is  NOT 
a  guarantee  that  one's  hens  have  not 
been  laying  them.  Many  hens,  and 
-roosters,  too,  seem  to  be  possessed  of 
cannibalistic  instincts,  and  have  been 
known  to  devour  soft-shelled  eggs  di- 
rectly after  they  were  laid. 

When  selecting  the  oyster  shell,  bear 
in  mind  that  it  is  the  calcium  carbonate 


content  that  counts.  A  good,  pure 
crushed  shell  contains  over  98%  calcium 
carbonate  and  is  perfectly  clean  and 
odorless.  Because  oyster  shell  satisfies 
a  natural  need,  the  birds  will  take  it  in 
almost  any  condition,  but  it  will  cer- 
tainly do  them — and  the  poultry  keeper 
■ — the  most  good  when  it  is  as  just  de- 
scribed.   Cleanliness  is  quite  important.

Recently  I  have  seen  several  articles 
and  editorials  on  the  poultry  business 
not  being  up  to  former  years,  and  the 
answer  could  not  be  written  if  the 
whole  space  allowed  to  reading  matter 
in  POULTRY  KEEPER  was  used,  but 
I  am  going  to  mention  a  few  things. 

First,  there  has  been  too  much  space 
given  to  exploiting  poultry  diseases,  and 
not  enough  of  that  space  devoted  to  tell- 
ing how  to  keep  away  from  those  dis- 
eases. The  would-be  learned  writers 
have  told  a  lot  about  the  disease  with- 
out telling  how  to  cure  them. 

To  fill  the  average  poultry  paper  full 
of  front  part,  double  column  stories 
about  diseases  has  had  a  tendency  to 
scare  the  timid  folks  away  from  keep- 
ing fowls.  The  same  exploiting  of  the 
poultry  ailments  have  also  stopped  many 
folks  from  eating  fowls  of  any  kind. 
That  was  demonstrated  when  the  ■  big 
dailies  in  New  York  came  out  with  a 
broadside  about  transmitable  diseases 
that  might  become  infectious  by  eating 
the  carcass  of  a  fowl. 

The  same  thing  happened  when 
trichnia  was  talked  about  in  hogs,  sev- 
eral years  ago.  The  most  sensible  thing 
that  I  have  seen  in  print  about  sick 
chickens,  is  the '  editorial  in  POULTRY 
KEEPER  for  November,  calling  upon 
all  who  have  sick  fowls  to  cremate  the 
carcass.  That  is  what  I  have  done  for 
twenty  years. 

I  have  lived  on  my  present  place  for 
nearly  fifteen  years,  and  during  all  that 
time  I  have  never  had  a  case  of  roup 
develop  on  my  place.  The  only  way  for 
one  to  do  is  be  ever  watchful  and  do 
not  allow  any  cold  to  get  so  far  started 
as  to  turn  into  malignant  canker  in  a 
fowl.  There  is  just  one  way  to  be  sure, 
and  that  is  to  visit  the  house  often 
where  your  pullets  are  brought  into 
their  winter  quarters,  and  the  minute 
you  note  a  "sniffing"  on  the  part  of  any 
of  the  youngsters,  get  that  pullet  at 
once  and  give  her  a  dose  of  some  good 
roup  remedy.  Not  only  give  it  to  the 
ailing  fowl,  but  give  all  the  fowls  in 
that  yard  a  dose  by  taking  all  water 
away  from  them  for  a  full  day  and  al- 
low them  to  drink  only  from  a  vessel 
where  a  good  roup  remedy  has  been 
placed  in  their  water.  Now  set  a  lan- 
tern on  the  outside  of  the  house  on  a 
dark  night  and  locate  the  draft  that  is 
causing  the  colds.  If  you  see  a  light 
shining  through  the  back  where  the. 
fowls  roost,  stop  up  that  crack  at  once. 

Take  a  good  disinfectant  and  spray 
the  house  from  one  end  to  the  other, 
get  the  spray  in  every  crack  and  crevice 
where  a  germ  might  be  harbered.  If 
you  find  a  fowl  with  cankerous  roup, 
kill  that  fowl  at  once  and  burn  its  car- 
cass. You  may  be  able  to  kill  the  roup 
in  the  fowl  by  the  use  of  a  good  roup 
remedy,  but  as  long  as  you  have  the 
roupy  fowl  on  your  place,  the  germ  is 
being  bred,  and  that  roup  germ  must 
be  gotten  rid  of  at  once,  even  though 
it  causes  you  to  kill  one  of  your  most 
promising  pullets.  The  same  disinfec- 
tant that  you  put  out  for  roup  will  also 
kill  any  other  germ  that  may  be  lurking 
around  the  house.  When  you  do  your 
spraying,  first  clean  out  all  litter  in 
the  scratching  pen.  If  you  think  this 
litter  is  contaminated  with  any  disease, 


take  it  out  to  your  garden  and  burn  it 
in  a  bonfire. 

Owing  to  the  great  demand  for  baby 
chicks,  like  every  other  business,  some 
hatchery  men  have  run.  to  quantity  in- 
stead of  quality.  They  have  sold  "stuff" 
devoid  of  vigor  and  standard  qualities. 
In  their  desire  for  business,  they  have 
reduced  the  price  of  baby  chicks  lower 
than  many  good  breeders  sell  the  egg. 
In  order  to  sell  these  cheap  chicks,  these 
hatcheries  have  gone  forth  and  bought 
eggs  from  any  kind  of  flock,  regardless 
of  its  purity  as  to  breed  and  variety. 
Some  of  these  fly-by-night  hatcheries 
have  not  sold  their  fowls  through  legit- 
imate advertising  like  the  poultry  press, 
because  no  respectful  poultry  paper 
would  take  their  advertising. 

I  believe  in  poultry  remedies  because 
I  know  that  fowls  have  ailments,  but 
few  well-kept  fowls  ever  had  an  epidem- 
ic strike  them.  The  man  that  is  cau- 
tious, never  allows  disease  to  get  a 
start  in  his  flock.    He  not  only  sprays

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and  fumigates  his  house,  but  he  plows 
up  his  yards,  sews  them  to  some  quick 
growing  green  food,  and  tries  to  keep 
greens  of  some  kind  growing  through- 
out the  year,  in  mild  climates  where 
snow  does  not  occupy  the  yards  all  year, 
but  even  in  extreme  climates  the  yards 
are  either  plowed  or  spaded  and  some- 
thing planted  that  will  grow.  Fall 
wheat  will  grow  in  most  any.  climate, 
and  the  snow  -,  coming  will  k«3ep  the 
wheat  from  freezing  out.  When  the 
sunshine  melts  the  snow,  the  chickens 
•  will  .have  tender  shoots  that  will  aid 
them  in  digesting  their  hard  grains  jand 
mashes  and  at  the  same  time  furnish 
the  essential,  earthly  salts  that  come 
from  Old  Mother  Earth,  through  grow- 
ing vegetation. 

Quit  hollowing  hard  times,  but  clean 
1   up,  and  do  not  try  to  save  the  cankered 
chicken,  but  burn  it  after  cutting  its 
head  off,  and  be  sure  and  burn  the  head. 
Do  not  wait  until  disease  starts;  put 

.  out  the  remedies  in  time  and  you  will 
have  mighty  little  trouble  with  poultry 
disease.  I  saw  an  article  not  long  ago 
by  Doctor  Kaupp,  in  which  he  claimed 
that  the  B.  W.  D.  so  often  seen  in  print, 
did  not  average  over  six  per  cent  re- 
actors in  over  5,000  fowls,  from  which 
blood  test  had  been  taken.  So  you  can 
see  that  these  scares  that  are  exploit- 

■  ed  in  some  of  the  poultry  press  have 
little  grounds  for  a  scare,  and  they  are 
doing  the  poultry  business  a  whole  lot 
of  harm.

FEEDING  APPLES  TO  THE  CHICKS 


The  following  is  a  little  device  for 
feeding  chicks  with  green  food,  which 
ecently  appeared  in  the  Rural  New 
Yorker.  Take  a  piece  of  board,  say  five 
or  six  inches  wide,  and  drive  eightpen- 
ny  nails  right  through  up  to  the  head. 
Take  cull  apples,  remove  the  peeling  on 
one  end  and  impale  on  the  nails.  The 
first  time  it  is  tried,  sprinkle  on  the 
peeled  end  some  fine  grain,  and  with  a 
knife  scrape  up  the  apple.  Just  as  soon 
as  the  chicks  get  a  taste  of  the  apple, 
they  are  eternally  eager  for  it,  and  will 
consume  quantities.  Mangels  and  beets 
will  do  just  as  well. 


DO  NOT  FORCE  BREEDING  STOCK 


Breeding  stock  should  not  be  forced 
for  egg  production.  The  purpose  of  the 
breeder  should  be  to  secure  eggs  of  good 
size  and  strong  fertility  rather  than 
high  production.  You  cannot  expect 
maximum  egg  yield  in  the  breeding  pens 
if  you  are  looking  for  quality  hatching 
eggs.  The  two,  as  a  rule,  do  not  go  to- 
gether. Exceptional  forcing  means,  at 
the  best,  weak  chicks. — Chicago  Post.

the  fowl  in  a  rational  manner.  It  does 
not  take  on  the  aspect  of  a  stimulant, 
but  it  slowly  helps  to  promote  better 
health  and  more  vigor  and  assists  the 
bird  to  meet  the  exacting  requirements 
of  modern  poultry  methods.  When 
used  properly  it  tends  to  build  up  and 
the  best  part  of  it  is  that  the  increase 
in  vigor  is  of  a  permanent  nature. 

Almost  always  when  cod  liver  oil  does 
not  give  results  the  first  reason  to  hunt 
up  is  the  quality  of  the  oil.  If  it  Is 
made  by  a  reliable  manufacturer  it  will 
have  been  tested  and  you  may  be  sure 
that  it  really  contains  the  desired  vita- 
mins. Of  course  it  has  but  little  value 
unless  it  does  contain  these  vitamins 
and  for  that  reason  one  should  make 
sure  that  he  is  buying  a  reliable  oil. 
The  next  cause  of  poor  results  is  im- 
proper mixing  with  the  feed.  It  must 
be  well  mixed  in  with  the  mash  so  that 
every  bird  will  get  her  share  of  the  oil. 
New  machinery  has  been  perfected 
which  makes  it  possible  to  perform  this 
operation  in  an  exact  manner  and  in 
the  future  we  exepct  to  see  very  little 
difficulty  from  this  source. 

Light  and  air  seems  to  affect  cod 
liver  oil  to  its  disadvantage  and  there- 
fore it  should  be  handled  carefully  to 
prevent  the  loss  of  any  of  these  valu- 
able elements. 

Yellow  corn,  milk,  cod  liver  oil  and 
green  food  are  four  vital  factors  in  the 
feeding  of  poultry.  Now  days  the  use 
of  dried  milk  has  become  quite  popu- 
lar and  is  giving  excellent  results.  Yel- 
low corn  has  proven  to  be  better  than 
white  corn  and  for  that  reason  we  rec- 
ommend that  it  be  used  in  all  poultry 
rations,  especially  in  the  feeding  of 
growing  chicks. 

Cod  liver  oil  should  not  be  consid- 
ered as  a  cure  all  or  a  means  to  correct 
faulty  rations.  It  should  be  used  as  an 
addition  to  the  ration  to  supply  certain 
elements  which  may  be  lacking  due  to 
the  artificial  way  in  which  poultry  is 
raised  today.  When  considered  in  this 
light  it  will  be  realized  that  it  should 
be  given  over  long  periods  of  time.  The 
fact  is  that  if  it  is  fed  to  the  parent 
stock  and  then  given  to  the  young 
growing  birds  and  continued  through 
their  lives  we  believe  that  it  will  give 
the  most  satisfactory  results.  While 
the  action  is  positive,  yet  is  is  some- 
what slow  and  herein  lies  a  valuable 
point.    It  gives  lasting  results. 

It  should  be  fed  just  as  the  manufac- 
turer indicates.  He  knows  the  vitamin 
content  and  his  recommendations  can 
be  followed  with  certain  results. 

Finally  knowing  that  light  is  abso- 
lutely essential  to  the  life  and  well 
being  of  our  poultry  and  knowing  that 
it  is  impossible  to  keep  our  birds  out 
in  the  sunshine  at  all  times  and  know- 
ing that  cod  liver  oil  does  supply  the 
same  elements  as  are  contained  in  the 
sunshine,  therefore  it  appears  evident 
that  the  best  plan  for  us  to  follow  is 
to  buy  bottled  sunshine  in  the  form  of 
cod  liver  oil.

However,  the  chicks  will  need  a  great 
deal  of  care  until  they  get  of  sufficient 
size  so  that  they  can  rustle  for  them- 
selves in  a  large  measure.  The  success- 
ful brooder  operator  sleeps  with  one 
eye  on  the  chicks  and  the  other  on  the 
heater.  This  constant  attention  is  re- 
warded by  a  fine  lot  of  healthy,  peppy 
chicks. 

To  sum  the  matter  up  we  might  ar- 
range the  points  of  requirements  in  the 
following  matter. 

1 —  Correct  temperature.  This  is  the 
first  absolute  need  of  the  chicks. 
Warmth  is  their  very  life.  To  neglect 
this  means  death. 

2 —  Avoid  crowding.  A  very  large  part 
of  the  trouble  with  chicks  comes  from 
crowding.  It  is  the  best  plan  to  allow 
the  chicks  plenty  of  room. 

3 —  Ventilation  and  sunshine  are  im- 
portant. We  know  that  the  mature 
hen  requires  an  abundance  of  fresh  air 
to  keep  healthy  and  in  good  condition. 
The  baby  chicks  are  equally  sensitive 
to  the  need  of  pure  air.  Sunshine  is 
necessary  if  the  chicks  are  to  do  well. 
In  building  a  brooder  house  it  is  a  good 
plan  to  see  that  it  will  admit  plenty 
of  sunshine  and  is  well  ventilated. 

4 —  Cleanliness.  It  would  seem  that 
everyone  should  know  that  chicks  can- 
not do  well  unless  they  live  in  a  clean 
house  and  have  clean  food,  but  we  often 
see  flocks  of  little  chicks  which  are  un- 
thrifty because  the  owner  does  not 
know  the  real  value  of  cleanliness.  Such 
a  small  matter  as  thoroughly  cleaning 
the  dish  in  which  milk  is  given  may 
prevent  disease  and  death. 

5 —  Chicks  need  contact  with  the 
ground.  There  is  no  doubt  but  that  the 
earth  contains  something  which  tends 
to  promote  the  health  of  poultry,  espec- 
ially baby  chicks.  Therefore,  we  should 
take  advantage  of  it  at  the  first  oppor- 
tunity. 

6 —  Protection  from  enemies.  What  is 
the  use  of  hatching  and  raising  little 
chicks  only  to  allow  some  rat  or  hawk 
to  get  a  good  meal?  We  have  not  given 
enough  attention  to  this  matter  in  the 
past.  Suppose  we  wake  up  to  the  need 
of  additional  care. 

7 —  Correct  feeding.  If  warmth  is  the 
first  need  of  the  chick,  correct  feeding 
is  a  close  relative.  Brooding  cannot  be 
successful  without  proper  feeding.  Hap- 
pily this  problem  is  being  solved  for  us 
by  large  commercial  feed  mills,  and 
we  can  obtain  correct  rations  with  but 
little  bother.  We  sometimes  wonder  if 
the  ease  with  which  these  rations  may 
be  obtained  is  not  one  of  the  draw- 
backs of  the  system.  We  seem  to  ap- 
preciate that  for  which  we  have  to 
work. 

8 —  Finally  comes  constant  watchful- 
ness. No  system  is  successful  unless 
the  all-seeing  eye  of  the  operator  is 
alert  lest  some  little  matter  may  be 
overlooked.  Vigilance  is  the  cost  we 
have  to  pay  for  success.  Sometimes 
it  may  seem  rather  costly,  but  after  all 
nothing  can  be  gained  without  paying 
the  price.

Growing  Chicks  Need  the  Five  G's 


Often,  when  one  is  asked  what  is  the 
most  difficult  poultry  problem  which 
one  is  forced  to  face  and  solve,  the  an- 
swer is  given  as  the  raising  of  the 
chicks.  And  we  believe  this  is  a  fact. 
It  is  possible  to  neglect  and  even  abuse 
grown  birds,  but  with  little  chicks  with 
t  their  delicate  make-up,  it  is  highly  evi- 
dent that  things  must  be  done  just 
about  right,  or  the  little  chick  will  soon 
die  or  become  stunted.  Frankly,  we  just 
about  as  soon  have  a  chick  die  as  to 
become  stunted,  for  say  what  we  may, 
we  can  seldom  correct  a  mistake  in  the 
latter  months  of  the  chick's  life  which 
was  made  in  the  formative  period. 

It  is  absolutely  impossible  to  make  a 
success  growing  your  chicks  unless  one 
has  the  very  best  chicks  to  start  with. 
We  do  not  refer  to  the  perfect  points  of 
color  and  conformation  ,of  body,  but  we 
mean  that  the  chicksimust  be  healthy 
and  vigorous,  must  come  from  healthy 
parents,  be  well  hatched  and  properly 
started  in  the  world.  We  believe  that 
the  hereditary  asset  of  good  health  is 
far  more  valuable  than  the  average 
poultryman  realizes.  If  the  breeding 
stock  has  been  well  housed  during  the 
winter  months,  not  pampered  but  kept 
free  from  colds  and  kindred  diseases, 
given  plenty  of  freslf  air  and  sunshine, 
such  stock  will  be  better  able  to  pro- 
duce strong,  healthy  chicks.  We  believe 
that  it  is*  possible  to  breed  in  the  mat- 
ter of  h^ilth,  just  as  you  would  any 
other  valuable  feature.  It  is  possible  to 
change  the  shape  of  the  comb,  the  color 
of  the  plumage,  the  shape  of  the  body, 
and  even  the  trait  of  laying,  and  we 
think  it  just  as  reasonable  to  say  that 
health  and  vigor  can  be  altered  in  the 
same  way.  So  we  urge  the  need  of 
having  the  chick  get  a  good  start  in 
life  by  having  vigor  bred  into  it. 

A  growing  chick  requires  heat  to 
keep  comfortable;  in  fact,  the  first  re- 
quirement of  the  chick  after  it  is 
hatched  is  warmth  and  rest  or  sleep. 
It  has  already  absorbed  the  yolk  of  the 
egg  just  previous  to  the  time  of  hatch- 
ing, and  hence  it  does  not  need  food. 
It  does  need  to  be  kept  warm  and  al- 
lowed to  sleep  and  assimilate  this  yolk 
into  the  system.  Gradually  it  begins  to 
need  food,  and  it  must  have  the  right 
kind  and  plenty  of  it.  A  chick  grows 
very  rapidly  under  normal  conditions.

At  the  time  of  hatching  a  chick  weighs 
about  iy2  ounces.  It  doubles  its  weight 
in  six  days.  At  three  months  it  weighs 
2VZ  pounds,  or  25  times  its  original 
weight.  If  humans  grew  that  fast,  we 
would  weigh  200  pounds  at  three 
months.  This  comparison  simply  gives 
us  an  idea  of  the  intensive,  high-pow- 
ered capacity  of  the  chick.  It  also  em- 
phasizes the  need  for  the  right  kind  of 
food  in  sufficient  quantity.  Such  rapid 
growth  makes  demands  upon  the  chick 
which  we  must  not  overlook.  In  years 
gone  by,  our  grandmother  .gave  the  lit- 
tle chicks  wet  corn  meal  and  thought 
she  was  doing  real  well.  Some  of  the 
chicks  managed  to  live,  and  when  the 
fall  of  the  year  rolled  around  our  ma- 
ternal ancestor  thought  she  had  accom- 
plished quite  a  task  if  she  raised  25  or 
50  birds.  The  fact  is  that  we  often  won- 
der that  she  raised  any  at  all  under 
such  a  method  of  feeding.  Corn  meal 
is  all  right  in  its  place,  but  it  is  far  from 
a  balanced  ration.  It  does  not  promote 
growth,  and  were  it  not  for  the  fact 
that  the  little  fellows  soon  found  it  pos- 
sible^ tQ  run  out  and  hunt  for  a  large 
part'of  their  food,  most  of  them  would 


have  died.  Corn  meal  must  be  supple- 
mented with  other  food.  No  one  grain 
contains  all  the  food  elements  necessary 

*  for  rapid  growth  in  the  proper  propor- 
tions.    When  the  chick"s  digestive  or- 

[  gans  were  formed  it  was  expected  that 
'   the  chick  would  go  into  the  fields  and 
waste  lands  and  pick  up  its  living,  and 

•  naturally  it  would  not  be  possible  to  get 
all  the  food  needed  in  just  one  kind  of 
seed.  So  the  little  fellows  were:  so  con- 
stituted that  they  needed  many  different 
elements  to  promote  health  and  growth. 
After  all  is  said,  the  main  consideration 
is  for  the  chick  to  grow,  quickly  and 
keep  in  good  health.  Growth  is  impos- 
sible without  vigor.  Health  means  good 
digestion  and  a  large  appetite,  and  good 
digestive  powers  indicate  that  the,  chick 
will  grow  very  rapidly,  providing  the 
■food  is  of  the  right  kind.-  Many  times 
we  overlook  the  part  played  by  the  food 
we  eat,  but  generally  we  find  that  all 
animal  life  is  increased  in  numbers  and 
grows,  to  large  size  where  food  of  the 
right  kind  is  abundant.    The  amount  of 

1  food  that  the  chick  consumes  and  the 
right  kind  of  food  will  decide  whether 
it  will  grow  quickly  or  slow,  whether  it 
will  be  large,  robust  and  full  of  pep,  or 
a  weakling  with  no  vitality.  You  can 
make  the  .  chick  what  you  will.  You 
have  within  your  hands  the  power  to 
grow  large,  healthy  chicks. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  for  us  to  say 
that  the  majority  of  Five  G's  of  which 
we  expect  to  speak  will  be  foods,  be- 
cause it  is  evident  that  food  plays  a 
very  essential  and  vital  part  in  the  life 
and  growth  of  the  growing  chick.  The 
first  G  stands  for  grains.  This  may  be 
in  the  form  of  wheat,  corn,  oats,  barley, 
rice,  or  any  of  the  more  common  grains 
used.  The  grains  mentioned  contain 
considerable  starch  and  some  oily,  min- 
eral nitrogenous  nutrients.  On  the 
other  hand  peas,  beans,  seeds  of  sun- 
flowers, etc.,  contain  more  nitrogenous 
nutrients  than  the  regular  grains. 
Doubtless  the  weed  seeds  which  the 
chick  picks  up  and  other  grains  enter 
into  the  matter  to  some  extent,  but  the 
main  dependence  for  growing  chicks 
should  be  placed  upon  corn,  wheat  and 
oats  and  their  by-products — such  as 
shorts,  middlings,  bran  and  rolled  or 
pin-head  oats.  Wheat  is  perhaps  the 
best  single  grain  we  have,  because  it  is 
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the  most  closely  balanced  when  it  comes 
t»  the  requirements  of  the  growing 
chick.  But  it  cannot  be  fed  exclusively. 
Other  grains  must  be  given  along  with 
it.  Corn  is  a  source  of  heat  and  en- 
ergy, but  it  is  rather  fattening  when 
fed  alone.  Oats  make  growth,  but  need 
to  be  supplemented  with  other  gra'-ns. 
These  three  grains  and  their  by-prod- 
ucts will  come  closely  to  meeting  every 
requirement  for  the  first  G  or  grain  in 
our  feeding  scheme.  The  grains  should 
be  sound,  clean  and  of  the  best  quality. 
Cheap  or  inferior  grain  is  generally  very 
costly  in  the  end.  We  do  not  advocate 
the  use  of  iny  grain  but  the  best,  be- 
cause we  believe  that  better  growth  and 
health  are  thus  promoted.  Never  judge 
a  feed  by  the  price  you  pay.  Find  out 
what  it  will  do  and  buy  it  on  that 
basis.  The  average  poultryman  who 
tries  to  mix  starting  and  growing  feeds 
at  home  is  very  likely  to  make  a  fail- 
ure. He  does  not  have  the  necesasry 
kp.owledge  to  produce  a  really  high- 
grade  feed,  an»"  in  this  day  and  age  we 
are  coming  to  realize  that  we  can  buy 
this  experience  cheaper  than  we  can  ac- 
quire it  through  the  medium  of  experi- 
mentation. It  is  generally  cheaper  to 
buy  a  good  commercial  chick  feed,  but 
naturally  we  urge  our  readers  to  use 
caution  to  see  that  they  get  only  the 
very  best.  Buy  of  a  reliable  manufac- 
turer and  be  sure  that  the  feed  is  adap- 
ted to  your  needs. 

What  is  the  second  G?  It  stands  for 
grubs,  or  in  other  words  animal  pro- 
tein. We  know  that  the  chick  in  its 
normal  state  would  range  over  ground 
which  was  teeming  with  bugs,  worms 
and  insects  of  all  kinds.  The  chick  nev- 
er failed  to  gobble  down  a  grasshopper 
when  he  could  catch  one.  It  was  like 
a-n  ice  cream  cone  to  him.  Hither  and 
yon  all  day  long  he  went  in  search  for 
these  bugs  and  flies,  and  the  result  was 
that  he  picked  up  a  very  large  number 
when  he  grew  strong  enough  to  range 
away  from  his  mother's  wings.  In  this 
way  he  got  animal  protein.  You  poul- 
trymen  know  that  when  we  shut  the 
little  chicks  away  from  this  natural 
source  of  animal  protein  it  must  be  sup- 
plied in  some  other  way.  Meat  scraps 
have  long  been  the  means,  and  it  has 
served  well.  Along  the  sea  coast,  fish 
scraps  have  been  used,  because  they 
were  easier  to  obtain  and  cheaper  than 
meat  scraps.  Milk  has  come  into  favor 
of  late,  and  since  the  process  of  drying 
it  has  been  perfected,  it  is  finding  even 
wider  use.  Dried  milk  can  be  mixed 
right  into  the  mash,  and  the  little  fel- 
lows get  a  helping  of  grubs  every  time 
they  take  a  mouthful  of  growing  mash. 
The  well  balanced  growing  mash  con- 
tains animal  protein  in  one  or  more 
forms. 

Possibly  you  have  guessed  the  third 
G  as  standing  for  greens.  To  try  and 
raise  chicks  without  some  form  of 
green  food  is  just  about  like  trying  to 
keep  a  gold  fish  out  of  water.  It  can- 
not be  done.  Chicks  need  some  kind  of 
succulent  green  food.  Just  throw  some 
nice,  tender,  juicy  sprouted  oats  in  for 
the  checks  and  see  them  make  a  dive 
for  it.  They  want  it  and  will  eat  it  up 
in  no  time.  Of  course,  if  you  depend 
upon  the  sprouted  oats,  it  is  the  best 
plan  ts  cut  the  sprouts  off  and  do  not 
feed  the  oats  proper,  but  just  give  the 
green,  tender  shoots.  Lettuce,  swiss 
chard,  spinach,  alfalfa  leaves,  clover, 
and  even  lawn  clippings  are  relished  by 
the  little  rascals.  Green  food  plays  a 
very  important  part  in  the  process  of 


digestion.  It  supplements  a  heavy  ra- 
tions, aids  digestion,  helps  to  regulate 
the  bowels  and  prevents  intestinal  dis- 
eases by  cleansing  the  system.  Its  prop- 
er use  can  do  a  world  of  good  towards 
the  building  of  health  into  the  growing 
bodies  of  the  little  chicks. 

The  fourth  G  stands  for  Grit.  If  the 
chicks  had  been  created  with  teeth  this 
matter  of  grit  might  be  neglected  to 
some  extent,  although  we  believe  that 
it  would  still  be  necessary  to  give  some 
grit  to  supply  some  of  the  mineral  ele- 
ments. But  the  little  chicks  have  no 
teeth  and  never  will  have,  so  it  is  quite 
essential  if  the  grains,  grubs,  greens 
and  other  foods  are  to  be  ground  up  and 
made  fit  for  the  digestive  juices  to  act 
upon  that  teeth  must  be  furnished. 
Grit  supplies  this  need.  If  any  of  you 
have  ever  watched  an  old  fashioned  mill 


wheel  grinding  slowly  but  surely,  you 
know  just  what  we  mean  by  grit  for  the 
chicks.  The  grit  in  the  gizzard  grinds 
the  food  into  a  creamy  mass  which  is 
so  fine  that  every  atom  is  exposed  to 
the  action  of  the  digestive  juices.  A 
chick  cannot  get  along  without  grit  any 
more  than  you  can  get  along  without 
teeth,  and  if  you  don't  happen  to  have 
had  any  personal  experience  along  this 
line,  just  refer  the  matter  to  your 
grandmother.  In  addition  to  the  need 
for  a  grinding  material,  the  grit  furn- 
ishes certain  minerals  which  are  vital  to 
the  building  of  a  strong  bone  frame- 
work upon  which  to  place  the  muscles 
of  the  body.  We  have  not  given  the 
matter  of  minerals  in  the  ration  the 
proper  attention  in  the  past,  but  we 
are  beginning  to  appreciate  their  prop-

A  concentrated  effort  to  sell  poultry 
raisers  throughout  the  country  on  the 
value  of  purchasing  hatchery-produced 
chicks  was  definitely  launched  in  the 
baby  chick  industry  at  the  meeting  of 
eastern  hatcherymen  on  Baby  Chick 
Day  at  the  Madison  Square  Garden 
Poultry  Show  in  New  York  City  the  last 
week  in  January.  > 

A  four  year  program  of  advertising 
and  merchandising,  supervised  by  a 
committee  of  hatcherymen  and  manu- 
facturers, and  designed  to  benefit  every- 
one directly  or  indirectly  connected 
with  the  industry,  is  projected.  This 
is  the  same  sort  of  an  "entire  industry" 
advertising  campaign  which  has 
brought  millions  of  dollars  of  increased 
business  to  the  photographic,  laundry 
and  florist  industries,  as  well  as  other 
important  groups  of  businesses  in  the 
United  States.  ■  It  marks  a  co-operative 
effort  on  the  part  of  baby  chick  hatch- 
ers to  capture  the  great  market  offered 
in  selling  to  farmers,  pouftrymen  and 
back-lot  poultrv  raisers. 

The  advertising  campaign  will  be  run 
in  national  and  state  farm  papers, 
poultry  journals  and  newspapers. 
Radio  broadcasting  will  also  be  used. 
The  campaign  will  be  suported  by  the 
entire  industry  on  a  co-operative  basis, 
with  voluntary  contributions  from 
those  directly  and  indirectly  connected 
with  the  industry,  to  finance  it. 

Hatcherymen  from  the  eastern  Unit- 
ed States  expressed  approval  of  the 
project  when  it  was  laid  before  them 
by  the  advertising  committee  appointed 
to  investigate  the  idea.  H.  H.  Knapp, 
chairman  of  the  committee,  reported 
enthusiastically,  pointing  out  advan- 
tages to  be  gained  and  illustrating  from 
examples  in  other  industries  which 
have  attempted  the  plan,  and  benefits  to 
be  derived. 

Present  figures  indicate  that  while 
baby  chick  hatcheries  now  market  an 
average  of  about  500,000,000  chicks  a 
year,  this  represented  only  about  25 
per  cent  of  chicks  produced  each  year. 
Seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  chicks  are 
still  being  hatched  in  small  incubators 
or  under  hens.     Advantages    of  pur- 


chasing chicks  from  hatcherymen,  Doth 
as  regards  quality  chicks  and  greater 
profits,  will  be  brought  to  the  atten- 
tion of  this  vast  market  by  the  cam- 
paign planned,  and  hatcherymen  every- 


where win  reap  tne  Denefit.

An  Idea  and  Plan  Committee,  com- 
posed of  manufacturers  and  hatchery- 
men,  will  merchandise  the  entire  pro- 
gram, according  to  present  plans.  A.  B. 
Conkey  of  the  G.  E.  Conkey  Company, 
Cleveland,  was  appointed  chairman, 
with  George  Cugley,  of  Springfield,  O., 
as  associate  chairman. 

Campaign  headquarters  have  been  es- 
tablished in  Room  705,  Third  National 
Building,  Dayton,  Ohio.  Already  many 
manufacturers  interested  in  the  baby 
chick  business  have  written  to  cam- 
paign headquarters,  voluntarily  pledg- 
ing their  support  and  services  to  help 
put  the  project  over.

A  NEW  LUMBER  FOR  INCUBATORS 

A  new-type  board  is  being  made  which 
is  said  to  excel  anything  else  known  for 
use  in  incubators.  It  is  made  from  saw- 
mill waste — the  trimmings  from  lumber 
which  formerly  went  to  waste.  These 
wood  cuttings  are  placed  in  great  guns 
partly  filled  with  water,  then  great  heat 
is  applied.  A  steam  pressure  is  created 
of  600  pounds  to  the  square  inch.  Then 
the  guns  are  shot  and  the  steam  ex- 
plodes. The  wood  fibres  are  separated 
by  the  explosion  and  they  come  out  a 
moss-like  mass. 

This  fibre  mass  then  goes  under  hy- 
draulic presses  which  have  a  pressure 
capacity  of  2,000  tons.  There  the  wood 
fibre  is  pressed  into  boards.  These 
boards  have  a  tensile  strength  of  about 
5,000  pounds  per  square  inch.  They  are 
ten  times  stronger  than  wood. 

One  great  advantage  for  incubator 
wall  lies  in  the  fact  that  this  pressed 
wood  has  no  grain.  It  has  equal 
strength  in  every  direction.  It  cannot 
check  or  warp.  Heat  and  moisture  have 
no  effect  on  it. 

Mr.  J.  V.  Rohan  of  the  Belle  City  In- 
cubator Company  is-  the  man  who  dis- 
covered the  value  of  this  pressed  wood 
in  incubator  building'.  The  whole  Belle 
City  line  for  1928  has  it  for  outside 
walls.  Mr.  Rohan  believes  it  to  be  the 
greatest  discovery  ever  evolved  in  this 
line.

GET  CHICKS  ON  GROUND 


The  chicks  appear  to  do  best  when 
allowed  to  run  out  on  the  ground.  We 
do  not  say  that  it  is  absolutely  neces- 
sary for  the  chicks  to  come  in  contact 
with  the  earth.  Years  ago  the  theory 
was  held  that  chicks  could  not  be  suc- 
cessfully reared  unless  they  had  con- 
tact with  the  ground.  This  idea  seemed 
well  founded,  \>ut  it  has  been  proven 
that  chicks  can  be  so  fed  and  cared  for 
that  they  will  thrive  without  having  a 
run  on  the  ground. 

However,  it  seems  to  the  writer,  after 
many  years  of  experiments  and  careful 
study,  that  the  natural  way  is  for  the 
chicks  to  have  the  ground  contact. 
Knowing  this,  and  also  well  aware  that 
Nature's  ways  are  wise,  we  feel  that  it 
is  desirable  to  get  the  growing  chicks 
out  on  the  ground  as  soon  as  possible. 
It  would  be  folly  to  let  the  little  chicks 
get  out  on  frozen  ground,  not  to  men- 
tion snow-covered  yards.  In  fact,  we 
do  not  like  to  let  them  c » t  on  the 
ground  until  the  earth  is  warmed  and 
the  air  is  charged  with  the  feeling  of 
spring.    Sometimes  they  can  be  allow- 


ed out  of  doors  for  only  a  short  period 
each  day,  due  to  weather  conditions,  but 
we  believe  that  even  these  short  rung 
are  helpful. 

Not  alone  do  the  chicks  come  in  con- 
tact with  the  ground,  but  they  get  the 
fresh  air  an?  sunshine.  Did  you  ever 
see  a  small  chick  stretch  himself  and 
then  scamper  across  the  yard  at  top 
speed?  This  exercise  fills  the  lungs  with 
clean,  pure,  health-giving  air  and  it 
helps  to  build  a  big,  sturdy,  vigorous 
bird.  Chicks  raised  out  in  the  sunshine 
store  up  plenty  of  reserve  strength  and 
make  good  birds  because  they  are  vital- 
ly alive. 

Get  the  chicks  out  of  dc»rs  and  in 
contact  with  the  ground  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible. Give  them  a  chance  to  scratch 
in  the  dirt,  romp  in  the  sunshine,  and 
breathe  deeply  of  the  fresh,  spring 
air.  Next  fall  you  will  have  birds  which 
plainly  show  the  result  of  such  rearing. 
You  will  have  winners  either  in  the 
show  room  or  the  laying  pen.  A  good 
start  and  proper  rearing  means  good 
birds.

Changing  Roosters 

I  am  a  farmer  and  do  not  wish  to  go  to 
any  expense  which  is  not  necessary,  but  I  want 
to  know  whether  I  have  to  change  roosters 
every  year.  — D.  K.  L.,  New  York. 

This  is  merely  a  question  of  whether 
it  is  best  to  outcross  or  inbree*"1..  The 
writer  believes  in  outcrossing  as  a 
means  of  securing  additional  health  and 
vigor.  Possibly  one  can  inbreed  for  a 
year  and  not  notice  any  bad  effects,  but 
certainly,  inbreeding  will  eventually 
show  the  results.  No  strain  is  so 
strong  that  it  has  no  weak  points. 
No  flock  is  so  vigorous  that  it  has  no 
weak  points.  When  weakness  is  bred 
to  the  same  weakness  the  tendency  is 
to  intensify  that  weakness.  When  this 
is  understood  the  problem  is  more  easy 
of  solution.  For  the  average  farmer  we 
believe  the  best  plan  is  to  buy  new 
blood  occasionally. 

Eggs  or  Meat 

I  hear  a  great  deal  about  the  egg  question, 
but  not  so  much  about  poultry  for  meat.  Now 
I  want  to  know  if  the  meat  or  egg  side  of  the 
business  is  the  most  profitable.

The  question  is  best  answered  by 
taking  an  inventory  of  your  «!ant  and 
of  the  local  market  conditions  and  of 
you.

Mixed  Breeds  as  Layers 

I  have  been  raising  mixed  breeds  for  a 
number  of  years,  and  they  do  not  lay  as  well 
as  the  pure  breds  which  my  brother-in-law 
has.     Is  this  the  usual  result? 

— J.  P.,  Illinois. 

We  believe  that  Standard  bred  birds 
will  lay  more  eggs  than  mongrels.  We 
believe  that  this  is  the  rule.  Not  only 
that,  but  we  believe  that  the  eggs  will 
run  more  uniform  in  color,  shape  and 
size,  and  naturally,  when  they  are 
graded  they  will  make  a  far  better  ap- 
pearance. Make  no  mistake,  the  time  is 
not  far  away  when  eggs  are  going  to  be 
sold  by  grade.  When  that  day  comes, 
the  mongrels  will  have  to  go,  and  the 
sooner  the  better. 

Does  Quite  Well 

I  have  but  a  small  back-yard  flock,  but  my 
hens  averaged  151  eggs  for  last  year.  Now 
I  make  them  scratch  in  deep  litter  for  every 
bit  of  grain.  Do  you  think  this  is  the  secret 
of  the  heavy  egg  yield,  or  do  you  think  some- 
thing else  was  the  cause.  I  want  to  know, 
because  I  want  to  keep  my  birds  laying  as 
good  as  I  can. 

I  think  that  POULTRY  KEEPER  is  the  best 
poultry  paper  printed.

doubt  if  you  have  a  very  good  local 
market  for  poultry  meat,  and  it  should 
be  kept  in  mind  that  the  tendency  is 
for  the  business  to  become  more  local- 
ized. In  the  next  place,  are  you  fitted 
by  experience  to  do  the  work?  Generally 
speaking,  the  egg  business  has  been  the 
best  paying  end  of  the  poultry  business, 
but  the  meat  side  is  developing  very 
rapidly,  and  doubtless  more  and  more 
interest  is  going  to  be  given  to  it  in 
the  future. 
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How  Many  Hens? 

Let  me  ask  you  two  questions: 

1.  How  many  hens  can  a  man  care  for? 

2.  How  many  hens  do  I  need  to  make  a 
living?  — H.  A.,  Ohio. 

1.  This  question  cannot  be  answered 
with  a  definite  number  of  hens,  because 
a  great  deal  depends  upon  the  ambition 
of  the  man  and  the  facilities  of  the 
place.  Roughly  speaking,  a  man  can 
care  for  say  a  thousand  hens.  Some 
care  for  more,  and  some  less,  but  if  you 
have  that  many  hens  we  think  they 
will  keep  you  rather  busy. 

2.  This  answer  depends  a  little  upon 
just  what  you  mean  when  you  say  liv- 
ing. Some  people  will  live  on  say 
twelve  hundred  dollars  a  year,  while 
others  need  twice  that  amount.  A  man 
and  wife  should  make  a  reasonable  liv- 
ing from  one  thousand  he-;s.  Well  man- 
aged, the  hens  should  make  you  a  net 
return  of  frem  $1.50  to  $2.60  or  $3.00 
per  hen.  This  may  look  like  a  mighty 
good  living,  and  it  figures  out  well  on 
paper,  but  don't  forget  that  it  means  a 
lot  of  hard  work  and  hustle. 

Are  We  Biased? 

I  would  like  to  have  your  opinion  as  to  the 
value  of  bright  alfalfa  meal  as  a  substitute 
for  sprouted  oats  as  a  green  food.  Of  course. 
I  gather  from  your  columns  that  you  are 
biased  in  favor  of  sprouted  oats,  but  don't  you 
think  that  alfalfa  meal  will  answer  the  pur- 
pose as  well?  — c.  S.  S..  Utah. 

Several  years  ago  when  the  writer 
paid  a  visit  to  the  home  state  of  this 
gentlemen,  he  noticed  that  much  alfalfa 
was  being  grown.  We  are  informed  that 
the  acreage  has  been  materially  increas- 
ed. With  this  in  mind,  the  question  is 
logical.  Alfalfa  makes  an  excellent 
green  food  for  poultry.  The  meal  can 
be  mixed  right  in  with  the  dry  mash 
without  any  bother.  Some  poultrymen 
feel  that  poultry  needs  some  fresh  greev 
food,  so  they  give  some  sprouted  oats 
and  also  some  alfalfa  meal  in  the  mash. 
Others  use  the  short  cut  alfalfa  and 
turn  warm  water  over  it  to  brighten  it 
up,  and  then  feed  this.  One  time  we 
tried  an  experiment  of  feeding  a  mash 
which  contained  alfalfa  meal,  and  gave 
almost  no  greed  food,  and  the  results 
were  very  satisfactory.  However,  we 
feel  that  it  is  a  good  plan  to  have  sev- 
eral forms  of  green  food  when  possible

At  the  end  of.  seven  weeks  only  12  of  the  Pan- 
a-ce-a  chicks  had  died,  while  47  of  the  non-Pan- 
a-ce-a  chicks  had  died.  The  losses  among  the 
Pan-a-ce-a  chicks  were  just  about  one-fourth  of 
those  of  the  non-Pan-a-ce-a  chicks.

the  last  six  weeks  of  the  test  was  more  than 
iy2  times  that  of  the  Pan-a-ce-a  chicks.

The  season  is  approaching  when 
thousands  of  farmers,  who  in  the  past 
have  depended  on  baby  ehix  from  their 
own  hatches  with  small  incubators  and 
setting  hens,  will  buy  baby  chix  for  the 
first  time.  Hundreds  of  these  people 
have  been  hatching  mixed  or  mongrel 
stock.  They  have  seen  their  neighbors 
progress  with  pure-bred  poultry  by 
having  a  flock  of  uniform  color,  type, 
and  size;  they  have  seen  their  neigh- 
bors advance  in  their  poultry  opera- 
tions, and,  naturally,  there  is  an  incen- 
tive to  follow  the  leaders  in  their  com- 
munities. 

Hatcheries  have  made  it  possible  for 
thousands  of  poultry  raisers,  who  have 
raised  mongrel  stock,  to  start  with 
pure-bred  baby  chix  at  an  economical 
cost.  In  fact,  if  one  would  look  over 
the  poultry  papers  of  ten  years  ago,  you 
would  notice  that  hatching  eggs  in 
those  days  were  about  as  high  as  baby 
chix  are  today. 

The  question  is  often  asked  us  dur- 
ing the  season:  "What  is  the  most  prof- 
itable breed  of  poultry  to  keep  at  the 
present  time?"  Let  me  advise,  in  this 
connection,  that  there  is  no  such  thing 
as  the  best  breed.  You  may  find  Barred 
Rocks  the  most  profitable  on  your 
farm;  one  of  your  neighbors --fnay  find 
"Wyandottes  the  most  profitable,  and  the 
other  neighbor  may  find  other  breeds 
more  profitable  to  him.  There  is  a  dis- 
pute on  this  point  as  to  TiVhit'h  is  the 
best  breed.     .'-  sSS  

I  shall  outline,  below,  a  few  of  the 
most  popular  varieties,  with  a  descrip- 
tion of  them. 

Plymouth  Rocks — The  standard  de- . 
scription  for,  Plymouth  Rocks  is  ther 
same,  except  for  color,  for  all  varieties. 
The  white  variety  is  popular  as  a  gen- 
eral utility  and  market  fowl.  In  this 
respect  it  follows  the  Barred  Rock.  The 
rich,  yellow  skin  and  shank  make  the 
dressed  carcass  an  attractive  market 
product.  The  standard  weights  for  all 
Plymouth  Rocks  are  from  6  pounds  for 
the  pullet  to  9%  pounds  for  the  cock. 
The  following  are  varieties  of  the  Ply- 
mouth Rock  family:  Barred  Rocks  are 
the  most  popular.  They  are  followed 
by  Whites,  Buffs,  Partridges  and  Silver 
Pencilled.  It  cannot  be  truly  stated 
that  one  variety  of  the  Rock  family  has 
any  particular  advantage  over  the 
other,  a  difference  in  color  is  about  all, 
so  it  is  a  matter  of  choice.  The  Ply- 
mouth Rock  is  an  excellent  market 
fowl.  There  are  many  strains  of  this 
breed  that  are  highly  developed  as  egg 
producers.  Plymouth  Rock  eggs  are 
brown  in  color,  of  good  size,  and  usually 
firm  of  shell.  The  Plymouth  Rock  is, 
no  doubt,  the  most  popular  farm  fowl 
at  the  present  time. 

Wyandottes  —  Wyandottes,  especially 
the  White  variety,  are  one  of  the  most 
popular  of  the  American  breeds.  They 
make  splendid  broilers,  due  to  the  fact 
that  they  mature  quickly  and  appear 
plump  even  at  the  broiler  age.  They 
have  made  some  very  good  records  in 
egg  production,  both  in  official  contests 
and  general  flock  production.  The  Wy- 
andotte is  about  a  pound  lighter  than 
the  Plymouth  Rock.  The  most  popular 
varieties  of  -  this  breed  are  the  Whites, 


followed  by  Silver  Laced,  Partridge  and 
Buffs. 

Rhode  Island  Reds — In  recent  years 
the  Rhode  Island  Red  has  been  gaining 
much  favor  among  the  farmers.  It  is 
winning  many  prizes  in  egg  laying  con- 
tests. Their  type  is  distinctive  because 
of  the  straight,  level  back  and  the  ob- 
long body  shape,  with  low-carried  breast 
or  keel.  Standard  weights  are  about 
the  same  as  that  of  the  Wyandotte.  The 
only  difference  is    in    pullets,  which

Orpingtons — The  Orpingtons  originat- 
ed in  England  many  years  ago,  and 
were  first  brought  to  America  some  24 
years  ago.  They  have  a  pink-white 
skin  and  leg  like  the  old  Dorking.  The 
Orpington  meat  is  excellent,  and  poul- 
try fatteners  like  Orpingtons  to  crate 
fatten,  as  they  take  on  flesh  readily, 
and,  when  dressed,  have  an  excellent 
carcass  form.  The  Buff  Orpington  is 
the  most  popular  of  the  Orpington  fam- 
ily, and  they  are  liked  by  farmers  and 


poultryman  alike.  The  Whites  follow 
closely  in  favor  after  the  Buffs. 

Leghorns  — ■  The  Single  Comb  White 
Leghorn  is  the  most  popular  breed 
among  the  egg  farmers.  In  fact,  it  is 
recognized  as  the  only  fowl  on  which 
one  can  make  big  profits.  The  Leghorn 
will  produce  more  eggs  at  less  cost  than 
any  of  the  other  breeds.  Another  ad- 
vantage is  that  they  can  be  confined  to 
about  25  per  cent  less  space  than  the 
other  breeds.  This  cuts  down  housing 
cost.  These  few  features,  together  with 
the  fact  that  they  are  non-setting,  has 
made  them  very  popular.  There  are 
eight  varieties  in  the  Leghorn  family, 
the  Single  Comb  White  leading  all  the 
others.  The  weight  of  the  Leghorn  is 
3V2  pounds  for  the  pullets,  4%  pounds 
for  the  cocks.

Someone  has  said  that  the  little  leaks 
on  a  poultry  farm  is  the  difference  be- 
tween success  and  failure.  In  a  great 
many  cases  it  is  the  small  items  of  loss 
which  when  added  together  break  the 
poultryman's  back. 

Most  every  farmer  has  a  few  hens 
which  are  star  boarders.  They  loaf 
around,  eat  their  regular  rations,  but 
lay  no  eggs.  If  these  loafers  were  sent 
to  the  butcher  the  profits  might  jump 
over  to  the  right  side  of  the  ledger. 
To  feed  one  loafing  hen  will  not  break 
you,  but  when  the  majority  are  not 


paying  their  way,  it  is  another  story. 

Some  farmers  will  not  buy  mash  hop- 
pers because  they  cost  a  little,  when 
really  they  would  be  money  ahead,  be- 
cause such  a  hopper  would  stop  the 
hens  wasting-  mash.  A  careless  feeder 
can  throw  away  a  lot  of  mash  by  giv- 
ing too  much.  The  birds  will  eat  only 
so  much,  then  they  trample  over  the 
rest,  and  it  becomes  dirty  and  unfit  for 
food.  The  amount  of  feed  lost  is  great- 
er than  many  realize.  A  good  hopper 
prevents  this  loss. 

Sickness  means  a  considerable  loss  on 
some  farms.  Disease  may  be  due  to 
carelessness  or  come  from  some  un- 


avoidable cause.  Strict  attention  to  san- 
itation and  closer  watch  of  the  flock 
might  result  in  much  better  health  for 
the  flock. 

Poultry  records  often  reveal  the  cause 
of  these  leaks,  and  for  that  reason  we 
feel  that  they  justify  the  cost  and  both- 
er necessary  to  keep  them.  A  poultry 
diary  is  always  very  interesting',  and 
often  proves  a  real  profit  maker. 

Success  in  many  cases  consists  }n 
preventing  the  small  losses  about  the 
place,  and  not  in  the  addition  to  the- 
income  by  raising  more  layers.  Stop 
the  small  leaks  and  note  the  profits  in- 
crease.

A  Problem  of  Combs 

I  have  the  White  Rocks  and  White  Wyan- 
dottes, and  I  notice  that  about  every  so  often 
I  have  a  Single  Comb  Wyandotte  and  a  Rose 
Comb  Rock.    Now  will  you  explain  that  to  me?

It  would  look  as  if  you  let  the  differ- 
ent breeds  mix  at  sometime.  We  know 
that  occasionally  the  Wyandottes  will 
have  single  combs,  but  the  Rocks  are 
not  so  likely  to  have  rose  combs.  Bet- 
ter look  to  the  breeds  and  see  if  they 
are  not  mixed.  Possibly  one  hen  is 
making  all  the  trouble.  Generally,  we 
do  not  like  the  idea  of  keeping  two  such 
breeds  on  a  farm,  because  they  may 
easily  become  crossed,  and  then  you 
have  a  real  task  to  separate  the  offend- 
ing fowls. 

Minorca  vs.  Leghorn 

I  am  a  green  horn  and  want  to  ask  some 
questions  which  may  appear  silly,  but  to  me 
they  are  real  problems,  and  I  hope  you  will 
answer  them. 

1.  Have  the  White  Minorcas  as  good  a  rep- 
utation as  layers  as  the  White  Leghorn? 

2.  How  many  eggs  should  a  good  hen  lay? 

3.  Is  it  necessary  to  have  a  rooster  with 
hens  in  order  for  them  to  lay? 

4.  How  long  should  eggs  be  incubated  be- 
fore they  hatch? 

5.  Do  white  eggs  hatch  better  than  brown 
eggs? 

We  think  the  world  of  your  paper  and 
would  not  get  along  without  it  if  it  cost  a 
dollar  a  year.    It  is  doing  a  great  deal  for  us.

1.  While  the  White  Minorca  is  a  good 
layer,  the  White  Leghorn  has  been  do- 
ing so  well  in  all  the  Laying  Contests 
that  its  reputation  appears  to  be  secure 
as  a  production  bird.  There  are  more 
White  Leghorns  on  big  commercial 
farms  than  any  other  breed.  They  are 
egg  machines. 

2.  A  hen  should  lay  twelve  dozen 
eggs  in  a  year.  That  only  means  144 
eggs,  and  while  we  do  not  think  this  a 
large  number,  yet  it  will  enable  you  to 
make  a  tidy  profit  on  the  year's  work 
of  the  hen. 

3.  No.  Hens  will  lay  just  as  well  if 
no  male  is  kept,  and  for  market  eggs 
it  is  usually  a  good  plan  to  produce  in- 
fertile eggs,  but  of  course,  if  you  expect 
to  set  the  eggs,  you  must  have  a  male 
bird  in  the  pen. 

4.  The  rule  is  21  days,  but  generally 
the  eggs  will  begin  to  pip  the  18th  or 
19th  day,  and  the  eggs  will  all  be  hatch- 
ed by  the  21st  day. 

5.  The  color  of  the  shell  of  the  egg 
has  nothing  to  do  with  its'  hatching.  It 
is  what  is  inside  of  the  shell  that 
counts. 

To  Stop  Egg  Eaters 

We  see  a  party  asks  about  egg  eating  hena. 
We  find  that  by  scattering  a  few  china  nest 
eggs  around  on  the  floor  that  it  helps  prevent 
this  trouble.

Anconas  may  lay  a  white  egg  or  a 
tinted  egg.  In  fact,  we  have  had  An- 
conas that  laid  a  fairly  brown  egg.  So 
we  would  hardly  say  that  the  color  of 
the  shell  was  a  reliable  means  of  pick- 
ing out  the  well  bred  birds.  Better 
trap-nest  the  hens  during  the  breeding 
season,  or  better  still,  sell  off  the 
scrubs.  Why  keep  them  and  run  the 
chance  of  breeding  from  them?

5.  Just  what  is  the  use  of  feeding  green 
food,  as  it  contains  so  little  nourishment? 

6.  Would  you  say  that  a  profit  of  $2.00  per 
hen  per  year  was  possible?

1.  For  the  beginner  it  is  usually  best 
to  buy  chicks,  but  if  you  wish  to  learn 
all  about  the  poultry  business  you  bet- 
ter buy  some  eggs  and  learn  as  much 
as  you  can  by  doing.  Theory  is  alright 
as  found  in  the  books,  but  we  learn  by 
actually  doing  a  thing.  Put  the  theory 
into  practice  and  see  if  it  will  work. 

2.  There  seems  to  be  a  lot  of  con- 
fusion about  these  two  terms.  The 
word  fertility  means  that  the  egg  has 
the  necessary  germ  life  and  that  means 
a  Dossibilif  of  a  chick  if  the  egg  is  in- 


How  To  Make  A 
Brooder  At  Home 

A  14-year-old  boy  can  make,  in  an 
hour,  a  brooder  that  will  raise  husky, 
healthy  chicks.  The  materials  needed 
are  a  shoebox,  one-sixth  yard  of  oil- 
cloth, a  handful  of  nails,  and  a  Putnam 
Brooder  Heater.  A  hammer  and  a  saw 
are  the  only  tools  you  need.  The  cost

This  home-made  brooder  will  care 
for  from  35  to  60  chicks.  For  a  larger 
number,  simply  use  more  brooders. 
The  chicks  do  better  when  divided  into 
small  flocks.

cubated.  '  The  word  hatchability  simply 
means  that  the  chick  has  sufficient 
strength  to  break  the  shell  at  hatching 
time. 

3.  Yes.  Reports  indicate  that  it  is 
coming  into  wide  use  and  giving  excel- 
lent satisfaction. 

4.  As  a  commercial  proposition,  we 
would  say  it  would  not  pay.  If  you 
care  to  caponize  a  few  cockerels  for 
home  consumption  it  would  be  alright. 
Leghorn  cockerels  do  not  make  suffi- 
cient size  to  be  profitable  as  a  commer- 
cial venture. 

5.  Green  food  contains  some  nour- 
ishment, but  it  also  contains  certain 
minerals  and  other  elements  which  help 
to  build  robust  health.  Possibly  green 
food  plays  its  greatest  part  in  the  help 
it  gives  to  the  process  of  digestion  and 
the  aid  to  elimination,  thus  keeping  the 
intestines  free  from  poisons  which 
would  otherwise  accumulate.  Poultry 
must  have  green  food  if  it  is  to  be 
healthy. 

6.  Yes.  Some  make  more  than  this 
and  some  less,  but  $2.00  per  hen  per 
year  above  the  feed  cost  is  entirely 
within  the  realm  of  possibility.

We  happen  to  have  a  book  of  instruc 
tions  for  this  machine  and  it  says  to 
keep  the  temperature  down  to  102  the 
first  week  and  then  let  it  run  up  to  103 
degrees  the  second  week,  and  keep  it 
there  until  at  hatching  time,  when  the 
machine  should  be  closed  and  kept 
closed.  It  is  always  a  good  plan  to 
read  the  book  of  instructions  which 
come  with  any  machine,  be  it  automo 
bile,  typewriter  or  incubator.  Follow 
the  suggestions  in  this  book.  The  man 
ufacturer  knows  more  about  the  ma- 
chine than  anyone  else,  and  he  is  an- 
xious for  you  to  have  good  results.  Re 
member,  every  machine  is  different.

Each  breed  has  certain  characteris 
tics,  and  when  a  man  knows  just  what 
he  wants  he  can  pick  the  breed  which 
best  meets  his  needs.  For  example,  if 
a  man  is  going  to  raise  soft  roasters  for 
the  Boston  market,  he  would  not  use  a 
White  Leghorn,  but  would  pick  a  large 
breed  which  was  noted  for  its  usefulness 
as  a  soft  roaster.  Probably  the  Light 
Brahma  would  be  his  choice.  On  the 
other  hand,  if  he  was  located  close  to 
the  city  of  New  York  and  wanted  to 
send  eggs  to  this  big  market,  he  would 
not  pick  on  the  Light  Brahma,  but 
would  probably  use  the  White  Leghorn 
Every  breed  meets  a  peculiar  need,  and 
the  big  aim  should  be  to  see  that  we 
pick  a  breed  to  meet  our  need.  We  can- 
not admit  that  there  is  any  great  con 
fusion  of  breeds.

WHAT  ABOUT  THE  FUTURE? 


The  poultry  business  rests  upon  just 
one  word — profit.  When  the  day  arrives, 
if  it  ever  does,  that  there  are  no  profits 
to  be  made  in  poultry  keeping,  then  the 
poultry  industry  will  face  trying  times. 
That  day  has  not  arrived,  and  we  do 
not  believe  that  it  ever  will  come. 

We  feel  that  the  poultry  business 
faces  very  promising  times.  True  it 
is  that  everything  has  not  been  satis- 
factory. We  feel  that  the  business  has 
been  having  growing  pains  which  have 
been  mistaken  by  some  as  indications 
of  serious  disorders.  We  are  face  to 
face  at  the  present  time  with  the  possi- 
bility of  selling  eggs  by  grade.  Now 
we  all  know  that  this  means  a  higher 
retail  price.  Possibly  it  will  cost  a  lit- 
tle more  to  produce  a  high  grade  arti- 
cle, but  we  also  know  that  the  profit  to 
be  made  on  a  high  grade  article  is  al- 
ways high.  Future  profits  are  going  to 
be  better. 

The  population  of  the  country  is 
growing  so  rapidly  that  it  will  take  care 
of  increased  production  of  eggs.  Dur- 
ing the  past,  our  large  industrial  cen- 
ters, such  as  Chicago,  New  York,  Bos- 
ton and  Philadelphia,  have  taken  many 
of  the  eggs,  but  our  smaller  cities  have 
been  growing  very  fast,  and  they  offer 
a  future  market  of  no  small  means.  Cit- 
ies like  Des  Moines,  Rockford,  Madison 
and  Akron  are  going  to  use  more  and 
more  eggs.  We  can  see  no  reason  to 
feel  that  there  will  be  an  over-produc- 
tion. 

The  cost  of  production  tends  down- 
ward because  of  efficient  methods.  All 
large  industries  face  the  need  of  the 
most  efficient  methods  of  production, 
and  the  poultry  business  is  no  excep- 
tion. We  have  not  yet  faced  the  need 
for  more  efficiency  in  our  future  plans, 
but  it  is  coming. 

With  a  demand  for  better  eggs,  with 
a  steady  demand  made  possible  by  a 
larger  market  in  our  smaller  cities,  and 
with  the  most  efficient  methods  employ- 
ed to  reduce  cost  of  production,  we  can 
see  a  very  promising  future  in  the 
poultry  business.  We  doubt  if  a  more 
promising  period  has  been  possible  in 
all  the  years  that  poultry  has  been  pro- 
duced in  these  United  States.  The  fu- 
ture is  secure.  Do  not  let  some  old, 
sour-livered  pessimist  tell  you  anything 
else.

During  the  past  several  months,  we 
have  repeatedly  brought  to  the  atten- 
tion of  our  readers  the  urgent  need  for 
poultry  which  was  healthy.  We  have 
done  this,  not  because  the  matter  was 
a  hobby  with  the  editor,  but  because  it 
appeared  to  be  the  solution  of  a  prob- 
lem.

knowledge  of  fire  prevention  has  done 
more  to  save  property  than  all  the  fire 
departments  in  the  world.  An  under- 
standing of  how  to  prevent  tuberculosis 
in  the  human  body  has  done  more  to 
prolong  life  than  all  the  medicine  which 
could  be  mixed.  If  the  poultry  disease 
problem  is  to  be  solved  it  must  be 
through  education.  Show  the  average 
breeder  how  to  prevent  disease,  and  he 
will  gladly  follow  the  suggestions.  Tell 
him  how  he  can  breed  health  into  his 
flock  and  he  will  respond  quickly.  But 
try  and  force  him  by  means  of  an  em- 
bargo and  he  will  doubtless  become 
rather  disgusted,  and  the  chances  of 
helping  the  problem  are  greatly  re- 
duced. Man  is  subject  to  reason,  but 
force  is  usually  met  with  force,  or  at 
least  with  disgust.  The  embargo  is  not 
the  solution.  People  feel  that  it  is  force 
and  the  average  man  feels  that  he  faces 
too  many  laws  and  regulations  already. 
We  are  living  in  an  age  of  laws  for 
everything,  and  few  of  them  are  en- 
forced. Most  people  look  upon  any  ad- 
ditional laws  or  regulations  with  dis- 
trust. 

Poultry  disease  has  not  reached  a 
stage  in  any  section  of  the  country 
where  it  is  alarming.  We  feel  that  it 
would  be  a  good  plan  to  begin  to  create 
a  public  opinion  in  favor  of  health  and 
thereby  solve  the  problem  before  we 
face  it.  Health  can  be  bred  into  our 
flocks  only  by  using  healthy  poultry,  as 
breeders.  Naturally,  strict  attention 
should  be  given  to  sanitation,  proper 
feeding  and  good  housing.  A  little  more 
attention  to  this  problem  would  mean 
greater  profits  to  each  and  every  one 
of  us. 

At  this  season  of  the  year  it  is  well  to 
give  due  consideration  to  the  health  fac- 
tor because  of  its  influence  upon  the 
future.  However,  it  is  no  time  to  be- 
come excited,  because,  so  far  as  we  are 
aware,  and  we  feel  that  our  position 
entitles  our  judgment  to  some  consider- 
ation, there  is  absolutely  no  need  to 
feel  that  the  problem  is  any  more  seri- 
ous than  it  has  been  in  the  past.  Some 
sections,  for  commercial  reasons,  are 
trying  to  create  a  feeling  of  distrust. 
There  is  no  need  for  it,  and  honest  men 
will  repudiate  any  such  attempt.

THE  WHITE  CAMPINE 


By  B.  K.  Frank 

Some  years  ago  when  our  attention 
was  first  brought  to  the  White 
Campine,  we  were  rather  inclined  to 
think  that  someone  was  trying  to  play 
a  joke  on  us.  We  thought  that  this 
breed  was  nothing  but  a  White  Leg- 
horn.   Later  we  realized  our  mistake. 

The  White  Campine  has  not  been  ad- 
mitted to  the  Standard  of  Perfection, 
but  still  the  breeders  are  working  to- 
wards a  definite  goal,  and  much  im- 
provement has  been  made.  Of  course, 
the  big  aim  is  to  develop  a  true 
Campine  shape.  One  characteristic 
which  distinguishes  the  White  Campine 
from  the  White  Leghorn  is  the  shank 
color.  The  White  Leghorn  has  a  yellow 
shank,  while  the  White  Campine  has  a 
leg  of  leaden  blue.  This  breed  is  also 
larger  than  the  Leghorn.  They  are 
quiet,  gentle  and  easy  to  take  care  of. 
They  are  said  to  be  small  eaters,  but 
respond  very  quickly  to  good  care. 

Perhaps  the  breed  is  best  known 
because  of  its  remarkable  performance 
at  the  nest.  So  far  as  we  are  aware, 
these  birds  have  not  been  entered  in 
the  laying  contest,  but  some  of  their 
records  are  indeed  surprising.  One  or 
two  individuals  with  high  records  do 
not  make  a  flock  average.  And  we  think 
that  the  flock  averages  of  these  birds 
are  the  most  surprising.  After  all, 
flock  averages  mean  that  the  ordinary 
hen  is  a  reasonably  good  layer.  A 
breeder  whom  we  know  says  that  dur- 
ing the  winter  these  birds  are  very  good 
layers,  but  at  the  height  of  the  season 
they  lay  almost  every  day.  They  lay 
an  egg  of  good  size,  and  therefore  it 
appears  that  they  would  make  a  good 
commercial  egg  breed.  The  White 
Campine  is  very  hardy  and  stands  up 
well  under  the  strain  of  continued 
heavy  laying.  One  breeder  has  said  that 
the  "White  Campine  lays  more  eggs 
than  any  other  breed  when  the  eggs  are 
worth  most."  This  may  appear  to  be 
a  rather  sweeping  statement,  but  it 
shows  what  he  thinks  of  the  breed. 
They  are  good  winter  layers. 

Another  breeder  says  that  they  molt 
very  late  in  the  fall.  This  shortens  the 
time  of  the  molt  and  gives  them  more 
time  in  which  to  lay,  and  they  take 
advantage  of  it. 

Whether  this  breed  will  ever  become 
a  fancier's  fowl  will  depend  upon 
whether  a  Thompson,  Parks,  Sheppard 
or  Card  takes  hold  of  them,  but  as  a 
utility  bird  they  are  really  giving  re- 
sults which  must  firmly  establish  them 
in  the  hearts  of  the  breeders.  We  do 
not  now  recall  a  single  breeder  who  has 
discontinued  them  after  having  given 
them  a  fair  trial. 

Striking  in  appearance  and  effective 
in  performance,  they  make  a  fowl 
which  will  command  the  admiration  of 
many  breeders.

er  place,  and  we  believe  that  the  com- 
ing generation  of  chicks  will  show  a  de- 
cided improvement  because  of  it. 

Well,  with  grains,  grubs,  greens  and 
grit,  what  is  there  left  for  the  fifth  and 
last  G  to  stand  for?  It  means  nothing 
less  than  gumption.  Not  gumption  on 
the  part  of  the  growing  chick,  for  you 
may  rest  assured  that  the  chick  will  be 
full  of  pep-but  the  poultry  keeper  must 
have  gumption.  Unless  the  poultryman 
has  gumption  and  gives  the  chicks  a 
full  share  of  good  care  and  attention, 
the  little  fellows  will  not  make  very  rap- 
Id  gains,  so  we  feel  that  the  chicks 
must  have  gumption  indirectly,  through 
the  poultryman.  Gumption  means  hus- 
tle, ambition  and  a  general  interest  in 
seeing  that  everything  is  done  when  and 
as  it  should  be  done.  The  man  who  has 
gumption  never  puts  off  a  thing  until 
tomorrow  which  he  can  do  today.  He 
does  the  things  which  need  to  be  done, 
when  it  needs  to  be  done,  and  as  it 
needs  to  be  done.  Gumption  is  energy 
in  action.  We  know  two  poultrymen. 
Both  live  close  to  a  good  market.  Both 
appear  to  have  the  same  opportunities. 
One  man  has  gumption,  and  last  year 
his  old  hens  averaged  161  eggs  per  hen. 
We  have  not  stopped  to  figure  out  just 
what  he  made  in  dollars  and  cents,  but 
he  says  that  he  is  just  beginning  to  get 
started.  He  has  a  large  flock  and  is 
making  money,  and  he  is  making  plans 
for  greater  development.  He  is  very 
enthusiastic  about  his  work.  You  can- 
not keep  such  a  man  down.  He  will  be 
sure  to  make  a  success  of  his  poultry. 
The  second  man  has  just  as  good  oppor- 
tunities, but  he  is  a  dreamer,  imprac- 
tical and  lacks  gumption.  He  has  not 
made  his  flock  pay.  He  has  no  enthus- 
iasm or  gumption.  He  is  not  going  to 
make  a  success  like  the  other  man,  for 
no  other  reason  than  a  lack  of  gumption 
and  vision.  It  may  be  possible  for  any- 
one to  get  a  few  eggs  from  his  hens 
and  keep  the  wolf  from  the  door,  but 
the  big  success  in  this  day  goes  to  the 
fellow  who  steps  on  the  gas.  Enthus- 
iasm is  absolutely  necessary.  One  must 
grab  hold  of  things  and  put  them  over. 
We  emphasize  the  need  for  gumption 
because  it  will  be  but  a  short  time  until 
competition  in  the  poultry  game  will  be 
so  strong  that  only  the  active  man  can 
hope  to  win.  Not  only  that,  but  we  be- 
lieve that  the  man  with  plenty  of  gump-

tion  can  and  will  raise  better  chicks. 
Gumption  makes  a  man  give  his  grow- 
ing birds  the  best  of  care,  and  nothing 
responds  more  quickly  to  good  care  and 
attention  that  little  chicks. 

Remember  the  five  G's.  Grains,  to 
build  and  promote  growth  of  body; 
Grubs,  to  supply  the  animal  protein; 
Greens,  to  aid  digestion  and  keep  the 
chicks  healthy;  Grit,  to  supply  the  teeth 
and  mineral  elements;  and  Gumption, 
which  spells  success  in  a  new  way. 

It  might  be  possible  for  us  to  give  you 
formulas  of  various  rations,  but  we

The  season  is  here  when  we  should 
know  from  whom  we  are  to  buy  eggs 
for  hatching,  or  baby  chicks.  All  the 
farm  and  poul- 


try papers  con- 
tain a  good  list 
of  breeders,  and 
hatching  eggs 
and  day  -  old 
chicks  for  sale. 

Some  people 
seem  to  have 
an  idea  that  the 
farther  away 
they  send  for 
merchandise  or 
live  stock,  the 
better  value 
they  get,  but 
not  so  with  me. 
V.  M.  Couch  It  seems  like  a 

mistake  to  send 
a  long  distance  for  either  eggs  or  chicks 
when  just  as  good,  and  perhaps  better, 
may  be  had  nearer  home. 

In  buying  from  a  long  distance,  when 
we  take  into  consideration  the  distance 
the  eggs  or  chicks  must  travel,  and  in 
some  instances  being  roughly  handled 
is  it  any  wonder  that  we  get  poor 
hatches  or  lose  a  large  per  cent  of  the 
chicks  bought?  Again,  in  most  cases  a 
fancy  price  is  paid  for  the  egg  or  stock, 
and  the  distance  adds  some  more  in  the 
way  of  express  charges,  so  by  the  time 
the  purchase  has  reached  its  destination 
it  has  cost  pretty  well. 

In  the  majority  of  cases,  it  is  not  nec 
essary  to  go  more  than  fifty,  or  seventy- 
five  miles  at  the  most,  to  get  eggs 
chicks  or  breeding  stock  of  any  breed' 
,and  that  which  is  first-class,  too.  And 
it  is  often  the  case  that  just  the  breed 
etc.,  wanted,  may  be  found  within  ten 
miles,  and  some  times  it  is  not  neces- 
sary to  go  out  of  your  own  tawn  if  you 
make  a  little  inquiry,  and  when  this 
can  be  done  it  is  surely  an  advantage, 
for  the  stock  can  be  inspected  and  se- 
lections made,  the  trouble  of  remitting 
is  avoided  and  express  charges  saved 
and  the  eggs  or  chicks  are  the  better 
off  for  not  being  shipped. 

When  possible,  in  buying  stock  do  so 
with  the  understanding  that  it  is  to  be 
shipped  on  approval.  Look  over  the  ad- 
vertising columns  of  your  paper,  select 
the  breeder  living  near  you,  and  write 
him  for  prices,  stating  as  clearly  as  pos- 
sible, what  you  want  and  about  how 
much  you  wish  to  pay.  Then  if  the 
breeder  is  not  too  far  away,  go  and  see 
him,  and  make  your  selection,  pay  cash 
and  bring  the  eggs  or  chicks  home  with 
you-  —V.  M.  Couch.

Chicken  Lettuce  grows  to  3  to  4  feet  high  and  is 
just  loaded  with  leaves.    It  ia  too  coarse  for  a  table  variety. 

Poultry  Cabbage 

Is  a  wonderful  green  feed  for  chickens  and  has  been  known  to  yield 
3  tons  in  a  space  40x60  feet.  Tou  can't  beat  thia  for  low  priced 
green  feed.  Sow  in  rowa  and  commence  thinning  and  feeding  when 
plants  are  about  4  inches  high.  Continue  thinning  until  plants  are 
about  one  foot  apart.  These  should  make  heads  of  6  to  7  pounds 
in  60  days,  and  may  be  fed  immediately  or  allowed  to  stay  in  ground 
until  cold  weather.  These  heads  are  very  tender  and  may  be  fed 
whole.  Chopping  is  not  required  even  for  young  chickens.  Poultry 
Cabbage  will  not  diacolor  the  yolka  of  eggs  when  fed  to  laying  hena. 

Giant  Radish 

The  Japanese  Giant  Radish  is  used  extensively  in  Japan  as  a  winter 
feed  for  poultry  and  cattle.  It  grows  to  enormous  size,  often  15 
pounds,  and  some  grow  to  30  pounds.  Will  keep  until  spring  and 
provide  a  large  quantity  of  excellent  winter  feed.  One  poultryman 
who  has  tried  it  writes:  "I  believe  that  it  is  about  the  best  and 
most  rapidly  growing  plant  to  furnish  green  feed  for  chickens.

Can  Ton  Tell  the  Date  of  Incubation  of  Each 
Egg  in  the  Accompanying  Illustration? — 
Make  Your  Estimates  and  Then  Compare 
With  Reports  of  College  Men  Shown  in  the 
Tabulation.

The  many  and  varying  recommenda- 
tions by  Colleges,  Experiment  Stations 
and  Incubator  Companies  relative  to 
the  use  of  the  air  cell  as  a  Guide  to 
evaporation  during  incubation  prompted 
us  to  try  to  establish  a  uniform  air  cell 
chart  by  submitting  to  the  various  col- 
leges and  experiment  stations  photo- 
graphic air  cells  of  four  different  sizes 
for  them  to  determine  the  dates  of  in- 
cubation that  air  cells  of  that  size 
would  correspond  to  with  correct  evap- 
oration, and  from  the  aggregate  con- 
clusions of  those  reporting  formulate 
an  average  for  each  air  cell.

Why  all  'this- variation  in  estimates? 
•  'AJl  are  based  on  exactly  the  same  pic- 
tures. 'The  wide  variation  was  doubt- 
less cdue.-  to  the  inability  of  different  in- 
dividuals to  estimate  size  and  make 
comparisons.  The  eggs  from  which  the 
pictures  were  taken  hatched  92  chicks 
from  each  100  fertile  eggs,  but  the  aver- 
age estimates  varied-  from  1  to  3  days 
from  the  actual  dates  on  which  the  pic- 
tures were  taken.  The  estimates  were 
made  by  college  and  experiment  men 
who  are  trained  so  their  estimates 
would  be  more  uniform  and  accurate 
than  the  untrained  and  unskilled.  We 
hoped  to  establish  a  uniform  or  stan- 
dard air  cell  chart,  but  the  wide  and 
uncertain  range  of  estimates  made 
from  the  same  objects  indicate  that  the 
air  cell  chart  is  inaccurate,  uncertain 
and  unreliable,  and  cannot  be  used  suc- 
cessfully in  incubation. 

Some  of  the  colleges  indicate  that 
they  did  not  consider  the  air  cell  an  ac- 
curate guide  to  evaporation,  but  sent 
their  estimates  as  guesses.  Others  stat- 
ed that  they  did  not  care  to  enter 
guesses,  as  the  air  cell  was  not  a  re- 
liable method  of  determining  evapora- 
tion. 


great  industry.  The  poultry  business  of 
the  United  States  is  a  billion  and  a  quar- 
ter dollar  business,  and  is  no  small  af- 
fair. The  American  hen  now  stands 
third  in  the  live  stock  industry.  She 
accounted  for  about  16  per  cent  of  the 
total  value  of  all  live  stock  and  its 
products  in  1926.  Only  the  dairy  and 
swine  industry  are  greater.  The  Amer- 
ican hen  is  responsible  for  more  than 
one-third  of  the  world's  supply  of  poul- 
try and  eggs.  She  lays  760  eggs  a  sec- 
ond, or  2,000,000,000  dozen  eggs  a  year. 
Such  records  are  somthing  to  be  proud 
of,  and  even  though  we  may  have  but 
a  small  part  in  such  a  large  business, 
yet  remember  that  the  little  chicks 
which  you  will  raise  in  1928  will  go 
down  through  the  ages  and  represent 
you  and  your  skill.  Possibly  too  much 
emphasis  has  been  given  to  the  pro- 
duction of  quantity,  but  certain  it  is 
that  in  the  future  more  interest  is  go- 
ing to  be  given  to  quality.  Certainly 
there  is  a  call  for  better  quality,  and  we 
have  "sufficient  faith  in  the  readers  of 
-POULTRY  KEEPER  to  believe  that 
they  are  going  to  face  up  to  the  new 
possibilities  and  make  good.  Friends 
and  readers, ,  let  us  raise  better  chicks 
this  year  than  we  evei*  did  before,  and 
let  Us  do  so  because  we  study  how  to 
best  mix  the  Five  G*s  so  as  to  promote 
better  health  and  vigor  and  more  rapid 
growth.

SIX-INCH  VENTILATING  STICKS 
INCREASE  IN  FAVOR 


By  George  E.  Bomberger 

Time  passes,  customs  change,  im- 
provements appear.  We  have  noted 
with  interest  the  growing  popularity 
of  six-inch  ventilating  sticks  used  in 
connection  with  shipping  containers  for 
baby  chicks.  Behind  such  a  change  in 
shipping  habits  must  lie  some  real  rea- 
sons for  the  change;  our  observations 
among  users  of  the  shorter  sticks 
shows  that  several  advantages  have  in- 
fluenced chick  producers. 

Separators  between  chick  boxes  are  a 
necessity  to  avoid  shutting  off  ventila- 
tion for  the  chicks  while  enroute.  The 
11-inch  and  19-inch  sticks  have  been 
commonly  used  with  standrrd  boxes. 

The  6-inch  sticks,  however,  seem  to 
be  gaining  in  favor.  In  the  first  place, 
they  are  very  easy  to  handle  on  ac- 
count of  their  convenient  size.  Some 
shippers  make  a  practice  not  only  to 
place  sticks  diagonally  across  the  four 
corners  of  the  cover,  but  two  ad  Jitional 
sticks  in  the  middle  of  the  box  across 
the  long  partition  piece.  The  use  of 
thb  6-inch  stick  permits  ventilation  un- 
der every  condition,  inasmuch  as  it  is 
possible  for  air  to  circulate  in  all  direc- 
tions. Shippers  find  that  the  use  of  the 
short  sticks  is  more  economical  than 
any  other  method  -f  spacing. 

A  special  stick  of  glue  is  used  to  at- 
tach the  6-inch  sticks;  tacking  and  sore 
fingers  are  eliminated  with  the  expense 
and  bother  and  insufficient  strength. 
The  glue  anchors  the  sticks  firmly  and 
tightly  to  the  surface  of  the  covers;  in 
fact,  the  entire  surface  of  one  side  of 
the  sti.k  is  in  the  closest  possible  con- 
tact with  the  cover.  Experience  has 
proved  that  this  is  more  secure  than 
nailing,  on  account  of  the  fact  that  th-s 
only  contact  with  a  nailed  stick  is  in 
that  very  small  area  limited  by  the 
head  of  the  nail.  When  such  a  glue 
covered  stick  is  placed  between  two 
boxes  that  are  shipped  as  one  package, 
it  fastens  the  bottom  of  the  upper  box 
firmly  to  the  top  of  the  lower,  making  a 
solid,  substantial  package  that  will  not 
slip  or  come  apart. 

The  use  of  the  glue  is  simple.  A  thin 
film  of  the  glue  is  poured  in  a  shallow 
pan  and  kept  conveniently  near  the  pile 
of  boxes.  One  side  of  the  stick  is  dipped 
into  the  glue  ?.nd  then  placed  in  posi- 
tion diagonally  across  the  corners  of  the 
cover.  When  two  boxes  are  to  be 
shipped  together  as  one  pacVage,  a 
brush  is  used  to  apply  the  glue  to  tho 
top  surface  of  the  stick  on  the  lower 
box,  and  the  bottom  of  the  second  box 
is  placed  on  the  lid  of  the  first.  The 
weight  of  a  stack  of  loaded  boxes  in- 
sures perfect  contact  between  sticks 
avd  covers. 

The  boxes  are  then  tied  in  the  usual 
manner  and  are  ready  to  be  shipped. 
Boxes  separated  in  this  manner  can  be 
piled  one  on  the  other  without  danger 
of  c-llapse  or  shutting  off  ventilation. 

It  is  a  very  simple  job  to  attach  the 
6-inch  ventilating  sticks,  but  the  pro- 
ducer who  gets  ahead  in  spite  of  all 
competition  is  the  one  who  watches 
every  detail.  He  gains  every  possible 
selling  advantage  with  the  appearance 
of  his  shipments.  To  insure  real 
"Pullman"  safety  for  your  chicks,  it  is 
surely  worth  while  to  insist  that  the 
sticks  are  carefully  placed  on  the  cov- 
ers of  the  boxes  with  the  corner  of  the 
stick  extending  slightly  over  the  edge 
of  the  cover.

"Very  definite  reasons  were  at  the 
bottom  of  last  year's  period  of  depres- 
sion. The  first  factor — the  most  impor- 
tant one — was  the  general  downward 
trend  that  was  felt  by  practically  every 
business.  In  the  Poultry  field  this 
slump  was  evidenced  by  low  prices,  and 
these  were  the  particular  result  of  over- 
production in  1926.  But  instead  of 
weathering  the  months  when  egg  prices 
were  low,  and  keeping  their  flocks  es- 
sentially intact,  many  producers  resort- 
ed to  the  practice  of  killing  off  a  per- 
centage of  their  fowls  for  dressed  poul- 
try meat  iruan  e.fcort  to  recapitulate  oh 
their  tied-up* ,  capital. 

"Thus  there  resulted  a  further  de- 
moralization of  prices.  A  flood  of  both 
eggs  and  meat  saturated  the  market. 
Naturally,  prices  dropped  lower,  and 
only  the  slow  pressure  of  the  old  laws 
of  supply  and  demand  have  finally  suc- 
ceeded in  swinging  the  market  back  to 
a  more  normal  plane.  Already  egg  pric- 
es are  on  the  decline;  not  alone  because 
the  supply  has  dropped  to  the  level  of 
demand,  but  especially  because  there 
now  exists  a  shortage  of  active  layers — 
thousands  upon  thousands  of  hens 
which  now  would  be  in  their  producing 
prime  had  they  not  'met  an  untimely 
death'  for  the  sake  of  their  meat  a  few 
months  back. 

"One  point  I  cannot  put  too  strongly. 
If  Poultry  Raising  is  to  fulfill  the  splen- 
did promise  it  holds  out  -as  one  of  our 
best  industries,  Poultry  Raisers  must 
learn  to  look  upon  the  business  as  a 
business,  and  what  is  more — a  business 
that  is  definitely  intertwined  with  the 
other  industries  of  the  country.  One 
of  the  most  unfair  viewpoints — and  yet 
an  altogether  too  common  one — is,  that 
when  the  Poultry  market  is  low  it  must 
be  its  own  fault. 

"Why  producers  will  insist  on  taking 
that  attitude  is  beyond  understanding. 
The  man  who  sells  shoes,  shirts  or  shov- 
els doesn't  blame  his  industry  when  his 
market  falls  below  par.  He  realizes 
that  business  is  slow  in  other  lines  as 
well,  and  tightens  up — 'caulks  his 
seams'  as  the  sailors  say — in  order  to 
weather  the  lull  with  least  loss.  He 
knows  that  the  principles  of  economics, 
the  law  of  supply  and  demand,  have  al- 
ways worked  out  before  and  will  do  so 
just  as  dependably  now.  He  'sits  tight.' 
buys  as  low  as  he  can,  and  keeps  his 
faith  in  the  world  generally.  On  the 
other  hand,  too  many  Poultry  Raisers 
when  faced  by  such  conditions,  decide 
that  there's  no  money  in  the  business 
and  kick  over  the  traces. 

"Common  reasoning  would  indicate 
that  the  present  market,  with  its  high- 
ly satisfactory  prices,  is  just  the  be- 


ginning of  another  extended  period  of 
Poultry  prosperity.  Stocks  on  hand  as 
well  as  potential  production  on  the 
poultry  ranges  all  point  to  brisk  busi- 
ness and  worthwhile  returns  for  the 
coming  season.  I  personally  have  an 
opportunity  to  get  even  behind  such 
surface  statistics  through  correspond- 
ence with  hundreds  of  individual  poul- 
try raisers  with  whom  the  National 
Poultry  Institute  is  working.  I  find  in 
their  letters  a  genuinely  enthusiastic 
tone.  In  all  parts  of  the  country  pro- 
ducers are  enjoying  steadier  sales  and 
increasing  profits.  At  present  there  is 
no  lull  in  sight,  and  no  limit  will  be 
reached  until  the  situation  has  com- 
pletely adjusted  itself  so  as  to  pay  the 
systematic  producer  a  healthy  return 
on  all  he  can  produce.  In  my  opinion. 
Nineteen  Twenty-Eight  will  be  an  ex- 
ceptional year  for  the  Poultry  Raiser 
who  manages  his  flock,  his  feed  hopper, 
and  his  books,  like  a  businessman."

PRACTICAL  PC    LTRY  NOTES 

Hens  to  lay  well  must  be  fed  well; 
they  must  be  healthy  and  full  of  vigor — 
and"  these  qualities  can  not  be  main- 
tained without  they  have  proper  feed 
and  good  care.  It  never  pays  to  econ- 
omize on  feed,  either  in  quality  or  quan- 
tity. A  certain  amount  of  feed  is  re- 
quired to  repair  the  bodily  wastes  and 
maintain  the  fowl  in  good  health;  and 
in  addition  there  mUst  be  a  surplus  from 
which  eggs  can  be  produced. 

The  man  who  has  a  few  hours  to 
spare  about  his  home  each  day  can  find 
no  more  congenial  task  than  keeping  a 
few  good  hens.  There  is  not  only  the 
pleasure  derived,  but  the  good  fresh 
eggs  that  are  used  in  the  house  count 
for  much.  The  housewife  does  not  have 
to  worry  about  getting  fresh  eggs  when 
she  knows  that  each  day  some  will  be 
laid  by  her  own  hens.  No  fear  about 
breaking  an  egg  directly  on  the  hot 
griddle.  No  danger  of  spoiling  a  mix- 
ture for  a  cake  if  an  egg  is  broken  di- 
rectly upon  it.  It  is  a  fine  thing  to 
have  eggs  that  you  can  rely  upon. 

Save  only  the  best  for  breeding. 
Measure  the  flock  by  the  quality  of  the 
individual  birds.  If  here  and  there  you 
find  one  that  does  not  meet  the  re- 
quirements, you  had  better  dispose  of 
such,  even  at  a  low  price,  rather  than 
to  reduce  the  standard  of  the  flock.  If 
a  good  system  of  culling  is  adopted  and 
carried  out  each  year,  the  undesirable 
specimens  will  be  eliminated.  This 
method  of  picking  good  past  layers  and 
at  the  same  time  throwing  out  the  poor- 
er producers  has  a  wonderful  commer- 
i  ciaL  advantage  whcih  will  mean  quality 
birds  and  quality  flock. 

Pure  bred  poultry  pays  best  in  the 
long  run.  The  advantages  of  keeping 
pure  stock  are  greater  than  many  sup- 
pose, if  only  a -surface  investigation  is 
made.  Some  remark,  "Yes,  it  is  nice 
to  have  pure  bred  fowls,  but  we  get 
good  returns  from  ours  and  they  are 
all  mixed  up.  This  is  the  way  that 
many  look  at  it.  They  do  not  stop  to 
think  of  the  better  returns  they  might 
have  if  they  had  better  stock.  Hens 
that  have  been  bred  for  egg  production 
are  certainly  better  than  mongrels. 
When  it  comes  to  culling  and  selecting 
with  a  view  of  improving  and  building 
up  a  laying  strain,  practically  nothing 
can  be  accomplished  with  a  mixed  flock 
or  mongrels.  It  is  surely  an  advantage 
to  have  one  kind  of  birds  on  the  place, 
so  when  there  is  a  chance  to  ssll  breed- 
ing stock  or  eggs  for  hatching  the 
prices  realized  will  be  much  greater.
